Of  the  persons  suspended  in  1899,  27,  and  of  those  suspended  in  1900,  30,  were  also 
reported  as  cases  of  lead  poisoning,  and  are  thus  included  in  the  preceding  Return. 
The  remainder  were  suspended  on  other  grounds,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Certifying  Surgeons,  rendered  it  inadvisable  for  them  to  continue  in  their  former 
occupation.  No  absolute  distinction  can  be  drawD  between  the  number  of  cases  in 
which  the  suspension  is  temporary  only  and  the  number  in  which  it  involves  permanent 
exclusion  from  the  dangerous  process.  It  has  been  ascertained,  however,  that  17  out 
of  the  32  suspensions  in  the  Burslem  district  in  1899,  and  lH  out  of  the  33  suspensions 
in  1900,  were  permanent.

Toutefois,  Taide  de  ceux-ci  peut,  dan.s  certain  cas,  ne 
pas  etre  inutile,  et  il  ne  parait  pas  qu'il  puisse  resulter  ]e  moindre  inconvenient 
des  attributions  nouvelles  que  le  projet  de  loi  propose  de  leur  conferer.  Le 
gouvernement,  d'aileurs,  aura  soin,  le  cas  edieant,  de  completer  la  surveillance. 

Art.  4.  Cet  article  ordonne  la  saisie  du  bateau  de  pdche,  en  permettaqjt  de 
remplacer  ceite  mesure  de  rigueur  pr^alable  k  la  poursuite  par  le  versement  d'un 
cautionnement  qui  est  une  veritable  cautio  jiidicatum  solvi.  La  retenue  du 
bateau  ne  doit  servir  qu'k  garaiitir  I'execution  de  la  condamnation. 

Le  bateau  saisi,  le  cautionnement  verse,  sont  choses  graves,  de  nature  k 
troubler  profondement  le  pdcbeur,  en  le  privant,  pendant  un  temps  assez  long, 
de  son  gagne-pain  ou  de  son  capital. 

Sans  doute,  dans  la  pratique,  le  cautionnement  en  argent  sera  la  r^gle  et  la 
saisie  I'exception  ;  mais  il  se  peut  qu'il  en  soit  autrement,  et  il  serait  bon^  daas 


tous  les  cas,  qu'une  procedure  rapide  att^Du4t  les  graves  inconv^Dients  que  Ton    Belgium. 

peut  pr^voir.     La  raatifere,  en  eiFet,  n'est  pas  sans  analogic  avec  celle  de  la        

detention  proven tiVe,  dans  les  poursuites  ordinaires  de  Tordre  correctionnel. 
La  privation  de  son  bateau,  la  consignation  forcee  d'une  somme  de  plusieurs 
centaines  de  francs,  peuvent  atteindre  le  pdcbeur  d*une  maniere  presque  aussi 
sensible  que  la  perte  momentan^e  de  la  liberie. 

Les  dispositions  de  Tarticle  4  sont  rigoureuses,  sans  doute,  mais  elles  sont 
n^cessaires  et  se  trouvent  en  harmonic  avec  celles  des  legislations  en  vigueur 
dans  les  pays  limitropbes. 

Remarquons,  du  reste,  que  la  retenuc  du  bateau  doit  6tre  decidee,  dans 
chaque  cas,  par  le  ministre  qui  pourra  ainsi  se  montrer  s^v^re  pour  les 
r^cidivistes  et  gen^reux  envers  ceux  qui  sont  r^ellement  dignes  d'int6r6t.

£n  cas  d 'acquit tement  ou  d'extinction  de  Taction  publique,  le  prix  de  la  vente 
sera  remis  au  pr^venu  ou  k  ses  .ayants  droit,  qui  devront  s'en  contenter,  sans 
pouvoir  eiever  aucune  pretention  basee  sur  la  valeur  du  poisson  saisi. 

Quant  aux  engins  de  pdche,  le  projet  permet  d'en  eviter  la  retenue  par  la 
consignation  d'une  somme  representant  leur  valeur,  arbitree  par  Tagent 
verbalisant. 

Le  but  de  cette  disposition  se  coogoit  aisement.  On  permet  au  p^cheur 
prevenu  d'echapper  k  Tembargo  que  la  loi  met  sur  son  b&timent ;  peut-on 
logiquement  le  priver,  pour  un  temps  relativemeut  long,  des  instruments  de 
son  travail  ?  Ne  serait-ce  pas  le  mettre  quand  mSme  dans  I'impossibilite  de 
gagner  sa  vie  ou  dans  Tobligation  d'acquerir  de  nouveaux  appareils,  trfes 
coiiteux,  alors  qu'il  est  en  droit  d'esperer  la  restitution  des  siens  s'il  est  acquitte 
et,  peut-6tre,  s'll  est  condamne ?     (voir  Tarticle  suivant.) 

Mais  les  engins  dont  Teraploi  est  interdit  doivent  rester  saisis,  k  moins  qu'il 
n'y  ait  acquittement  ou  extinction  de  Taction  publique  consequemment 
reconnaissance  expresse  ou  tacite  de  Tinnocence  ;  dans  ce  cas,  en  effet,  on  ne 
peut  empdcher  un  p6cheur  etranger  d'avoir  k  son  bord  des  filets  dont  Tusage 
peut  dtre  licite  dans  les  eaux  de  son  pays  ou  dans  la  haute  mer. 

Art.  6.  Bien  qu'il  puisse  sembler  etrange  qu'une  personne  qui,  en  con- 
naissance  de  cause  et  de  propos  deiibere,  a  commis  un  deiit,  reste  indemne  de 
toute  poursuite,  il  a  paru  qu'eu  mati^re  maritime,  le  commandant  ay  ant  en  mer 
une  autorite  absolue,  sa  responsabilite  doit  etre  aussi  absolue  que  son  autorite.

Bapport  cm  Boi. 

Sire, 

La  loi  du  19  aout  1891   relative  k  la  pdche  maritime  dans  les  eaux 
territoriales  pr6voit,  k  deux  reprises,  Tintervention  de  Votre  Majesty : 

1°  Par  son  article  2,  elle  stipule  qu'un  arr6t6  royal  r^glera  les  dispositions 
auxquelles  devront  se  conformer  les  bateaux  de  p6che  Strangers  naviguant  ou 
mouillant  dans  les  eaux  territoriales. 

Quelques  mesures  preventives  de  police,  absolument  d^pourvues  de  tout 
caract^re  vexatoire,  paraissent  suffire  pour  r^pondre  au  voeu  du  l^gislateur ; 

2°  L'article  8  de  la  loi  laisse  au  Roi  le  soin  de  determiner  les  mesures 
n^cessaires  pour  empecher  la  destruction  du  frai,  du  fretin  et  du  naissain  par 
les  p^cheurs  regnicoles  et  de  fixer  les  peines  conform^ment  aux  dispositions 
inscrites  k  I'article  6. 

L'objet  k  r^glementer,  Sire,  est  des  plus  iraportants  :  si  Ton  veut  conjurer  la 
mine  de  la  p6che  maritime,  il  est  indispensable  que  Ton  mette  un  frein  au 
gaspillage  auquel  cette  peche  donne  lieu,  en  prot^geant  la  reproduction  et  la 
multiplication  des  esp^ces  les  plus  apprfeciees. 

L'idee  a  ^16  emise  que  les  eaux  territoriales  pourraient  6tre  consider^s 
comme  une  immense  fra^fere  naturelle,  qui  servirait  au  repeuplement  de  la 
haute  mer ;  mais  ce  but  ne  pourra  6videmment  6tre  atteint  que  par  les  efforts 
reunis  des  diverses  nations  riveraines. 

Les  conferences  tenues  k  Londres  en  1890  et  1892  ont  ^mis  des  va3ux  dans 
ce  sens,  et  Ton  peut  esp^rer  que,  dans  un  avenir  prochain,  des  mesures  seront 
prises  par  toutes  les  puissances  int^ressees  pour  en  assurer  la  realisation. 

C'est  en  s'inspirant  de  ces  considerations  que  le  projet  d'arr^te  a  et^  congu. 

II  est  certain,  notamment,  que  I'emploi  des  mati^res  explosives  doit  6tre 
strictement  prohibe. 

II  faut  aussi  interdire,  pendant  le  temps  de  fraie,  Temploi  des  engins 
destructeurs  par  excellence :  les  filets  trainants.  Toutefois,  afin  de  ne  pas 
entraver  Tindustrie  du  pauvre,  il  a  ete  reconnu  utile  d'exclure  de  Tinterdiction 
le  filet  trainant  manoeuvre  par  un  seul  homme  sur  le  bord  de  la  mer  et  dont 
I'effet  nuisible  est,  du  reste,  assez  limit6. 

Mais  le  point  essentiel,  Sire,  c'est  d'empecher  la  capture  des  jeunes  sujets 
ayant  d6jh,  une  certaine  valeur  marchande,  dont  le  developpement  doit  assurer 
la  richesse  de  la  pdche  maritime. 

Pour  que  la  mesure  ^t  prendre  h  cet  egard  soit  efficace,  il  faut  qu'elle  soit 
radical  e. 

Aussi,  par  la  redaction  adoptee,  cst-il  propo?6  de  rnettre  obstacle  k  Tintro- 
duction  en  Belgique,  par  quelque  voie  que  ce  soit,  des  poissons  determines 
n'ayant  pas  atteint  certaines  dimensions,  sans  distinction  de  leur  provenance  ni 
de  la  nationality  du  bateau  qui  les  transportc.  S'il  en  etait  autrement,  il  serait 
trop  facile  d'eluder  la  defense. 

11  est  a  remarquer  que  I'achat  des  poissons  dont  la  vente  est  prohibee  n'est 
pas  considere  comme  un  fait  delictueux,  attendu  qu'il  semble  diilicile  d'exiger 
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du  coDSommateur  la  parfaite  connaissance  des  diverses  esp^ces  qui  peuplent  les     Bblgjuh. 
eaux  salves. 

Pour  assurer  rex^cution  des  dispositions  arr6tees,  il  faut  que  les  surveillants 
aient  le  droit  de  visiter  les  bateaux  de  pSche  beiges  se  trouvant  dans  la  mer 
territoriale.  Le  simple  refus  d'amener  ou  de  laisser  visiter  Tembarcation  doit 
6tre  r6prim6,  sinoa  celui  qui  se  trouverait  en  d^faut  pourrait  facilement 
echapper  k  la  loi,  s'il  n'a  pas  6t^  surpris  en  flagrant  d^lit.  La  peine  doit  mdme 
pouvoir  atteindre  un  taux  asscz  ^lev6,  pour  permettre  an  juge  de  punir  selon 
les  pr^somptions  de  culpability.

Par  une  lettre  dat^e  le  9  du  mois  pass6  vous  m'avez  demand^  certains 
renseignements  sur  la  legislation  danoise  en  mati^re  de  p6che. 

En  vous  adressant  sous  ce  pli  un  exemplaire  de  la  loi  du  5  avril  1888,  sur 
la  p6che  en  Danemark,  je  constate  que  cette  loi  eontient,  pour  le  royaume  de 
Danemark  proprement  dit,  les  dispositions  actuellement  en  vigueur  relativement 
aux  pdcheries  de  mer  tandis  que  les  prescriptions  de  la  loi,  en  tant  que  concerne 
les  pdcheries  dans  les  eaux  douces,  ont  6t6  remplac^es  par  eelles  de  la  loi  du 
26  mars,  1898.  Les  regies  g^n^rales  de  la  loi  visant  la  protection  des  poissons 
(et  crustac6s)  de  petite  taille  (undersized  and  immature  fish)  se  trouvent  dans 
les  §§  8,  9)  13,  14,  16,  56  et  57*  Le  chapitre  3  eontient  des  dispositions 
sp^ciales  concernant  la  pSche  dans  de  Limfiord.  En  vertu  du  chapitre  4,  des 
rdglements  sp^ciaux  ont  6te  publics  pour  un  grand  nombre  de  fiords,  de  baies 
et  de  d^troits.  lis  prescrivent  des  ri^gles  d^taill^es  quant  aux  saisons  de  la 
pechc  des  diff^^rentes  esp^ces,  quant  aux  proc^d^s  permis,  quant  aux  engins  de 
p6che  et  leur  construction,  &c.,  &c.

DANISH  FISHERY  LAW. 
I. — Salt  Water  Fishbry. 


Chapter  1. 
Oeneral  Provisions. 

§1- 

^  In  DaDish  waters,  within  the  limits  of  this  law,  every  one  who  has  either 
right  by  births  or  has  been  domiciled  in  Denmark  for  at  least  two  years,  has 
permission  to  fish  anywhere,  where  no  special  rights  in  the  practice  of  fishery 
have  been  acquired. 

All  other  persons  are  forbidden  to  fish  in  Danish  waters,  even  although  they 
do  it  in  conjunction  with  Danish  subjects.  This,  however,  does  not  put  a  stop 
to  the  accepted  practice  in  accordance  with  which  Swedish  as  well  as  Danish 
subjects  fish  in  the  Sound  between  the  lines  Gildborghoved-Kullen  to  the 
north  and  Stevns-Falsterbo  to  the  south,  nor  to  the  herring-fishery,  which,  at 
a  certain  period  is  engaged  in  ofFBornholm  by  Swedish  subjects. 

§2. 

When  any  one  has  lawfully  taken  up  a  place  for  fiishing,  and  has  marked  his 
gear,  that  person  cannot  be  dislodged  from  his  position  or  driven  to  fish  else- 
where by  other  fishermen,  as  long  as  he  holds  that  place. 

If  a  second  man  sets  his  gear,  or  allows  it  to  float  on  to  the  spot  already 
selected  by  the  first  man,  he  is  liable  for  any  damage  done. 

If  moving  fishermen  find  themselves  in  the  vicinity  of  fixed  fishing-gear,  they 
ought  to  taRe  every  precaution  to  avoid  disturbing  it.  If  they  do  injure  it, 
and  if  the  fixed  gear  was  properly  marked,  the  moving  fishermen  are  liable  for 
all  damage,  unless  they  are  able  to  prove  that  it  was  done  in  conditions  over 
which  they  had  no  control. 

§3. 

The  right  to  fish  with  eel-dams  or  eel-pots  is  given  exclusively  to  certain 
riparian  owners.  Each  one  has  the  right  to  use  his  own,  unless  other  persons 
have  acquired  rights  in  that  respect.  Every  species  of  fishing,  outside  the 
coast  which  belongs  to  other  persons,  and  also  fishing  with  unattached  eel- 
wheels,  is  permitted,  but  must  be  practised  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  come  so 
close  to  the  private  eel-dams  or  eel-pots,  as  to  do  injury  to  these  latter. 

The  right  to  possess  eel-dams  must  not  be  exercised  away  from  the  adjacent 
coast. 

§4. 

If  a  growth  of  reeds  or  rushes  occurs  in  immediate  connection  with  the  shore 
or  the  edge  of  the  fjord,  no  fishery,  especially  for  the  capture  of  eels,  must  be 
practised  in  such  a  way  as  to  injure  this  growth. 

§  5. 

So  far  as  the  parish  council  determines  that  it  is  necessary  to  make  one  or 
more  public  roads  or  paths  leading  to  general  landing  places  for  fishermen,  for 
the  common  weal,  these  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  laws  on  the  subject 
of  the  4th  of  July  1850,  and  the  20th  of  August  1853. 

§  6. 

When  fishermen  consider  that  they  require  to  use  a  portion  of  the  shore  for 
hauling  up  their  boats,  and  for  drying  their  nets,  and  when  no  agreement  on 
this  subject  can  be  arrived  at,  they  can  appeal  to  the  Commission  to  find  them 
a  place  either  on  the  strip  of  grass  between  the  cultivated  land  and  the  water, 
or  where  none  such  exists,  on  the  edge  of  the  land  itself,  suitable  for  hauling 
up  boats  and  drying  nets  upon,  in  concert  with  the  regulations  of  the  law  of 
January  23,  1862.  When  this  request  is  taken  into  consideration,  due  care 
must  be  shown  in  finding  out  whether  the  fulfilment  of  the  wishes  of  the 
fishermen  will  be  injurious   or  inconvenient  to  the  proprietor  of  the  land 
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Denmark,    and    it    will  be   necessary   to   see    that   the    proprietor   will   not  suflPer  by 

the  loss  of  the   land  occupied  by  the  fisheraien.     If  they  can  come  to  no 

mutual  understanding,  cdmpensation  for  a  period  of  5  years  may  be  decided  by 
arbitration.  No  fishermen  hut  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  payment  of 
the  compensation  will  be  allowed  to  use  the  place.  If  it  can  be  proved  that 
the  portion  of  grassy  or  waste  land  was  of  no  use  or  profit  at  all  to  the  owner 
or  occupier,  no  compensation  need  be  awarded.  When  the  5  years  have  expired 
either  the  owner  or  the  fisherman  is  at  liberty,  at  his  own  cost,  to  open 
the  question  anew  by*  means  of  an  appeal  to  the  Commissioners  for 
re-adjudication. 

§  7. 

fishery  must  not  be  practised  in  such  a  way  as  to  hinder  or  render  difficult 
free  navigation,  or  so  as  to  remove  sea-marks  from  their  places. 

It  is  also  forbidden,  w^hen  fishing  is  broken  up  or  concluded,  to  leave  the 
fixed  gear  used  for  it  or  portions  of  the  same  in  such  a  position  or  in  such 
conditions  that  they  oficr  a  danger  to  navigation  or  a  hmdrance  to  other 
fisheries. 

Chapter  2. 
Fishery  at  Sea  and  off  open  Coasts. 

§  8. 

Fishing  with  a  trawl  is  forbidden. 

Nets  or  other  gear  which  are  dragged  along  the  bottom  of  the  sea  fixed  to 
boats  or  larger  vessels,  moved  forward  by  the  exercise  of  whatever  force,  must 
not  carry  a  greater  weight  than  40  lbs. 

§  9. 

Fisliing  with  nets  of  any  kind  whatever  is  forbidden  in  all  waters  included  in 
this  chapter,  except  in  the  Atlantic,  Scagerak,  and  Cattegat,  during  the  months 
of  March,  April,  and  May,  in  the  fourth  part  of  these  waters,  when  the  spawn 
is  hatching.  The  Home  Minister  will  lay  down  the  limits  of  the  waters  so 
closed  in  relation  to  the  local  conditions  of  each  particular  fishing-ground. 

In  the  Cattegat  whirling  nets  for  flounders  are  forbidden  from  the  1st  of 
July  to  the  l5th  of  August. 

In  special  cases  the  Home  Minister  may  admit  exceptional  conditions. 

§  10. 

Unless  proprietary  rights  permit  it  bottom  gear  must  not  be  set  nearer  to 
each  other  than  300  fathoms,  and  other  sorts  of  gear  must  not  be  set  down 
nearer  to  bottom-gear  than  40  fathoms  outside  the  main  post  and  200  fathoms 
to  the  sides. 

In  special  cases  the  Home  Minister  may  modify  this  regulation. 

§   11. 

Unless  proprietary  rights  exist  no  fishing  gear  may  be  set  or  trawl  be  drawn 
nearer  than  200  fathoms  to  the  sea  mouth  of  a  i^ord,  and  100  and  50  fathoms 
respecti  vel}'  from  the  mouth  of  a  stream  or  a  brook,  or  of  any  artificial  outflow 
into  the  sea  or  a  fjord. 

The  Home  Minister  may  relax  this  law  in  special  cases. 

§  12. 

The  distance  between  teeth,  prongs,  and  barbs  on  saw  and  spike^spears 
between  point  and  staff  in  eeUpots  must  not  be  less  than  is  already  laid  down 
for  eel  fishing  in  the  Lim  Fjord. 

§  13. 
For  the  future  it  is  forbidden  to  fish  lobsters  which  are  less  than  7  inches 
long,  measured  from  the  point  of  the  beak  to  the  root  of  the  tail. 

§  14. 

If  the  attention  of  the  Home  Minister  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  fishing  is 
being  conducted  with  newly-invented  gear,  which  be  considers  injurious  to 
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general  fishery,  or  for  any  particular  branch  of  lawful  fishery,  he  is  empowered    I>«nmark. 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  this  kind  of  gear,  but  this  whole  question  is  shortly  to  be 
made  the  subject  of  legislation. 

§  15. 

The  protection  for  fixed  gear  spoken  of  in  Art.  2  is  to  be  exercised  in  the 
matter  of  the  salmon-chains  used  off  Bornholm  only  during  the  following 
periods  : — 

(a.)  Around  the  west  coast,  reckoned  from  Dueodden  to  Hammeren,  from 
October  1  to  February  15,  around  the  east  coast  from  October  1  to 
April  1st.     These  limits  of  time  may  be  altered  at  the  request  of  the 
fishermen,  with  the  approval  of  the  Home  Minister.. 
(b.)  The  rule  laid  down  in  §  43-44,  regarding  the  appointment  of  one  or 
more  fish-bailiffs,  may  also  be  applied  to  Bornholm,  if  the  fishermen 
there  wish  it. 
(<?.)  No  trade  may  be  carried  on  in —

§17. 

The  nets  shall  be  connected  in  such  a  way  that  when  the  respective  form  is 
placed  in  the  mesh,  which  shall  be  an  exact  square,  the  two  central  knots  shall, 
whether  the  net  is  dry  or  wet,  be  able  to  touch  one  another  without  tension. 
In  consequence  of  this  the  meshes  which  are  connected  on  the  bow-down  size 
form  will  be  about  44  lines  in  circumference,  while  those  which  are  connected 
on  the  fishing-net  size  will  be  about  42  lines,  and  so  on. 

§  18. 

In  cases  where  it  is  laid  down  that  a  certain  ell-measure  of  a  portion  of  the 
net  must  have  a  lesser  size  of  mesh  than  the  rest  of  it,  there  ought  to  be  a 
transition  from  the  lesser  width  of  mesh  to  the  greater,  but  this  transition  must 
be  wholly  contained  within  the  ell-measure  which  has  been  set  apart  for  the 
lesser  size  of  mesh. 

§  19. 
The  breadth  of  the  sailing  channel  is  laid  down,  as  heretofore,  as  follows  : — 
(a.)  Between  Osterland  and  Oxholmsgrund  up  to  Munkedrag  and  on  to 

Nil:)e,  60  fathoms  at  least ; 
(6.)  From  Nibe  to  Sebbersund,  20  fathoms  at  least. 

§20. 

When  no  special  authority  is  possessed,  no  fishing-gear  may  he  set  or  used 
closer  to  any  other  fishing-gear,  already  in  place  or  in  use,  than  100  fathoms, 
unless  by  mutual  consent,  nor  closer  to  the  natural  or  artificial  mouths  of  brooks, 
&c.,  than  100  fathoms.

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Denmark.  §  21. 

JFishinft  in  the  creek  between  Olby  and  Resen  parishes,  on  the  bay  of  Sonder 
Lem  and  iti  Sebber  Bredning  west  of  the  dam  over  Sebber  Sound,  must  be 
regulated  by  special  rules  dra'vn  up  in  relation  to  chapter  4,  §§  41,  42. 

Until  the  byelaws  for  these  waters  are  passed,  those  shall  be  in  force  which 
are  found  in  §  11  of  the  I^aw  of  January  4,  1861,  with  Order  of  June  21, 
1867,  with  respect  to  fishery  in  Kilen. 

Herrijig  Fishery. 

§22. 

A  seine  station  shall  in  future,  as  heretofore,  extend  42  fathoms  in  length 
except  at  the  spots  where  there  is  not  room  for  more  than  one  net,  in  which 
case  it  may  be  long  or  short  according  to  the  situation  of  the  place  and  the 
condition  of  the  water. 

§23. 

A  seine  station  may  be  occupied  as  follows  : — 

{a)  By  one  seine  in  the  constraction  of  which  the  row  shall  stand  in  the 
right  line  and  stretch  close  up  to  the  head-joint  of  the  seine  ; 

(&.)  By  two  seines,  namely  the  fore-net  and  the  hinder-net,  in  which  form 
of  construction  all  the  head-joints  of  the  straight  net  must  be  set 
in  the  right  line  and  stretch  42  fathoms  from  one  another.* 

§  24. 

Every  other  form  of  occupation,  except  those  mentioned  in  the  previous 
paragraph,  is  prohibited.  But  the  Home  Minister  shall  relax  this  law  in 
particular  instances,  if  he  considers  that  circumstances  call  for  it. 

§  25. 

The  herring  fishery  may  be  practised  from  the  24th  of  September  to  the 
24th  of  June. 

§  26. 

The  different  parts  of  the  herring- seine,  as  well  as  the  rows,  shall  be  fastened 
together  on  a  fixed  system,  namely  [here  follow  directions]. 

§  27- 

The  period  for  the  use  of  herring  nets  shall  be  from  October  1  to  June  15. 
The  herring  nets  shall  be  fastened  together  on  the  following  system  [here 
follow  directions]. 

§  28. 

No  herring  net  may,  while  it  is  being  used,  anywhere  encroach  over  the 
midstream  line. 

§  29. 

Drift  nets  and  standing  nets  may  be  used  everywhere  in  the  Lim  Fjord  ;  but 
the  latter  may  not  be  used  in  herring  seine  stations  during  the  time  fixed  for 
that  fishery,  unless  the  owners  of  those  stations  give  their  consent,  and  even  in 
those  cases,  care  must  always  be  taken  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular  fishery. 

'  Eel  Fishing. 

§  30. 

The  use  of  the  nets  described  in  §  8  is  entirely  prohibited  **  Pulse "  and 
"  tub  "  nets  may  be  used  as  they  have  hitherto  been,  that  is  to  saj;,  so  that  the 
boat,  which  may  not  pull  her  anchor  or  any  similar  weight  after  her,  is  dra^vn 
to  the  net,  and  **  tub  "  nets  also  in  such  a  wav  that  the  net  is  drawn  to  the 
boat,  while  she  lies  at  anchor.

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§  31.  Denmark. 

It  is'^forbidden  to  fish  for  eels  with  "  pulse  "  or  "  tub  '*  nets  in  the  following        — 
localities : — 

a.  From  the  entrance  at  Hals  to  Logstor  Banks. 

b.  In  Hjarboak  Bay,  south  of  Virksund  Ferry. 

c.  In  Skive  Fjord,  within  the  line  Guldknap  to  LybymoUe. 

d.  In  the  bay,  which  runs  in  to  the  town  of  Nykjobing  on   Mors,  inside  the 

line  from  the  northern  to  the  southern  of  the  points  which  form  the 
bay. 

e.  In  the  bay  or  harbour  which  runs  up  to  the  town  of  Lemvig,  within  a 

line  drawn  from  Gjeller  Point  to  Kabbel  Point. 

f.  In  Skibsted  and  Gravgaard  Fjords,  beyond  a  line  drawn  from  Lindholm  to 

the  cliflF  on  Thyholm, 

g.  In   the  entrance  to  the  port  of  Krik,  inside  a  line  east  and   west   of 

Kobberrodgaarde. 
*^  Pulse  "  and  •*  tub  "  nets  must,  by  day,  be  carried  in  a  boat  when  sailing 
through  the  closed  waters,  but  at  night  only  in  case  of  necessity,  and  fishermen 
can  at  any  time  free  themselves  from  responsibility  in  this  matter  by  giving 
due  notice  beforehand  to  the  local  fishing  bailiff. 

§32. 

*'  Pulse  "  and  *•  tub  "  nets  should  be  fitted  up  in  such  a  way  that  the  arms 
and  the  forepart  of  the  peak  aie  connected  with  the  eel-pot  (?),  and  ihc  four 
outermost  or  hiudermost  ells  of  the  peak,  &c.,  &c.  The  length  of  the  trawl- 
line  must  not  exceed  25  fathoms. 

§  33. 
[Description  of  the  eel-pots  and  eel-stakes  which  are  allowed  to  be  used.] 

§34. 

[Geographical  distribution  of  eel-dams,  a  list  of  their  positions  being  given, 
and  the  dates  at  which  each  of  them  may  be  fished.] 

§35. 

Eel-wheels  and  similar  wheels  may  be  connected  in  this  way  :  Wheel,  arms, 
and  bow  nets  outside  little  calf-peris  (?). 

4 

Flounder  Fishery. 
§  36. 

In  fiounder  fishing  may  be  used  flounder  nets,  flounder-spikes,  shore  drag-* 
nets,  and  whirling  nets. 

The  flounder  shore  drag  nets  are  to  be  connected  in  this  way, — ^the  meshes 
in  the  arm^s  and  the  inner  part  of  the  bag  are  2^  inches  square,  and  in  the  four 
outer  ells  of  the  bag  are  2  inches  square,  so  that  the  circumference  of  the 
meshes  is  respectively  9  and  8  inches.  The  weight  of  the  net  must  not  be 
fastened  directly  to  it,  but  shall  be  connected  by  means  of  straps.  In  case  of 
ooULsion,  it  ought  always  to  be  able  to  yield  to  the  herring  net. 

Flounder  whirling  nets,  which  are  dragged  from  a  boat  lying  at  anchor, 
may  only  be  used  during  the  period  from  September  1st  to  ^pril  1st,  and  their 
meshes  shall  be  the  same  size  as  is  laid  down  for  the  flounder  shore  drag  nets. 

Ordinary  flounder  nets  shall  have  the  same  width  of  mesh  as  the  arms  in  the 
shore  drag  nets. 

Other  Kinds  of  Fishing. 

§  37. 

The  size  of  the  mesh  in  salmon  and  trout  nets,  and  gwiniad  nets,  shall  be 
1^  inches  square  and  5  inches  in  circumference,  except  in  the  bunt,  which  may 
be  fastened  to  the  bow-down  size  ['*  nedborskjoelden  "].

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Denmark.        Gwlniad  nets  and  other  such  nets  for  grey  fish,  which  are  dragged  to  aiiore 
—        must  be  used  in  the  period  from  thcJ  15th  of  May  to  the  Ist  of  November. 
They  shall  be  connected  on  the  same  principle  as  has  been  laid  down  for 
flounder-nets. 

In  the  capture  of  grey  fish  may  also  be  used  bow  nets,  hooks,  and  dropped 
nets, 

§  38.  . 

t 

Shrimp-nets  may  be  used  between  the  1st  of  April  and  the  30th  of 
September ;  they  may  not  be  set  in  waters  deeper  than  2^  efls  witb  20  ells  of 
row  nets,  which  shall  stand  in  an  even  line  with  the  shore,  and  must  not  be 
laid  closer  together  than  60  fathoms. 

It  shall  further  be  permitted  to  use  porpoise  nets,  seal  nets,  and  shrimp 
baskets  or  purse  nets,  of  dimensions  riot  greater  than  1^  ells  in  diameter. 

Shrimp  nets  and  other  gear  for  the  fishing  of  shrimps  must  not  be  used  with 
meshes  smaller  than  12  lines  to  the  circumference. 

The  rule  in  §  13  regarding  the  fishery  of  lobsters  is  binding  also  for  the 
Lim  Fjord.  In  the  month  of  July  lobster  fishing  in  that  iQord  is  entirely 
forbidden. 

Prohibiiion.  • 

§39. 

The  use  of  any  other  kinds  of  gear  except  those  named  above  is  prohibited 
from  this  time  forth,  and  this  includes  all  kinds  of  eel  pots  not  mentioned  above. 
At  the  same  time  nets  up  to  a  length  of  8  ells  may  be  used  for  catching  bait 

The  Home  Minister  is  empowered  to  allow  any  other  form  of  gear,  which 
may  be  introduced  or  invented,  to  be  used  if  he  is  convinced  of  its  con- 
veniency. 

§40. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  forms  of  eel  pot  named  above  is  forbidden  for  a 
distance  of  two  Danish  miles  from  the  Lim  Fjord.  So  is  the  possession  of  bait 
nets  unless  the  owner  lives  within  one  mile  of  the  sea.  These  rules,  however, 
are  not  meant  to  apply  to  tackle  which  is  used  for  fishery  in  an  inland  lake,  but 
the  owners  must  give  notice  to  the  police  that  it  is  going  to  be  put  to  that 
use. 


Chapter  4. 
Fishing  in  other  Fjords. 

§41. 

For  fishery  in  all  the  other  fjords,  bays,  and  similar  indentations  of  the  coast, 
as  well  as  in  the  narrower  sounds,  the  rules  in  §§  8-9  and  11-14  apply. 
Detailed  rules  with  regard  to  the  fishery  in  each  of  these  local  waters  can  be 
obtained,  if  the  majority  of  the  fishermen  there  resident  desire,  by  reference 
to  the  local  authorities'  byela^s  (§42). 

In  such  portions  of  the  above-named  waters  in  which  fry  may  be  expected 
to  hatch,  the  byelaws  can  be  framed  in  such  a  way  as  to  prohibit  every  species 
of  fishery  with  the  gear  mentioned  in  §§  8  and  9>  as  also  the  use  of  eel-wheels 
and  threshing  purse  nets,  which  prohibition,  however,  need  not  coVer  the  use 
of  small  nets  for  the  capture  of  little  fish  as  bait.  These  "  close  waters " 
must  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  whole  area  of  the  water  concerned. 

§  42: 

A  local  committee,  appointed  by  the  Home  Minister,  shall  draw  up  the 
byelaws.  Of  this  commission  a  majority  of  members  shall  be  elected  by 
the  communes  whose  lands  touch  the  piece  pf  water  concerned,  and  a  minority 
by  the  provincial  and  municipal  authorities.  The  local  fi.shery  inspector  is 
bound  to  give  the  committee  the  beii^fit  of  his  advice,  if  called  upon  to  do 
so,  so  far  as  his  other  duties  permit.  The  rules  of  procedure  at  the  meetmgs 
of  the  committee  shall  be  laid  down  by  the  Home  Minister. 

Before  a  byelaw  is  passed  by  the  committee  and  sent  up  to  the  Home 
Minister  for  his  sanction,  it  shall  be  posted  up  in  several  public  places  for 
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14  days,  so  as  to  give  the  fishermea  opportunity  to  see  whether  it  meets  their    I>enmabk. 
requirements.     The  committee  may  summon  all  interested  parties  to  attend  a 
meeting  on    a   given  day   to   hear  the   byelaw  read  and  to  discuss  it.     A 
protocol  of  the  proceedings  at  such   a  meeting   shall  be  taken   down   and 
forwarded  to  the  Home  Minister  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  byelaw. 

The  same  practice  shall  hold  good  in  proposals  to  alter  and  suspend  bye- 
laws.  When  a  byelaw  is  cancelled,  there  shall  be  posted  up,  for  a  year  from 
its  being  cancelled,  a  notice  of  the  resolution. 

In  these  matters,  anyone  who  gains  his  principal  livelihood  from  fishery 
shall  be  considered  a  fisherman. 

The  expenses  connected  with  the  passing  or  altering  of  byelaws  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Copies  of  the  byelaws  shall  be  deposited  with  every  fishing  bailiff,  parish 
clerk,  and  police  officer  in  the  fishery  district. 

§  43. 

The  byelaws  may  contain  exact  rules  as  to  the  time  and  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  different  forms  of  fishery  may  be  carried  on,  what  gear  may  be 
used,  how  it  is  to  be  constructed,  &c.,  as  well  as  directions  regarding  the 
relation  between  fishing  and  sailing,  and  rules  for  navigation  while  fishing  is 
going  on. 

For  the  fjords,  creeks,  &c..  where  the  fresh-water  fish  mentioned  in  §  53 
play,  there  shall  be  laid  down  in  the  byelaws  a  close  tirfe  for  these  fish  of  not 
shorter  duration  than  what  is  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph.  Also, 
for  other  fish  playing  in  these  waters,  protective  measures  may  be  introduced. 
The  local  conditions  will  be  made  the  basis  of  decision  as  to  what  time  shall 
be  close  time. 

Alterations  can  be  made  in  the  limits  of  close  time,  but  not  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  it  less.  Under  very  peculiar  conditions  a  smaller  measure  St  size 
can  be  named  in  the  byelaws  than  is  laid  down  in  §§  l6,  23,  33,  and  56,  but 
care  must  be  taken  not  to  interfere  with  the  privileges  of  the  local  fishermen. 

The  byelaws  will  be  enforced  partly  by  the  proper  controlling  authorities  {see 
§  46)  and  partly  by  the  police.  Tht^  appointed  fishing  bailiffs  shall  give  their 
assistance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parish  to  see  that  the  byelaws  are 
observed.  If  several  county  or  parish  councils  have  unified  to  issue  the  byelaw, 
they  shall  decide  'in  common  how  many  fishing  bailiffs  each  council  elects  and 
pays.  After  their  appointment  the  fishing  bailiffs  have  the  same  authority  and 
enjoy  the  same  protection  as  the  agents  of  the  police.  They  are  provided  by 
the  police  authorities  with  a  symbol  of  their  office,  which  they  are  bound  to 
wear,  prominently  visible,  whenever  they  are  on  duty. 

In  case  of  doubt,  it  is  for  the  Home  Minister  to  decide  how  far  a  piece  of 
water  belongs  to  that  class  which  ist  dealt  with  in  the  succeeding  chaptei^. 


Chapter  5. 

Directions  for  GorUroU 

§45. 

The  care  of  seeing  that  the  above  regulations  are  obeyed  falls  partly  to  the 
police  authorities  concerned,  to  the  parochial  authorities,  and  to  the  fishing 
bailiffs  (§  43),  and  partly  to  a  special  disciplinary  police  appointed  for  that 
particular  purpose. 

§46. 

This  control  shall  consist  of  two  fishery  inspectors,  one  with  a  residence  in 
Jutland,  whose  district  shall  comprise  the  coasts  and  fjords  of  Jutland,  including 
the  Lim  Fjord,  and  one  with  a  residence  on  the  Isl^pds,  whose  districts  shall 
comprise  their  coasts  and  ^ords. 

O.I28,  c  2 
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Dbnmask.        As^Hssistants  to  the  inspectors  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  Jutland  district, 
—        two  assistants,  and  in  the  Islands  district,  one  assistant,  besides  the  necessary 
boatmen,  the  number  of  whom  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Home  Minister* 

The  inspectors,  as  well  as  the  assistants,  shall  be  selected,  as  far  as  possible, 
from  among  fishermen  or  persons  practically  expert  in  fishery. 

§47. 

The  fishery  inspectors  shall  be  paid  2,000  crowns,  which  shall  be  raised,  after 
every  two  years*  service,  by  100  crowns,  to  2,500  crowns. 

The  assistants  shall  be  paid  800  crowns,  raised  after  each  year's  service,  by 
100  crowns,  to  1,200  crowns. 

The  boatmen  shall  be  liable  to  dismissal  by  notice.  The  expenses  for  their 
wages  are  met  by  the  annual  Budget. 

The  inspectors,  moreover,  receive,  each,  4  crowns,  the  assistants,  each, 
3  crowns,  and  the  boatmen,  each,  1^  crowns,  as  well  as  travelling  expenses  hy 

land. 

All  these  payments  are  paid  out  of  the  Treasury. 

The  inspectors  .and  assistants  are  appointed  by  the  Minister;  the  boatmen 
are  hired  by  the  inspectors.  The  Minister  will  issue  special  instructiona  laying 
down  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  all  these  officials. 

§48. 

The  authorities  of  each  of  the  parishes  contiguous  to  the  Lim  Fjord  may 
nominate  and  pay  one  or  more  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  who  are  willing  to 
undertake  the  work,  to  act  as  fishing  bailiff  in  that  fjord.  The  nomination  of  these 
officers  mudt  be  announced  to  the  police  authorities^  who  will  give  each  person 
so  appointed  a  badge  of  office,  which  it  will  be  his  business  to  wear  prominently 
visible  whenever  he  is  on  duty.  These  local  inspectors  must  also  be  provided 
with  a  "  skjeslde  "  (?).  In  the  prosecution  of  their  duties  they  enjoy  the  same 
protection  and  exercise  the  same  rights  as  agents  of  the  police.  If  any 
inspector  is  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  the  law  in  exceeding  the  rights  given  to 
him,  or  if  in  any  other  way  he  shows  himself  undesirable,  the  police  authorities 
may  call  for  his  dismissal.  The  Home  Minister  will  issue  instructions  setting 
forth  exactly  what  are  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this  class  of  locsd 
inspectors. 

II.    FRESHWATEa   FiSHERY. 

§  49. 

In  lakes,  rivulets,  brooks,  and  other  such  like  waters,  there  shall  as  hereto- 
fore be  reserved  to  proprietors,  the  right  to  fish,  each  outside  his  own  property, 
and  out  to  the  middle  of  the  stream,  unless  any  other  rule  prevails,  or  anyone 
has  secured  a  special  ri^ht  to  fish  in  those  particukr  waters. 

This  right  must  not  be  separated  from  the  contiguous  land. 

§  50. 

In  the  waters  here  discussed,  where  the  right  to  fish  is  held  by  each  person  out 
from  his  own  land  or  by  others,  unless  peculiar  conditions  exist,  fishing-farms,  or 
any  other  such  fixed  contrivances,  which  might  hinder  the  free  passage  of  the 
fish,  may  hereafter  not  be  extended  further  from  shore  than  the  middle  of  the 
stream.  They  must  in  no  case  be  brought  nearer  to  the  central  line  of 
the  stream  than  so  as  to  leave  in  the  middle  of  the  water-course  an  open 
space  of  three  elk,  or,  if  the  water-course  is  not  nine  ells  broad,  of  at  least 
one-third  of  its  breath. 

If,  when  this  law  is  passed,  anyone  has  already  obtained  the  right  to  build 
contrivances  for  catcliing  fish  (eels,  salmon,  trout,  &o.)  in  a  water-course, 
which  do  not  leave  open  for  the  passage  of  fish  the  amount  of  space  required, 
he  must  allow  these  contrivances  to  stand  open  from  sunrise  to  set,  unless  he  can 
produce  some  special  warrant  authorising  him  to  block  up  tbe  water-way,  but 
in  any  case  from  sunset  o«  Saturday  to  sunrise  on  Monday  morning  he  must 
keep  them  open,  if  they  are  fixed,  or  remove  tbctn,  if  they  consist  of  any  of 
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the  forms  of  loose  gear  which  are  capable  of  being  set  across  the  entire  breadth     Denmark. 
of  a  piece  of  waten  """^ 

These  rules  are  not  intended  to  interfere  with  carefully  laid-down  fishery 
establishments,  fishing  dams»  fish-parks,  or  other  similar  mstitutions,  even  if 
these  are  connected  with  the  waters  treated  in  §  49,  unless  they  are  a  hindrance 
to  the  natural  passage  of  the  fish  from  one  water  to  another. 

§51. 

In  case  of  collision  between  the  fishing  in  the  common  fresh  water,  and  other 
interests  in  these,  the  rule  is  that  the  fishing  must  give  way  to  the  diverting 
and  use  of  the  water  in  the  interests  of  agriculture,  but  only  with  the  full 
understanding  that  the  users  of  the  water  for  fishing  and  for  industrial 
purposes  are  equally  entitled  to  protection  from  the  other.  No  one  has  the 
right  to  use  these  waters  for  sailing  or  boating  so  as  to  injure  another  man's 
fishing,  unless  with  a  special  legal  warrant.

It  is  prohibited  to  discharge  into  the  waters  treated  in  §  49,  from  agricultural 
or  other  manufactories,  or  similar  institutions,  which  exist  in  the  neighbourhood, 
objects  of  a  nature  and  in  a  quantity  which  would  be  destructive  to  fishing,  or 
in  a  definite  degree  would  injure  it,  unless  the  proprietors  of  these  factories 
themselves  hold  the  fishinff  rights,  or  are  able  tx>  prove  that  no  complaint  has 
ever  been  made  about  such  a  use  of  the  water. 

§53. 

In  the  waters  referred  to  in  §  49,  so  far  as  the  talking  of  fish  demonstrably  is 
not  solely  to  provide  hatching  stations  with  fertilised  spawn  or  for  a  scientific 
purpose,  it  shall  in  future  be  forbidden  to  fish  in  any  form  whatever  for — 

Salmon,  trout,  or  salmon-trout  from  December  I  to  February  I ; 

Gwiniad  from  January  I  to  February  1 ; 

Pike  and  perch  in  the  month  of  March  ; 

Bream  in  May  ; 

Crabs  in  June; 
as  well  as  during  the  periods  indicated  to  set  or  allow  to  remain  standing 
anything  calculated  to  catch  the  fish  mentioned,  &c. 

Alterations  in  these  close-times  can  be  fixed  in  the  regulations  described  in 
§  55,  but  never  in  such  a  form  as  to  make  the  close-time  shorter,  and  not 
displacing  them  beyond  30  days  on  either  side. 

Except  the  rules  given  m  the  present  paragraph,  rules  about  water-courses 
and  other  waters  are  to  be  found  m  §  50,  paragraph  3. 

In  the  waters  named  in  §  49  it  is  permitted,  in  spite  of  law  No.  6 1  of  the 
1st  of  April  J 871,  §  7,  to  set  otter-traps. 

§  54. 

When  one  or  more  persons  wiio  have  the  right  to  fish  in  a  particular  water, 
in  which  several  persons  have  the  right  to  fish  each  in  front  of  his  own  property, 
consider  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  fishing  in  that  water  to  have  it 
arranged  on  a  common  basis  of  procedure,  that  person  is  permitted  to  draw  up 
a  schedule  of  the  special  regulations  he  advises.  If  this  proposal  is  accepted 
by  a  majority  of  the  interested  parties,  and  the  rights  of  this  majority  cover 
more  than  half  of  the  fishable  water  under  consideration,  the  proposal  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  proper  local  authorities,  or,  if  the  fishing  extends  over  several 
local  districts,  to  the  Home  Minister,  who,  if  the  proposal  is  approved,  shall 
adopt  it  and  make  its  regulations  binding  on  all  persons  fishing  in  that 
particular  water.  In  the  same  way,  any  alterations  in  or  additions  to  the 
I'egulations  are  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  regulations  shall  contain  a  direct  statement  of  the  extent  of  waters  with 
which  they  deal,  and  shall  also  state  in  what  instances  they  govern  the  waters 
100  fathoms  and  in  which  50  fathoms  outside  the  mouihs  of  rivulets  and 
brooks,  whether  these  mouths  are  natural  or  artificial.  Besides  this,  so  far  as 
care  is  taken  to  keep  wit'iin  the  directions  of  this  law,  the  regulation^  may 
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Denmark,  contain  explanations  of  the  mode  in  which  the  local  fishery  should  be  conducted, 
what  gear  should  be  used,  and  what  h  forbidden,  how  these  for  ins  of  gear 
should  be  constructed,  the  times  for  plying  different  fisheries,  the  procedurea 
of  inspection,  and  any  other  information  of  a  practical  kind  which  may  be 

,  considered  likely  to  be  useful  to  the  persons  concerned.     In  connection  with 

the  last  item,  it  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  locally  elected  fishery 
inspectors  have  exactly  the  same  authority  as  the  official  fishing-bailiffs 
mentioned  in  §  43. 

§56. 

Changes  in  such  local  arrangements  as  mills,  factories,  and  such  like,  in  their 
relation  to  waters  in  which  fish  are  found,  are  to  be  brought  be^re  the  Land 
Commissioners,  who  will  decide  whether  these  alterations  would  or  would  not 
affect  the  fish  in  such  a  way  as  to  injure  the  property  of  the  owners  ^of  the 
fishing.  If  the  latter,  the  Commissioners  have  to  decide  whether  the  alterations 
can  be  permitted,  and,  if  so,  what  compensation  is  to  be  paid,  an(i  to  whom. 
All  such  questions,  and  appeals  from  the  decisions,  shall  be  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  law  concerning  the  constitution  and  powers  of  Land 
Commissioners  and  High  Commissioners  of  December  30,  1858.  The 
Comptroller  of  Fisheries  may  be  summoned  to  act .  as  a  member  of  the 
ComMibBion;  but  without  a  vote. 
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III. — General  PROfflBiTiONs,  Punishments,  TBEAtMBWr  of  'Cases,  &ci 

§56. 

Fish  fry  and  immature  fish  which  are  caught  can  only  be  used  as  food  for 
man.  The  purchase  and  ^ale  of  the  same,  except  when  the  take  is  caught 
for  bait,  or  fish  for  breeding,  or  to  be  exchanged  from  one  hatching  station 
to  another,  is  forbidden. 

This  prohibition  includes : — 

Eels,  pike,  and  salmon  which  measure  less  than  12  inches ; 

Cod,  whiting,  plaice,  turbot,  brill,  bream,  tench,  trout,  and  gwiniad  which 

measure  less  than  8  inches  ; 
Dab,  flounder,  perch,  and  bleak,  which  measure  less  than  6  inches ; 
measured  f  fom  the  point  of  the  fore-snout  to  the  root  of  the  caudal  fin. 

§  57. 

There  must  be  no  trading  m  the  fish  described  in  §  53,  nor  in  crabs  or 
lobsters,  if  the  intending  sellers  become  aware  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been 
caught  in  waters  and  at  times  when  the  capture  of  them  is  forbidden. 


§58. 

Infractions  of  the  regulations  of  this  law,  as  well  as  of  the  fishing  rules 
described  in  §  6,  will  be  punished,  if  the  offence  does  not  entail  a  still  heavier 
punishment,  with  fines  of  from  10  to  400  crowns.  With  a  similar  punishment, 
but  in  no  case  with  a  smaller  fine  than  20  crowns,  will  be  punished  the  offence 
of  fishing  without  permission  in  another  man's  waters,  or  at  a  place  where 
another  man  has  the  right  either  to  the  entire  fishing  or  to  that  particular 
species  of  fishing,  so  that  the  rules  laid  down  in  §  31  are  disobeyed. 

With  regard  to  the  regulations  mentioned  in  §  54,  infractions  of  these  can 
be  punished  with  fines  of  from  2  to  100  crowns,  which  are  paid  into  the 
poor  box  of  the  parish  in  which  the  offence  was  committed. 

Fines  charged  for  infractions  of  the  byelaws  and  of  §  31  are  paid  into  the 
treasuries  of  the  respective  counties  and  market  towns.  AH  other  fines  in  this 
law  are  paid  to  the  State  Treasury. 

If  the  infraction  consists  in  the  use  of  fishing  gear  which  is  either  wholly  or 
in  part  unlawful,  this  or  the  unlawful  part  of  the  same  is  to  be  confiscated  to 
the  treasury  to  which  the  fine  is  due.  The  confiscation  shall  also  take  place 
when  the  case  is  settled  without  coming  into  court. 
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Unlawful  fishing  on  Danish  maritime  territory  (§1,  paragraph  2)  shall,  besides    DieNMARK* 
fines  as  arranged  above,  lead  to  the  coDfiscation  of  the  take  and  all  the  tackle        —

§  59.  '' 

The  person  who,  without  permission,  has  fished  in  another  man's  water  or 
at  places  where  another  man  has  the  exclusive  right  to  fish,  either  on  the 
whole  or  as  regards  that  particular  kind  of  fishing,  shall,  besides  compensating 
for  whatever  damage  he  has  done,  be  obliged  to  pay  him  the  value  oi  the  fish 
caught,  unless  they  can  in  an  uninjured  state  be  handed  over  to  him,,  or,  in 
case  no  estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  value  of  the  take,  for  ev^ry  time  on 
which  a  species  of  gear  has  been  unlawfully  used :  5  crowns  when  it  is  a 
bow  net ;  10  crowos  when  it  is  a  fastened  form  of  net ;  20  crowns  for  each 
time  a  loose  kind  of  gear  has  beeh  used. 


§60. 

In  tractions  of  the  rules  laid  down  in  Section  I.  §  2,  3,4,  6,  10,  20  (beginning 
of  section)  and  29,  as  well  as  in  Section  II.  and  the  regulations  therein  discussed, 
can  only  be  complained  of  by  the  private  person  or  persons  injured — in  the 
last  case  by  the  proprietors  of  the  banks  of  the  piece  of  water — and  tried  as 
private  police  cases.  Infractions  of  the  other  rules  contained  in  this  law,  and 
of  the  byelaws  mentioned  in  Section  I.,  Chap.  4,  see  Chap.  3,  §  21^  ^^y  be 
complained  of  on  public  grounds  and  be  treated  as  public  police  cases. 


§61. 

If  there  arise  complications  in  the  trial  of  a  private  case  which  make  it 
desirable  to  give  it  the  wider  scope  of  a  public  case,  the  private  person 
engaged  is  at  liberty  to  request  that  it  should  be  treated  as  a  public  police 
case. 

Complaints  on  points  involved  in  this  law  cannot  be  entertained  when  a 
year  has  passed  since  the  offence  was  committed. 


§62. 

If  any  one  of  the  officials  enumerated  in  Section  I.,  Chap.  5,  is  called  upon  to 
make  an  affidavit  in  the  course  of  one  of  the  public  cases,  the  respective 
comptroller  for  himself  or  his  employes  may  fix  on  the  most  convenient  court 
for  taking  the  oath,  and  may  require  him  to  proceed  there,  but  the  person 
referred  to  should  have  14  days'  warning  of  the  hearing  of  the  oath. 


§63. 

This  law,  which  is  not  binding  in  the  Faroe  Islands,  comes  into  force  on  the 
1st  of  January  1889.  At  that  time  all  other  and  earlier  laws  regarding 
national  and  local  fisheries  shall,  in  so  far  as  they  differ  from  this  law,  be 
cancelled.     [Here  follows  a  list  of  .Laws.]

Law  of  November  12,  1875|  on  the  laying  out  of  cod  nets  in  Faxe  Bay. 

§1. 

Up  till  the  14th  of  March  every  year  it  is  forbidden  to  lay  out  cod  nets 
anywhere  in  Faxe  Bay. 

§  2. 

For  infractions  of  §  1,  the  tackle  and  fish  taken  shall  h^  confiscated,  and  while 
the  take  falls  to  the  captors,  the  tackle,  as  well  as  floats,  balls,  buoys  and  buoy

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ropes,  are  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  and  the  result  paid  into  the  treasury  of    IoEi.A]n>. 
the  parish  in  which  the  person  is  resident.  — 


LAW  OP'  DECEMBER   14,    1877,  WITH    REGARD   TO  VARIOUS 
POINTS  CONNECTED  WITH  FISHING  FROM   OPEN  BOATS. 

§  I. 
The  management  of  the  syssel  is  empowered  to  fix  byelaws  with  regard  to 
various  points  connected  with  fishing  from  open  boats,  in  the  manner  and 
within  the  rules  and  limitations  which  the  present  law  lays  down, 

§  2. 

When  the  authorities  of  a  ?yssel  find  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  lay  down  a 
byelaw  either  for  the  whole  syssel  or  for  a  portion  of  it,  a  public  meeting  must 
be  called  within  the  district  concerned,  and  at  this  meeting  all  inhabitants  of 
the  district  who  can  act  as  electors  to  the  Althing,  have  votes.  The  autho- 
rities fix  the  place  and  date  of  the  meeting.  The  Sysselman  presides  at  the 
meeting,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  members  of  the  council.  If  the  chairman 
has  to  come  from  a  distance  he  can  charge  two  crowns  a  day  for  maintenance, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  syssel. 

§3. 

If  a  market  town  happens  to  lie  within  the  borders  of  the  district,  three  of 
its  town  council  shall  act  with  the  syssel  authorities  whenever  any  discussion 
is  undertaken  with  regard  to  the  proposed  byelaws.  These  men  shall  be 
invited  to  all  the  meetings  at  which  this  subject  is  to  be  discussed,  and  shall 
have  the  same  voting  power  in  deciding  as  the  syssel  authorities  themselves. 

The  inhabitants  of  a  market  town  have  the  same  opportunities  as  inhabitants 
of  the  syssel  in  attending  and  voting  at  the  meetings  described  in  §  2. 

§4. 

In  these  public  meetings,  the  authorities  of  the  syssel  shall  give  every 
opportunity  for  discussion  of  such  byelaws  as  they  wish  to  see  fixed. 

The  proposal  for  a  byelaw  is  considered  accepted  by  the  meeting  if  two- 
thiriis  of  the  votes  are  given  in  its  favour.  The  chairman  must  then  send  the 
proposal  to  the  Amt  for  confirmation.  But  if  any  amendments  have  been 
carried  at  the  meeting,  these  must  be  made  in  the  proposal  before  it  is  sent  in 
to  the  Amt.  If  the  authorities  of  the  syssel  object  to  these  amendments,  they 
can  call  another  meeting  to  present  their  objections  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district,  and  invite  them  to  vote  anew  on  the  proposal.  In  any  case,  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  given  is  a  decisive  majority.  If  an  amendment  is  rejected; 
it  must  not  be  brought  up  again  until  a  year  is  past. 

§5. 

If  the  Amtman  is  of  opinion  that  the  proposals  sent  in  to  him  trend  upon  the 
privileges  of  a  third  person  or  limit  too  severely  freedom  of  action  in  the 
obtaining  of  food,  &c.,  he  may  refuse  to  pass  the  proposal,  and  may  send  it 
back  to  the  authorities  of  the  syssel,  with  a  statement  of  his  objections.  If  he 
objects  to  nothing,  he  will  confirm  the  byelaw,  which  shall  from  that  moment 
be  binding  on  everybody  concerned,  that  is  to  say,  on  all  who  in  that  district 
carry  on  fishing  in  open  boats,  whether  domiciled  in  that  district  or  not. 

§6. 

Clauses  may  be  introduced  into  the  byelaws  with  regard  to  points  which 
are  of  importance  to  those  fishing  in  open  boats  in  that  district  in  whicii  the 
byelaw  is  enforced,  such  as  what  tackle  and  what  bait  may  be  used  at  such  a 
place  and  at  such  a  time  of  year,  also  how  far  lawfully,  and  without  weather 
or  other  conditions  making  it  tiecessary  to  do  so,  one  can  let  tackle  and  nets 
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icKi^ND.     lie  in  the  sea  all  night,  and  what  rules  should  be  observed  in  the  laying  out  of 
—        lines  and  nets  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  movements  of  shoals  of  fish  too 
much,  &c.     The  byelaws,  moreover,  may  lay  down  rules  regarding  the  sinking 
of  fish-food  and  fish  cuttings  in  the  sea. 

Also  the  byelaw  may  lay  down  rules  forbidding  the  flensing  of  sea-calves 
from  open  boats  during  a  shorter  or  longer  period. 

Every  byelaw  should  be  drawn  up  with  precise  language,  explaining  all  its 
intention  without  possibility  of  misapprehension. 

§7. 

For  infraction  of  an  authorised  byelaw,  fines  of  from  1  to  100  crowns  can  be 
charged,  these  sums  can  be  paid  into  the  poor-box.  The  person  who  gives 
information  can  be  paid  up  to  half  the  fine. 

§8. 
Infi-actions  of  the  byelaws  shall  be  treated  as  police  court  cases. 


ICELANDIC  LAW  REGARDING  A  CLOSE  TIME  FOR  SALMON. 

§1- 
Salmon  fishing  in  the  sea,  rivers,  and  lakes  may  only  be  carried  on  during 
three  months  every  summer.  The  syssel  authorities  in  each  district  shall 
decide  when  the  fishing  time  is  to  begin  and  to  end.  During  this  fishing  time 
there  shall  be  a  close  time  for  salmon  of  36  hours  each  week,  or  from  9  p.tn- 
on  Saturday  evening  to  9  a.m.  on  Monday  morning,  and  then  all  salmon  nets 
shall  be  taken  up  and  all  fishing  apparatus  stand  open,  in  order  to  let  the 
salmon  have  free  circulation.  The  nets  which  are  so  constituted  that  salmon 
cannot  fix  themselves  in  them  are  to  be  counted  as  fixed  fishing  apparatus. 

§2. 

No  one  must  lay  out  nets  or  use  dams  or  other  fixed  fishing  apparatus  in  a 
stream  further  out  than  to  the  middle  of  the  same,  and  this  only  when  the 
other  half  of  the  stream  is  not  less  deep  than  that  which  is  close. 

If  it  is  desired  to  put  out  nets  from  both  sides  of  the  stream,  or  to  place 
dams  or  other  fishing  apparatus,  there  shall  always  be  down  the  entire  length 
of  the  stream  a  middle  passage  clear  of  30  fathoms  between  the  fishing  coD- 
trivauces.  If  only  one  proprietor  has  fi.shing  rights  in  a  stream,  h^  may  be 
-allowed  to  use  cross-lines,  but  if  the  stream  flows  in  several  branches  no  one 
may  cross-line  one  of  these  unless  the  salmon  pass  in  greater  numbers  up  one 
of  the  other  branches,  and  also  under  the  supposition  that  he  alone  has  fishing 
rights  in  that  branch  of  the  stream. 

§3. 

No  one  may  lay  out  nets  or  fishing  contrivances  in  lakes  or  the  sea  at  the 
mouths  of  rivers  where  there  are  salmon  so  as  to  hinder  the  passage  of  the  fish. 
*•  Wet-dragging  "  (?)  shall  be  allowed  in  streams,  but  only  in  the  time  from 
9  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  and  in  the  mouths  of  streams  only  before  the  height  of  every 
other  high  tide.  Salmon  fishing  may  be  carried  on  with  salmon-poles,  but  not 
with  stabbing-sticks  (?)  or  chopping- hooks  (?).  Salmon  can  be  fished  at  any  time 
in  the  year  ft;r  specifically'  scientific  and  breeding  purposes. 

§4. 

Anyone  may  shoot  at  and  scare  away  seals  in  any  streams  and  estuaries 
where  there  are  salmon.  But  the  particular  breeding  places  for  seals,  which 
are  under  the  protection  of  the  Althing,  may  not  be  disturbed  on  this  pretence,

§  5.  Iceland. 

No  nets  or  contrivances  in  which  small  salmon  can  be  caught  may  be  used. 
The  meshes  in  salmon  nets  must  in  a  wet  state  never  be  less  than  9  inches  in 
circumference.     No  net  may  be  doubled. 

Every  contrivance  used  in  fishing  for  salmon  must  be  provided  with  two  large 
6penings,  so  that  no  salmon  which  is  less  than  9  inches  in  circumference  may 
be  stopped  in  it.  If  the  contrivance  is  provided  with  a  grating  the  divisions 
shall  be  perpendicular^  and  between  them  there  must  be  at  least  1^  inches. 

§6. 

When  the  majority  of  the  persons  who  have  fishing  rights  in  a  stream  wish 
to  combine  to  secure  a  further  close  time  than  that  which  is  obligatory,  they 
must  make  an  application  lo  the  authorities  of  the  syssel,  who  shall  sec  that  no 
one's  privileges  are  tampered  with,  and  then  shall  lay  down  the  needful 
regulations.  In  such  cases  the  main  stream  and  all  rivulets  flowing  into  it,  up 
which  salmon  can  pass,  shall  be  treated  as  one  stream. 

§7. 

The  syssel  authorities  are  empowered  to  make  additional  regulations  on 
points  of  a  strictly  local  nature,  always  taking  for  granted  that  these  do  not 
interfere  in  the  slightest  degree  with  the  principles  regarding  the  protection  of 
salmon  on  which  this  law  is  based.  Such  local  regulations  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Amtman,  and,  if  he  passes  them,  they  are  binding  for  10  years. 

§8. 

Infractions  of  this  law  are  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  100  crowns. 
All  illegal  catches  and  tackle  shall  be  confiscated ;  half  the  fines  go-  to  the 
informer,  and  half  to  the  parish  box,  &c. 

§9. 

Cases  proceeding  out  of  infractions  of  the  present  law  or  byeJaws  are  public 
police  cfibses.  . 

§  10. 

The  regulations  in  Chapter  56  of  **  Jonsbogens  Landslejebalk,'*  regarding 
fisheries  in  streams,  arc  hereby  cancelled,  as  well  as  the  law,  containing  an 
appendix  to  these  regulations,  of  the  11th  of  May  1876  with  regard  to  the 
close  time  for  salmon.

rCFXANDIC  FISHERIES   LAW  OF    APRIL  1898. 

We,  Christian  IX.,  &c.,  &c. 

The  Althing  has   adopted,  and  We  have  ratified  with  Our  consent,   the 
following  Law : — 

Article  J . 

Pishing  by  means  of  trawls  is  prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of 
Iceland. 

Article  2. 

Breaches  of  Article  1  are  punished  by  fines  of  1,000  to  4,000  kroner,  which 
go  to  the  Icelandic  Treasury,  and  all  the  fishing  gear,  including  the  drag-ropes 
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lOELAKD. 


and  all  the  catch  on  board  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  go 
to  the  Treasury.  The  ship  may  be  seized  and  sold,  after  legal  execution,  to 
cover  the  fine  and  expenses. 

A  rticle  3. 

If  a  fishing  vessel  is  found  within  territorial  waters  with  a  trawl  on  board, 
although  not  engaged  in  fishing,  it  renders  itself  liable  to  a  fine  of  from  200  to 
2,000  kroner  to  the  Treasury  ;  should  the  same  vessel  be  found  a  second  time 
in  territorial  waters  with  such  gear  on  board,  it  will  be  treated  according  to 
Article  2.  These  penalties  shall  not,  however,  be  enforced  in  the  following 
cases : — 

(1.)  When  vessels  are  in  distress,  in  which  are  included  vessels  seeking 
harbour  on  account  of  want  of  provisions  or  coal. 

(2.)  When  vessels  are  on  their  way  to  the  fishing  grounds,  or  from  one 
fishing  ground  to  another  through  the  passage  between  the  Westmann 
Isles  and  the  coast  of  Iceland,  or  between  Reykjanes  and  the 
Fuglasker  Rocks,  although  within  territorial  limits,  provided  they 
do  not  stop. 

(3.)  When  vessels  are  considered  to  have  entered  territorial  waters  un- 
intentionally or  in  ignorance,  owing  to  currents,  or  weather,  or  fog 
obscuring  the  land. 

When  ships  seek  the  land  to  obtain  provisions  or  coal  or  pursue  the  course 
described  in  (2)  aforesaid,  the  above  exceptions  are  only  allowed  if  all  the 
fishing  gear  is  stowed  away  on  board  while  the  ship  is  in  territorial  waters. 

Home-owned  (Icelandic  or  Danish)  trawlers  are  at  liberty  to  seek  the  land 
in  order  to  discharge  their  fish,  and  to  procure  water  and  other  necessaries 
under  all  circumstances,  but  their  fishing  gear  must  then  also  be  stowed  away. 

Article  4. 

Cases  which  arise  out  of  breaches  of  this  law  shall  be  treated  as  public 
police  cases. 

Article  5. 

Laws  No,  13  of  the  9th  of  August  1889  and  No.  24  of  the  lOth  November 
I894i  are  repealed.** 
To  which  aU  whom  it  may  concern  must  conform.

FISHERY  LAW   FOR  THE  FAROE  ISLANDS,  APRIL  14,,  1893. 

§1. 

In  rivulets  and  brooks^  as  well  as  for  50  fathoms  in  front  of  their  outflow  on 
the  shore,  so  iar  as  the  catch  is  not  made  precisely  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
breeding  establishments  with  living  spawn,  or  for  a  scientific  purpose,  it  is 
forbidden  to  fish  in  any  way  whatever  so  as  to  catch  salmon-trout  or  trout 
from  the  1st  of  September  to  the  1st  of  January.  If  circumstances  should 
make  It  desirable,  a  smaller  distance  from  the  mouths  of  brooks  and  rivulets, 
than  that  laid  down  above,  can  be  permitted  at  the  request  of  the  Lagthing, 
supported  by  a  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Justice. 

When  the  fish  named  above  have  taken  up  their  abode,  it  is  forbidden  for 
the  riparian  proprietor  or  anybody  else  to  injure  the  bank  of  the  stream  or  to 
dig  it  away  in  such  a  manner  that  the  hiding  places  or  sporting  places  of  the 
fish  shall  be  disturbed.  This  rule  does  not,  however,  come  into  force  when 
the  cutting  away  of  the  water's  edge  is  done  for  purposes  of  surface  drainage, 
or  any  similar  purpose  of  necessity. 

No  one  may  set  out  nets,  or  dam  up  the  water,  or  put  any  fixed  fishing 
contrivances  in  a  brook  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  the  fish  from  passing  up 
and  down,  nor  in  any  case  further  out  than  the  middle  of  the  stream. 
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If  nets  or  fishing  contrivaaces   are  brought  out   from   both   sides,  either      Faroe 
exactly  opposite  each  other  or  at  a  shorter  distance   than  20  ells  from  one     Islands, 
another,  neither  of  them  must  be  brought  nearer  to  the  middle  of  the  stream 
than  so  as  to  leave  an  open  space  of  at  least  3  ells,  or,  if  the  brook  is  not  9  ells 
broadi  at  least  one-third  of  its  breadth. 

No  one  may  use  nets,  in  lakes,  rivulets,  or  the  mouths  of  rivulets,  which  in 
a  wet  state  have  a  narrower  mesh  width  than  1^  inch  from  knot  to  knot. 

All  capture  of  salmon-trout  or  trout  with  nets,  seines,  or  similar  fishing 
contrivances  in  lakes,  brooks,  or  within  50  fathoms  outside  the  mouths  of  these 
latter  on  the  shore  is  forbidden  wholly  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the 
proclamation  of  this  law. 

§2. 

During  the  period  from  the  1st  of  July  to  the  Slst  of  December  everyone 
who  has  the  right  to  fish  on  the  Danish  marine  territory,  without  regard  to 
whether  he  is  proprietor  of  the  foreshore,  is  allowed,  in  every  part  of  the  Faroe 
Islands,  where  tide  flows  onto  the  shore,  except  on  registered  reserves,  to  draw 
to  land  and  keep  coal-fish  as  a  counterpart  to  the  shore  privileges  by  which 
the  proprietor  of  the  foreshore  can  claim  one-eighth  of  the  take. 

The  shore-part  of  the  take  can  be  claimed  on  the  spot  in  natwra  by  the 
proprietor  or  the  lessee  of  the  foreshore. 

If  it  is  not  claimed  in  natura  either  on  the  spot  where  the  catch  is  made  or 
at  the  homestead  of  the  men  who  have  undertaken  the  fishing,  within  three 
weeks  the  fishermen  must  state  the  amount  of  their  take  and  its  market  value, 
and  must  pay  the  shore  part,  which,  however,  if  delayed  until  this  time,  is 
reduced  to  the  value  of  one-sixteenth  of  the  take. 

In  case  of  a  question  being  raised  as  to  where  the  tide  touches  the  shore,  three 
experts  selected  by  the  court  shall  decide  the  difficulty. 

§3. 

With  regard  to  throwing  seines  after  coal-fish  in  fjords,  bays,  and  sounds 
where  there  is  no  tide,  as  well  as  in  registered  reserves,  there  must  be  special 
byelaws  passed,  which  nmst  embody  together  with  the  rules  given  in  §  1 1 , 
such,  special  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  particular 
inhabitants  who  possess  the  sole  right  of  bringing  coal-fish  to  shore  along 
defined  portions  of  the  foreshore  (comp.  §  12). 

§4. 

In  the  places  named  in  §§  2  and  3,  strangers  may  draw  in  coal-fish  with 
seines  if  they  can  persuade  at  least  half  of  the  proprietors  and  guardians  of 
the  foreshore  to  permit  them  to  do  so. 

§6. 

Then,  when  anyone  has  the  right  to  draw  in  a  seine,  the  same  person  is 
understood  to  be  allowed  to  keep  boats  and  tackle  ready  for  that  purpose. 

§6. 

With  regard  to  bringing  herrings  to  shore,  refer  to  N.L.  [sic,  ?  sections] 
5—11—16. 

§7. 

If  the  crew  of  a  seine-boat  do  injury  to  farms  or  gardens,  or  commit  any 
breach  of  the  hunting  law  of  the  Faroe  Islands  of  February  9,  1854,  the  similar 
law  of  November  21,  1871,  and  the  law  for  the  close  time  for  eider  fowl  of 
March  29,  1887,  or  hinder  the  proper  use  of  the  ground,  the  Sysselman  will 
settle  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid.  His  decision  is  final,  and  the  costs 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  crew  of  the  seine-boat  if  the  complaint  is  found  to  have 
been  well  founded, 
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Faroe  ^ 

Isi.AKDs.  Where  a  seine  is  cast,  after  rope  has  been  given  out  and  the  seine  l)egan 

to  be  cast,  no  other  kind  of  fishing  tackle  may  be  set  within  the  space  which 
the  seine  is  ultimately  to  take  up. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  nets  and  tackle  are  already  set  out  which  will  be  a 
hindrance  to  the  dragging  or  pulling  of  the  seine,  the  seine  fisherinen  are 
obliged  to  remove  them  or  to  drag  the  seine  to  shore,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  to  restore  them  uninjured  to  the  owners  without  loss  of  any  of 
the  take. 

If  there  is  any  dispute  about  this,  it  is  to  be  settled  as  in  §  7. 

§9. 

Where  several  parties  are  watching  coal-fish  or  herrings,  that  one  has  a 
right  to  the  cast  which  first  lets  go  the  rope  and  begins  to  throw  the  seine, 
if  he  goes  on  doing  so  without  unusual  slowness,  and  in  this  no  one  may 
hinder  him. 

If  two  parties  have  began  casting  out  at  the  same  moment,  if  they  cannot 
manage  to  distinguish  their  takes,  they  must  agree  to  divide  fche  whole  haul, 
and  if  there  is  a  difficulty  about  the  shares  they  must  settle  it  as  in  §  7. 

§10. 

•  Anyone  who  tries  to  hinder  or  prevent  a  seine  fishery  by  stopping  the 
seine  from  being  thrown,  or  by  shooting,  throwing  stones,  &c.,  shall  be 
punished  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  unlawful  damage  which  he  has 
managed  to  do,  so  far  as  he  has  not  brought  himself  under  the  penalties  of 
the  general  penal  law. 

§11. 

For  fishiny:  in  Qords,  bays,  and  similar  inlets  of  the  sea,  and  in  sounds  where 
there  is  no  tide,  special  byelaws  will  te  passed  as  to  the  times  when  fishing  can 
be  carried  on,  what  sorts  of  tackle  can  be  used,  &c.,  together  with  the  relation 
between  fishing  and  sailing  (the  anchorage  of  ships,  &c.),  as  well  as  about  the 
order  of  position  while  fishing. 

Except  in  cases  dealt  with  in  §  3  of  this  law,  these  byelaws  must  contain 
nothing  which  would  give  certain  persons  privileges  not  enjoyed  by  others. 

§J2. 

Models  for  these  bjelaws  will  be  drawn  up  and  sent  round  to  the  parochial 
authorities  within  the  county  jurisdiction  of  Thorshavn,  and  when  accepted 
will  be  published  on  the  doors  of  the  churches  14  days  before  they  come  into 
force  in  the  waters  which  form  part  of  the  boundaries  of  the  particular  hamlet. 

Appeals  against  the  model  of  the  byelaw  must  be  sent  in  in  writing  to  the 
chairman  of  the  parish  council.  After  a  parish  council  has  once  passed  a 
'  byelaw,  it  is  sent  to  the  Sysselman,  who  will  publish  it  in  the  usual  form  in 
Thorshavn  and  in  the  county  at  the  next  public  meeting  of  parishioners. 
After  having  thus  given  public  notice,  ait  the  meeting  he  calls  for  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  voters  present  agree  with  the  byelaw, 
the  Sysselman  sends  it  in  to  the  Lag  thing.  If  not,  he  rejects  it. 
.  The  byelaw  can  at  any  time  be  cancelled  by  the  Minister  of  Justice  w?th  or 
without  any  repetition  of  the  process  by  which  it  was  originally  passed.  If  the 
byelaw  is  wished  to  be  altered,  the  method  described  above  must  always  be 
observed. 

§  13. 

Fishery  with  the  trawl  is  forbidden  in  the  marine  territory  of  the  Faroe 
Islands. 

If  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Justice.is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  people 
are  fishing  with  newly -invented  tackle  which  can  be  considered  injurious  either 
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to  fishery  in  general  or  to  some  other  species  of  lawful  fisher)',  he  can  issue  a  Faroj!; 
prohibition  of  the  use  of  such  tackle.  "^I'his  matter,  however,  will  as  soon  as  Islands, 
possible  be  made  the  object  of  definite  legislation.  "  

§14. 

Infractions  of  the  rules  of  this  law  are  punished  with  Qnes  of  from  5  to  200 
crowns,  to  be  paid  to  the  respective  parish  boxes  by  the  law  of  February  9, 
1883,  with  regard  to  alterations  in  the  poor  law  of  the  Faroe  Islands  of 
March  22,  1855. 

§15. 
Fine  cases  under  this  law  are  treated  as  ordinary  police  cases. 

§16. 

Breaches  of  this  law  cannot  be  proceeded  against  after  the  lapse  of  six 
months.

LAW  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  MUSSELS  IN  THE  FAROES, 

APRIL  14,  1893. 

§  J- 

In  order  to  prevent  the  extinction  or  the  destructi^'e  appropriation  of  mussels 
byelaws  can  be  passed  defining  temporary  rules  as  to  the  mode  in  which 
mussels  may  or  may  not  be  taken,  and  what  kind  of  tackle  may  be  used  for 
that  purpose.  Also,  if  the  condition  of  the  mussels  at  a  particular  spot  is  very 
much  reduced,  or  threatens  to  disappear,  it  can  be  laid  down  in  the  byelaw 
that  all  taking  away  of  mussels  at  that  spot  is  prohibited,  although  never  for 
more  than  three  years  at  a  stretch. 

The  byelawB  may  be  operative  in  one  or  several  parishes,  or  at  single  spots, 
and  at  spots  which  are  dry  at  low  water  no  less  than  those  which  are  always 
under  water. 

§  2. 

The  byelawB  suggested  in  §  1  will  be  drawn  up  by  the  local  authorities  of 
the  parish  in  which  the  mussels  are  found,  and  when  passed  must  be  published 
by  being  affixed  to  the  church  door  or  in  some  other  convenient  way  in  every 
hamlet  which  wholly  or  partly  lies  within  a  radius  of  two  Danish  miles  from 
the  place  where  the  mussels  are  found.  The  byelaws  are  to  be  supplied  to 
the  focal  authorities  in  each  hamlet,  and  their  duty  is  to  let  the  byelaw  be 
made  known  within  two  months  of  the  moment  when  they  received  it. 

If  any  one  finds  himself  aggrieved  by  the  proposed  regulations,  he  must 
send  in  a  written  complaint  within  two  months  from  the  publication  of  the 
byelaw,  to  the  parish  authorities  where  he  lives,  and  ihey,  within  three  mouths 
of  that  time,  shall  send  in  the  complaint  with  their  remarks  upon  it  to  the 
central  authority.  There  shall  then  be  a  report  on  the  case  made  to  the 
President  of  the  Lagthing,  who,  after  calling  for  further  evidence,  shall  ultimately 
lay  the  matter  before  the  Lagthing.  If  the  Lagthing  does  not  agree  with  the 
form  of  the  byelaw,  its  objections  will  be  referred  to  the  local  authorities. 
But  if.  on  the  contrary,  the  Lagthing  sees  fit  to  send  the  amended  byelaw  up 
to  the  Minister  of  Justice,  his  decision  makes  it  law,  without  appeal,  for  the 
next  ten  years.  If  a  byelaw  is  to  be.  renewed,  the  same  practice  must  be 
gone  through. 
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Fakob  §   3. 

Islands. 

—  The  local  authorities   in  every  district  in  which  the  byelaw  is  in  force  must 

possess  copies  of  it,  and  if  it  is  not  printed,  Ihey  must  pay  someone  to  provide 
them  with  MS.  copies.  A  copy  of  the  byelaw  must  be  kept  open  to  the 
reference  of  any  person  in  the  district  who  desires  to  refer  to  it. 

Notices  of  these  byelaws  must  be  inserted  in  all  such  newspapers  in  the 
FarSes  as  are  authorised  to  insert  public  advertisements.  The  expense  of 
these  insertions  must  be  paid  by  the  parishes  in  which  the  mussels  are  found. 

§  4- 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Lagthing,  the  Minister  of  Justice  can  grant  to 
particular  persons  or  companies  the  sole  right  of  fishing  for  mussels  for  a  space 
of  30  years  at  certain  defined  places  where  mussels  have  not  hitherto  been 
found. 

The  exact  terms  on  which  these  rights  are  held  will  be  laid  down  by  the 
Minister. 

§5. 

Breaches  of  the  byelaws  referred  to  in  this  law  are  punished  with  fines  of 
from  4  to  20  crowns. 

Violation  of  any  of  the  sole  rights  referred  to  in  §  4  will  be  punished  by 
fines  of  from  5  to  100  crowns,  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  case  does  not  in  its 
essence  call  for  a  higher  scale  of  punishment.     Full  compensation  is  required. 

The  fines  are  paid  into  the  parish  treasury,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of 
February  9,  1883. 

Fine  cases  in  connection  with  this  law  are  treated  as  ordinary  police  cases, 
except  that  complaints  brought  in  connection  with  the  case^  mentioned  in 
clause  2  of  the  present  paragraph  are  only  taken  up  at  the  express  wish  of  the 
plaintifi^. 

Infractions  of  this  law  can  only  be  complained  of  within  the  period  of  six 
months  after  the  acts  complained  of  were  committed. 
All  those  concerned  please  take  notice.

LAW  FOR     THE  FAROE   ISLANDS  CONCERNING   THE 

PROHIBITION  OF   TRAWLING. 

§1. 

Trawling  is  prohibited  in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Faroe  Islands. 

§2. 

Breaches  of  Section  I.  are  punished  by  fines  of  1,000  to  4,000  kroner  to  the 
Treasury,  and  all  the  fishing  implements,  including  the  cables  that  draw  the 
trawl,  and  all  the  catch  on  board  shall  be  forfeited  and  sold  for  behoof  of 
the  Treasury.  The  confiscated  implements  shall  be  made  unfit  for  trawling. 
The  ships  may  be  arrested  and  sold  after  legal  execution  in  payment  of 
fines  and  expenses. 

§3- 

If  a  fishing  vessel  is  found  inside  territorial  waters  with  a  trawl  on  board, 
although  not  engaged  in  fishing,  it  is  liable  to  fines  of  200  to  2,000  kroner  to 
the  Treasury.     K  the  same  vessel  is  found  a  second  time  in  the  territorial 
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waters  with  these  implements  on  board  it  will  be  treated  according  to  Section  2. 
Theie  penalties  shall  not,  however,  be  enforced  in  the  folloi^g  cases  : — 

(1.)  When  vessels  are  in  distress,  which  includes  vessels  that  require  to  seek 

a  harbour  on  account  of  the  want  of  provisions  or  coal.  / 

(2.)  When    vessels    are    considered     to    have    entered    territorial    waters 

unintentionally  or  in  ignorance,  owing  to  currents,  or  weather,  or  fog 

obscuring  the  land. 
(3.)  When  vessels  on  the  way  to  the  fishing  grounds,  or  going  from  one 

fishing  ground  to  another,  pass  the  Straits  between  the  Islands  without 

stopping. 

The  exceptions  in  favour  of  ships  referred  to  in  paragraph  3  of  this  section 
and  of  ships  seeking  the  land  to  obtain  provisions  or  coal,  are  only  allowed  on 
the  condition  that  idl  the  fishing  gear  is  stowed  away  on  board  while  the  ship 
is  in  territorial  waters. 

Home-owned  (belonging  to  the  Faroe  Islands  or  Danish)  trawlers  are  always 
at  liberty  to  seek  the  land  in  order  to  discharge  their  fish  and  to  procure  w&ter 
and  other  necessaries,  but  their  fishing  implements  must  then  also  be  stowed 
away  on  board. 

Actions  which  arise  out  of  breaches  of  this  law  shall  be  treated  as  public 
police  actions. 

§  5. 
This  law  shall  come  into  force  the  Ist  of  February  18^9.

2*reviously  to  the  year  1862  there  were  special  reguIatioii!f  as  to  the  si^i^  at 
\¥hich  different  species  oi  fish  could  be  caught  or  sold :  from  9  centimetres 
(about  34  mches)  for  smelt,  to  27  centimetres  (about  10^  inches)  for  salmon 
and  cod« 

The  Decree  of  the  lOth  May  1862,  however,  which  is  applicable  to  and 
now  in  force  in  all  France,  alters  the  previous  legislation.  Article  XL  of  this 
Decree  runs  as  follows  :— 

'^  It  is  forbidden  to  fish,  salt,  buy,  sell,  transport,  or  employ  for  any  purpose 
whatever — 

'*  (1.)  Fish  under  10  centimetres   (nearly  4  inches)  in  length,  measured

(3.)  Oysters  less  than  5  centimetres  (nearly  2  inches)/^ 

The  various  congresses  held  lately  in  France  with  regard  to  maritime 
fisheries  have  called  attention  to  the  non-observance  of  the  law,  and  the 
injury  to  the  fisheries  resulting  from  it, 

'  The  Congress  of  Dieppe  in  1 898  went  so  far  as  to  suggest  an  intemalional 
agreement  as  to  the  size  of  fish  it  would  be  lawful  to  catch  and  sell. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  small  fishing  tlianual^  which  on  pages  495-499 
contains  very  complete  information  with  regard  to  the  size  of  nets  which  may 
be  legally  used  for  the  capture  of  different  species  of  fish.

My  Lord,  Berlin,  March  3rd,  1900. 

In  answer  to  your  Lordship's  despatch  No.  2,  Commercial,  of  the  5th 
January,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  German  Sea 
Fishery  Almanack  for  1899,  which  is  publiehed  by  the  German  Sea  Fishery 
Society, 

Baron  von  Richthofen,  in  forwarding  to  me  the  above  publication,  points  out 
that  the  various  Laws,  Ordinances,  and  Regulations  concerning  the  taking  of 
fish,  which  are  in  force  in  the  sea-board  States  of  the  Empire,  are  contained 
therein  (pages  236  to  390),  and  adds  that  the  fullest  details  are  also  given 
concerning  the  size  at  which  fish  can  be  taken,  and  the  measures  in  force  for 
the  protection  of  immature  fish. 

I  also  beg  to  enclose  a  Memorandum,  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Acton,  showing  the 
tenour  of  the  above  Regulations  on  the  points  especially  referred  to  in  your 
Lordship's  despatch  under  reply.

Memorandum. 


The  Regulations  in  force  in  the  Maritime  States  of  Germany,  relative  to  the 
protection  of  undersized  or  immature  fish,  are  governed  by  the  Prussian 
Fishery  Acts  of  May  3()th,  1874,  and  March  30th,  1880.  These  contain 
the  following  general  provisions  : — 

By  §24,  fish,  the  taking  of  which  is  prohibited  on  account  of  their  insufficient 
length  or  weight,  must,  if  caught  alive,  be  immediately  restored  to  the  water. 

§26.  If  the  taking  of  fish  under  a  certain  length  or  weight  is  prohibited, 
such  fish  must  be  neither  oflfered  for  sale,  sold,  nor  otherwise  conveyed  to  other 
persons  within  the  district  affected  by  the  prohibition. 

§27.  In  the  interests,  however,  of  scientific  research,  or  of  experiments  of 
public  utility,  and  for  the  purposes  of  pisciculture,  the  authorities  may  grant 
exemptions  from  the  prohibitions  contained  in  §§24,  26. 

§51.  Offences  against  the  provisions  of  §§24,  26  of  the  present  law  will  incur 
a  fine  not  exceeding  ninety  marks,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  four  weeks. 

In  addition  to  the  infliction  of  the  above  penalty,  the  Court  will  have  the 
power  to  order  the  confiscation  of  any  fish  illegally  offered  for  sale,  sold,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  without  regard  for  the  fact  whether  they  are  the  property 
of  the  offender  or  not. 

The  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Laws  have  been  enforced  by  the 
publication  of  Decrees  in  the  following  maritime  and  riparian  State  and 
Provinces.  The  Provinces  of  East  Prussia,  West  Prussia,  and  Pomerania, 
Schleswig  Holstein,  and  Hanover;  the  Grand  Duchies  of  Mecklenburg 
Schwerin  and  Mecklenburg  Strelitz ;  the  Free  and  Hanseatic  Cities  of  Hamburg, 
Bremen,  and  Liibeck ;  thd  principality  of  Liibeck  and  the  Duchy  of  Oldenburg. 

The  regulations  bearing  upon  the  question  under  reply  are  practically 
imiform  in  the  States  and  Provinces  possessing  large  sea-boards,  so  far  as  the 
species  and  size  of  the  fish,  and  the  penalties  incurred  by  transgression,  are  con- 
cerned. The  following  provisions  of  the  Decree  issued  for  East  Prussia  on 
August  8th,  1887,  may  therefore  be  considered  a»  typical  of  the  legislation 
in  force  in  Germany  for  the  protection  of  immature  or  undersized  fish  :-i- 

§1.     1.  Fishing  for  spawn  and  brood  fish  (fry)  is  prohibited.

Prussia. 


Kingdom  of  Prussia. 

Fishery  Law  for  the  State  of  Prxissiay  May  30iA,  1874,  and  March  30<A,  1880. 
(Code  of  Laws  ("  Gesetz-Sammlung '%  1874,  p.  197  ;  1880,  p.  228.) 

We,  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God  King  of  Prussia,  &c.,  &c.,  with  the 
assent  of  both  Houses  of  the  Diet  of  the  Monarchy,  decree  as  follows  : — 


Scope  of  Application  of  the  Law. 

§1.  The  following  Fishery  Law  i?  api^icable  to  all  coast  and  inland  fisheries 
in  waters  under  our  authority. 
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§2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Law  the  catching  of  fish  includes  the  catching     Pbussia. 
of  crabs,  oysters,  shell  fish,  and  other  aquatic  animals  fit  for  use^  so  far  as  they        — 
do  not  fall  under  the  Hunting  Law.  ' 

Wherever  the  expression  "  fish  '^  is  made  use  of  in  this  Law,  tlie  above- 
mentioned  animals  are  included  therein. 

§3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Law  "  coast  fisheries  "  are  understood  to  include 
those  fisheries  which  are  carried  on  in  those  parts  of  the  North  Sea  and  the 
Baltic  which  are  subject  to  our  authority,  in  open  bays,  in  gulfs,  and  at  the 
mouths  of  the  larger  rivers. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Law,  '*  inland  fisheries "  are  those  which  are 
carried  on  in  other  waters,  and  in  rivers  downwards  to  the  point  where  coast 
fisheries  begin. 

The  limits  of  coast  and  inland  fisheries  will  be  determined  for  each  of 
the  provinces  concerned  by  a  royal  ordinance,  after  consultation  with  the 
representatives  of  the  province. 

§4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Law,  enclosed  waters  are  : — 
•      (1)  all  artificially  constructed  fish  ponds,  whether  these  be  connected  with 

natural  waters  or  not ; 
(2)  all  waters  not  provided  with  a  channel  for  the  passage  of  fish ; 
if  in  these  cases  the  fishing  belongs  to  one  authorised  person. 

Disputes  on  the  question  of  whether  waters  are  enclosed  or  not  within  the 
meaning  of  this  regulation  shall,  unless  legal  proceedings  be  taken,  be  decided 
by  the  district  authorities. 


Restriction  of  Mshery  Bights  and  Prevention  of  Irregula/r  Fishing. 

§5,  Existing  fishery  i;ights  are  subject  to  the  restrictive  regulations  of  this 
Law. 

Such  rights  as  concern  the  use  of  certain  specified  means  or  fixed  appliances 
for  catching  fish,  dams,  fences,  traps  for  salmon  and  eel,  fixed  stationary  nets 
(block-nets,  &c.),  may  be  further  limited  or  completely  suspended  in  non- 
^ndosed  waters  upon  full  indemnification  of  the  persons  holding  the  rights. 

Such  further  restriction  or  abrogation  can  be  claimed — 

(1)  by  the  State  in  the  public  interest ;  . 

(2)  by  authorised  fishermen  and  fishing  associations  in  the  upper  or  lower 

parts  of  waters   if   it  is   proved  by  them   that   thes0  rights  are 
prejudicial  to  the  maintenance  or  improvement  of  tlie  stock  of  fish, 
and  are  opposed  to  the  economic  pursuit  of  the  fishing  industry  in 
the  waters  concerned. 
The  local  committee  .of  management  (the  local  governing  body)  after  hearing 
the  parties  concerned  and  examining  experts  shall  decide  upon  such  proposi- 
tions [i.e.,  as  mentioned  in  (2)]  upon  complaint  of  persons  .holding  rights  or 
of  fishery  associations. 

An  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Agricultural  A£fairs  against  this  decision  may 
be  lodged  within  three  weeks  of  the  announcement. thereof. 

The  indemnification  to  be  given,  which,  failing  an  amicable  arrangement, 
must  be  determined  in  a  court  of  law,  must  be  borne,  in  case  (1)  as  mentioned 
above,  by  the  State,  and  in  case  (2),  by  those  parties  who  have  deu^anided  the 
suspension  of  the  rights. 

The  existing  provisions  concerning  exemption  from  fishery  services  are  not 
modified  by  the  preceding  regulations.         ... 

§6.  Fishery  rights  which,  without  including  any  specified  possession  of  land, 
have  been  hitherto  enjoj'ed  by  ?tll  the  inhabitants  or  members  of  a  commune, 
shall  in  future  belong  to  the.  political  commune  in  their  former  extent. 

§7.  The  right  of  carrying  on  inland  fisheries  in  such  vraters  as  have  hitherto 
been  open  to  public  fishing  shall  belong  to  the  political  communes  within  whose 
boundaries  the  waters  lie. 

If  such  waters  form  the  boundaries  of  two  or  more  communes  without  lying 
wholly  or  for  the  most  part  in  the  territory  of  one  or  th.e  other,  the  communes 
shall  enjoy  equal  rights  in  that  part  where  their  territories  form  a  boundary  to 
the  waters. 

0.128.  E   -1 
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Prussia.  Supplementary  Cla/use. 

(Law  of  the  30th  March  1880.     Code  of  Laws,  p.  228,) 

Article  1. — The  rights  granted  in  territory  in  which  French  law  is  in  force, 
allowing  all  persons  to  carry  on  fishing  with  rod  and  line  on  rivers  and 
navigable  streams,  are  hereby  annulled. 

§  8.  Communes  may  only  make  use  of  the  fisheries  belonging  to  them 
through  speciall}'  appointed  fishers  or  by  leasing. 

Free  donation  of  the  fishing  is  not  allowed. 

The  duration  of  leases  must  not  as  a  rule  be  fixed  at  less  than  six  years ; 
exceptions  to  this  regulation  may  be  allowed  by  the  inspecting  authorities 
under  certain  circumstances. 

The  division  of  connected  fishing  waters  belonging  to  a  commune  into 
separate  leases  requires  the  sanction  of  the  inspecting  authorities,  who  have  to 
see  that  no  un-economical  parcelling-out  of  the  fishery  takes  place. 

The  inspecting  authorities  are  empowered  to  determine  the  number  of 
permissible  fishing  appliances  not  to  be  exceeded  in  each  district  leased.  ^ 

If  two  or  more  communes  enjoy  common  rights  over^  waters  bordering 
on  their  territory,  they  may  only  make  use  of  such  waters  for  their  common 
benefit. 

If  the  communes  cannot  come  to  an  agreement  as  to  the  method  of  use,  the 
matter  must  be  decided  by  the  inspecting  authorities. 


AssocKitions . 

§  9-  For  the  purposes  of  regulated  supervision  and  common  measures  for 
protection  of  the  stock  of  fish,  and  also  (so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the 
prescriptions  laid  down  in  §  10)  for  the  purposes  of  common  management 
and  use  of  the  fishing  waters,  those  persons  holding  fishing  rights  over  a  large 
connected  area  may  by  means  of  a  statute  to  be  approved  by  the  sovereign, 
form  themselves  into  an  association,  which  is  to  be  represented  by  a  committee 
chosen  by  the  remainder  according  to  a  rule  of  the  statute. 

The  persons  holding  rights  and,  if  one  only  of  them  disagrees,  the 
authorities  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which  the  association's  territorv  lies 
are  to  be  consulted  as  to  the  formation  of  the  association  and  its  statute, 
before  this  statute  is  sanctioned. 

The  notification  of  the  royal  decree  then  follows,  according  to  the  rule 
of  the  Law  of  10th  April  1872  [that  is  to  say,  in  the  official  newspapers  of  the 
district]. 

In  the  event  of  the  mutual  agreement  of  all  the  persons  concerned,  the 
statute  agreed  upon  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  president  of  the  government 
of  the  province  concerned,  or,  if  the  district  lies  in  several  provinces,  by  the 
Minister  for  Agricultural  Aflfairs. 

§  10.  An  extension  of  the  objects  of  the  association  to  the  common  manage* 
ment  and  use  of  fishing  waters  can  only  be  obtained  upon  the  motion  of  one 
or  more  of  the  parties  concerned. 

It  is  allowable— 

(1)  if  all  the  other  parties  concei*tied  holding  fishing  rights  agree  to  it ; 

(2)  in  the  case  of  inland  fisheries  and  within  the  limits  of  non-enclosed 

waters  belonging  to  the  association,  if  the  fisheries  thereof  belong 

exclusively  to  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  land  and  independent 

fishing  by  the  various  neighbouring  people  is  detrimental  to  an 

economical  use  of  the  waters  as  a  whole.     In  this  case  the  consent 

of  the  district  authorities  is  necessary,  should  only  one  of  the 

persons  holding  rights  be  in  opposition. 

If  the  parties  concerned  cannot  come  to  an  agreement  as  to  the  proportion 

of  the  division  of  the  produce  obtained  from  the  common  use  of  the  fishery, 

the  matter  must  be  settled  by  a  valuation  of  the  various  shares  of  the  fishing 

waters.     The  statute  of  the  association  gives  particulars  as  to  this. 

Under  the  same  conditioiis  [(1)  and  (2)  above]  a  portion  of  the  persons 
holding  rights  may  form  themselves  mto  a  smaller  association  within  the  main 
one  (§  9)  for  the  commc^n  management  and  use  of  fishing  waters. 
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Supplementary  Glause.  Paossii. 

§§  100,  101  of  the  Law  of  the  Ist  August  1883,  concerning  the  functions  of 
the  administration  and  of  the  administrative  authorities. 

The  district  (or  town)  administrative  committee  supervises  associations 
formed  under  §§  9  and  10  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  the  30th  May  1874, 

If  the  association  is  of  the  opinion  that  any  dispositions  made  for  super- 
vision purposes  are  in  opposition  to  the  statute  or  the  law,  it  has  the  right  of 
pleading  orally  before  the  administration. 

In  the  event  of  disputes  as  to  participation  in  the  expenses  of  the  associations 
formed  under  §§  9  and  10,  or  if  the  right  to  shares  of  the  produce  and  common 
use  of  the  fishery  should  be  disputed,  the  committee  of  the  association  must 
decide  the  matter. 

An  appeal  to  the.  district  authorities  against  this  decision  may  lie  within  two 
weeks.    The  decision  of  the  town  (or  district)  authorities  is  final. 

.    Licencee. 

§  11.  Any  person  wishing  to  carry  on  fishing  in  the  fishing  grounds  of  other 
people  holding  rights,  or  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  rights  or  beyond  the 
liaiits  of  free  fishery,  must  be  furnished  with  a  licence,  drawn  up  and  attested 
according  to  the  prescriptions  of  the  following  paragraph,  which]  licence  he 
must  always  have  with  him  for  his  identification  when  fishing,  and  must 
produce  on  demand  of  an  inspector  or  the  local  police  officials. 

§  12.  Only  the  fishery  owner  and  the  fishery  lessee  are  entitled  to  issue 
licences  within  the  limits  of  the  area  over  which  they  hold  rights. 

Where,  in  the  fishinij  grounds  of  an  association,  there  is  common  manage- 
ment and  use  of  the  fishery  waters,  the  committee  of  the  association  takes  the 
place  of  particular  persons  holding  rights. 

The  licence  must  name  the  person,  the  water  or  waters  for  which  it  is  issued, 
and  the  period  specified,  which  must  not  exceed  three  years.  It  may  contain 
restrictions  with  respect  to  the  quantity  and  nature  of  the  fishing  appliances 
and  the  number  of  boats  to  be  used  for  fishing. 

Supplementary  Ghnise. 

(Law  of  the  30th  March  1880.     Code  of  Laws  p.  228.) 

ArHcle  2.  The  number  of  licences  (authorisation  certificates),  to  be  issued 
can  be  determined  by  the  fishery  inspectors  in  the  case  of  non-enclosed 
waters. 

§  13.  Fishery  licences  must  be  verified  as  follows : — 

(1.)  For  fishing  in  waters   belonging  to   the   fishing    grounds    of   an 
association— by   the    association's   committee    appointed   for   the 
administration  of  the  fishery  inspection  (§  9)- 
(2.)  For  fishing  in  other  waters — by  the  local  police  authorities  in  whose 
district  the  licensee  lives. 
Fishery  licences  issued  by  public  authorities,  by  a  public   official  within  his 
jurisdiction,  by  the  committee   of  a  commune,  or   by  the  committee  of  an 
association  appointed  for  the  certification  of  licences,  are  exempted  from  this 
rule,  80  far  as  nothing  to  the  contrary  is  laid  down  by  the  statute  as  regards 
fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations. 

§  14.  The  verification  of  the  licence  merely  refers  to  the  signature  of  the 
licensee,  and  contains  no  acknowledgment  of  the  rights  granted  thereby. 

§  15.  The  certification  of  licences  by  local  police  authorities  is  free  of  stamp 
duty  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations,  however,  a  charge, 
not  exceeding  1  mark,  lor  the  certification  of  the  licence  may  be  made  for  the 
benefit  of  the  association.  The  association's  statute  lays  down  further 
regulations  on  this  point. 

§  16.  Any  person  desiring  to  carry  on  fishing  within  the  limits  of  his  own 
rights,  or  as  lessee,  in  non-enclosed  waters  (§4)  must  previously  communicate 
with  the  inspectors  (in  fishing*gi*ounds  belonging  to  associations,  with  the 
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Prussia,     committee  thereof),  and  he  will  receive  from  them,  free  of  stamp  duty  and 
costs,  a  certificate,  which  he  must  always  have  with  him  when  fishing. 

§  17.  Assistants  operating  in  the  presence  of  the  fishery  owner,  the  lessee, 
or  a  licensed  person,  require  no  certificate. 

§  18.  In  the  place  of  the  precedinff  §§11  to  17,  §41  of  the  Fishery 
Ordinance  of  the  2nd  July  1859  (C.  of  L.  p,  453)  "  for  those  parts  of  the 
''  Oder  situated  in  Pomerania,  the  Haff  and  its  outlets/'  and  §  49  of  the 
Fishery  Ordinance  of  30th  August  1865  (0.  of  L.  p.  941)  "  for  the  district  of 
Stralsund,""  remain  in  force  for  the  scope  of  operation  of  this  law,  but  the 
powers  of  the  royal  master  of  fisheries  therein  laid  down  may  be  transferred  by 
means  of  the  statute  in  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations,  to  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  association  for  the  administration  of  fishery 
inspection  (§  9) ;  in  this  case  the  second  clause  of  §  15  of  this  law  is  to  come 
into  force  for  the  issue  and  verification  of  certificates. 

Supplementary  Clcmse. 

(Law  of  the  30th  March  1880.     C.  of  L.  p.  228.) 
Article  2.  The  number  of  licences  (authorisation  certificates)  to  be  issued 
can  be  determined  by  the  inspectors  in  the  case  of  non-enclosed  waters. 

Ma/rhmg  of  Fishing  Tackle  lymg  ovi  for  Fishing. 

§  19-  Tackle  lying  out  for  fishing  in  the  absence  of  the  fisherman  must  be 
provided  with  a  distinguishing  mark  by  which  the  personality  of  the  fisherman 
may  be  ascertained.  Detailed  rules  as  to  the  nature  of  the  distinguishing 
marks  are  to  be  made  known — ^for  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations— *in 
the  statute  of  the  association ;  and  for  other  fishing  grounds,  by  means  of  a 
police  ordinance. 

Obstacles  to  the  passage  of  Fish. 

§  20.  Waters  must  not  be  closed  to  the  passage  of  fish  by  means  of  fishing 
appliances  to  a  greater  extent  than  half  their  width  measured  from  the  bank 
at  ordinary  low  water. 

Such  appliances  should  not  be  placed  so  near  to  one  another  as  to  impede 
thepassage  of  fish  between  them. 

These  regulations  apply  to  frontier  waters  only  so  far  as  a  similar  system  is 
observed  in  the  neighbouring  territory;  and  the  Minister  for  Agricultural 
Affairs  is  empowered  to  suspend  them  temporarily  for  waters  which  are  not 
continuously  under  our  authority. 

Fixed  fishing  appliances  already  in  use  are  not  subject  to  these  regulations, 
if  fishery  rights  bearing  on  the  particular  fishing  appliance  in  question  are 
associated  therewith ;  failing  ithis,  they  must  be  altered  in  so  far  as  they  do  not 
correspond  with  the  rules  of  this  paragraph,  within  at  most  two  years  from  the 
promulgation  of  this  law,  by  the  owners,  who,  in  case  of  necessity,  will  be 
prosecuted. 

Prohibition  of  destructive  means  of  catching  Fish* 

§  21.  For  fishing  purposes,  it  is  forbidden  to  make  use  of  destructive  or 
explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any  means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish, 
explosive  cartridges,  or  other  explosives,  &c,). 

Fishery  Police  Regulations. 

§  22.  After  consultation  with  the  provincial  representatives  concerned,  the 
following  shall  be  laid  down  in  a  royal  decree : — 

(1.)  What  fishes  may  not  be  caught  on  account  of  their  size  and  weight ; 
(2.)  During  what  periods  of  the  day  and  year  fishing  may  be  forbidden 

entirely,  or  in  certain  parts  of  the  waters^  or  with  reference  to  certain 

methods  of  fishing,  or  species  of  fish ; 
(3.)  What  methods  of  fishing  and  what  kinds  of  appliances  for  fishing  may 

not  be  used  ; 
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Bights  to  the  use  of  fixed  (stationary)  fishery  apph'ances  (§§  5  and     Pbubsu. 
20)  cannot  be  affected  by  these  regulations,  neither  can  rights  to  ihe        •"• 
use  of  other  specified  means  for  fishing,  if  the  persons  holding  these 
rights  make  use  of  such  means  alone  for  fishing  purposes ; 
(4.)  (>rwhat  nature  the  fishing  tackle  must  be,  and  with  what  restrictions  it 

may  be  used  for  fishing ; 
(5.)  What  rules  fishermeii  must  observe  (a)  for  the  avoidance  of  mutual 
hindrance ;  (6)  in  the  interests  of  public  trade  and  navigation ;  and 
(c)  with  regard  to^  the  inspectors,  and  for  facilitating  the  work  of 
inspection ; 
(6.)  At  what  periods  of  the  year,  and  in  what  places,  it  may  be  forbidden  to 

gather  sea  plants. 
Infiringements  may  be  punished  either  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks  in 
the   currency  of  the  Empire,  or  by  imprisonment  and  confiscation  of  the 
unlawful  appliances  used  in  fishing. 

Until  the  promulgation  of  the  royal  decree  outlined  in  this  paragraph,  the 
regulations  hitherto  in  force  and  bearing  on  the  matter  founded  by  law  or 
ordinance,  are  to  remain  in  force. 

BegulaHons  far  Close  Time  and  Protection  of  Yoimg  Fish. 

§  23.  With  regard  to  the  close  times  referred  to  in  paragraph  (2)  of  §  22, 
the  fishery  shall  not  be  limited  to  a  degree  greater  than  that  which  is 
imperatively  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of  fish,  having  regard  to 
the  means  of  protection  given  elsewhere  in  this  law. 

Especially  m  those  parts  of  waters  where  consideration  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  of  fish  allows,  fishing  may  only  be  forbidden  for  three  days  in  the 
week  at  most,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  Feast  Days. 

Catching  certain  kinds  of  fish  and  the  use  of  certain  means  of'  fishing  may 
also  be  prohibited  in  this  case  for  the  whole  length  of  the  close  time. 

§  24.  Should  fish,  the  capture  of  which  at  the  then  time  or  on  account  of 
their  size  and  weight  is  absolutely  prohibited,  be  taken  alive  by  fishermen, 
they  must  be  immediately  returned  to  the  water. 

§  25.  The  provisions  of  §§  19  to  24  are  not  applicable  to  enclosed  waters 
(§4).  ^ 

§  26.  If  the  catching  of  fish  of  less  than  a  certain  size  or  weight  is 
prohibited,  then  within  the  scope  of  this  prohibition  fish  of  less  than  this  size  or 
weight  may  be  neither  offered  for  sale,  sold,  nor  sent  away. 

§  27.  The  regulations  of  §§  24  and  26  do  not  apply  to  fi'y  in  fish-breeding 
establishments. 

Inspectors  may  allow  exceptions,  under  suitable  controlling  rules,  in  the 
interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  experiments  in  the  public  interest  and  for 
purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  as  far  as  necessary. 

Fry  may  be  sold  or  despatched  by  the  owners  of  enclosed  waters  (§  4)  for 
purposes  of  breeding. 

§  28.  During  the  periods  of  close  time  those  stationary  (fixed)  fishery 
appliances  not  prohibited  by  this  law  in  non-enclosed  waters  must  be  removed 
or  abolished. 

The  owners  thereof  will  be  prosecuted  if  necessary. 

Supplementary  Clause. 

(Law  of  the  30th  March  1880.     C.  of  L.  p.  228.) 

Article  3.  So  far  as  considerations  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock 
of  fish  allow,  the  president  of  the  government  of  the  district  may  allow 
exceptions  from  the  regulation3  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph. 

Close  Fishing  Grov/nds. 

§  29.  After  consultation  with  the  persons  concerned  holding  fishery  rights, 
and,  in  the  case  of  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations,  after  consultation 
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Peussu.     ^ith  the  Committee  of  the  Association,  the  following  may  he  proclaimed  as 
'  close  fishing  grounds : — 

(1.)  Such  parts  of  waters  as  offer,  according  to  expert  opinion^  especially 
suitable  places  for  the  spawning  of  fish  and  for  the  development 
of  the  fry  (close  spawning  grounds), 
(2.)  Such  parts  of  waters  as  command  the  entrance  of  fish  from  the  sea  into 

inland  waters. 
Close  fishing  CTounds  are  established  as  such  by  decree  of  the  Minister  for 
Agricultural  Afmirs,  and,  if  the  fishing  rights  of  such  parts  of  waters  as  are 
to  be  established  as  close  grounds  belongmg  to  the  State  by  this  Minister  in 
conjunction  with  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

The  decree  in  question  is  to  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  parties 
concerned  by  public  notification;  I'also  the  close  grounds  are  to  be  made 
recognisable  oy  putting  up  special  distinguishing  marks  so  far  as  the  locality 
allows. 

§  30.  Every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  in  close  fishing  grounds  other  than 
that  ordered  or  allowed  by  the  inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  protection  or 
commercial  or  other  object  in  the  public  interest. 

§  31.  In  close  spawning  grounds  [§  29,  Part  (1)]  cleaning  out,  cutting  of 
grass  and  sedge,  removal  of  sand,  stones,  mud,  &c.,  which  might  cause  harm 
to  the  propagation  of  fish,  must  be  discontinued  during  the  spawning  time  of 
the  prevailing  species  of  fish,  as  far  as  is  compatible  with  the  interests  of  the 
foreshore  and  the  cultivation  of  the  land.  Details  on  this  point,  relative  to 
the  inspection  and  protection  of  close  fishing  grounds,  are  to  be  established  in 
case  of  necessity  By  regulations  issued  by  the  district  committee  (district 
governing  body). 

§  32.  By  preference  those  waters  should  be  declared  close  fishing  grounds 
which  would  be  open  to  public  fishing,  or  in  which  the  fishery  rights  belong 
exclusively  to  the  State ;  or  finally,  in  which  the  fishery  rights  are  taken  over 
by  political  communes  according  to  §  7  of  this  law. 

In  these  cases  no  compensation  will  be  given  for  the  stoppage  of  fishing. 

If,  however,  it  should  be  necessary,  for  the  maintenance  or  improvement  of 
the  stock  of  fish  to  include  waters  other  than  those  mentioned  above  in  close 
fishing  grounds,  then  the  fishery  rights  therefor  lapse,  and  full  compensation 
must  be  paid  to  the  owners  of  these  rights  out  of  State  funds,  the  amount  of 
which,  failing  an  amicable  settlement,  must  be  determined  in  a  court  of  law. 

Enclosed  waters  can  neither  be  made  close  fishing  grounds  nor  included 
therewith  against  the  will  of  the  owners. 

§  33.  Those  stretches  of  waters  from  which  fishery  rights  have  been  with- 
drawn by  previous  laws  or  ordinances,  by  being  declared  close,  are  to  remain 
as  close  grounds  within  the  meaning  of  this  law,  and  are  subject  to  the  rules  of 
§§29  to  31. 

§  34.  If  the  maintenance  of  a  close  fishing  ground  as  such  is  no  longer 
necessary,  it  ma3'  be  thrown  open  again  bj'  decree  of  the  Minister  for  Agricultural 
Afiairs.  In  this  event  the  former  conditions  as  regards  fishing  rights  are 
reverted  to,  but,  however,  should  an  indemnity  have  been  paid  out  of  State 
funds  for  the  abrogation  of  fishing  rights  to  the  holders  thereof,  the  said  fishery 
rights  must  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  State. 

Passage  of  Fish. 

■ 

§  35.  Any  person  who,  after  the  promulgation  of  this  law,  constructs  in 
natural  waters  coming  under  its  influence,  weirs,  sluices,  dams  or  other  marine 
works  in  places  where  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  was  previously  unimpeded. 
is  obliged  to  make  and  maintain,  at  his  own  cost,  channels  for  the  passage  of 
fish. 

Exceptions  from  this  regulation  may  be  allowpd  (always  temporarily, 
however) — 

(1.)  If  the  passage  of  fish  in  the  waters  concerned  is  already  obstructed  at 

th<3  time  by  constructions,  or  for  other  reasons  ;  or 
(2.)  If  the  new  constructions  are  only  for  a  temporary  purpose,  and  the 

speedy  rempyaj  thereof  is  assured.

The  nature  and  use  of  the  necessary  construction   (e.6.,  channel),  and  the  Prussia. 

granting  of  exceptions,  are  to  be  determined,  after  previous  expert  examina-  - — 
tion,  by  those  authorities  whose  sanction  is  necessary  for  the  works  which  are 
to  be  carried  out,  or^  if  sanction  is  not  necessary,  by  the  inspectors. 

§  36.  Owners  of  weirs,  sluices,  dams,  or  other  marine  works  in  natural 
waters,  by  means  of  which  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  entirely  blocked  or 
considerably  interfered  with,  are  obliged  to  allow  the  construction  of  channels 
for  fish— 

(1.)  If  the  construction  thereof  is  considered  by  the  State  to  be  for  the 

Dublic  good. 
(2.)  If  individuals  or  associations  holding  fishing  rights  in  the  upper  or  lower 
parts  of  waters  intend  to  carry  out  the  construction  thereof,  and 
the  building  plans  proposed  by  them  is   sanctioned  by  the  district 
committee  [the  district  governing  body  ("  Landrost  **)]  after  previous 
consultation  with  the  persons  owning  the  dams,  &c.  (§  39). 
§  37.  The  provisions  of  §§  35  and  36  do  not  apply  to — 
(1.)  Enclosed  waters  (§  4). 

(2.)  Artificially  constructed  waterways.  This  exception  also  includes 
natural  waters  if  and  so  far  as  they  form  an  essential  adjunct  or 
part  of  an  artificial  waterway. 
(3.)  Marine  works  (drainage*sluices,  drains,  &c.),  which  are  or  may  be 
constructed  for  the  protection  of  lowlands  against  the  pressure  of 
floods. 

§  38.  If  damming  rights  are  prejudiced  by  the  constructions  described  in 
§  36,  full  indemnity  is  to  be  paid  by  the  person  undertaking  the  said  construc- 
tion ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  no  compensation  will  be  afforded  to  fisheries  in  the 
event  of  a  depreciation  of  the  value  of  the  fishery  caused  by  the  building  of  a 
channel  for  fish. 

39.  The  building  of  a  passage  for  fish  by  individuals  holding  fishery  rights 
or  associations  must  in  every  case  receive  the  sanction  of  the  district  committee 
[the  district  governing  body  (**  Landrost ")]  who,  when  examining  the  plans, 
must  not  only  take  into  regard  bank,  river,  and  navigation  police  considera- 
tions, but  must  also  see  that  if  the  passage  for  fish  is  established  against  the 
will  of  the  persons  holding  the  damming  rights,  the  limit  of  what  is  necessary  is 
not  exceeded. 

§  40.  The  necessary  space  or  ground  for  channels  for  fish  to  be  constructed 
by  persons  holding  fishery  rights,  either  on  behalf  of  the  State,  or  according  to 
a  building  plan  sanctioned  by  the  district  committee  (the  district  governing 
body,  i.e.i  '*  Landrost ")  must  be  ceded  by  the  owners  thereof,  who  are  to  be 
fully  compensated  by  those  undertaking  the  construction. 

For  the  business  of  the  cession  of  such  space  or  ground  and  the  ascertain- 
ment of  the  amounts  of  compensation,  those  rules  hold  good  which  apply  to 
cases  of  dispossession  for  purposes  of  the  foreshore  in  various  districts. 

These  same  rules  are  applicable  for  the  ascertahiment  of  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  awarded  m  the  case  of  §  38. 

§  41.  The  district  committee  (the  district  governing  bodjjt.e.,  " Landrost  *') 
must  settle,  by  carefully  weighing  all  the  interests  concerned,  at  what  periods 
of  the  year  channel b  for  fish  must  be  kept  closed. 

§  42.  Every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  in  channels  constructed  for  the 
passage  of  fish,  especially  the  suspension  or  setting  up  of  baskets,  nets,  traps, 
and  other  devices  for  catching  fish.  Daring  the  period  in  which  the  channel 
is  open  every  kind  of  fishing  must  be  prohibited  above  and  below  the  channel 
to  a  distance  to  be  determined  by  the  district  committee  according  to  local 
conditions.  Should  this  prohibition  be  injurious  to  the  advantages  enjoyed  by 
those  holding  fishery  rights,  full  compensation  must  be  awarded. 

Supplem&fitary  Glause. 

(Law  of  the  30th  March  1880.     C.  of  L.,  p.  228.) 

Article  5.  To  protect  fish  against  being  harmed  by  turbines  the  Ministers  of 
Trade  and  Agriculture  are  empowered,  in  the  case  of  the  erection  of  every 
turbine  establishment  subsequently  to  this  law  coqiing  into  force,  to  cause  the 
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fBussu.     owners  thereof  to  erect  and  maintiun  at  their  own  cost  such  apparatus  (wire 
netting,  &c.)  as  may  prevent  the  fish  being  drawn  into  the  turbines* 

Pollution  of  Fishing  Waters* 

§  43.  It  is  prohibited  to  throw,  introduce,  or  pour  into  the  water  products 
from  agricultural  or  industrial  works  in  such  quantities  or  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  be  prejudicial  to  fishery  rights  held  by  other  persons. 

In  case  of  very  great  necessity  for  the  interests  of  agriculture  or  industry 
the  district  committee  may  allow  such  substances  to  be  thrown  into  the  water. 
As  far  as  local  conditions  allow,  the  owner  of  the  establishment  shall  be  given 
the  execution  of  such  arrangements  as  may  be  suitable  for  restricting  injury  to 
fish  as  far  as  possible. 

In  the  event  of  the  discharge  from  agricultural  or  industrial  establishments, 
which  were  already  in  existence  before  the  promulgation  of  this  law  or  in 
conformity  with  the  preceding  clause,  destroying  or  seriously  injuring  the 
stock  of  fish  in  fishing  waters,  then,  upon  application  by  one  holder  of  fishery 
rights  who  has  suffered  from  the  discharge,  the  owner  of  the  establishment  can 
be  summoned  (by  means  of  legal  proceedings)  to  take  such  preventive  measures 
as  may,  without  being  unduly  vexatious  to  his  business,  cause  the  injury  to 
cease  or  to  be  largely  diminished.  The  district  committee  decides  this  matter, 
so  far  as  the  discharge  in  question  is  not  connected  with  a  factory  included 
within  the  provisions  of  §  16  of  the  Imperial  Industrial  Ordinance  as  necessitating 
a  licence  (sanction). 

The  cost  of  establishing  such  preventive  measures  shall  be  refunded  to  the 
owner  of  the  factory  by  the  parties  bringing  the  complaint. 

The  latter  are  obliged,  if  requested  to  do  so,  to  give  an  advance  of  money 
or  security  before  the  work  is  executed. 

Decisions  with  regard  to  allowing  discharges  (paragraph  2),  and  also  for 
preventive  measures  in  accordance  with  paragraph  3,  are  given  according  to 
the  legal  procedure  laid  down  for  the  concessions  for  these  factories,  if  the 
discharge  in  question  is  in  connection  with  a  factory  described  as  requiring 
sanction  in  §  l6  of  the  Industrial  Ordinance  of  the  2l8t  June  1869|  for  the 
North  German  Bund  (Bundes  Gesetzblatt,  p.  245).  [In  other  cases  according 
to  the  procedure  which  is  appointed  for  the  sanction  (licensing)  of  damming 
constructions  for  water  power  works.] 

§  44,  The  steeping  of  flax  and  hemp  in  non-enclosed  waters  is  prohibited. 

The  district  committee  (district  governing  body  *Mandrost  ')  can  allow 
exceptions  (although  always  temporarily  only)  from  the  prohibition  in  the  case 
of  communal  districts,  or  large  tracts  of  country,  where  the  locality  is  not 
suitable  for  the  establishment  of  steeping-pits  for  this  purpose,  and  the  use  of 
non-enclosed  waters  is  indispensable  at  the  time  for  the  preparation  of  hemp  and 
flax. 

Bight  of  killing  or  catching  Harmful  Animals. 

§  45,  Person  holding  fishery  rights  are  allowed  to  kill  or  to  catch  and  keep 
for  themselves  otters,  grebe,  king-fishers,  herons,  cormorants,  and  ospreys 
without  using  fire-arms. 

If,  in  particular  districts,  the  existing  laws  allow  persons  holding  fishery 
rights  in  amplification  thereof  to  catch  animals  harmful  to  fish,  this  privilege  is 
suflBcient. 

Inspection  of  Fisheries. 

§  46.  Wherever  in  this  law  inspecting  authorities  are  referred  to,  they  are 
understood  to  be  the  ordinary  authorities  (magistrature)  of  the  district  within 
thfe  scope  of  their  authority. 

The  mspection  of  inland  fisheries  of  close  fishing-grounds  and  of  fi.8h  channels 
may  be  carried  on  by  special  officials  appointed  by  the  State.  Overseers 
appointed  by  individuals  holding  fishery  rights,  by  fishery  associations,  or 
by  communes  are  obliged  to  follow  the  orders  of  these  officials  within  the 
prescriptions  of  this  law. 

In  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  associations,  the  direct  supervision  (inspection) 
of  the  fishery  devolves  upon  the  committee  of  the  association  j  in  all  inland 
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iishing  grounds  not  belonging  to  associations  it  devolves  upon  the  State  local     Prussia. 
police  of  the  commune  within  the  limits  of  which  the  fishing  ground  lies.  — 

Fishery  inspectors  appointed  by  individuals  holding  fishery  rights,  by  fishery 
associations,  or  by  communes  may,  if  so  desired,  be  officially  engaged,  so  that 
no  doubt  may  exist  as  to  their  trustworthiness. 

The  direct  supervision  of  the  coast  fisheries,  with  the  exception  of  fishing 
grounds  belonging  to  associations,  is  to  be  carried  on  by  the  instrumentality  of 
the  State  administration. 

§  47.  OflBcially  engaged  supervising  officials  (inspectors)  have  the  authority 
of  and  perform  the  duties  of  local  police  officials  within  their  district  of 
operation  ds  regards  the  discovery  and  prosecution  of  offences  against  the 
regulations  of  this  law,  and  against  previously  existing  fishery  police  regulations  ; 
in  particular  they  are  authorised  to  inspect  at  all  times  tackle  in  use  for  fishing 
purposes,  and  fishery  tackle  and  fish  on  board  fishing  boats. 

They  may  also  at  all  times  examine  fish  tanks  constructed  in  non-enclosed 
traters. 

§  48.  If  any  person  is  caught  at  or  arrested  committing  an  oifence  or 
immediately  afterwards,  the  articles  causing  his  arrest  which  he  has  with  him 
are  to  be  attached.  In  such  a  case  the  fishing  tackle  and  boat  used  for  the 
offence  may  be  confiscated. 

The  articles  not  causing  his  arrest  which  he  has  with  him  must  be  handed 
over  to  the  nearest  local  authorities  to  be  kept  at  the  risk  and  cost  of  the 
owner,  but  are  nevertheless  to  be  given  back  on  payment  of  a  sum  of  ready 
money,  the  amount  to  l>e  determined  by  the  local  authorities,  equivalent  to  the 
fine  imposed  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  keeping,  or  to  the  value  of  the  article 
detainecl.  Payment  may  be  made  to  the  local  authorities  or  to  the  court.  If 
the  payment  is  not  made  within  eight  days,  the  article  detained  may  be 
publicly  sold  by  auction  on  the  authority  of  the  judge  empowered  to  do  so. 

Penalties. 

§  49.  A'  fine  not  exceeding  30  marks  in  the  Imperial  currency  or 
imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  week  will  be  inflicted  on — 

(1.)  Any  person  who  under  the  provisions  of  §  1 1  is  caught  carrying  on 
fishery  operations  without  a  licence  drawn  up  and  certified  according 
to  the  rules  laid  down  in  §§12  and  13,  or  without  a  ceitificate  as 
prescribed  in  §  16,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  without  an  authorisation 
certificate  drawn  up  and  attested  according  to  the  rules  of  the  fishery 
ordinance  of  the  2nd  July  1859,  in  force  for  those  parts  of  the  Oder 
lying  in  the  province  of  Pomerania,  the  Haff  and  ita  outlets,  and  of 
the  ordinance  of  30th  August  1865  for  the  district  of  Stralsund  (§  18), 

(2.)  An)^  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  §  19f  sets  fishing  tackle 
without  the  necessary  distinguishing  marks. 

§  50.  A  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks  in  Imperial  currency,  or  imprisonment, 
will  be  inflicted  on — 

(1.)^  Any  person  who,  as  lessee  of  a  communal  fishery,  exceeds  the  quantity 

of  fishing  appliances  fixed  by  the  inspecting  authorities  (§  8). 
(2.)  Any  person  who  unlawfully  issues  and  disposes  of  a  licence  or  authorisation 

certificate. 
(3.)  Any  person  who,  when  carrying  on  fishery  operations  in  non-enclosed 

waters,  makes  use  of  any  of  the  means  prohibited  by  §  21. 
(4.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  §  28,  does  not  remove 

or  take  away  at  the  proper  time  fixed  fishery  appliances,  or  uses  them 

to  a  greater  extent  than  allowed  by  §  20. 
(5.)  Anv  person  fishing  in  close  fishery  grounds  contrary  to  the  prohibition 

(§  30)  or  contravening  any  of  the  regulations  issued  for  the  protection 

thereof  (§31). 
(6.)  Any  person  fishing  in  any  manner  whatsoever  in  channels  constructed 

for  the  passage  of  fish  as  well  as  ia  those  parts  of  the  water  above 

and  below  the  channel  in  which  fishing  is  prohibited  (§  42). 
(7.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  §  43  or  to  the  orders 

issued  for  the  execution  thereof,  shall  introduce  into  fishery  waters 

any  harmful  matter  endangering  the  fishery,  or  steep  flax  or  hemp 

in  non-enclosed  waters  (§  44)i 
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§  51.  A  fine  not  exceeding  90  marks  in  Imperial  currency,  or  imprisonment 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  four  weeks,  will  he  inflicted  in  the  case  of— • 
All  contraventions  of  the  regulations  of  §§  24  and  26  of  this  law. 

In  addition  to  the  penalty  all  fish  exposed  for  sale,  sold  or  dispatched  In 
contravention  of  the  prohibition  is  to  be  confiscated,  whether  it  belongs  to  the 
guilty  party  or  not. 

§  52.  Any  person  employing  his  dependants,  servants,  apprentices,  or 
workmen  as  assistants  in  committing  an  offence  liable  to  penalty  under  the 
provisions  of  this  law,  renders  himself  liable  to  pay  the  fines  inflicted  on  them 
should  they  not  be  solvent,  in  addition  to  that  incurred  by  himself. 

Oonclvding  Begulations. 

§  53.  All  regulations  previously  issued  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  law 
are  withdrawn. 

§  54.  The  Minister  for  Agricultural  Affairs  is  charged  with  the  execution 
of  this  law.

Ordifumce  relating  to  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  the  30th  May  18/4, 

in  the  Province  of  East  Prussia. 

(8th  August  1887.     Code  of  Laws  1887,  p,  837.) 

We,  William,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Prussia,  &c.,  decree,  on  the  basis 
of  and  for  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  30th  May   1874  (C.  of  L. 

£.  197  et  seq.)  for  the  Province  of  East  Prussia,  after  consultation  with  the 
>iet  of  the  Province,  as  follows  : — 

§  1.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  fisheries  in  non-enclosed 
waters : — 

1.)  The  catching  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited. 

[2*)  Fish  of  the  under-mentioned  kinds  may  not  be  caught  if  they  do  not 
measure  at  least  the  following  lengths,  from  the  top  of  the  head  to  the 
end  of  the  caudal  fin  : —

The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered 
for  the  whole  of  the  fishing  grounds,  or  for  separate  parts  thereof,  to 
raise  the  minimum  measurement  for  sturgeon  to  120  centimetres,  for 
salmon  trout  to  50  centimetres,  for  perch-pike  to  35  centimetres, 
for  crabs  to  12  centimetres,  and  for  splecies  of  flat  fish  distinguished 
above,  to  raise  the  measurement  above  the  size  given  there,  and  also 
to  prescribe  minimum  measurements  for  varieties  of  flat  fish  not 
distinguished  above  and  for  cod. 

(3.)  Spawn  and  fry,  as  also  fish  of  the  kinds  specified  in  (2)  which  do  not 
reach  the  size  noted  there,  must,  should  they  be  taken  alive  by 
fishermen,  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water  with  the  care  necessary 
to  their  safety. 

(4,)  Pish  of  the  kind  specified  in  (2)  which  do  not  reach  the  size  noted  there 
must  not  be  used  as  bait. 

(5.)  In  the  interests  of  the  breeding  offish,  of  scientific  investigation  ^  or  of 
experiments  for  the  public  good,  the  inspectors  (§  46  of  the  Law)  may 
allow  individuals  holding  fishery  rights,  temporarily  and  provisionally 
only,  to  catch  spawn  and  fry^  as  also  fish  and  crabs  of  a  size  less  than 
that  specified  in  (2). 

§  2.  With  the  reservation  of  th  eexceptions  given  in  §  27  of  the  Fishery  Law 
and  in  the  preceding  §  1,  part  (5),  spawn  and  fry,  as  well  as  fish  of  the  kinds 
mentioned  m  §  1,  part  (2),  of  a  size  less  than  therein  laid  down,  may  neither  ba 
exposed  for  sale,  nor  sold,  nor  despatched;  whether  caught  in  enclosed  or  non- 
enclosed  waters. 

Spawn  and  fry  and  fishes  below  the  allowable  limit  of  size  caught  in  non- 
enclosed  waters  may  be  used  neither  for  the  manufacture  of  fish-oil,  nor  for 
cattle-food,  nor  for  manure  or  the  preparation  of  manures,  nor  for  any  other 
commercial  or  industrial  purpose. 

The  president  of  the  government  of  the  district,  however,  may  in  the  event 
of  urgent  commercial  reasons  allow  exceptions  from  this  latter  prohibition 
temporarily  and  for  particular  stretches  of  water. 

§  3.  The  following;  restrictions  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of  fishing : — 
(1.)  Fishing  is  prohibited  from  6  o'clock  on   Saturday  cveniag  to  6  o'clock 

on  Sunday  evening  in  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed  inland 

fishery  waters  (weekly  close  time). 
(2.)  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  15th  October  to  6  o'clock  in  the 

evening  of  the  14th  December  (winter  close   time)  fishing  in  the 

following  inland  fishery  waters  may  only   be  carried  on  by  special 

permission  of  the  president  of  the  government : — 

(a.)  In  the  river  Wadang,  in  the  district  of  Allenstein. 

(d.)  „  Alle,  Irom  its   source  near  Lahna,  Neidenburg 

district,  to  Bartenstein,  Friedland  district,  and  also   on  the 

boundaries    of   the   districts    of   Neidenburg,    Allenstein, 

Heilsberg,  and  Friedland. 
(e.)  In  the  river  Simser,  on  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  of  Rossel 

and  Heilsberg. 
(/.)  In   the   river   Uuber,  on  the  boundaries  of  the    districts  of 

Rastenburg  and  Friedland. 
(g.)  In  the  brook  Elm,  on  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  of  Eylau 

and  Heilsberg. 
(A.)  In  the  river  Passarge,  above  the  village  of  Biessellen,  in  the 

district  of  Osteroiie, 
(iJ)  In  the  brook  Parove,  in  the  district  of  Osterode ;  and 
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East  (h.)  In  the  Ilgen  canal,  in  the  district  of  Osterode. 

Prussia.  'pj^jg  gp^^ial  permission  will  only  be  granted  if  the  use  of 

the  ova  or  ova-bearing  salmonidsB  caught  (salmon,  salmon- 
trout,  trout)  is  guaranteed  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  artificial 
fish  breeding.    The  permission  will  be  at  once  withdrawn 
should  this  condition  not  be  fulfilled. 
(3.)  In  all  other  inland  fishery  waters   not    previoasly  mentioned  in   (2), 
during  the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  15th  April  to 
(5  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  14th  June,  an  enforced  weekly  close 
time  (spring  close   time)  exists,  during  which  fi.shing  may  only  be 
carried  on  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close 
season,  beginning  on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock  and  ending  on 
Thursday  morning  at  6  o'clock. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  sufficient  number  of   close 

fishing  grounds,  the  president  of  the  government  may  allow 

fishing  to  be  carried  on  on  a  further  two  days  in  each  of 

the  weeks  falling  within  the    close  season,  in  addition  to 

the  days  allowed  by  the  preceding  clause. 

(4.)  Within  the  jurisdiction  of  coast  fisheries,  from  6  o'clock  in  the  raoming 

of  the  15th  April  to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  14th  June  (spring 

close  season) — 

{a.)  Fishing  must  not  be  carried  on  in  such  parts  of  the  waters  as 
include  the  spawning  grounds  of  the  more  important  kinds 
of  fish.  (The  president  of  the  government  determines  the 
delimitation,  &c.,  of  these  waters.) 
(&.)  Fishing  must  not  be  carried  on  by  dragging  (trawl  nets,  &c.) 
nor  by  means  of  nets  of  several,  panes. 

The  president  of  the  government  is  empowered  to  allow 
exceptions  from  the  above  limitations  (a)  and  (6). 
((?.)  Fishing  for  "  stromling  '*  (a  kind  of  small  herring)  may  only 
be  carried  on  after  previous  authorisation  by  the  president 
of  the  government. 

§  4.  The  president  of  the  government  may  in  exceptional  cases  allow  the 
following  fisheries  to  be  prosecuted  during  the  duration  of  the  weekly  and 
annual  close  seasons  provided  for  in  §  3,  parts  (1),  (2)  and  (3)  : — 

(1.)  The  capture  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  in  large  shoals  suddenly 
and  disappear  again  in  a  short  time,  such  as  herrings,  sprats, 
lampreys,  sturgeon,  and  smelts  may  be  allowed  with  such  applifuices 
as  are  only  prescribed  and  intended  for  the  catching  of  these  sorts  of 
fish. 
(2.)  Fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  "still  fishery '*  (stilU  Fischerd) 
without  fixed  appliances,  with  sunk  nets,  snares,  baskets,  or  lines, 
may  be  allowed  to  take  up  their  appliances  and  set  them  again  if  no 
injurious  impediment  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared 
by  their  doing  so. 
(3.)  Fishing  with  a  rod  may  be  allowed. 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of  experiments  for  the 
public  good,  or  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  or,  finally, 
for  the  protection  of  the  other  fish  against  fishes  of  prey,  the  catching 
of  certain  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above  may  be  allowed  in 
exceptional  cases,  as  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable  controlling 
rules. 

In  every  case  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close  times,  however, 
the  use  of  such  iallowable  fishing  appliances  as  are  principally  liable  to  destroy 
fry  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

§  5.  If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  of  fish  or  of  particular  kinds  of  fish,  fishing,  during  the  snring 
close  season  provided  for  in  §  3,  part  (3),  may  be  entirely  prohibited  by  tneans 
of  an  ordinance  of  the  local  police  in  certain  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may 
be  limited  to  the  extent  stated  above,  i.e.  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  offish 
or  the  use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  for  the 
wliole  close  season. 
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§  6.  lu  waters  in  which  "  Marane  "  or  grayling  are  to  be  found  in  large       East 
numbers,  the  catching  of  "  Marane  "  for  four  weeks  within  the  period  from  the     Pbussia. 
beginning  of  November  to  the  end  of  December  msfy  be  prohibited  by  means 
of  an  ordinance  of  the  local  police.     The  catching  of  grayling  for  an  equal 
length  of  time  within  the  period  from  the  middle  of  Februarj,'  to  the  end  of 
June  may  be  similarly  prohibited. 

In  a  similar  manner  the  catching  of  other  specified  commercially  important 
kinds  of  fish  may  be  prohibited  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  weeks,  exclusive 
of  the  annual  close  seasons,  in  particular  parts  of  waters,  if  it  is  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  that  kind  of  fish. 

§  7.  The  president  of  the  government  is  empowered — 

(1.)  To  change  the  weekly  close  time  [§  3,  part  (1)]  to  the  period  from 
6  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
for  the  whole  district,  for  certain  waters  or  for  certain  parts  of 
waters  ; 
(2.)  After  a  long,  continuously  cold  winter,  to  fix  as  the  spring  close  season 
inland  fisherj'  waters  [§  3,  part  (3)],  and  for  coast  fishery  waters 
[§  3,  part  (4)],  six  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  15th  April  to 
the  i5th  July,  for  the  whole  district,  for  particular  waters  or  for 
parts  of  waters. 

§  8.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered — 
(I.)  To  order  the  commencement  of  the  winter  close  season  dealt  with  in 
§  3,  part  (2),  for  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  y,  part  (3),  when  they 
are  open  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish,  or  contain  salmonidas ; 
(2.)  To  order  the  commencement  of  the  spring  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  3,  part  (3),  for  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  3,  part  (3) ; 
(3.)  To  regulate  the  yearly  close  seasons  prescribed  in  §  3  for  waters 
which  in  their  course  touch  non-Prussian  territory,  in  conjunction 
with  the  neighbouring  government  concerned  ;  and 
(4.)  To  regulate  in  a  uniform  mtlnner  the  annual  close  seasons  prescribed 
in  §  3  for  wiaters  belonging  to  several  provinces  and  government 
districts. 
The  limits  of  spring  and  winter  close  seasons  should  as  far  as  requisite  be 
made  known  for  particular  waters  by  means  of  local  notices  to  be  put  up  by 
the  State. 

§  9.  During  the  weekly  and  annual  close  seasons  prescribed  in  §  3,  stationary 
fisher}'  appliances  not  prohibited  by  the  Fishery  Law  of  30th  May  1874,  in 
non-enclosed  waters  must  be  removed  or  abolished  (§  28  of  the  Law). 

So  far  as  considerations  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of  fish 
allow,  the  president  of  the  government  may  permit  exceptions  from  the 
regulations  laid  down  in  the  previous  par iagraph  (Article  III.  of  the  Law  of 
30th  March  1880). 

§  10.  §§  3  to  8  do  not  apply  to  crab  fisheries. 

Crab  fishery  is  prohibited  in  all  non-enclosed  waters  from  the  1st  November 
to  the  31st  May  inclusive. 

If  crabs  should  be  caught  alive  by  fishermen  .during  the  regulation  close 
season,  they  are  to  be  put  back  into  the  water  at  once,  with  all  care  necessary 
to  their  well  being. 

If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  stock  of  crabs  in  particular  waters,  the  catching  of  female  crabs  bearing 
eggs  or  young  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance,  and, 
in  extreme  cases,  the  sale  of  female  erabs  may  temporarily  be  prohibited. 

§  11.  For  purposes  of  coast  and  non-enclosed  inland  fisheries  the  following 

are  prohibited : —  .        ^ 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials   (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  killing  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or    other 
explosives,  &c.)  [§  21  of  the  Law]. 
(2.)  The  use   of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as  spears,  traps  with  springs, 
tridents,  rakes,  hoes  (eej-hoes,  &c.),  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

Rights  to  the  use  of  spears  are  not  afiTected  by  the  above  rules  if 
the  person  possessing  the  rights  only  fishes  by  this  means. 
The  use  of  fishing-rods  is  allowed. 
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East  Within   the  jurisdiction   of  coast  fisheries    the  president  of  the 

Prussia.  government  may  in  exceptional  cases  stinction  the  use  of  spears  for 

""^  eel-fishing  from  the  I5th  October  to  the  beginning  of  the  spring 

close  season,  subject,  where  necessary,  to  the  erection  of  a  special 
construction  for  this  method  of  fishing. 

Furthermore,  in  the  waters  mentioned  above  the  following  are  prohibited  : — 
(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches ; 
(4.)  Methods  of  driving  fish  together,  such  as  beating  with  poles,  throwing 
stones,  chasing,  rattling  or  clattering  in  a  boat,  &c.  &c. 

The  president  of  the  government  may  allow  exceptions  from  this 
prohibition  for  certain  kinds  of  fishing. 

§  12.  Non-enclosed  waters  may  not  be  dammed  up  nor  drained  oflF  for  the 
purpose  of  fishing  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities  (§  46  of 
the  Law). 

§  13.  Pish  weirs  and  fences,  and  traps  (*'  Selhstfange  '*)  in  connection  therewith 
for  salmon  and  eel  must  not  be  newly  constructed  unless  specified  rights 
therefor  are  in  existence. 

Por  the  purpose  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for  artificial  fish  breeding  the 
president  of  the  government  may,  however,  temporarily  allow  suc!i  fishery 
appliances  subject  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  §  20  of  the  Fishery  Law. 

§  14.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.)  of  any 
kind  or  description  may  be  used,  of  which  the  meshes,  when  wet,  do  not 
measure  at  least  2  •  5  centimetres  in  width  in  every  part  (the  measurement  being 
made  from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next  knot).  The 
following  are  exceptions  : — 

Gurnet  nets  used  in  the  •*  Kurische  Half"  may  only  be  used  with  meshes 
3  •  5  centimetres  in  width. 

These  rules  apply  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  the  fishing  tackle  in  question ; 
but  for  nets  provided  with  so-called  "channels**  ("ieWew")  the  minimum 
measurement  does  not  apply  to  the  '*  channels.*' 

The  minimum  width  of  the  meshes  or  openings  of  fishing  tackle  exclusively 
intended  and  used  for  catching  eels,  lamprey,  and  stickleback,  with  the  exception 
of  eel-pots  used  in  the  '^  Haff  *'  and  on  the  sea  coasts,  will  be  regulated  by  a 
Decree. 

The  president  of  the  government  may  sanction  the  use  of  fishing  tackle— 
For  catching  ruffe,  the  minimum  width  of  the  meshes  of  which  is  1*3  c.ms«

He  is,  moreover,  empowered,  in  cases  of  necessity,  to  allow  further  exceptions 
from  the  above-mentioned  width  of  meshes  for  particular  kinds  of  fishing  tackle 
and  for  the  catching  of  other  kinds  of  fish,  such  as  minnows,  **  maipiere^'*  loach, 
and  goby.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  president  of  the  government  is 
empowered  to  draw  up  restrictive  regulations  as  to  the  nature,  size,  and  construc- 
tion of  this  tackle,  as  well  as  concerning  the  extent  and  description  of,  and  the 
time  for,  their  use. 

If  urgently  necessitated  by  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  stock  of  fish  or  of  an  important  species  of  fish,  the  use  of  any  harmful 
fishing  tackle  in  particular  waters  or  parts  of  waters  may  be  entirely  prohibited 
or  limited  in  a  manner  exceeding  the  above  rules  by  means  of  a  local  police 
ordinance. 

§  15.  Without  permission  of  the  inspectors,  the  passage  of  fish  in  running 
waters  may  not  be  blocked  for  fishing  purposes,  either  by  means  of  fixed  tackle 
or  by  means  of  fishery  appliances  fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of 
the  river  (snares,  block-nets,  &c.)  for  more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low 
water  measured  in  the  shortest  straight  line  from  bank  to  bank. 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or  put 
up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from  one  toother  of 
at  least  three  times  the  extent  of  the  largest  net. 

When  trawling  is  carried  on  by  means  of  several  nets  at  the  same  time,  the 
nets  must  be  separated  from  each  other  by  a  space  at  least  twice  as  great  as 
the  length  of  the  largest  net. 
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No  fisherman  may  come  iuto  the  line  of  any  person  already  engaged  in       East 
fishing,  nor  encroach  upon  the  line  of  operatioQ  of  any  person  who  has  already     Phussia. 
set  up  his  fishing  tackle.  

No  fisherman  may  set  his  nets  in  any  other  person^s  circle  of  nets  which  is 
marked  out  by  poles  by  pieces  hewn  out  of  the  ice,  or  in  any  other  manner. 

*  No  fisherman  may,  however,  reserve  as  a  fishing  station  any  place  other  than 
that  where  he  is  actually  fishing. 

If  a  fisherman  who  has  marked  out  a  place  for  the  setting  up  of  his  winter 
nets  does  not  make  use  of  the  place  during  the  ensuing  24  hours,  any  other 
fisherman  may  occupy  the  place  thus  marked  out. 

§  16.  In  navigable  waters  fishing  must  not  impede  nor  be  detrimental  to 
shipping. 

Fixed  or  floating  fishing  appliances,  and  all  other  fishing  tackle,  must  be  so 
placed  o]>  set  up  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  and  ferry  boats. 

Poles  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  fishing  tackle  must  project  at  least 
1  metre  above  the  mean  height  of  water,  and  must  be  removed  when  the 
Ashing  is  concluded. 

Fishermen  are  forbidden  to  allow  posts  to  remain  in  position  when  broken  or 
sawn  off  below  the  level  of  the  water. 

In  waters  belonging  to  coast  fisheries,  the  ferries,  main  channels  of  rivers, 
straits,  and  the  entrances  to  lakes,  rivers,  streams,  canals,  <S:c.,  must  not  be 
blocked  with  stationary  nets. 

Further  regulations  will  be  issued,  if  necessary,  in  the  form  of  a  local  police 
ordinance  as  to  distinguishing  marks  for  fishing  tackle  in  use  for  the  protection 
of  navigation. 

§  17-  Care  should  be  taken  by  fishermen,  when  fishing,  that  tuns,  buo^s, 
and  other  marks  for  the  indication  of  channels,  or  for  marking  out  close  fishmg 
grounds,  should  not  be  carried  away  or  displaced  by  nets  and  lines.  Should 
such  marks  be  displaced  the  matter  must  be  at  once  reported  by  the  fisherman 
to  the  nearest  pilot  station  or  police  authorities. 

Fixed  nets  must  not  be  placed  within  a  distance  of  75  metres  of  main 
navigation  channels  indicated  by  fixed  points  on  land  or  by  tuns,  barrels,  or 
buoys  in  the  water. 

§  18.  Fishermen  must,  during  winter  fisheries,  place  pieces  cut  out  of  the 
ice  in  an  upright  position  in  immediate  proximity  to  the  openings  and  holes 
made,  and  must  not  push  them  under  the  ice.  Holes  for  letting  down  and 
pulling  up  nets  must  be  distinguished  by  bushes,  poles,  or  in  some  other  easily 
discernible  manner. 

No  holes  may  be  made  in  or  near  beaten  tracks  marked  out  on  the  ice  or 
within  a  distance  of  at  least  4  metres  from  them. 

It  is  forbidden  to  remove  or  displace  marks  erected  on  ice  tracks. 

Detailed  regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
may  be  made  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  19*  Distinguishing  marks  for  fishing  vessels,     [cf.  §  20,  p«  62.] 

§  20.  Distinguishing  marks  for  fishery  police,     [cf.  §  21,  p.  63.] 

§  21.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  will  be  punished  by 
the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

At  the  same  time  unlawful  fishing  tackle  used  for  fishing  may  be  confiscated. 

§  24.  This  ordinance  shall  come  into  force  on  1st  October  1887. 

At  the  same  time  the  ordinance  of  the  11th  May  1877  (C.  of  L.,  p.  141) 
relating  to  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  in  the  province  of  Prussia  is 
abrogated. 

Existing  legal  regulations  of  the    province  relating  to   the  ownership  of 
waters  or  the  limits  of  fishery  rights  are  not  affectca  by  this  ordinance.

§  10.  No  kind  of  fishing  may  be  carried  on  in  the  channel  of  the  Kurische 
Haff  under  penalty  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  50  thalers. 

llie  limits  of  the  channel  extend  on  the  sea  side  from  the  so-called 
Schulzenwrack  at  Siiderhacken  on  the  Kurische  Nehrung  to  the  northern 
extremity^  of  the  village  of  Mellneraggen  on  the  Norderbacken,  and  on  the 
Haff  side  from  where  the  Kurische  Haff  enters  the  Baltic  to  the  village  of 
Schoferei. 

§  1 1.  No  kind  of  fishing  may  be  carried  on  in  the  **  Haff  "  within  an  eighth  of 
a  mile  (German)  from  the  mouths  of  rivers  and  streams  flowing  thereinto, 
without  obtaining  special  rights.  Persons  possessing  fishery  rights  in  these 
rivers  and  streams  within  an  eighth  of  a  mile  outwards  from  their  mouths  are 
obliged  to  observe  the  police  ordinances  issued  by  the  Government  both  in  the 
interests  of  navigation  and  also  for  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  offish  in  the 
"  Haff,"  In  no  case  may  the  rivers  or  streams  flowing  into  the  **  Haff'*  be 
obstructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  fish. 

Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  will  be  punished  with  a 
fine  not  exceeding  50  thalers. 


Fishery  Ordinance  for  the  "  Frische  Haff  '*  of  7th  March  1845. 

(Code  of  Laws  1845,  p.  121.) 

EXTBACT. 

§  13.  The  boundaries  of  the  "  Pillauschen-Tiefs  "  extend  from  the  entrance 
of  the  "  Tiefs  "  into  the  Baltic  on  the  ''  Haff  "  side  :— 

(1)  Along  the  Danziger  Nehrung  for  half  a  mile  behind  the  post-house ; 

(2)  Towards  Gapom  for  half  a  mile  behind  Alt-Pillau ; 

(3)  Towards  Balga  for  half  a  mile  into  the  Haff. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Tiefs  must  always  be  marked  out  with  buoys  which 
are  to  be  put  down  annually  in  the  spring  and  taken  up  again  in  the 
autumn : — 

Within  these  boundaries : — 

(a.)  The  fishermen  belonging  to  the  village  of  Alt-Pillau  may  only 
prosecute  seine-fishing  as  hitherto,  on  the  condition  that  they  avoid 
the  shoals,  pools;  and  channel  near  Pillau  ;  and 

{b.)  The  inhabitants  of  Pillau  may  only  set  their  baskets  for  catching 
lamprey  at  Ravelin  Storchnest;  lamprey  fishers  must,  however, 
avoid  the  pools,  stream,  and  shoals  along  the  Danzig  coast,  and  at 
the  above-mentioned  spot  they  must  only  set  their  baskets  under 
the  supervision  of  the  pilots,  and  fasten  the  baskets  to  buoys  with 
strong  ropes. 

§  14.  Moreover,  no  kind  of  fishing  may  be  carried  on  either  within  the 
boundaries  defined  in  §  13  in  the  Haff  or  within  one  mile  in  every  direction 
before  the  entrance  to  the  Baffin  the  sea,  under  penalty  of  a  fine  not  exceeding 
50  thalers. 

Fishing  for  "  Stiomling  "*  with  the  seine  ("  beach  fishing  '*)  alone  is  excepted 
from  the  above  restrictions  ;  this  may  also  be  carried  on  within  a  radius  of  one 
mile  from  the  entrance  of  the  Haft*  into  the  Baltic,  from  the  end  of  the  stone 
dam  on  the  Pillauer  side  and  the  mole  on  the  Nehrung  side.

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§  15.  No  kind  of  fishing;  may  be  carried  on  in  this  "  Haff"  within  an  eighth        East 
of  a  mile  (German)  from  the  mouths  of  rivers  and  streams  flowing  thereinto,     Pa^^ssiA. 
without  obtaining  special  rights.  ' 

Persons  holding  fishery  rights  in  these  rivers  and  streams  within  an  eighth  of 
a  mile  from  their  mouths  are  obliged  to  observe  police  ordinances,  issued  by 
the  Government,  both  in  the  interests  of  navigation  and  also  for  the  main- 
tenancy  of  the  stock  of  fish  in  the  **  Haff."  In  no  case  may  rivers  or  streams 
flowing  into  the  "  Haff "  be  obstructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the 
passage  a£  fish.

Ordinance  relating  to  the  Execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  dOth  May  1874,  in  the 

Province  of  West  Frussia^Sth  August  1887. 

(Code  of  Laws,  1887,  p.  348.) 

We,  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Kin^of  Prussia,  &c.,  decree,  on  the  basis 
of  and  for  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  the  30th  May  1874  (C.  of  L., 

6197  et  seq.)  for  the  province  of  West  Prussia,  after  consultation  with  the 
iet  of  the  Province,  as  follows  : — 

§  1.  In  the  branch   of  the  Vistula  near  Neufahr,  the  following  is  to   be 
considered  as  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the  inland  and  coast  tisheries  : — 

A  straight  line  joining  the  extreme  points  of  land  on  either  'bank.;  these 
points  are  to  be  distinguished  by  signs  or  marks. 

In  the  mouth  of  the  Nogat  the  following  is  to  be  considered  as  the  line  of 
demarcation  between  the  inland  and  coast  fisheries  :— 

[JE?6re  follows  the  description  of  the  line  of  demarcation  referred  to  above^  by 
means  of  local  landmarks,  ^c] 


§  2»  The  follo^ring  regulations  are  applicable  to  fishery  in  non^enclosed 
Waters : — 

(1.)  The  catching  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited* 

(2.)  Fish  of  the  undermentioned  kinds  may  not  be  caught  unless  they  have 
attained  at  least  to  the  following  sizes,  measured  from  the  top  of  the 
head  to  the  end  of  the  caudal  fin  : —

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West  The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered,  for 

Pb^ia.  whole  fishery  grounds  or  separate  parts  thereof,  to  raise  the  minimum 

measurement  for  sturgeon  to  120  c.m.,  for  salmon  tioat  to  50  c.m., 
for  perch-pike  to  35  cm.,  for  crawfish  to  12  cm.,  and  to  increase  the 
minimum  measurement  given  for  flat-fish,  and  also  to  prescribe 
minimum  measurements  for  kinds  of  flat  fish  not  given  above  and 
for  cod. 

(3.)  Spawn  and  fry,  and  also  fish  of  the  kinds  distinguished  in  (2)  which 
are  smaller  than  the  size  specified  there  must,  should  they  come  alive 
into  the  fisherman's  hands,  be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water,  with 
ail  care  necessary  to  their  preservation. 

(4.)  Fish  of  the  kinds  distinguished  in  (2)  which  are  smaller  than  the  size 
there  specifi'^d  must  not  be  used  as  bait. 

(6.)' In  the  interest!  of  fish-breeding,  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of 
experiments  in  the  public  interests,  the  inspecting  authorities  (§  46 
of  the  Law)  may  allow,  temporarily  and  provisionally,  individual 
holders  of  fishery  rights  to  catch  spawn  and  fry,  as  well  as  fishes 
and  crawfish  of  a  size  less  than  that  specified  in  (2). 

§  3.  With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given  in  §  27  of  the  Fishery 
Law  and  in  the  preceding  §  2  (5),  spawn  and  fry,  as  well  as  fish  of  the  kinds 
specified  in  §  2  (2)  smaller  than  the  size  given  there,  may  be  neither  exposed 
for'sale,  nor  sold,  nor  sent  away,  without  distinction  as  to  whether  the}'  were 
caught  in  enclosed  or  non-enclosed  waters. 

Spawn  and  fry,  and  fish*  below  the  allowable  limit  of  size  taken  in  non- 
enclosed  waters,  may  be  used  neither  for  the  manufacture  of  fish  oil,  nor  for 
food  for  cattle,  nor  for  manure  or  the  preparation  of  manuring  substances,  nor 
for  any  other  commercial  or  industrial  purpose. 

Should  urgent  commercial  reasons  necessitate  it,  however,  the  President  of 
the  Government  may  allow  exceptions  from  this  last  prohibition  temporarily 
and  for  certain  waters.   '^ 

§  4,  The  following  restrictions  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of 
fishing : — ■ 

(1.)  In  coast  fishery  waters  and  noiT-enclosed  inland  fishery  waters,  fishing  is 
prohibited  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock  on  Sunday 
evening  (weekly  close  time). 

(2.)  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  16th  October  to  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  14th  December  (winter  close  season)  fishing  in  the 
following  inland  fishery  waters  may  only  be  prosecuted  by  special 
permission  of  the  President  of  the  Government.  lEere  follows  list  of 
inland  waiers,  ^c] 

This  permission  will  only  be  granted  if  the  use  of  the  ova  or  the 
ova-bearing  salmonidae  caught  (salmon,  salmon-trout,  trout,  &e.)  is 
guaranteed  to  be  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding.  This 
permission  is  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  obligations  undertaken  are  not 
fulfilled-  ^ 

(3.)  In  all  other  inland  fishery  waters  not  previously  distinguished  in  (2) 
during  the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  15th  AprU 
to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  14th  June  a  further  weekly  close  time 
exists  (spring  close  season),  during  which  fishery  may  only  be 
carried  on  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  failing  within  the  close 
season,  beginning  on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock,  and  ending  on 
Thursday  morning  at  6  o'clock. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  suflicient  number  of  close  fishing 
grounds,  the  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  fishing  to  be 
carried  on  on  a  further  two  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within 
the  close  season  in  addition  to  the  days  allowed  by  the  preceding 
clause.

(4.)  In  the  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  coast  fisheries  in  the  period  from       Wk«t 
6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  15th  April  to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening      P^^ssu. 
of  the  14th  June  (spring  close  season)  : 

{a.)  Pishing  must  not  be  carried  on  in  such  parts  of  the  waters  8s 
contain  the  spawning  grounds  of  the  more  important  fish. 

The  determining  and  delimitation   of  these  waters  will   be  • 
made  known  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

(&•)  Fishing  must  not  be  carried  on  with  nets  dragging  with  the 
current  (trawl   nets,   &c.)   or  with   nets   provided  with  many 
so-called  **  panes." 
.    -  The   President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  to  allow 

exceptions  from  the  preteding  restrictions  (a)  and  (6). 

(c.)  "  Stiomling"*  fishery  may  only  be  carried  on  after  the  previous 
authorisation  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

§  5.  During  the  periods  of  the  weekly  and:  yearly  close  seasons  described  in 
§  4  (1),  1(2),  and  (3),  the  President  of  the  Government  may  in  exceptional 
cases  allow  the  fdlidwing  kinds  of  flshpry  to  be  carried  on  : —  ; 

(L)  The  catching  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  suddenly  in  large  shoals 
and  disappear  again  rapidly,  such  as  herrings,  sprats,  lampreys, 
sturgeoif,  and  smelts,  may  be  allowed  with  such  appliances  as  are 
only  intended  and  used  for  the. capture  of  tjjese  kinds  of  fish. 

(2.)  Fishermen,  who  carry  on  the  so-called  *'  still  fishery  "  (stille  fischerei) 
without  fixed  appliances  with  nets,  bow-nets,  baskets,  or  lines,  may 
be  allowed- to  take  up  their  appliances  and  set  them  again  if  no 
injurious  impediment  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fi8;h  is  to  be  feared 
by:so  doing;  This .  exception  may  also  be  granted  in  tjhe  case  of 
appliances  and  tackle  of  the  above  kind  used  and  intended  only  for 
the  capture  isf  eels. 

(3.)  Rod-fisbTng'Tnay  be  allowed.  .         .  ; 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  researches  for  the  public 
good,  or  for  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  or  finally  for  the 
protection  of  other  kinds  of  fish  against  fish  of  pi;ey,  the  catching 
of  .certarin.  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above  may  be  allowed  in 
exceptional  cases,  as  far  as  necessary,  and  under  suitable  controlling 
rul.Qs,..    _.. 

.In  every  case  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close  time, 
the  use  of  such  allowable  fishing  appliances  as  are  niost  likely  to  be 
harmful  to  fry  is,p.Qt,to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

§  6.  If  urgent  considerations  with  r^ard  to  f  the  maintenance  offtjhe  stock  of 
fish,  or  of  x^ertain  kinds  of  fish,  necessitate  it,  fishing,  during  thQ:$pring  close 
time  laid  down  ift  §  4  (3)  may  be  entirely  prohibited  by-  meaof.  of  a  local 
police-ordinance  in  certain  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  be  restricted 
beyond  the  es^tent  stated  above,  t.e.,  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  or  the 
use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle  may  be  entirely  pi^ohibited  for  the  whole 
close  season. 

§  7.'  In  waters  in  which  ^*  Mardne'*  or  grayling  are  to  be  found'  in  large 
quantities,  the  catching  of  "  Mardne  "  for  four  weeks  within  the  period  from 
the  begiijning  of  November  to  the  end  of  December,  and  of  grayUng  for 
foiif  weeks  Within  the  peri6d  from  the  middle 'of  February  to  thef  end  of  Jiine, 
may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  Ordinance. 
-  Similarly. the  catching  of  certain  other  commercially  important  species  of 
fish  may  be  prohibited  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  week?,  in  addition  ^to  the 
j^early  close  seasons  in  particular  parts  of  waters,  if  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
.preserving  that  kind. of  fish. 

§8,  The  President  of  the  Go veriimeiit  is  empowered^— 

(1.)  to  change  the  weekly  close  time  [§  4  •(l)]'to  the  period  from  6  o'clock 
on  Sunda)'  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning,  for  Ahe»5diole 
district,  for  certain  waters  or  for  certain  parts  thereof ;

for  the  whole  district,  for  certain  waters,  or  for  certain  parts  thereof;

*     §  9.  The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  authorised — 

(1)  to  order  the   commencement  of  the  winter  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  4  (2)  for  any  of  the  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  4  (3)  when  these 
are  open  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  or  contain  salmonidaB ; 

(2)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the   spring  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  4  (3)  for  any  of  the  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  4  (2) ; 

(3)  to  regulate  the  yearly  close  seasons  set  out  in  §  4  for  waters  which  in 

their  course  touch  non-Prussian  territory,  in  conjunction   with  the 
•  neighbouring  Government  concerned  ;  and 

(4)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner  the  yearly  close  seasons  laid  down  in 

§  4,  for  waters  belonging  to  the  several  provinces  or  Government 
districts. 

The  limits  between  spring  and  winter  close  times  for  particular  waters 
should,  as  far  as  requisite,  be  made  known  by  local  notices  to  be  put  up  by 
the  State. 

§  10.  During  the  periods  of  the  weekly  and  annual  close  times  prescribed  in 
§  4,  those  stationary  fishery  appliances  not  prohibited  by  the  Fishery  Law  of 
30th  May  1874  in  uon*enelosed  waters  must  be  removed  or  taken  away  (§  28 
of  the  Law). 

So  far  as  allowed  by  considerations  relative  to  the  preservation  of  the  stock 
of  fish,  the  President  of  the  Government  may  sanction  exceptions  from  the 
prescriptions  of  the  previous  clause  (Article  III.  of  the  Law  of  30th  March 
1880). 

§  11.  §§  4  to  0  are  not  applicable  to  crab  fisheries. 

In  the  period  from  November  1st  to  May  31st  inclusive  crab  fishing  is 
prohibited  in  all  non-enclosed  waters. 

If,  during  the  regulation  close  season,  crabs  should  come  ahve  into  the.  hands 
of  fishermen,  they  must  be  immediately  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  care 
necessary  to  their  preservation. 

If  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of 
crabs  in  particular  waters  demand  it,  the  catching  of  female  crabs  bearing  eggs 
or  young  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance,  aud  in 
extreme  cases  the  sale  of  female  crabs  may  temporarily  be  prohibited. 

§  12.  The  following  are  prohibited  in  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed 
inland  fishery  waters  :-— - 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  the  use 
of  any  means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or 
other  explosives,  &c.)  [§21  of  the  Law]. 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as  spears,  traps  with  springs, 
tridents,  rakes,  hoes  (eel-hoes,  &c.)  lances,  slakes,  firearms,  &c. 

Rights  to  the  use  of  spears  are  not  alTected  by  the  above  regulations  if  the 
person  holding  such  rights  only  fishes  by  means  of  this  implement  alone. 

'^rhe  use  of  fishing  rods  is  allowed. 

In  coast  fishery  grounds  the  use  of  spears  for  eel  fishing  may  be  sanctioned 
by  the  President  of  the  Government  in  the  period  from  the  15th  October  to 
the  beginning  of  the  spring  close  season,  subject  where  necessary  to  the  erection 
of  a  speciAi  construction  for  this  method  of  fishing. 

Furthermore,  in  the  above-mentioned  waters,  the  following  are  prohibited  :-f- 
(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches.  . 
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(4.)  Means  of  driving  fish  together,  such  as  beating  with  poles,  tbrowiDg       West 
stones,  chasing,  rattling  or  clattering  on  board  a  boat  &c.  &c.  Prussia. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  exceptions  from  this 
prohibition  for  certain  methods  of  catciiing  fish. 

(5.)  Finally,  the  use  of  drag-nets,  which  are  dragged  along  the  bottom  of 
the  water  by  sail  or  steam  power,  is  prohibited  in  the  Baltic  as  far 
as  it  is  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Pj  ovince  of  West  Prussia. 

§  13.  Non-enclosed  waters  may  not  be  dammed  up  nor  drained  off  for 
fishing  purposes  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities  (§  46  of 
the  Law). 

§  14.  Fish  weirs  and  fences  and  so-called  traps  {^^  Selbstfdnge  ")  in  connection 
therewith  for  salmon  and  eel  must  not  be  newly  constructed  without  specified 
rights  therefor. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may,  however,  sanction  such  fishery 
appliances  temporarily  for  the  purposes  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for 
artificial  fish*breeding,  subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  §  20  of  the 
Fishery  Law. 

§  15.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.)  of  ^ 

any  kind  may  be  used  of  which  the  meshes  when  wet  do  not  measure  at  least 
2  •  5  cm.  in  width  in  every  part  (the  measurement  being  made  from  the  middle 
of  one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next). 

This  rule  applies  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  fishing  tackle ;  but  for  nets 
provided  with  so-called  "channels'*  (Kehlen)  the  minimum  measurement  does 
not  apply  to  the  "  channels.'' 

*  In  the  case  of  drag-nets,  summer  and  winter  nets  having  **  wings  "  at  least 
50  metres  long  may  be  allowed  by  the  President  of  the  Government  to  have 
meshes  1  •  8  c.m.'s  wide  in  the  last  third  of  the  "  bag/'  and  meshes  2  •  2  c.m.'s 
wide  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  bag  and  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  **wing." 

In  tlic  case  of  drag-nets  with  wings  less  than  50  metres  long  and  of 
^^  Klappen**  nets  without  '*  wings,"  the  President  of  the  Government  may 
sanction  a  width  of  mesh  cf  2  •  2  c.m.'s  in  the  last  third  of  the  **  bag." 

f  A  special  decree  will  determine  the  minimum  width  of  mesh  allowable  for 
fisher3'^  appliances  which  arc  exclusively  intended  for  catching  eels,  crabs, 
lampreys,  and  stickleback,  with  the  exception  of  the  eel-pots  commonly  used 
in  the  Haff  and  on  the  sea  coast. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may  sanction  the  use  of  fishing  tackle — 

for  catching  ruff,  the  minimum  width  of  the  meshes  of  which  is  1  •  3  cm.

He  is,  moreover,  empowered,  in  cases  of  necessitj^  to  allow  further  excep- 
tions from  the  above-mentioned  width  of  mesh,  for  certain  fishing  tackle  and 
for  the  catching  of  other  kinds  of  fish,  namely,  minnows,  *'  maipiere/'  loach,  and 
goby.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  President  of  the  Government  is  autho- 
rised to  draw  up  restrictive  regulations  as  to  the  nature,  size,  and  construction 
of  this  tackle,  and  as  to  the  extent,  manner,  and  period  of  its  use. 

If  urgent  considerations,  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  offish 
or  of  an  important  species  of  fish  necessitate  it,  the  use  of  any  harmful  fishing 
tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  in  separate  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or 
restricted  in  a  manner  exceeding  the  above  rules  by  means  of  a  local  police 
ordinance. 

§  16.  The  passage  offish  in  running  waters  may  not  be  blocked  for  fishing 
purposes  either  by  means  of  fixed  tackle  or  by  means  of  fishery  appliances  fixed 
to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of  the  river  (snares,  block-nets,  &c.)  for 
more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low  water,  measured  in  the  shortest 
straight  line  from  bank  to  bank,  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting 
authorities.

Wbst  Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or 

Pbussia.     put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from  one 
-  another  of  at  least  three  times  the  length  of  the  largest  net* 

If  trawling  is  carried  on  by  means  of  several  nets  at  the  same  time,  they 
must  be  as  far  apart  as  at  least  twice  the  length  of  the  largest  net. 

No  fisherman  may  come  into  the  line  of  any  person  already  engaged  in 
fishing,  or  encroach  on  the  line  of  operation  of  any  person  who  has  already 
spread  his  fishing  tackle. 

No  fisherman  may  set  his  nets  in  any  other  person's  circle  of  nets  marked 
out  by  poles,  by  pieces  of  ice  hewn  out  of  the  ice  with  an  axe,  or  by  other 
means. 

No  fisherman  may,  however,  reserve  as  a  fishing  station  any  place  other  than 
that  where  he  is  actually  fishing. 

If  a  fisherman  who  has  marked  out  a  place  for  setting  up  his  winter  nets, 
does  not  make  use  of  the  place  during  the  ensuing  24  hours,  any  other 
fisherman  may  use  the  place  thus  marked  out.- 

§  17.  The  prosecution  of  fishing  in  navigable  waters  must  not  impede  nor 
be  detrimental  to  navigation. 

Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  and  all  other  fishing  tackle  must  be  so 
set  up  or  spread  out  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  and  ferry 
boats. 

Stakes  put  up  for  the  purposes  of  supporting  fishing  tackle  must  project  at 
least  1  metre  above  mean  water  level,  and  must  be  removed  when  the  fishing 
is  concluded, 

Fishermen  are  forbidden  to  allow  posts  to  remain  in  position  when  broken  or 
sawn  ofi^  below  the  level  of  the  water. 

In  coast  fishery  waters  the  ferries,  main  channels  of  rivers,  straits,  and  the 
entrances  to  lakes,  rivers,  streams,  canals,  &q.  must  not  be  blocked  with 
stationary  nets. 

Further  regulations  will  be  issued  in  the  form  ot*  local  police'  ordinances^  if 
necessary,  as  to  distinguishing  marks  for  fishing  tackle  when  spread  out,  for 
the  protection ;  of  tiavigation.

§  18,  Care  should  be  taken  by  fishermen  when  fishiiig  that  tiihs,  buoys,  and 
otber  marks  for  the  indication  of  channels  or  for  marking  out  close  flashing 
grounds  should  not  be  carried  away  nor  displaced  by  nets  or  lines.  Should 
such  marks  be. displaced,  the  matter  must  be  at  once  reported  by  the  fisherman 
to  the  nearest  pilot  station  or  police  authorities. 

Fixed  nets  must  not  be  placed  within  a  distance  of  75  metres  of  main 
navigation  channels  in  the  Haff  and  in  the  Putzig  Wiek,  marked  out  by  fixed 
points  on  land  or  by  tuns,  barrels,  or  buoys  in  the  water. 

§  19.  During  winter  fishing,  fishermen  must  place  the  pieces  cut  out  of  the 
ice  in  an  upright  position  in  immediate  proximity  to  the  openings  and  holes 
made,  and  must  not  push  them  under  the  ice.  Holes  for  letting  down  and 
pulling  up  nets  must  be  marked  out  by  bushes  or  m  some  other  easily  visible 
manner. 

No  holes  may  be  made  in  or  next.to  beaten  tracks  marked  out  on  the  ice,  or 
within  a  distance  of  at  least  4  metres  from  them. 

It  is  forbidden  to  remove  or  displace  marks  erected  on  ice  tracks. 

Detailed  regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
may  be  made  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  20.  The  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  of  vessels  at 
sea  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of  coast  fishery. 

"Every  vessel  used  for  coast  fishery  purposes  must  also  have  externally  on 
the  port  bow  and  externally  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  stern  at  least  the  "first 
three  letters  of  the  name  of  the  locality  inhabited  by  the  owner  as  well  as  the 
number  of  the  fishery  certificate  granted  to  him,  deeply  cut  in  letterarbf  at 
least  6  cm.  in  height  in  white  oil  paint  on  a  blackground.  - 

Sailing  vessels  must  in  addition  carry  a  similar  distinguishing  mark  on  the 
sail  which  must  be  easily  visible  on  both  sides.     Each  letter  must  be  at  least 
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30  ceDtimetres  high,  and  must  be  painted  black  if  the  sails  are  white  or  bright       ^«st 
coloured — white  if  the  sails  are  dark.  Prussia. 

In  addition  to  the  preceding  distinguishing  marks^  HafF  fishermen  must  fly 
at  'the  masthead  of  their  vessels  a  flag  at  least  75  centimetres  long  and 
30  centimetres  wide,  of  whatever  colour  fixed  by  the  authorities  of  the  locality 
which  they  inhabit. 

Where,  however^  Haff  fishermen  carry  peculiarly  shaped  flag  frames  at  their 
mastheads,  in  accordance  with  an  old  custom,  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
local  flag  provided  for  above  may  be  disregarded,  subject  to  the  condition  that 
the  flag  frame  used  should  contain  the  colour  prescribed. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  to  prescribe  special 
distinguishing  marks  for  vessels  engaged  iu  the  inland  fishery  and  the 
fish  trade. 

Other  ordinances  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  interests  of  general  trade 
or  navigation  may  be  issued  by  means  of  local  police  ordinances* 

§  21.  Officials  charged  with  the  duties  of  fishery  police  must,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  of  their  official  position, 
or  a  metal  plate  on  their  breast  denoting  such  position.  Fishery  inspectors 
appointed  by  municipalities,  associations,  or  private  person^  must,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  a  badge  to  be  determined  by  the  President 
of  the  Government. 

On  service  vessels  employed  for  fishery  supervision  the  Roj'^al  Chief  Master 
of  Fisheries  must  fly  the  German  "  Kriegsflagge,"  with  a  blue  anchor  in  the 
left-hand  bottom  quarter,  and  the  letters  K.  F.  in  red  on  either  side  thereof; 
also  a  jack  flag  in  the  German  colours  bearing  the  above-mentioned  device  on 
the  white  stripe.  The  other  royal  fishery  supervision  officials  are  only  to 
fly  the  flag  or  jack  flag,  which  they  must  hoist  at  the  usual  times,  according  to 
their  judgment. 

Moreover,  in  the  Haff,  the  Chief  Fishery  Inspector  (R.  Chief  Master  of 
Fisheries)  may  fly  a  red  signal  flag  with  the  Prussian  Eagle  on  a  white  shield, 
and  a  pennant  bearing  the  Prussian  Eagle  ;  the  other  fishery  inspectors  either 
the  flag  or  pennant  onl}'.* 

A  red  signal  lantern  is  to  take  the  place  of  flags,  &c.,  at  night. 

Overseers  (inspectors)  appointed  by  private  persons  or  associations  are  to 
fly  a  flag  to  be  fixed  in  detail  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

Persons  in  charge  of  vessels  must,  when  hailed  by  fishery  officials  or  over- 
seers, or  signalled  to  by  means  of  repeated  hoisting,  lowering,  and  re-hoisting 
of  flags  and  lanterns,  at  once  shorten  sail  or  stop  rowing,  and  lay  to. 

Any  person  hailed  by  a  fishery  inspector  or  overseer  must  comply  with  the 
order,  and  especially  if  on  the  ice,  he  must  not  move  from  the  spot  until  he 
has  been  expressly  empowered  to  do  so. 

§  22.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance — so  far  as  they  are 
not  subject  to  the  penal  provisions  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  30th  May  1874 
(§§  49  et  seq.)  or  of  the  penal  code  for  the  German  Empire — will  be  punished 
by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

At  the  same  time  the  tackle  unlawfully  used  for  Ashing  may  be  conflscated* 

§  23.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  to 
abrogate  wholly  or  in  part,  for  those  inland  fishery  waters  or  coasts  which  are 
not  exclusively  under  our  authority,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relating 
to  fishery  restrictions,  to  prohibited  fishing  tackle,  and  to  the  nature  of  the 
fishery  appliances  allowable. 

§  24.  The  powers  conferred  on  the  President  of  the  Government  in  this 
ordinance  are  to  be  obsen^ed  by  the  President  of  the  Government  in  Konigs- 
berg  for  those  parts  of  the  Frische  Haflf  belonging  to  the  Government  District 
of  Dantzlg. 

§  25.  This  ordinance  is  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October  1887. 
•  Simultaneously  the  ordinances  of  llth  May  1877  (0*  of  L.,  p.  141),  and  of 
the  9th  June  1884  (C.  of  L.,  p.  294)  relating  to  the  execution  of  the  Fishery 
Law  in  the  province  of  Prussia,  are  abrogated.

Province  of  Pomerania.     August  8,  1887- 

(C.  ofL.  1887,  p.  360.) 

We,  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Prussia,  &c.,  decree  on  the 
basis  of  and  for  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  the  30th  May  1874  (C.  of 
L.,  p.  197  et  seq.)  for  the  Province  of  Pomerania,  after  consultation  with  the 
Diet  of  the  Province,  as  follows : — 

§  1.  In  the  order  the  following  is  to  be  considered  as  the  line  of  demarcation 
between  the  inland  and  coast  fisheries.  The  main  dam  between  Stettin  and 
Altdaram,  on  the  condition  that  in  the  harbour  territory  of  tfie  town  of  Stettin 
the  Unterbaum  bridge  should  be  the  dividing  line. 

Those  ports  of  the  Oder  and  their  connecting  canals  lying  below  this  line,  the 
Dammsche  Lake  and  its  connections  with  the  Oder,  the  Papenwasser,  the  Haff 
and  its  outlets  into  the  Baltic  (the  Peene,  the  Swine,  and  the  Dievenow,  with 
their  tributaries^,  and  the  bays  and  lakes  freely  connected  with  these  waters 
(Neu warper  LaKe,  Usedomer  Lake,  Achterwasser,  Wiek,  Vietziger  Lake, 
Camminer,  Bodden,  Fritzower  Lake,  &c.)  all  belong  to  the  coast  fishery. 

§  2.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  fishery  in  non-enclosed 
waters : — 

(1.)  The  catching  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited. 

(2.)  Fish  of  the  under-mentioned  kinds  may  not  be  caught  unless  they  have 
attained  at  least  to  the  following  sizes,  measured  irom  the  top  of  the 
head  to  the  end  of  the  caudal  fin  : —

The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered,  for 
whole  fishery  grounds  or  for  separate  parts  thereof,  to  raise  the 
minimum  measurement  for  sturgeon  to  120  cm.,  for  salmon  trout  to 
50  cm.,  for  crabs  to  12  cm.  and  to  increase  the  minimum  measure- 
ment given  for  flat  fish  and  also  to  prescribe  minimum  measurements 
for  varieties  of  flat  fish  not  given  above  and  for  cod. 
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PoMERANiA.      (3.)  Spawn  and  fry,  and  also  fish  of  the  kinds  distinguished  in  (2)  which  are 

smaller  than  the  size  8])ecified  there,  must,  should  they  come  alive 
into  the  fisherman's  hands,  be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water  with 
all  care  necessary  to  their  safety. 

(4.)  Fish  of  the  kinds  distinguished  in  (2)  which  are  smaller  than  the  size 
there  specified  must  not  be  used  as  bait. 

(5.)  In  the  interests  of  fish-breeding,  scientific  investigation,  or  researches  for 
the  public  good,  the  inspecting  authorities  (§  46  of  the  Law)  may 
allow  (temporarily  and  provisionally  only)  individual  liolders  of  fishery 
rights  to  take  spawn  and  fry  as  well  as  fish  and  crabs  of  a  size  less 
than  that  specified  in  (2). 

§  3.  With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given  in  §  27  of  the  Law  and  in 
the  preceding  §  2  (5),  spawn  and  fry  as  well  as  the  fish  specified  in  §  2  (2), 
smaller  than  the  size  given  there,  m  ly  be  neither  exposed  for  sale,  nor  sold, 
nor  sent  away,  without  distinction  as  to  whether  they  were  caught  in  enclosed 
or  non-enclosed  waters. 

Spawn  and  fry  and  fish  below  the  allowable  limit  of  size  taken  in  non- 
enclosed  waters  may  be  used  neither  for  the  manufacture  of  fish  oil,  nor  for 
food  for  cattle,  nor  for  manure  or  the  preparation  of  manuring  substances,  nor 
for  any  other  commercial  or  industrial  purpose. 

Should  urgent  commercial  reasons  necessitate  it,  however,  the  President  of 
the  Governmeiit  may  allow  exceptions  from  this  last  prohibition  temporarily 
and  for  certaiif  waters. 

§  4.  The  following  instructions  are  imposed  on  fisheries  : — 

(1.)  In  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed  inland  fishery  waters  fishing 
is  prohibited  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock  on 
Sunday  evening  (wecklj'  close  time). 

(2.)  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  15th  October  to  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  14th  December  (winter  close  season)  fishing  in  the 
following  inland  fishery  waters  may  only  be  carried  on  by  special 
permission  of  the  President  of  the  Government.  [^Eere  follows  list  of 
inland  waters^  Sfc."] 

This  permission  will  only  be  granted  if  the  use  of  the  ova  or  the 
ova-bearing  salmonide  (salmon,  salmon  trout,  trout,  &c.)  caught  is 
guaranteed  to  be  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish-breeding.  This 
permission  is  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  obligations  undertaken  are  not 
fulfilled. 

(3.)  In  all  other  inland  fishery  waters  not  previously  distinguished  in  (2), 
during  the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  lOth  April  to 
6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  9th  June,  a  further  weekly  close  time 
exists  (spring  close  time),  during  which  fishing  may  only  be  carried 
on  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  season, 
beginning  on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock  and  ending  on  Thursday 
morning  at  6  o'clock. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  sufficient  number  of  close  fishinir 
grounds,  the  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  fishing  to  be 
earned  on  on  a  further  two  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within 
the  close  season  in  addition  to  the  days'  allowed  by  the  preceding 
clause. 

(4,)  In  coast  fishery  grounds  the  following  restrictions  are  applicable  to 
fishing  during  the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  o\  the 
10th  April  to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  9th  June  : — 

A. 

Fishing  must  not  be  carried  on  in  the  following  fishing  grounds : — 

(a.)  The  Channel,  the  *'  Kranis  "  in  the  Saalcr  Bodden,  which  extends  from 
the  line  between  the  fishery  landmark  at  Eichort,  near  Micliaelsdodj 
and  the.  western  end  of  the  village  of  Born,  on  the  Dars,  to  the  two 
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north-west  buoys  of  the  so-^called  Sound  (i.e.,  the  entrance  channel    Pomebania- 
into  the  Saaler  Bodden),  and  also  100  metres  from  each  end  outside 
the  **  Kraras." 

(b.)  The  Straits  of  Meiuingen  and  Bitte,  so  far  as  they  lie  opposite  the 
Bresewitz  landmark,  and  100  metres  from  each  end  thereof. 

(c.)  The  fishing  grounds  near  Barhoft  from  the  western  limit  of  the  local 
close  fishing  ground  to  the  line  from  the  Solken  village  mill  to  the 
eastern  point  of  the  large  island  near  Pramort. 

(d.)  The  Straits  of  Trog,  near  the  Hiddcnsoer  Channels. 

(e.)  The  Selliner  Lake. 

(/.)  The  Neuensiener  liake. 

{g.)  The  Wrechener  Lake. 

(h.)  The  Schoritzer  Bay. 

(i.)  The  Glevitzer  Bay  to  the  line  from  Tannenort  to  Zudar. 

{Jc.)  The  Kemenate,  near  Prosnitz. 

(/.)  The  Gustower  Bay  from  Kiudelbier-Haken  to  the  **einzelnc  Weide,"  * 
on  the  Prosnitz  bank. 

(m.)  The  Wampener  Bay.

{p.)  The  Kooser  Lake. 

(j.)  The  southern  part  of  the  Danish  Bay  as  far  as  the  line  from  the  South

(r.)  Tlie  Kubitzer  Bodden,  east  of  the  line  from  Gross-Kubitz  to  the 
western  extremity  of  the  island  of  Libitz,  and  from  here  to  Rambin. 

(«.)  The  fishing  grounds  between  the  islands  of  Ummanz  and  Riigen. 

(t)  The  Neuendorfer  Bay  northwards  to  the  island  of  Bokel. 

(u.)  The  Tetzitzer  Lake  as  far  as  Grute  Grubnow. 

(v.)  TheJPulitzer  inlet  as  far  as  the  line  from  Pulitzer  Haken  to  Trips. 

(w.)  The  Spyker  Lake  as  far  as  Spykerschen  Wedde. 

(a:,)  The  Prerower  River  southwards  to  Bliiten. 

{y.y  The  Wedde  and  Hundeback,  near  Karsin  Orce,  in  Dars. 

{z.)   The  Neben  Lake. 

{zz.)  The  Straits  of  Lietzower  Fahre.

The  boundaries  of  the  above-mentioned  fishing  grounds  shall,  where 
necessary,  be  especially  defined. 

The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lunds,  and  Forests  is  empowered  to  increase 
or  diminish  this  list  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  §§  29-34  of  the 
Fishery  Law  of  May  30th,  1874. 

B. 

Drag  nets,  Ac.  may  not  be  used  in  the  Schaar,  in  inlets,  over  spawning 
grounds,  or  at  the  borders  of  reed,  sedge,  and  rush  beds. 

The  delimitation  and  demarcation  of  the  localities  concerned  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

C. 

Fixed  nets  (wcels,  bow  nets,  &c.)  and  baskets  must  not  be  placed  over 
spawning  grounds,  in  reed,  sedge,  and  rush  beds,  or  at  the  borders  thereof; 
and  they  must  not  be  placed  so  as  to  block  the  approaches  to  these  places. 

The  delimitation  and  demarcation  of  the  localities  concerned  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  President  of  the  Government.

Nets  drifting  with  the  current  (trawl  nets,  ground  nets,  &c.),  and  nets  with 
several  **  panes"  ('*  Ladering  *'),  must  not  be  used. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  to  sanction  exceptions  from 
the  preceding  restrictions  (B.  to  D.). 

§  5.  During  the  periods  of  the  weekly  and  yearly  close  seasons  provided  for 
in  §  4  (1),  (2),  and  (3),  the  President  of  the  Government  may,  in  exceptional 
cases,  allow  the  following  kinds  of  fishery  to  be  carried  on  : — 

(1.)  The  catching  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  suddenly  in  large  shoals 
and  disappear  again  rapidly,  such  as  herrings,  sprats,  lampreys,  stur- 
geon, and  smelts,  may  bie  allowed  with  such  appliances  as  are  only 
intended  and  used  for  the  capture  of  those  kinds  offish. 

(2.)  Fishermen  w^ho  carry  on  the  so-called  "  still  fishery  "  {stille  fischerd) 
without  fixed  appliances  with  drift  nets,  bow  nets,  baskets,  or  lines, 
may  be  allowed  to  take  up  their  tackle  and  set  it  again  if  no  injurious 
impediment  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared  by  their 
doing  so.  This  exception  may  also  be  permitted  in  the  case  of 
appliances  and  tackle  of  the  above  kind  solely  used  and  intended  for 
the  capture  of  eels. 

(3.)  Rod  fishing  may  be  allowed. 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation,  or  researches  for  the  public 
good,  or  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish-breeding,  or,  finally,  for  the 
protection  of  other  kinds  of  fish  against  fish  of  prey,  the  catching  of 
certain  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above  may  be  allowed  in  excep- 
tional cases,  so  far  as  necessary,  and  under  suitable  controlling 
rules. 

In  every  case  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close  times, 
the  use  of  such  allowable  fishery  appliances  as  are  principally  intended 
for  the  capture  of  fry  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

§  6.  If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  offish,  or  of  certain  kinds  of  fish,  fishing  during  the  spring  close 
season  laid  down  in  §  4  (3)  may  be  entirely  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local 
police  ordinance  in  certain  waters,  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  be  restricted 
beyond  the  extent  stated  above,  i.e.,  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  of  fish,  or  the 
use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle,  may  be  entirely  prohibited  for  the  whole 
close  season. 

§  7.  In  waters  in  which  **  Mardne"  or  grayling  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers, 
the  catching  of  **  Mardne  "  for  four  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  beginning 
of  November  to  the  end  of  December,  and  of  grayling  for  four  weeks  within 
the  period  from  the  middle  of  February  to  the  end  of  June,  may  be  prohibited 
by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

Similarly  the  catching  of  other  commercially  important  kinds  of  fi.sh  may  be 
prohibited  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  weeks  in  addition  to  the  yearly  close 
seasons,  in  particular  parts  of  waters,  if  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  that 
kind  of  fish. 

§  8.  The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered— 

(1)  to  change  the  weekly  close  time  [§  4  (1)]  to  the  period  from  6  o'clock 

on  Sunday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  for  the  whole 
district,  for  certain  waters,  or  for  certain  parts  of  waters ; 

(2)  after  a  continuously  cold  winter,  to  fix  as  the  spring  close  season  for 

inland  fishery  waters  [§  4  (3)],  and  for  coast  fishery  waters  [§  4  (4)], 
six  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  15th  April  to  the  15th  July,  for 
the  whole  district,  for  certain  waters,  or  for  certain  parts  thereof. 

§  9.  The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests,  is  authorised — 

(1)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the  winter  close  season  prescribed  in 
§  4  (2)  for  any  of  the  waters  referred  to  above,  in  §  4  (3),  when 
these  are  open  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish,  or  contain  salmonidas 
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(2)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the   spring  close  season  prescribed  in    Pomeeania, 

§  4  (3)  for  any  of  the  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  4  (2) ; 

(3)  to  regulate  the  yearly  close  seasons  set  out  in  §  4  for  waters  which  in 

their  course  touch  non-Prussian  territory,   in  conjunction  with  the 
neighbouring  Government  concerned  ;  and 

(4)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner  the  yearly  close  seasons  prescribed  in 

§  4  for  waters  belonging  to  several  provinces  or  government  districts. 

The  limits  between  spring  and  winter  close  times  for  particular  waters 
should,  as  far  as  necessary,  be  made  known  by  local  notices  to  be  put  up  by 
the  State. 

§  10.  During  the  periods  of  the  weekly  and  annual  close  seasons  prescribed 
in  §  4,  those  stationary  fishery  appliances  not  prohibited  by  the  Fishery  Law 
of  30th  May  1874,  in  non-enclosed  waters  must  be  removed  or  taken  away 
(§  28  of  the  Law). 

So  far  as  allowed  by  considerations  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the  sto3k 
of  fish,  the  President  of  the  Government  may  sanction  exceptions  from  the 
provisions  of  the  previous  parasraph.  (Art.  IIT.  of  the  Law  of  30th  March 
1880.) 

§  11.  §§  4  to  9  are  not  applicable  to  crab  fisheries. 

In  the  period  from  November  1st  to  May  31st  inclusive  the  catching  of 
crabs  in  all  non-enclosed  waters  is  prohibited. 

If  during  the  regulation  close  season  crabs  should  come  alive  into  the  hands 
of  fishermen  they  must  at  once  be  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  care 
necessary  to  their  safety. 

If  urgent  consideration  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  tlie  stock  of  crabs 
in  particular  waters  demand  it,  the  catching  of  female  crabs  bearing  eggs  or 
young  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance,  and  in  e^^treme 
oases  the  sale  of  female  crabs  may  temporarily  be  prohibited. 

§  12.  The  following  are  prohibited  in  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed 
inland  fishery  waters  : — 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  the  use 
of  any  means  for  stunning  or  dcstroyiHg  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or 
other  explosives,  &c.)  [§  21  of  the  Law]. 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as  spears,  traps  with  springs, 
tridents,  rakes,  hoes  (eel  hoes,  &c.),  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  mussel 
rakes,  landing  nets,  &c. 

Rights  to  the  use  of  spears  are  not  affected  by  the  above  regula- 
tions if  the  person  holding  such  rights  only  fishes  by  means  of  this 
implement  alone. 

The  use  of  fishing  rods  is  allowed. 

In  coast  fishery  grounds  the  use  of  spears  for  eel  fishing  may  be 
sanctioned  by  the  President  of  the  Government  in  the  period  from  the 
1 5th  October  to  the  beginning  of  the  spring  close  season,  subject, 
where  necessary,  to  the  erection  of  a  special  construction  for  this 
method  of  fishing. 
Furthermore,  in  the  above-mentioned  waters,  the  following  are  prohibited : — 

(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches. 

(4.)  Means  of  driving  fish  together,  such  as  beating  with  poles,  throwing 
stones,  chasing,  rattling  or  clattering  on  board  a  boat,  &c.,  &c. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  exceptions  from  this 
prohibition  for  certain  fishing  methods. 

§  13.  Non-enclosed  waters  may  not  be  dammed  up,  nor  drained  off,  nor  cut 
off  for  fishing  purposes,  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities. 

§  14.  Fish  weirs  and  fences,  and  so-called  traps  {^^  Selbstfdnge")  in  con- 
nection therewith  for  salmon  and  eel  must  not  be  newly  constructed  without 
specified  rights  therefor. 
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PoMBRAmA.       'YliQ  President  of  the  Government    may,  however,  sanction  such    fishery 
'  appliances  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for  artificial 

fish-breeding,  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  §  20  of  the  Fishery  Law. 

§  15.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.)  of 
any  kind  or  description  may  be  used  of  which  the  meshes,  when  wet,  do  not 
measure  at  least  2  •  5  centimetres  in  width  in  every  part  (the  measurement 
being  made  from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next). 

This  regulation  applies  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  fishing  tackle  ;  but  for 
nets  provided  with  so-called  "channels"  ("  ZiefeZen")  the  minimum  measure- 
ment does  not  apply  to  the  **  channels." 

The  President  of  the  Government  is,  however,  empowered  id  allow  fisher- 
men to  make  use  of  old  nets  with  a  2-centimetre  mesh  during  a  tmnsition 
period  of  at  most  3  years  from  the  promulgation  of  this  Law. 

The  minimum  width  of  mesh  allowable  for  fishing  tackle  intended  and  used 
exclusively  for  catching  eels,  lampreys,  and  stickleback  will  be  determined  by 
a  special  decree. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  to  sanction,  in  cases  of 
necessity,  exceptions  from  the  above-mentioned  width  of  mesh  for  certain  kinds 
of  tackle,  and  the  capture  of  certain  kinds  of  fish,  i.e,  herrings,  smelt,  minnows, 
bleak,  "  Maipisre^^'  loch,  and  goby. 

In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  Presi^lent  of  the  Government  is  authorised  to 
draw  up  restrictive  regulations  as  to  the  nature,  size,  and  construction  of  this 
tackle,  and  as  to  the  extent,  manner,  and  period  of  its  use. 

If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  stock  of  fish  of  an  important  species  offish,  the  use  of  any  harmful  fishing 
tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  in  any  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  restricted 
in  a  manner  exceeding  the  above  rules,  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§16.  In  coast  fishery  grounds  narrow-meshed  fishing  tackle  may  be  used  as 
fdllows  : — 

(!•)  Nets  (drag  nets,  seines),  fishery  appliances  consisting  of  a  pouch 
without  channel  ("ZieAZe")  and  of  two  "wings,"  if  the  width  of 
mesh  in  the  pouch  is  at  least  1  -5  centimetres. 

For  the  summer  fishery  in  the  waters  of  the  Government  District  of 
Stralsund,  from  June  10th  to  October  15th  inclusive,  it  is  allowable 
to  use  small  *'  Garden "  (seines,  trout-seines,  &c.)  with  a  width  of 
mesh  of  1*3  centimetres  in  the  pouch  and  1  •  7  centimetres  in  the 
wings,  of  which  each  one  must  net  exceed  65  metres  in  length  and 
1*5  metres  in  depth  (breadth).  The  depth  (breadth)  is  to  be  taken 
as  the  perpendicular  distance  between  the  upper  and  lower  edge  when 
the  net  is  dry. 

For  bleak  and  smelt  fishing  nets  with  meshes  at  least  0  •  7  centi- 
metres wide  may  be  used  from  the  15th  October  to  the  beginning  of 
the  spring  close  season. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is,  however,  empowered,  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  the  stock  of  bleak,  to  limit  bleak  net-fishing 
in  certain  parts  of  waters  to  a  shorter  period  than  from  October  15th 
to  the  begmning  of  the  spring  close  season. 

Fishing  for  smelts  with  nets  may  only  be  carried  on  in  deep  water 
and  not  in  shallows  or  on  shoals. 

The  President  of  the  Gov(  rnment  will  determine  the  delimitation 
and  demarcation  of  the  parts  of  the  waters  concerned. 

(2.)  Seines,  fishery  appliances  which  consist  of  a  **  pouch  "  provided  with  a 
channel  {'' Kehle^^')  and  two  "wings"  or  slips,  and  are  propelled 
through  the  water  by  means  of  one  or  tvro  vessels — if  they  have 
meshes  of  at  least  1  •  7  centimetres  in  width  in  the  back  (or  towing) 
part. 

This  minimum  measurement  is  not  applicable  to  the  part  of  the 
seine  called  the  "  after  net ''  (rim  or  channel-piece). 

Seine-nets  which  are  moved  by  more  than  one  vessel  may  not  be 
used  in  the  so-called  Baltic  inland  waters  of  the  Government  District 
of  Stralsund. 
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In  the  period  from  tlie  15th  April  to  the  15th  October  indusive  it   Pobierania 
is  allowable  to  affix  to  seines  to  the  **  channel  '*  a  back-  or  after-net 
(towing,  or  after  part  of  the  pouch),  with  meshes  at  least  1  centimetre 
in  width. 

In  the  waters  of  the  Government  District  of  Stettin,  in  the  period 
from  the  15th  October  to  the  beginning  of  the  spring  close  season, 
seine-net  fishermen,  properly  so-called  (not  **  Tuckern,''  **  TaglemJ^'  or 
*^  Zollnem  '*),  are  allowed  to  affix  to  the  seines  a  so-called  smelt-net 
(net  without  a  "  channel,")  with  meshes  not  less  than  0  '  5  centimetres 
in  width.  The  so-called  small  smelt  seine  fishery,  which  is  carried  on 
by  means  of  two  open  boats  running  parallel  with  a  smelt  seine 
fastened  between  them  is,  however,  only  allowable  from  the  melting 
of  the  ice  to  the  beginning  of  the  spring  close  season. 

(3.)  ^^Streuer*'  nets,  a  fishery  appliance  consisting  of  a  pouch  with  or 
without  a  "  channel,"  which  is  managed  by  a  rowing  or  sailing  boat, 
and  is  moved  through  the  water  in  a  circle  and  then  hauled  in  at 
once — if  the  meshes  are  in  all  parts — 

not  less  than  1 '  3  centimetres  wide  for  eel  and  ruflE  "  streiuer'*  nets. 

I  „  I,     in  the  after  part  of  the  pouch. 

1*7         „  M     for  fish  "  streuer  "  nets. 

The  u|e  of  ^^ streuer^'  nets  for  catching  eel  and  ruff  is  only 
allowable  in  the  period  from  15th  April  to  the  15th  October, 
inclusive.  '' Streuer"  nets  which  are  used  for  catching  flounders 
must  have  meshes  of  the  width  prescribed  in  §  15. 

(4.)  Bow-nets  (fishery  appliances  consisting  of  nets  drawn  over  hoops,  with 
one  or  more  **  channels,"  and  partially  provided  with  wings  or 
enclosing  pieces)  may  be  used  for  catching  ruff  in  the  period  from 
the  loth  June  to  the  beginning  of  the  spring  close  season,  with 
meshes  not  less  than  1  centimetre  wide. 

(5»)  In  the  coast  fisheries  of  the  Government  district  of  Stettin  the  fixed 
nets  in  use  must,  when  dry,  measure  not  more  than  47  metres  in 
length  along  the  edge,  drift-nets  and  trawl-nets  not  more  than 
38  metres,  and  the  dept'i  or  breadth  should  not  exceed  2  metres. 
Perch,  roach,  bleak  and  ruff  trawl  or  ground  nets  must>when  dry, 
measure  not  more  than  22  •  5  metres  in  length  along  the  edge,  while 
their  depth  or  bre  idth  should  be  at  most  1  *  2  metres,  and  the  depth 
and  breadth  of  ruff  nets  only  0  •  6  metres  generally. 

§  17.  With  the  exception  of  stake-nets  '(fishery  appliances  consisting  of  a 
pane  of  nets  provided  with  a  "  Lddering  "  and  held  up  by  a  stake)  ;  nets  which 
are  provided  with  several  "  panes "  (so-called  **  Lddermg ")  should  only  be 
used  in  the  Baltic  itself  and  in  the  so-called  Baltic  inland  waters. 

Stake-nets  should  not  be  longer  than  19  metres. 

Two  or  more  stake-nets  must  not  be  joined  together,  nor  must  stake  nets  be 
placed  in  open  water. 

"  Zuren  "-nets  (ground-nets  with  "  Lddering  ")  with  meshes  not  less  than 
6  centimetres  wide  may  be  allowed  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

Under  the  above-mentioned  restrictions  the  use  of  stake-nets  is  allowable  in 
waters  belonging  to  inland  fisheries. 

§  18.  The  iron  part  of  eel-spenrs  must  not  be  provided  with  more  than  one 
*^  KeW  (spike,  pin,  and  barb).  Moreover  on  each  side  of  it  there  must  be  a 
space  of  at  least  10  millimetres  between  it  and  the  v;ooden  handle. 

In  the  waters  belonging  to  the  coast  fisheries  of  the  Government  District  of 
Stralsund  the  use  of  eel-spears  with  not  more  than  4  "  Kels**  may  be  allowed. 
Between  the  handle  and  the  Kels  there  must  be  a  space  of  at  least  1  centimetre 
on  each  side. 

§  19.  In  waters  belonging  to  coast  fisheries,  navigating  courses,  main  river- 
channels,  straits,  and  the  entrances  to  inlets,  lakes,  rivers,  streams,  and  canals 
must  not  be  blocked  with  fixed  nets. 

Moreover,  the  placing  therein  of  hcrrintj  and  bow-nets  by  means  of  fixed 
nets  or  weels  or  other  nets,  or  so-called  guide-nets,  is  not  allowable.  There 
nmst  also  be  a  space  of  at  least  50  metres  between  every  two  sunk  nets. 
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ToMKBANiA.      Nets  may  only  be  thrown  out  seawards  at  a  distance  of  200  metres  from  the 

extreme  end  pole  of  bow-nets  (weels)  or  of  other  nets  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
in  the  same  direction  as  the  latter,  and  as  the  enclosing  parts  of  bow-nets. 
Fishermen  using  seine  or  ^^atreuer*' -nets  must  keep  at  the  same  distance  from 
herring  and  bow-nets. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  exceptions  from  the  regulations 
given  above  in  clauses  2  and  3  of  this  paragraph. 

§  20.  In  the  waters  belonging  to  the  coast  fisheries  of  Stralsund  and  Stettin, 
the  setting  of  new  herring-weels  [fishery  appliances  consisting  of  a  perpendicular 
pane  of  nets  fastened  to  poles  or  anchoring  appliances,  and  an  enclosure  of 
nets  open  at  the  top  provided  with  a  channel  ("  Kehle  ")  ],  and  also  of  eel-pots 
and  bow  nets,  and  the  removal  of  old  fishery  tackle  of  the  same  kind,  from  one 
place  to  another,  and  the  alteration  of  such  appliances  maj^  only  be  carried  out 
after  obtaining  permission  from  the  Chiel  Fishery  Inspector,  who  has  to 
consider  the  interests  of  navigation,  &c.  in  doing  so. 

The  enclosing  arms  of  herring  weels  must  not  as  a  rule  exceed .  225  metres 
in  length. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  is  authorised  to  prescribe  a  greater  or  lesser 
length  if  necessary. 

§  21.  The  passage  offish  in  running  waters  or  connecting  waters  may  not 
be  blocked  for  fishing  purposes,  either  by  means  of  fixed  tackle  or  by  means  of 
fishery  appliances  fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of  the  river 
(weels,  block-nets,  &c.)  for  more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low  water, 
measured  in  the  shortest  straight  line  from  bank  to  bank,  without  the 
permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities. 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or 
put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from  one  another 
of  at  least  three  times  the  length  of  the  largest  net. 

No  fisherman  may  come  into  the  line  of  any  person  already  engaged  in 
fishing,  or  encroach  on  the  line  of  operation  of  any  person  who  has  already 
spread  out  his  fishing  tackle. 

Fishermen  using  nets,  and  anglers  must,  however,  give  way  to  fishermen 
using  draw-nets,  and  in  deep  water  to  seine-net  fishermen  also.  Failing  this, 
seine  and  draw-net  fishermen  are  entitled  to  take  up  the  nets  and  lines  spread 
out  if  they  come  into  contact  with  them.  Tackle  thus  taken  up  must  be  given 
back  to  the  owners  or  handed  over  to  the  supervision  authorities  or  inspectors 
within  8  days. 

§  22.  During  the  period  from  the  1st  April  to  the  1st  September  the  collec- 
tion  of  sea  plants  is  prohibited.  Seaweed  thrown  up  on  the  shore  is  excepted 
from  this  prohibition. 

§  23.  The  prosecution  of  fishery  in  navigable  waters  must  not  interfere  with 
or  be  detrimental  to  shipping. 

Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  and  all  other  fishing  tackle  must  be  so 
set  up  or  spread  out  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  or  ferry  boats 
or  check  the  flow  of  water. 

Poles  used  for  supporting  nets,  &c.  of  all  kinds  must  project  at  least  1  metre 
above  mean  water  level  and  must  be  removed  when  the  fishing  is  concluded. 

Fishermen  are  forbidden  to  allow  posts  to  remain  in  position  when  broken  or 
sawn  off  below  the  level  of  the  water. 

Fuither  regulations  for  the  marking  of  tackle  spread  out  for  fishing  purposes 
will,  if  necessary,  be  issued  in  the  form  of  police  ordinances,  for  the  protection 
of  navigation. 

§  24.  Care  should  be  taken  by  fishermen  when  fishing  that  tuns,  buoys,  Ac. 
and  other  marks  for  thfe  indication  of  cbimncls  or  for  marking  out  close  fishing 
grounds  should  not  be  carried  away  nor  displaced  by  nets  or  lines.  Should 
such  marks  be  displaced  the  matter  must  be  at  once  reported  by  the  fisherman 
to  the  nearest  pilot  station  or  police  authorities. 

§  25.  During  winter  fishing,  fishermen  must  place  the  pieces  cut  out  of  the 
ice  in  an  upright  position  in  immediate  proximity  to  the  openings  and  holes 
made,  and  must  not  push  them  under  the  ice. 
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It  is  only  allowable  to  push  pieces  of  ice  under  the  ice-field  near  holes  for  PoatEBANiA. 
drawing  up  nets,  so  far  as  they  are  not  there  necessary  for  marking  out  the        — • 
open  spct« 

No  holes  for  any  purpose  whatever  may  be  made  in  or  next  to  beaten  tracks 
marked  out  on  the  ice,  or  within  a  distance  of  at  least  4  metres  from  them. 

Jt  is  forbidden  to  remove  or  displace  marks  erected  on  ice  tracks. 

Detailed  regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
may  be  made  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  26.  The  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  of  vessels  at 
sea  are  applicable  to  to  the  prosecution  of  coast  fishery.     . 

Every  vessel  used  for  coast  fishery'  purposes  must  also  have  externally  on 
the  port  bow  and  externally  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  stern  at  least  the 
first  three  letters  of  the  name  of  the  locality  inhabited  by  the  owner  as  well  as 
the  number  of  the  fishery  certificate  granted  to  him  deeply  cut  in  in  letters  of 
at  least  6  centimetres  in  height  in  white  oil  paint  on  a  black  ground. 

Sailing  vessels  must  in  addition  carry  a  similar  distinguishing  mark  on  the 
sail,  which  must  be  easily  visible  on  both  sides.  Each  letter  must  be  at  least 
30  centimetres  high  and  must  be  painted  black  if  the  sails  are  white  or  bright 
coloured,  white  if  the  sails  are  dark. 

The  latter  regulation  is  only  to  come  into  force  six  months  after  the 
promulgation  of  this  ordinance. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  to  prescribe  special  dis- 
tinguishing marks  for  vessels  engaged  in  the  inland  fishery  and  the  fish  trade. 

Other  ordinances  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  interests  of  general  trade  or 
navigation  may  be  issued. by  means  of  local  police  ordinances. 

§  27.  Officials  charged  with  the  duties  of  fishery  police  must,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  of  their  official  position  or 
a  metal  plate  on  their  breast  denoting  such  position.  Fishery  inspectors 
appointed  by  municipalities,  associations,  or  private  persons  must,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  a  badge  to  be  determined  by  the  President  of 
the  Government. 

On  service  vessels  employed  on  fishery  supervision  the  Chief  Fishery 
Inspector  must  fly  the  German  **  Kriegsflagge  *'  with  a  blue  anchor  in  the 
left-hand  bottom  quarter,  and  the  letters  K.F.  in  red  on  either  side  thereof; 
also  a  jack-flag  in  the  German  colours  bearing  the  above-notentioned  device  on 
the  white  stripe.  Tbe  other  fishery  supervision  officials  are  only  to  fly  one 
flag  or  jack  flag,  which  they  must  hoist  at  the  usual  times  according  to  their 
judgment.* 

A  red  signal  lantern  is  to  take  the  place  of  flags,  &c.  at  night. 

Inspectors  or  overseers  appointed  by  private  persons  or  associations  are  to 
fly  a  flag  to  be  fixed  in  detail  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

Persons  in  charge  of  vessels  roust,  when  hailed  by  fishery  officials  or 
overseers,  or  signalled  to  by  means  of  repeated  hoisting,  lowering,  and 
re-hoisting  of  flags  and  lanterns,  at  once  shorten  sail  or  stop  rowing,  and  lay  to. 

Any  person  hailed  by  a  fishery  inspector  or  overseer  must  comply  with  the 
order,  and,  especially  if  on  the  ice,  he  must  not  move  from  the  spot  "until  he 
has  been  expressly  empowered  to  do  so. 

§  28.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance — so  far  as  they  are 
not  subject  to  the  penal  provisions  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  30th  May  1874 
(§§  49  et  seq.)  or  of  the  penal  code  of  the  German  Empire — will  be  punished  by 
the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

At  the  same  time  the  tackle  unlawfully  used  for  fishing  may  be  confiscated. 

§  29-  The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  to 
abrogate  wholly  or  in  part  for  those  inland  fishery  waters  or  coasts  which  are 
not  exclusively  under  the  authority  of  the  King,  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  relating  to  fishery  restrictions,  to  prohibit>ed  fishing  tackle,  and  to 
the  nature  of  the  fishery  appliances  allowable. 

§  30.  The  provisions   of  this  ordinance  are  not  to   be  applicable  to  the 

Prussian  part  of  the  Saaler  Bodden  for  the  present.

II.  In  the  Neighbourhood  of  Swine  Riveb. 

(L)  The  so-called  bend  near  the  Lebblsscben  MoUntains  from  Papensteig 
to  Lchmhofl, 

(2.)  The  Quer  River. 

(3.)  The  old  Deep  or  Tief. 

(4.)  The  fteidefahrt  until  the  lower  entrance  gets  almost  entirely  blocked 
or  stopped  up,  and  this  fact  is  publicly  announced  by  the  Government. 

(5.)  The  Swine  River : — 

(a)  from  the  Haff  to  the  Salzgrundloch. 

(6)  from  the  posts  standing  near  Kliiss  on  one  side  of  the  Swine  and  near 
the  Kalkosen  wood  on  the  other,  to  its  entry  into  the  Baltic. 

(6.)  At  the  entry  of  the  Swine  in  the  Baltic  itself,  for  a  distance  of  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  ia  every  direction  from  the  Moole  and  its  outlets. 

III.  In  the  Divenow  River. 

(1.)  The  estuary  of  this  river,  from  two  lines  of.  which  one  is  drawn  on  the 
northern  bank  from  a  point  where  the  eastern  gable  of  the  Kamminer  Cathedral 
and  the  projecting  hi-gh  ground  of  Soltin  on  the  river  bank  are  in  line  to  a 
point  marked  out  by  a  fishery  beacon  on  the  southern  bank,  200  paces  north 
of  the  village  of  Soltin,  and  the  other  is  drawn  from  Falkenberg  where  the 
boundaries  of  Soltin  and  Fritzow  a^Jjoin  to  the  eastern  gable  of  the  club-house 
at  Berg-Divenow. 

(2.)  That  part  of  the  Baltic  around  the  estuary  of  the  Divenow  within  a 
distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  every  direction. 

§  3.  Net  fishing  is  moreover  allowed  on  the  Peenemiinder  Haken  and  in  the 
Spandowerhagen  Bay. 

§  4.  If  shoals  of  herrings  in  unusual  quantities  appear  in  the  close  fishing 
grounds  before  the  mouths  of  the  Swine,  Peene,  and  Divenow,  the  Govern- 
ment may  allow  herring  fishery  to  be  carried  on  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspector  during  the  months  from  March  to  June. 

§  5.  Fishing  may  not  be  carried  on  in  the  main  channel  of  the  estuary  of 
the  Peene  from  Monchow  to  the  Zecheriner  Pahre,  with  the  exception  of  the 
local  net  fishery ;  also  the  construction  of  new  weirs,  fish-dams,  &c.,  &c.,  and 
the  enlargement  of  similar  appliances  already  existing  is  prohibited, 

§  6.  In  the  Peene  from  Gumzin  to  Quilitz,  three  spaces,  30  rods  wide  each, 
must  be  left  in  the  rows  of  weels,  and  nets  must  on  no  account  be  set  in  these 
spaces. 

§  7.  Any  person  fishing  must  carry  a  flshefy  permit  with  him  and  ttiust 
{)roduce  it  when  requested  to  do  so  by  fishery  inspectors* 
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Stettin. 


Fishery  permits  belonging  to  people  fishing  not  within  the  limits  of  their 
own  rights  must  be  issued  by  the  person  who  has  granted  the  authority  to  fish, 
and  must  be  provided  with  a  stamp  of  recognition  and  a  number,  by  the  Chief 
Fishery  Inspector. 

Fishery  permits  for  persons  fishing  within  the  limits  of  their  own  rights  will 
be  issued  on  application  to  the  Chief  Inspector,  but  this  permit  has  no  effect 
upon  the  validity  of  the  rights  in  case  of  dispute. 

These  fishery  permits,  which  are  issued  free  of  cost  and  which  are  not 
transferable^  are  only  valid  for  the  persons  and  their  staff,  the  periods,  iishiDg 
grounds,  nature  and  quantity  of  fisfiery  tackle,  and  number  of  boats  which 
they  name. 

Permits  for  fishing  with  eel-spears  arc  only  valid  for  those  persons  in  whose 
name  they  are  issued.

The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  for 
^  the  whole  of  the  fishery  grounds,  or  for  separate  parts  thereof,  to 
reduce  the  minimum  measurement  for  eels  to  25  centimetres,  and  to 
raise  it  for  sturgeon  to  120  centimetres,  for  salmon  trout  to  50  cm., 
for  crabs  to  12  centimetres,  and  for  species  of  flat  fish  distinguished 
above  to  raise  the  measurement  above  the  size  given  tliere,  and  also 
to  prescribe  minimum  measurements  for  varieties  of  flat  fish  not 
distinguished  above,  and  for  cod. 

(3.)  Spawn  and  fry,  as  also  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  (2)  under  the  size 
noted  there,  must,  should  they  come  alive  into  the  fisherman's 
possession,  be  immediately  returned  to  the  water  with  the  care 
necessary  to  their  safetj'. 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  the  breeding  of  fish,  of  scientific  investigations,  or 
of  experiments  for  the  public  good,  the  supervision  authorities  (§  46  of 
the  Law)  may  allow  individual  holders  of  fishery  rights,  temporarily 
and  provisionally  only,  to  catch  spawn  and  fry,  as  also  fish  and  crabs, 
under  the  sizes  specified  in  (2). 

§  3.  With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given  in  §  27  of  the  Fishery 
Law  and  in  the  preceding  §  2  (4),  spawn  and  fry,  as  well  as  fishes  of  the  species 
mentioned  in  §  2  (2)  under  the  size  therein  stated,  may  be  neither  exposed  for 
sale,  nor  sold,  nor  despatched,  whether  they  were  caught  in  encloses  or  non- 
enclosed  waters. 

Spawn  and  fry  and  fish  under  the  allowable  limit  of  size  caught  in  non- 
enclosed  waters  may  be  used  neither  for  the  manufacture  of  fish-oil,  nor  for 
cattle-focd,  nor  for  manure  or  the  preparation  of  manuring  substances,  nor  for 
any  other  commercial  or  industrial  purpose. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may,  however,  for  urgent  commercial 
reasons  allow  exceptions  from  this  latter  prohibition,  temporarily  and  for 
certain  stretches  of  water. 

§  4.  The  following  restrictions  are  imposed  on  fishery  :— 

(1.)  Fishing  is  prohibited  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock 
on  Sunday  evening  in  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed  inland 
fishery  waters  (weekly  clos^  time). 

(2.)  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  1 5th  October  to  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  14th  December  (winter  close  season),  fishing  in  the 
following  inland  fishery  waters  may  only  be  carried  on  by  special 
permission  of  the  President  of  the  Government  [Sere  follows  list  of 
waters] : — 

This  special  permission  will  only  be  granted  if  the  use  of  the  ova 

or  ova-bearing  salmonidee  caught    (salmon,  salmon-trout,  trout)  is 

.  guaranteed  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  artificial  fish-breeding.     This 

permission  will  be  at  once  withdrawn  should  these  conditions  not  be 

fulfiUed. 
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(3.)  In  all  other  inland  fishery  waters  not  previously  mentioned  in  (2)  dunng  Schlbswig. 
the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  10th  April  to  6  o'clock     Holstbin. 
iu  the  evening  of  the  9th  June,  an  enforced  weekly  close  time  exists, 
during  which  fishiDg  may  only  be  carried  on  on  three  days  in  each 
of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  time,  beginning  on    Monday 
morning  at  6  o'clock  and  ending  at  6  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  sufficient  number  of  close  fisliing 
grounds  the  President  of  the  Government  may  allow  fishing  to  be 
carried  on  on  a  further  two  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within 
the  close  time,  in  addition  to  the  days  allowed  by  ther  preceding 
clause. 

(4.)  Salmon  fishery  with  drag-nets  and  trawl-nets  is  prohibited  in  the  Elbe 
tron»  the  Ist  September  to  the  1st  December  inclusive. 

This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the  tributary  streams  of  the 
Elbe  as  long  as  they  are  not  connected  with  the  main  stream  at  both 
their  ends  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  migratory  fish  to  pass  freely 
right  through  them. 

Similar  prohibitions  may  be  issued  for  the  tributaries  of  the  Elbe 
by  means  of  a  police  ordinance.     §  5. 

§  5 .  The  President  of  the  Government  may  in  exceptional  cases  allow  the 
following  fisheries  to  be  carried  on  during  the  periods  of  weekly  and  yearly 
close  times  given  in  §  4,  parts  (1),  (2),  and  (3)  : — 

(1.)  The  catching  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  in  large  shoals  suddenly  and 
disappear  again  in  a  short  time,  such  as  herrings,  sprats,  lampreys, 
sturgeon,  smelts,  and  shad  may  be  allowed  with  such  appliances  as 
are  only  prescribed  and  intended  for  the  catching  of  these  kinds  of 
fish.  Eel  fishing  and  trawling  for  flounders  and  **  Stuhre  "  may  be 
allowed  also. 

(2.)  Fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so- called  '*  still  fishery"  (stille  fischerd) 
without  fixed  appliances  with  sunk  nets,  weels,  baskets,  or  lines  may 
be  allowed  to  take  up  their  appliances  and  set  them  again,  if  no 
injurious  impediment  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared 
by  their  domg  so.  'ITiis  exception  may  also  be  allowed  for  fixed 
appliances  of  the  above-mentioned  kind  intended  and  used  solely  for 
catching  eels  and  also  for  fish  dams  (Buhnen). 

(3.)  Fishing  with  a  rod  and  so-called  herring  **  hoes  "  may  be  allowed. 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  experiments  for  the 
common  good,  or  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish-breeding,  or,  finally, 
for  the  protection  of  other  fish  against  fish  of  prey,  the  catching  of 
certain  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above  may  be  allowed  in 
exceptional  cases,  as  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable  controlling 
rules. 

In  every  case  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close 
times,  however,  the  use  of  such  allowable  fishing  appliances  as 
are  most  liable  to  destroy  fry  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

§  6.  If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  of  fish  or  of  particular  kinds  of  fish,  fishing  during  the  spring  close 
season  laid  down  in  §  4  (3)  may  be  entirely  prohibited  by  means  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  local  police  in  certain  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  be 
limited  beyond  the  extent  stated  above,  i.e.,  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  of 
fish  or  the  use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  for 
the  period  of  close  time. 

§  7*  In  waters  in  which  Marane  or  grayling  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers, 
the  catching  of  "  Marane  "  for  four  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  begin- 
ning  of  November  to  the  end  of  December  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a 
local  police  ordinance.  The  catching  of  grayling  for  a  similar  length  of  time 
within  the  period  from  the  niiddle  of  February  to  the  end  of  June  may  be 
similarly  prohibited. 
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*  Sctleswig-        In  a  similar  manner  the  catchihg  of  other  speicified  commercially  important 
HoLSTEiN.    jj-jn^g  q{  g^i^  m^y  ^jg  prohibited  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  weeks,  exclusive 

of  the  annual  close  seasons,  in  stated  parts  of  waters,  if  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  that  kind  of  fish. 

Also,  the  catching  of  sturgeon  after  the   15th  July  in  each  year  may  be 
restricted  or  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  8,  The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered — 

(1)  to  phange  the  weekly  close  time  [§  4  (1)]  to  the  period  from  6  o'clock 
on  Sunday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Monday  nloming  for  the  whole 
district  for  certain  waters  or  for  certain  parts  of  waters  ; 
,  (2)  or  to  change  the  said  close  time  to  the  period  between  two  tides  .begin- 
ning from  the  first  low  tide  after  6  o'clock  on  Saturflaiy  evening  for 
North  Sea  coast  fisheries  or  for  particular  parts  thereof ; 
(3)  after  a  continuously  cold  winter,  to  fix  as  the  spring  close  season  for  the 
whole  district,  for  certain  waters,  or  for  certain  {>arta  of  waters,  six  weeks 
within  the  period  fvom  the  beginning  of  April  to  the  end  of  June. 

§  9.  The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  authorised — 

(1)  to  order  the  commend^ment  of  the  spring*  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  4  (2)  for  waters  distinguished  in  §  4  (3)  when  they  open  to  the 
passage  of  migratory  fish  or  contfiin  salmonidsd ; 

(2)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the  spring  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  4  (3)  for  waters  mentioned  above  in  §  4  (2) ; 

(3)  to  regulate  the  yearly  close  times  set  forth  in  ♦§  4  for  waters  wbifch  in 

their   course  tbuch  non- Prussian  territory  in  conjnnctidn   with  the 
neighbouring  Government  concerned ; 

(4)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner  the  yearly  close  times  laid  down  in 

§  4  (4)  for  waters  belonging  to  several  provinces  or  government 
districts;  and  --'    '   -  • 

(5)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner,  in  conjunction  with  the  neighbouring 

Governments  concerned,  the  restrictions  imposed  on  salmon  fishing  in 
the  Elbe  in  §  4  (4). 
The  limits  between  spring  and  winter  close   times    for  particular  waters 
should,  as  far  as  requisite,  be  made  known  by  local  notices  to  be  put  up  by 
the  State. 

§  10.  During  the  periods  of  weekly  and  annual  close  time  prescribed  in  §  4 
those  stationary  fishery  appliances  not  prohibited  by  the  Fishery  Law  of 
30th  May  1874  in  non-enclosed  waters  miist  be  removed  or  put  away  (§  28  of 
the  Law). 

So  far  as  considerations  relative  to  the  stock  of  fish  allow,  the  President  of 
the  Government  tiiay  allow  exceptions  from  the  regulations  laid  down  in  the 
previous  paragraph  (Article  III.  of  the  Law  of  &Oth  March  1880). 

§  11.  §§  4-9  inclusive  do  not  apply  to  crab  fisheries^ 

Cra^b  fishing  is  prohibited  in  all  no^-enclose4  waters  fronpi  1st  November  to 
31st  May  inclusive. 

If  crabs  come,  whilst  alive,  into  the  possession  of  fiishernien  during  the 
regulation  close  time,  they  mustibe  put  back  into  the  water  at  once  with  all 
care  necessary  to  their  safety. 

If  necessitated  hy  ul-gent  consideration^  wfth  J-egard  tb  the  inainlienante  of 
the  stock  of  crabs  in  particular  waters,  the  catcliing  of  femati^  crabs  bearing 
eggs  or  young  may  be  prohibited  therein  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance, 
and  in  extreme  cases  the  sale  of  female  crabs  may.  temporarily  be 
prohibited. 

§  12.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  the  following- ^re  prohibited  :— :.« 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  ibt  stunning  or  destroying  fish^  bkplosive  cartridges^  or'  other 
explosives,  &c,)  [§  21  of  the  Law].       .  ''     j; 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as  traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
hoes  (eel  hoes,  &c.),  spears,  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

*  Sic  in  orig.,  bat  should  doubtless  be  ^*  winter." 
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Bod  fiBhing  is  allowed.    The  use  of  spears  and  Idnoes  for  eel  .fishing  Scblbswig- 
may  be  sanctioned  by  the  President  of  the  Government  in  specisd    HoifiTEni. 
cases,  aubjeot^' where  nettosary,  to  the  erection  of  a  s)>ecial  construction 
for  this  method  of  fishing. 

(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches. 

(4,)  In  all  waters  of  the  East  Coast  and  on  the  Elbe  above  the  line  from 

NeufeldjOn  the  Holstein  bank,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Oste,  the  use  of 

drag-nets  propelled  over  the  bottom  of  the  water  by  means  of  sail 

.    or  steam  power  (seine  nets,  &c.).   The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands, 

and  Forests  is  empowered  to  alter  the  boundaries  given  above. 

§  13.  Non-enclosed  waters  miky  not  be  dammed  up^  nor  dramed  off,  nor  cat 
off  for  fishery  purposes,  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities 
(§  46  of  the  Law). 

§  14.  Fish  weirs  and  fences,  and  so-called  traps  {selhstfange)  in  connection 
therewith,  for  Sainton  and  eel,  must  not  be  newly  constructed  unless  specified 
rights  therefor  are  in  existence. 

For  the  purposes  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for  artificial  fish  breeding,  the 
President  of  the  Government  may,  however,  allo^y,  temporarily,  such  fishing 
appliances,  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  §  20  of  the  Fishery  Law. 

§  15.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  of  any  kind  or 
description  (with  the  exceptions  given  below)  may  be  used,  of  ivhich  the 
meshes^  when  wet,  do  not  measure  at  least  2  •  5  centimetres  in  width  in  every 
part  (the  measurement  being  made  from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to  the  middle 
of  the  next  knot.  ' 

This  role  applies  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  fishery  tackle ;  but  for  nets 
provided  with  so-called  **  channels  "  {KeUen)^  this  minimum  measurement  does 
not  apply  to  the  **  channels/* 

Regulations  will  be  issued  determining  the  miiiimum  width  of  the  openings  or 
meshes  of  nets  exclusively  intended  ■  or  used  for  catching  herrings,  sprats,  pil- 
chards (sardines),  smelts j  eefe,  lampreys,  stickleback,  gar-fish.,  crabs,  **Pwr«,'* 
shrinips,  and  prawns.  The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  m 
cases  of  necessity  to  allow  exceptions  from  the  above-mentioned  width  of  mesh 
for  certain  tackle  and  for  catching  certain  kinds  of  fish,  such  as  bleak,  minnow, 
"  3faipiere/*  loach,-  and  goby.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  President  of  the 
Government  is  empowered  to  draw  up  restrictive  regulations  as  to  the  nature, 
size,  and  construction  of  this  tackle,  as  well  as  concerning  the  extent,  manner, 
and  period  of  its  use. 

If  urgently  necessitated  by  considerations  with  regard  to  the  ttinintenance 
of  the  stock  offish,  or  of  an  important  species  of  fish,  the  use  of  any  harmful 
tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  in  certain  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  limited 

in  a  manner  exceeding  the  above  rules,  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance.

§  l6.  The  passage  of  fish*  in  running  waters  may  not  be  blocked  for  fishing 

purposes  either  by  means  of  fixed  tackle  or  by  means  of  fishery  appliances  fixed 

to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of  the  river  (bow-nets,  block*nets,  &c.) 

for  more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low  water,  measured  in  the  shortest 

straight  line  from  bank    to    bank^,  without    permission   of    the  inspecting 

authorities.. .     ,  .  \, 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or  put 
up  on  the  san^e  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  4hree 
times  thi9  extent  of  the  largest  net  froni  each  other. 

When  trawling  is  carried  on  by  nleails  of  several  nets  at  the  same  time,  the 
nets  must  be  separated  from  each  other  by  a  space  at  least  twice  as  great  as 
the  length  of  the;  largest  neU      .  . 

§  17.  The  gathering  of  sea  plants  under  water  is  prohibited.  The  President 
of  the  Government  may,  however,  allow* 'exceptions. 

§  18.  In  navigable  waters  fishing  must  not  impede  or  be  detrimental  to 
shipping.  Fixed  or  fioating  fishing  tackle  and  all  other  fishery  appliances  must 
lie  so  placed  or  set  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  and  ferry  boats, 
or  the  flow  of  water. 
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S^^^O'  §  19.  Officials  charged  with  the  duties  of  fishery  police  must,  in  the 
^f^^'  execution  of  their  dut}-,  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  of  their  official  position,  or 
a  metal  plate  on  their  breast  denoting  their  official  standing.  Fishery  overseers 
appointed  by  communes,  associations,  or  private  persons  must,  in  the  execution 
of  their  duty,  wear  a  badge  to  be  determined  by  the  President  of  the 
Government. 

On  service  vessels  employed  for  the  supervision  of  fisheries,  the  Chief 
Fisheries  Inspector  (Royal  Chief  Master  of  Fisheries)  must  fly  the  German 
**  kriegsflagge,"  with  a  blue  anchor  in  the  left-hand  bottom  quarter  and  the  . 
letters  K.  F.  in  red  on  either  side  thereof;  also  a  jack  flag  with  the  Grerman 
colours,  beaiing  the  ;ibove-meutioned  device  on  the  white  stripe.  The  other 
fishery  inspectors  are  only  to  fly  the  flag  or  jack  flag,  which  they  must  hoist  at 
the  usual  times  according  to  their  judgment.* 

A  red  signal  lantern  is  to  take  the  place  of  flags  at  night.  . 

Inspectors  appointed  by  private  persons  or  associations  are  to  fly  a  flag,  to 
be  fixed  in  detail  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

Persons  in  charge  of  vessels  must,  when  hailed  by  fishery  officials  or 
overseers,  or  signalled  to  by  means  of  repeated  hoisting,  lowering,  and  re-hoisting 
of  flags  or  lanterns,  at  once  shorten  sail  or  stop  rowing  and  lay  to. 

Any  pei*son  hailed  by  a  fishery  inspector  or  overseer  must  comply  with  the 
order,  and,  especially  if  on  the  ice,  he  must  not  move  from  the  spot  until  he 
has  been  expressly  empowered  to  do  so. 

§  20.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance — in  so  far  as  they  do 
not  come  under  the  penal  provisions  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  May  30th,  1874 
(§§  49  et  8eq)j  or  of  the  penal  code  for  the  German  Empire — be  punished  by 
the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

At  the  same  time,  the  fishing  tackle  unlawfully  used  for  fishing  may  be 
confiscated. 

§  21.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  to 
abrogate  wholly  or  in  part  for  those  inland  waters  or  coasts  which  are  not 
exclusively  under  our  authority  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relating  to 
fishery  restrictions,  to  prohibited  Ashing  tackle,  and  to  the  nature  of  fishing 
appliances  allowable. 

§  22.  This  ordinance  is  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October  1887. 

Simultaneously,  the  ordinance  of  the  2nd  November  1877  (C.  of  L.  251  et 
8€q.)f  relating  to  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Law  in  the  Province  of 
Schleswig-Holstein  is  abrogated.

§  1.  During  the  period  from  the  13th  July  to  the  14th  September,  inclusive, 
lobster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

§  2.  Lobsters  measuring  less  than  9  centimetres  in  length  (from  the  top  of 
the  frontal  horn  to  the  back  edge  of  the  breast  shell  [the  carapax],  may 
neither  be  caught,  sold,  sent  away,  nor  exposed  for  sale.

We,  William,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Prussia,  &c.,  decree,  on  the 
basis  of  and  for  the  execution  of  the  Fishery  Ijaw  of  the  30  May  1874  (C.  of 
L.  p.  197  el  seq.)  for  the  Province  of  Hanover,  after  hearing  the  Diet  of  the 
Province,  as  follows : — 

§  1.  In  the  larger  rivers  the  limits  between  inland  and  coast  fisheries  are  as 
follows : — 

(1.)  In  the  Elbe:  The  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  bank  to  bank  where 
.    the  Ilmenau  runs  into  the  Elbe. 
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Hahotep         (2.)  In  the  Oster.The  line  drawn  from  the  northern  corner, .  nearest  the 

Elbe,  of  the  Oberndorf  boundary  mark  at  right  angles  to  the  bank, 
to  the  opposite  bank. 

(3.)  In  the  Weser:  A  straight  line  drawn  from  the  end  of  the  dividing

.    t  pf.  the  middle  one  of  the  three  buildings  lying  beyond  the  dam  at 

Lemwerder..        .  ^ 

(4.)  In  the  Ems:  Until  28th  February  I89I,  inclusive,  the  line  drawn  at 
right  angles  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Leda  where  it  flows  into  the 
Ems,  to  the  opposite  bank;  after  .March  Ist,  1891|  the  Papenburg 
lock.  • 

(5.)  In  the  Leda:  From  1st  March  1891,  the  railway  bridge. 

The  above-mentioned  limits  of  coast  and  inland  fisheries  shall,  as  far  as 
necessary,  be  made  known  by  local  tiotices  to  be  erected  by  the  State. 

§  2.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  fisheries  in  non-enclosed 
waters: —  .••..■ 

(1.)  The  catching  of  spawn  and  fry  is  forbidden  :

The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  for 
the  whole  of  the  fishing  grounds  or  for  separate  parts  thereof  to 
reduce  the  minimum  measurement  for  eels  to  30  centimetres  and  to 
raise  the  minimum  measurement  for  sturgeon  to  120  centimetres,  for 
salmon  trout  to  56  centimetres,  for  crab^  to  12  centimetres,  and  for 
species  of  flat  fish  distinguished  above  to  raise  the  measurement  above 
the  size  given  there,  and  also  to  prescribe  minimum  measurements 
for  varieties  of  flat  fish  not  distinguished  above,  and  for  cod. 
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(3.)  Spawn  ftnd  fry,  as  also  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  (2)  under  the  size    Hanover. 
noted  there,  must,  should  they  come  alive  into  the  fisherman's  hands, 
be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  care  necessary  to  their 
safety. 

(4.)  In  the  interests  of  the  breeding  of  fish,  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of 
experiments  for  the  public  benefit,  the  supervision  authorities  (§46  of 
the  Law)  may  allow  individual  holders  of  fishery  rights,  temporarily 
and  provisionally  only,  to  catch  spawn  and  fry,  as  alao  fish  and  crabs 
of  a  size  less  than  that  specified  in  (2). 

§  3.  With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptiona  given  in  §  27  of  the  Fishery  Law 
and  in  the  preceeding  §  2  (4)  spawn  and  fry,  as  well  as  fish  of  the  kinds 
mentioned  in  §  2  (2)  uqder  the  size  therein  laid  down  may  be  neither  exposed 
for  sale,  sold,  nor  sent  away,  whether  caught  in  enclosed  or  non-enclosed  waters. 

Spawn  and  fry  and  fish  under  the  allowable  size-limit  caught  in  non-enclosed 
waters  may  be  used  neither  for  the  manufacture  offish  oil,  nor  for  cattle  food, 
nor  for  manure  or  the  preparation  of  manuring  substances,  nor  for  any  other 
commercial  or  industrial  purpose. 

The  President  of  the  Government  may,  however,  in  the  event  of  urgent 
commeiicial  reasons,  allow  exceptions  from  this  latter  prohibition  temporarily 
and  for  particular  stretches  of  water. 

§  4.  The  following  restrictions  are  imposed  on  fishing  : — 

(1.)  Fishing  is  prohibited  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock  on 
Sunday  evening  in  coast  fishery  waters  and  non-enclosed  inland  fishery 
waters  (weekly  close  tiqie). 

(2.)  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  15th  October  to  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  14th  December  (winter  close  season)  fishing  in  the 
following  inland'  fishery  waters  may  only  be  carried  on  by  special 
permission  of  the  President  of  the  Governjnent  [Here  follows  list  of 
waters'] : 

This  special  permission  will  only  be  granted  if  the  use  of  the  ova 
or  ova-bearing  salmonidad  caught  (salmon,  salmon-trout,  trout)  is 
guaranteed  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  "artificial  fish  breeding.  This 
permission  will  be  at  once  withdrawn  should  these  conditions  not  be 
fulfilled- 

(3.)  In  all  other  inland  fishing  waters  not  pjreviously  mentioned  in  (2), 
during  the  period  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  10th  of  April 
to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  9th  June,  an  enforced  weekly  close 
time  (spring  close  season)  is  to  be  in  force,  during  which  fishing  may 
only  be  carried  on  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within 
within  the  close  time,  beginning  on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock  and 
ending  on  Thursday  morning  at  6  o^clock. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  sufficient  number  of  close  fishing 
giounds,  the  President  of  the  Governnient  may  allo\)r  fishing  to  be 
carried  on  for  a  further  two  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within 
the  close  season  in  addition,  to  the  days  allowed  by  the  preceding 
clause. 

(4.)  Salmon  fishing  with  drag  and  trawl-nets  is  prohibited  : 

A.  In  the  Elbe  from  September  1st  to  December  Ist  inclusive, 

B.  In  the  Weser : 

(a.)  In  the  coast  fishery  part  [§   1   (3)]  from  l5th   August  to 

l5th  October  inclusive. 
(6.)  From  the  limits  of  the  coast  fishery  upwards  as  far  as  the 

dams  at  Hameln  from  I5th  September  to  15th  December 

inclusive, 
(c.)  In  that  part  from  the  dams  at  Hameln   upwards  from.  1st 

October  to  31  st  December  inclusive. 

C.  In  the'  Ems : 

(a.)  In  that  part  from  Pogum  (Dollart)  to   Lingeri   from  Ist 
October  to  l5th  December,  inclusive. 
. ;  (t.)  In  that  part  from  Lingen  upwards  from  l5th  October  to 

3 let  December  inclusive.

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Uanoybh.  This  latter  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  adjoining  branches  of  the 

three  rivers,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  connected  with  the  main  stream 

at  both  their  ends  in  such  a  manner  that  migratory  fish  may  pass 
freely  righfe  through. 

Similarly  prohibitions  may  be   issued  for  the  tributaries  of  the 
three  above-named  rivers,  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  5.  The  President  of  the  (Government  may  in  exceptional  cases  allow  the 
following  fisheries  to  be  carried  on  during  the  duration  of  the  weekly  and 
yearly  close  seasons  given  in  §  4  (1),  (2),  and  (3)  : — 

(1 .)  The  catching  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  in  large  shoals  suddenly, 
and  disappear  again  in  a  short  time,  such  as  herrings,  sprats,  lampreys, 
sturgeon,  smelt,  and  shad  may  be  allowed  with  such  appliances  as 
are  only  prescribed  and  intended  for  the  catching  of  these  sorts  of 
fish.  Eel  fishing  and  trawl-net  fishing  for  flounders  and  '*  Stuhre" 
may  also  be  allowed. 

(2.)  Fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  **  still  fishery "  (stille  fisclherei) 
without  fixed  appliances  with  bow-nets,  baskets,  lines,  &c.,  may  be 
.  allowed  to  take  up  their  appliances  and  set  them  again,  if  no  injurious 
impediment  to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared  by  their 
doing  so.  This  exception  may  also  be  extended  to  fixed  apparatus 
and  tackle  of  the  above-mentioned  kinds  intended  and  used  solely  for 
eel  fishing. 

(3.)  Bod  fishing  may  be  allowed,  and  also  so-called  eel-hoes. 

,        (4.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of  experiments  for  the 

common  good,   or  for   the   purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  or, 

finally,  for  the   protection    of  other   fish  against  fish   of   prey,  the 

catching  of  certain   kinds   of   fish    not   mentioned    above   may   be 

allowed  in  exceptional  cases,  as  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable 

controlling  rules. 

In  every  case  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close  time,  however, 

the  use  of  such  allowable  fishery  appliances  as  are  principally  likely  to  destroy 

fry,  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

§.  6.  If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
'  of  the  stock  offish,  fishing,  during  the  spring  close,  time  laid  down  in  §  4  (3), 
may  be  entirely  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance  in  certain 
waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  be  limited  beyond  the  extent  stated  above, 
i.e.f  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  or  the  use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing 
tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  for  the  duration  of  the  close  time. 

§  7.  In  waters  in  which  "  Mardne  *'  or  grayling  abound,  the  catching  of 
**  Marcme  '*  for  four  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  November 
to  the  end  of  December  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 
The  catching  of  grayling  for  a  similar  length  of  time,  within  the  period  from 
the  middle  of  February  to  the  end  of  June,  may  be  similarly  prohibited. 

In  a  similar  manner  the  catching  of  other  specified  commercially  important 
kinds  offish  may  be  prohibited  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  weeks,  exclusive 
of  the  annual  close  times  in  certain  parts  of  waters,  if  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  that  kind  of  fish. 

Thus  the  catching  of  sturgeon  after  the  15tli  July  in  every  year  may  be 
restricted  or  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

Finally,  provision  may  be  made  for  the  protection  of  river  shell-fish  by  means 
of  a  local  police  ordinance. 

§  8.  The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered — 

(1)  to  change  the  weekly  close  time  [§  4  (IVJ  to  the  period  from  6  o'clock 

on  Sunday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  for  the  whole 
district,  for  certain  waters,  or  for  certain  parts  of  waters  ; 

(2)  or  to  settle  the  said  close  time  to  be  for  the  duration  of  two  tides, 

beginning  from  the  first  low  tide  after  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening 
for  the  North  Sea  coast  fisheries  or  separate  parts  thereof ; 
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(3)  after  a  long  and  continuously  cold  winter,  to  fix  as  the  spring  close  time    Hanovkr. 
[§  •*  (^)]  f^^  -^^  whole  district,  for  separate  waters,  or  certain  parts 
thereof,  six  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  April  to 
the  end  of  June. 

§  9.  The  Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands^  and  Forests  is  authorised—^ 

(1)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the   winter  close  season  prescribed  in 

§  4  (2)  for  waters  referred  to  above  in  §  4  (3)  when  they  are  open  to 
the  passage  of  migratory  fish  or  contain  salmoniddB ; 

(2)  to  order  the  commencement  of  the  spring  close  season  described   in 

§  4  (3)  for  waters  mentioned  above  in  §  4  (2) ; 

(3)  to  regulate  the  yearly  close  times  set  out  in  §  4  for  waters  which,  in 

their  course,  touch  non- Prussian  terjitory,  in  conjunction  with  the 
neighbouring  Government  concerned ; 

(4)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner  the  yearly  close  times  laid  down  in  §  4 

for  waters  belonging  to  several  provinces  or  Government  districts ; 

(5)  to  regulate  in  a  uniform  manner,  in  conjunction  with  the  neighbouring 
«       Governments  concerned,  the  restrictions  on  salmon  fishery  for  separate 

river  basins  (§  4  (4)). 

The  limits  between  spring  and  winter  close  seasons  for  particular  waters 
should,  as  far  as  necessary,  be  made  known  by  local  notices  to  be  put  up  by 
the  State. 

§  10.  During  the  periods  of  weekly  and  annual  close  time  prescribed  in  §  4 
those  stationary  fishery  appliances  not  prohibited  by  the  Fishery  Law  of  the 
30th  May  1874  in  non-enclosed  waters  must  be  removed  or  put  away  (§  28  of 
the  Law). 

So  far  as  allovired  by  considerations  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock 
of  fish,  the  President  of  the  Government  may  sanction  exceptions  from  the 
regulations  laid  down  in  the  previous  paracrraph  (Article  IIL  of  the  Law  of  the 
30th  March  1880). 

§  11.  §§  4-9  inclusive  do  not  apply  to  crab  fishing. 

Crab  fishery  is  prohibited  in  all  non-enclosed  waters  from  November  1st  to 
May  31st  inclusive. 

If  crabs  come  alive  into  the  hands  of  fishermen  during  the  legulation  close 
time  they  are  to  be  put  back  into  the  water  at  once  with  all  care  necessary  to 
their  safety.  % 

If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  stock  of  crabs  in  particular  waters,  the  catching  of  female  crabs  bearing 
eggs  or  young  may  be  prohibited  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance,  and 
in  extreme  cases  the  sale  of  female  crabs  may  temporarily  be  prohibited. 

§  12.  The  following  are  prohibited  in  non-enclosed  waters  : — 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges  or  otiiet 
explosives,  &c.)  (§  21  of  the  Law). 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as :  traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
rakes,  eel-hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

The  use  of  rods  is  allowed.  The  use  of  spears  and  lances  for 
catching  eels  may  be  sanctioned  in  special  cases  by  the  President  of 
the  Government,  subject,  where  necessary,  to  the  erection  of  a  special 
construction  for  this  method  of  fishing. 

(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches. 

(4.)  The  use  of  drag-nets  which  are  dragged  along  the  bottom  of  the  water 
by  sail  or  steam  power  in  the  Elbe  above  the  line  from  Neufeld  on 
the  Holstein  side  of  the  river  across  to  the  mouth  of  the  Oste.  The 
Minister  for  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Forests  is  empowered  to  alter 
the  above  boundaries. 

Similar  prohibitions  for  the  lower  Weser  and  the  lower  Ems  may  be 
issued  by  means  of  a  local  police  ordinance.

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Hanover.        §  13.  Non-enclosed  waters  may  be  neither  dammed  up,  nor  drained  off  nor 

cut  off  for  fishing  purposes  without  permission  of  the  inspecting  authorities 

(§  46  of  the  Law). 

§  14.  Fish  weirs  and  fences  and  so-called  traps  (Selbstfange)  in  connection 
therewith  for  salmon  and  eels  must  not  be  newly^  constructed  without  existing 
rights  therefor. 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for  artificial  fish-breeding,  the 
President  of  the  Government  may,  however,  temporarily  allow  such  fishery 
appliances  with  the  limitations  imposed  by  §  20  of  the  Fishery  Law. 

§  1 5.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  of  any  kind  or 
description  (except  that  mentioned  below)  maj"  be  used,  of  which  the  meshes 
or  openings,  when  wet,  do  not  measure  at  least  2 •  5  centimetres  in  width  in 
every  part  (the  measurement  being  made  from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to  the 
middle  of  the  next  knot). 

This  rule  applies  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  the  fishing  tackle  in  question, 
but  with  nets  provided  with  so-called  •*  channels "  (Jcehlen)  the  minimum 
measurement  does  not  apply  to  the  "  channels.'* 

A  special  decree  will  be  issued  determining  the  minimum  width  of  the 
meshes  or  openings  of  tackle  exclusively  intended  nnd  used  for  catching 
herring,  sprais,  anchovies,  smelts,  eels,  lampreys,  stickleback,  crabs,  shrimps, 
'•  JPwre/'  shrimps,  and  prawns. 

The  President  of  the  Government  is  empowered  in  cases  of  necessity  to 
allow  exceptions  from  the  above-mentioned  width  of  mesh  for  certain  fishing 
tackle  and  for  the  catching  of  certain  kinds  of  fish,  namely,  bleak,  minn6w, 
^'  Maipierey^  leach,  and  goby.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  President  of 
the  Government  is  empowered  to  draw  up  restrictive  regulations  a*  to  the 
nature,  size,  and  construction  of  this  tackle,  as  well  as  concerning  the  extent, 
manner,  and  period  of  its  use. 

If  urgently  necessitated  by  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  stock  of  fish  or  of  an  important  species  of  fish,  the  use  of  any  harmful 
fishing  tackle  in  separate  wattrs  or  parts  of  waters  may  be  entirely  prohibited 
or  limited  in  a  manner  exceeding  the  above  rules  by  means  of  a  local  .police 
ordinance. 

§  16.  The  passage  offish  in  running  waters  may  not  be  blotked,  for  fishing 
purposes,  either  by  means  of  fixed  tackle  or  by  means  of  fishery  appliances 
fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of  the  river  (weels,  block-nets,  Ac.) 
for  more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low  water,  measured  in  the  shortest 
straight  line  from  bnuk  to  bank*,  without  the  permission  of  the  inspecting 
authorities. 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or 
put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from  one  another 
of  at  least  three  times  the  extent  of  the  largest  net. 

When  fishing  is  carried  on  by  using  several  drag  or  trawl-nets  at  the  same 
time,  the  nets  must  be  separated  from  each  other  by  a  space  at  least  twice  as 
great  as  the  length  of  the  largest  net. 

§  17-  In  navigable  waters  fishing,  must  not  impede  or  be  detrimental  to 
shipping. 

Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances,  and  all  other  fishing  ta.kle,  must  be  so 
placed  or  set  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  or  ferry  boats  or  stop 
the  flow  of  water. 

§  18.  OflBcials  charged  with  the  duties  of  fishery  police  must,  in  ihe 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  of  their  ofiicial  position 
or  a  metal  plate  on  their  breast  denoting  their  official  standing.  Fishery 
inspectors  appointed  by  communes,  associations,  or  private  persons  must,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  wear  a  badge  to  be  determined  by  the  President  of 
the  Government. 

On  service  vessels  employed  for  the  supervision  of  fisheries,  the  Royal  Chief 
Master  of  Fisheries  (Chief  Fisheries  Inspector)  must  fly  the  German  ^*  Eriegs- 
flagge^^*  with  a  blue  anchor  in  the  left-hand  bottom  quarter  and  the  letters 
K.P.  in  red  on  either  side  thereof;  dso  a  jack-flag  with  the  German  colours 
bearing  the  above-mentioned  device  on  the  white  stripe/    The  other  fishery 
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inspectors  are  only  to  fly  the  flag  or  jack  flag,  which  they  must  hoist  at  the     Hanovbb. 
usual  times  according  to  their  judgment.*  '  — 

A  red  signal  lantern  is  to  take  the  place  of  flags  at  night. 

Overseers  appointed  by  private  persons,  associations,  or  communes,  are  to 
fly  a  flag  to  be  fixed  in  detail  by  the  President  of  the  Government. 

Persons  in  charge  of  vessels  must,  when  hailed  by  fishery  officials  or 
overseers,  or  signalled  to  by  means  of  repeated  hoisting,  lowering,  and  re- 
hoisting  of  flags  or  lanterns,  at  once  shorten  sail  or  cease  rowing  and  lay  to. 

Any  person  hailed  by  a  fishery  official  or  overseer  must  comply  with  the 
order,  and,  especially  if  on  the  ice,  he  must  not  move  from  the  spot  until 
expressly  empowered  to  do  so. 

§  19-  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  —  in  so  far  as 
they  are  not  subject  to  the  penal  provisions  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  May  30th, 
1874  (§§  49  et  seq.),  or  to  the  penal  code  of  the  German  Empire  — 
will  be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  15U  marks,  or 
imprisonment. 

At  the  same  time  the  tackle  unlawfully  used  for  fishing,  may  be  confiscated. 

§  20.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Lands,  and  Porests,  is  empowered  to 
abrogate  wholly  or  in  part,  for  those  inland  fishery  waters  or  parts  tliereof 
which  are  not  exclusively  under  our  authority,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
relating  to  fishery  restrictions,  to  prohibited  fishing  tackle,  and  to  the  nature 
of  fishery  appliances  allowable. 

§  21.  This  ordinance  is  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October  1887. 

Simultaneously  the  ordinances  of  the  2ncl  November  1877  (C.  of  L.,  p.  257), 
and  of  the  !2th  January  1880)  (C.  of  L.,  p.  7),  relating  to  the  execution  of  the 
Fishery  Xiaw  in  the  Province  of  Hanoverj  are  abrogated.

Friedrich  Franz,  by  the  giace  of  God,  Grand  Duke  of  Me  lenburg, 
&c.,  &c.,  &c. 

After  revision  of  both  ordinances  of  July  20th,  1875,  relating  to  fishery  in 
inland  iraters,  and  of  the  regulations  for  carrying  on  fishing  in  the  Baltic,  and 
the  ordinance  of  July  9tlN  1878,  relating  to  fisheries  in  boundary  waters : 

We  decree  as  follows,  after  treaty  communication  wiih  H.R.H.  the  Grand 
Duke  of  Mecklenburg- Strelitz,  and  after  consultation  with  our  faithful  Diet^ 
for  the  regulation  of  fishery  carried  on  in  all  coast  and  inland  waters  subject  to 
our  authority : — 

§  1. — (1.)  Fisheries  in  coast  waters  within  the  meaning  of  this  Ordinance 
include  fisheries  in  the  Baltic,  in  the  Baltic  inland  waters,  ^.6.,  the  Salzhaff  near 
Wustrow,  theGrosse  Wiek,  and  the  Breitling,  near  Poel,  the  Wismarsch  Haven, 
the  bays  of  Wismarch  and  Wohlenberg,  the  Kibnitz  lake,  and  the  Mecklenburg 
part  of  the  Saaler  Bodden,  and  also  the  inlets  and  outlets  of  the  Baltic  up  to 
1  kilometre  inland. 

(2.)  Fisheries  in  inland  waters  include  fisheries  in  all  other  waters. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  do  not  apply  to  enclosed  waters 
belonging  to  private  individuals,  so  far  as  nothing  to  the  contrary  is  stated  in 
§  18,  clause  1. 

Enclosed  waters  within  the  meaning  of  this  Law  are — 

(1.)  Waters  not  having  any  connection  with  other  waters  for  the  passage  of 
fish,  if  the  fishing  therein  belongs  to  one  authorised  person. 

(2.)  All  artificially  laid  oiit  fish  ponds,  even  should  they  be  connected  with 
other  waters. 


Mecklbn- 
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I.  Regulations  for  Inland  Waters. 

§  3.  The  plucking  or  gathering  of  *^  post^*'  sea-wrack,  and  other  kinds  of 
plants,  is  not  allowed  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  July,  and 
August. 

No  alteration  by  means  of  this  ordinance  is,  however,  intended  to  apply  to 
the  duties  of  weeding  and  cleaning  running  waters  according  to  the  extent  of 
regulations  existing  for  this  purpose,  or  to  the  rights  of  the  persons  concerned 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  construction  therefor  even  during  the  above- 
mentioned  monthp. 

§  4. — (1.)  Fish  fences,  nets,  baskets,  weels,  and  similar  stationary  appliances 
for  fishing  purposes  must  be  so  set  up  in  the  water  that  at  least  half  the  width 
of  water  so  occupied — measured  out  from  the  bank  at  ordinary  low  water — ^is 
free  and  clear  right  down  to  the  bottom.  Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the 
same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or  put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of 
the  river  at  a  distance  from  one  another  of  at  least  three  times  the  extent  of 
the  largest  net  or  fishery  appliance. 

These  rules  only  apply  to  frontier  uTt^^rs,  so  far  as  a  similiar  procedure  is 
observed  in  the  neighbouring  territory. 

(2.)  In  navigable  waters  fishing  must  not  impede  or  be  detrimental  to 
shipping.     Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  and   all  other  fishing   tackle 
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Mbcklek-    must  be  so  placed  or  set  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  and  ferry 
BURG-       boats.

—  §  5.  Fish  weirs  and  fences  and  so-called  '*  traps  '^  {Selhstfange)  in  connection 

therewith  for  salmon  and  eels,  must  not  be  newly  laid  down  unless  rights 
therefor  are  already  in  existence.  Tlie  Teucwal  of  existing  weh*s,  &c.,  is  not 
prohibited  by  tliis  regulation. 

For  the  purposes  of  obtaining  spawn  and  fry  for  artificial  fish  breeding,  such 
constructions  may  be  allowed  temporarily,  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed 
by  §4. 

§  6.  The  following  are  prohibited  for  fishing  purposes  : — 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  ca;rtridge8,  or  other 
explosives,  &c.) 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  as  traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
eel-hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

The  use  of  rods  is  allowed,  but  not  of  pike  hooks . 

(3.)  The  driving  of  fish  together  at  night  hy  means  of  lights  or  torches. 

§  7.  For  fisheries  in  non-enclosed  waters  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.)  of  any 
kind  or  description  may  be  used  of  which  the  meshes,  when  wet,  do  not  measure 
at  least  2 '  5  centimetres  in  width  in  every  part  (the  measurement  being  made 
from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next  knot). 

This  rule  applies  to  all  parts  and  sections  of  fishing  tackle ;  but  for  nets 
provided  with  so-called  "  channels "  (kehlm)  this  minimum  measurement  does 
not  «npply  to  the  '*  channels." 

In  cases  where  the  use  of  nets,  the  minimum  width  of  the  meshes  of  which 
was  less  than  2  •  6  centimetres,  was  allowed  up  till  the  present,  the  use  of  the 
old  nets  shall  be  allowed  for  three  years  subsequently  to  this  ordinance  coming 
into  force. 

The  minimum  width  of  the  openings  or  meshes  of  fishery  appliances  exclu- 
sively used  and  intended  for  the  capture  of  eels,  lampreys,  stickleback,  herring 
gar-fish,  and  crabs  will  be  regulated  by  a  decree. 

Exceptions  from  the  above-mentiorfed  width  of  mesh  for  certain  fishing 
tackle  and  for  the  capture  of  certain  kinds  of  fish,  such  as  smelt  and  bleak, 
may  be  allowed  in  cases  of  necessity.  In  all  such  cases,  however,  restrictive 
regulations  may  be  issued  as  to  the  nature,  size,  and  construction  of  this  tackle, 
and  extent,  manner,  and  period  of  its  use. 

§  8.  Communes  may  only  make  use  of  fisheries  belonging  to  them  by 
specially  appointed  fishermen  or  by  letting,  and  in  the  latter  case  the  leases 
must  not  be  for  less  than  six  years,  unless  issued  in  special  circumstances  by 
our  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Fishing  rights,  huwever,  which  have  been  customarily  enjoyed  by  members 
of  a  commune  as  such,  or  by  separate  cla**ses  thereof,  are  not  afiected  by  this 
regulation. 

§  9.  The  following  restrictions  are  imposed  on  fishery : — 

(1.)  Fishing  is  prohibited  fron)  6  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on 
Monday  morning.     (Weekly  close  time.) 

In  cases  of  necessity  the  weekly  close  time  may  he  changed  to  the 
period  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock  on  Sunday 
evening  for  certain  waters  or  for  certain  parts  of  waters, 

(2.)  During  the  pe^riod  from  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  April  10th  to 
6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  June  9th  an  additional  weekly  close  time 
(spring  close  season)  is  enforced,  during  which  fishing  may  only  be 
carried  on  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close 
season,  beginning  at  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  and  ending  at 
6  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning. 

After  the  constitution  of  a  sufficient  number  of  close  fishing  grounds 
permission  may  be  granted  to  carry  on  fishing  on  a  further  two  days 
in' each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  time,  in  addition  to  the 
days  allowed  by  the  preceding  clause. 
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(3.)  Salmon  fishery  with  drag  and  trawl-nets  is  prohibited  in  the  Elbe  from     MBcKtEN- 
September  1st  to  December  1st  inclusive.  St^^'^^'n 

This  latter  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the  adjoining  branches  of  the  Elbe         

so  far  as  they  are  not  connected   with  the  main  stream  at  both  their  ends  in 
such  a  manner  that  migratory  fish  may  pass  through  freely. 

The  issue  of  similar  prohibitions  for  the  tributaries  of  the  Elbe  is  reserved. 

During  the  spring  close  season  salmon  fishing  in  the  Elbe  m.ty,  as  a  rule,  be 
carried  on  for  five  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  season, 
beginning  on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock. 

§  10.  During  the  weekly  close  time^nd  the  spring  close  season  [§  9  (1)  and 
(2)]  the  following  may  be  allowed  : — 

(1.)  Eel  fishery  with  eel  pots  and  baskets  and  uncovered  creel<,  also  rod 
fishing,  are  allowed,  p-csuming,  of  coarse,  the  existence  of  rights 
therefor,  or,  if  necessary,  of  a  licence. 

(2.)  Fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  "  still  fishery  "  (stUle  fischerei) 
without  fixed  appliances,  with  nets,  creels,  baskets,  or  lines,  are 
allowed  to  take  up  their  appliances  and  set  them  again  ;  it  must, 
however,  be  provided  that  the  passage  of  migrator}^  fish  should  not 
be  interfered  with.  Also  driving  the  fish  into  the  nets  by  means 
of  beating  the  water  with  heavy  sticks  or  otherwise  is  prohibited, 

(3.)  Holders  of  fishery  rights  are  entitled  to  catch  sufficient  fish  with  standing 
appliances  as  may  suflBce  for  the  needs  of  themselves  and  their 
household. 

(4.)  The  capture  of  lamprey,  sturgeon  and  smelt,  may  be  allowed  with  such 
tackle  as  is  only  used  and  intended  for  these  kinds  of  fish. 

§  I  !•  During  the  weekly  close  time  and  the  spring  close  season,  the  following 
fisheries  may  be  carried  on  in  exceptional  circumstances : — 

(1.)  The  catching  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  suddenly  in  large  shoals, 
and  disappear  again  in  a  short  time,  may  be  allowed  with  such 
appliances  as  are  only  prescribed  and  intended  for  the  capture  of 
these  kinds  of  fish. 

• 

(2.)  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of  experiments  for  the 
public  good,  or  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  or,  finally, 
for  the  protection  of  other  fish  against  fish  of  prey,  the  catching 
of  certain  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above  may  be  allowed  in 
exceptional  cases,  as  far  as  necessary,  and  under  suitable  controlling 
rules. 

In  every  cnse  where  permission  to  fish  is  granted  during  close  times,  however, 
the  use  of  such  allowable  fishing  appliances  as  are  most  likely  to  destroy  fry,  is 
not  to  be  included  in  the  permi^ 

§  12.  If  necessitated  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  of  fish  or  of  particular  kinds  of  fish,  fishing,  during  the  spring 
close  season  provided  for  in  §  9  (2)  may  be  entirely  prohibited  in  certain  waters 
or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  be  limited  beyond  the  extent  given  above,  i.e.,  the 
catching  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  or  the  use  of  certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle  may 
be  entirely  prohibited  for  the  period  of  close  time. 

§  13.  The  capture  of  marane  may  be  prohibited  in  the  Schaalsee  for  four     " 
weeks   within   the   period   from   the   beginning   of  November  to   the  end  of 
December. 

The  capture  of  sturgeon  after  July  1st  in  each  year  may  be  restricted  or 
prohibited. 

§  14. — (I.)  After  a  long  continuously  cold  winter,  the  spring  close  season 
[§  ^  (2)]  n^ay  ^6  fixed  for  six  weeks  within  the  period  from  the  beginning  of 
April  to  the  end  of  June,  altogether,  or  for  single  waters  or  parts  thereof. 

(2.)  For  waters  which  at  some  part  of  their  extent  touch  territory  not 
belonging  to  Mecklenburg,  the  time  for  the  spring  close  season  may  be  fixed 
by  arrangement  with  the  neighbouring  Government  concerned. 
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(3.)  The  restrictions  imposed  on  salmon  fishing  in  the  Elbe  ma^  be 
regulated  by  arrangement  with  the  neighbouring  Government  concerned. 

§  15*  After  consultation  with  the  holders  of  fishery  rights  concerned,  these 
waters  maj^  be  proclaimed  as  close  grounds  which  offer  especially  suitable 
places  for  the  spawning  of  fish  and  the  development  of  fry. 

The  proclamation  of  close  waters  as  such  rests  with  the  competent 
authorities  of  the  waters  concerned,  and  should  more  than  one  governing  body 
be  concernedi  after  agreement  among  themselves. 

The  decree  in  question  is  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned by  means  of  a  public  notification ;  and  the  close  waters  are  to  be  made 
known  by  putting  up  special  notices  and  marks,  so  far  as  the  locality  allows. 

In  closed  spawning  waters  every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  for  the  period 
of  close  time ;  also  cleaning  out,  cutting  of  sedge  and  grass,  removal  of  sand, 
stones,  mud,  &c«,  and  all  else  which  might  be  injurious  to  the  propagation  of 
fish  must  be  discontinued  during  the  close  season,  so  far  as  is  compatible  with 
the  interests  of  the  foreshore  and  the  cultivation  of  the  land. 

§  16.  §§  9-15  inclusive  do  not  apply  to  crab  fisher3\ 

The  catching  of  crabs  is  prohibited  from  the  1st  November  to  May  3lst 
inclusive. 

If  crabs  should  CQf^ffmive  into  the  hands  of  fishermen  during  the  regulation 
close  time,  they  mu^M)c  put  back  into  the  water  at  once,  with  all  the  caic 
necessary  to  their  safety. 

If  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of 
crabs  necessitate  it,  the  capture  of  female  crabs  may  temporarily  be  prohibited 
in  separate  waters  or  parts  thereof  beyond  the  31st  May. 

§  17.  The  following  rcgulatious  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of 
fishery : — 

(1.)  The  capture  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited. 

(2.)  Fish  of  the  under-mentioned  kinds  may  not  be  caught  under  the 
following  length,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  head  to  the  ccd  of 
the  caudal  fin  : —

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(3.)  Spawn  and  fry,  as  also  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  (2)  under  the  size 
noted  there  must,  should  they  come  alive  into  the  fishermen's  hands,  be 
at  once  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  care  necessary  to  their  safety. 

(4.)  Fish  of  the  species  specified  in  (2)  under  the  size  given  there  must  not 
be  used  as  bait. 

(5.)  In  the  interests  of  fish  breeding,  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of  experi- 
ments  for  the  common  good,  individuals  holding  fishing  rights  may  be 
allowed,  temporarily  and  provisionally  only,  to  catch  spawn  and  fry, 
;ind  also  fish  and  crabs  of  a  size  less  than  that  noted  in  (2). 

§  18.  Spawn  and  fry,  and  also  fish  of  the  species  given  in  §  17  (2)  imder  the 
sizes  there  specified,  may  be  neither  exposed  for  sale,  nor  bought  for  sale  to 
others,  nor  sold,  nor  sent  away  without  regard  to  the  fact  of  their  being  caught 
in  enclosed  or  non-enclosed  waters.  "  Karausche  *'  which  are  certified  to  have 
been  caught  in  enclosed  waters  are  not  subject  to  this  prohibition. 

The  above  rule  does  not  apply  to  fry  in  fish-breeding  establishments.  It  is 
also  allowable  to  buy,  sell,  and  send  away  spawning  or  breeding  fish  for 
purposes  of  fish  breeding  after  previous  notice  given  to  the  local  authorities. 
A  police  permit  is  to  be  obtained  for  sending  fish  away. 
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IT.  EegulaHons  for  Coast  Waters, 

§  19-  The  regulations  given  in  §  4  (2),  in  §§  6,  7,  9  (1),  10,  11,  15,  17,  18 
apply  also  to  coast  waters  enumerated  in  §  1  (1),  so  far  as  no  special  regulations 
are  given  in  the  following  : — 

(1.)  The  inlets  and  outlets  of  the  Baltic  must  not  be  blocked  by  fixed  nets. 

(2.)  In  all  fishery  appliances  which  consist  of  two  "  wings  "  {Fliigel)  or  two 
"  leinen*'  and  a  "pouch,"  the  meshes  of  the  last  half  of  the  pouch 
may  be  of  any  size  wished  for. 

Also,  in  the  case  of  these  fishery  appliances,  if  the  "  pouch  "  has 
no  "  channel "  (Kehle)^  the  meshes  of  the  front  half  of  the  pouch  need 
not  be  wider  than  1  •  5  cm. 

For  seine-nets,  i.e.,  fishing  appliances  consisting  of  a  *'  pouch  *' 
provided  with  a  " channel  "  (Kehle)  and  two  **  wings  "  or  "  leinen"  it 
will  be  sufficient  if  the  meshes  in  the  fore  part  of  the  "  pouch  "  and 
in  the  "  wings  '*  are  1 '  7  cm.  wide. 

(3c)  The  use  of  lances  for  eel  fishing  is  allowed  except  in  the  months  of  May, 
June,  and  July. 

(4.)  From  September  1st  to  April  1st  cod  fishing,  and  herring  fishing  on  the 
outer  coast  of  the  Baltic,  is  allowed  during  the  weekly  close  time. 

(5.)  Coast  waters  are  not  subject  to  the  spring  close  season,  provided  above 
for  inland  waters.  In  place  thereof  the  following  regulations  are  to 
stand : — 

(a.)  During  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  seine-net  fishing, 
and  all  fishing  with  drag-nets  generally,  which  are  moved  by 
sailing  boats,  is  prohibited  in  coast  waters,  that  is — 

Near  Wismar  within  a  line  from  Fliemstorf  to  Branden- 
husen,  and  onwards  from  Golwitz  over  the  Langen- 
werder  to  the  Wustrow  Point. 
Further — 

In  the  Eibnitz  inland  sea,  and  the  Mecklenburg  part 
of  the  Saaler  Bodden. 
And— 
In  all  others  up  to  1  kilometre  from  the  coast. 

(6.)  From  May  1st  to  June  30th  inclusive,  fishing  may  only  be 
carried  on  by  means  of  rod  fishing  and  stationary  tackle  in 
the  waters  mentioned  in  (a) ;  the  use  of  herring  nets  only 
is  allowed  in  addition  during  this  month,  except  in  such 
places  as  are  declared  to  be  preserves  or  spawning  grounds 
by  the  authorities  concerned,  according  to  the  ordinance  of 
our  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
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(6.)  In  the  Ribnitz  inland  sea  and  the  Mecklenburg  part  of  the  Saaler 
Bodden,  the  gathering  of  ^*post'*  sea-wrack  and  similar  plants  in 
spawning  close  waters  is  generally  prohibited,  and  in  the  other  parts 
of  those  waters  it  is  prohibited  from  April  lOth  to  July  31st  inclu- 
sive, so  far  as  exceptions  for  certain  waters  to  be  specified  are  not 
allowed. 

(7-)  In  cases  of  necessity,  further  restrictions  than  those  given  above  in 
(6)  and  (6),  may  be  imposed  for  the  Ribnitz  inland  sea  and  the 
Mecklenburg  part  of  the  Saaler  Bodden. 

III.  Penal  Provisions. 

§  20.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  will — so  far  as  they 
do  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  penal  code  for  the  German  Empire — 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  1 50  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

The  punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  police  authorities. 

In  addition  to  the  punishment,  all  fish  exposed  for  sale,  sold,  or  sent  away, 
will  be  confiscated  without  regard  to  the  fact  whether  it  belongs  to  the 
guilty  person  or  not. 

Similarly  illegal  fishing  tackle,  or  fishing  tackle  used  in  an  illegal  manner  for 
fishing,  may  be  confiscated. 

§  21.  Any  person  making  use  of  his  dependents,  servants,  apprentices, 
or  workmen  for  the  commission  of  an  act  liable  to  penalties  by  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  is  obliged  to  pay  the  fines  inflicted  on  them  in  addition  to 
his  own,  if  they  are  not  solvent. 

IV.  Supervision  of  Fisheries. 

§  22.  All  police  authorities  of  the  land  are  obliged  to  supervise  closely  the 
execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  decree,  authorities  in  towns,  &c.,  must 
especially  give  their  officers  directions  as  to  the  local  fish  trade,  and  particularly 
as  to  fish  markets. 

Gensdarmes  are  obliged  to  report  all  contraventions  coming  to  their 
knowledge. 

Moreover,  our  Minister  of  the  Interior  is  authorised  to  cause  the  appoint- 
ment of  fishery  inspectors,  through  the  authorities  of  localities  situated  on 
the  coast  concerned  with  sea  fisheries — either  for  separate  places,  or,  if  the 
conditions  allow,  for  several  places  united  in  one  district. 


V.  Concluding  Provisions. 

§  23.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relating  to  restrictions  imposed  on 
fisheries,  to  prohibited  fishing  tackle,  and  to  the  nature  of  fishing  tackle 
allowable,  may  be  abrogated  wholly  or  in  part  for  those  waters  or  coasts  which 
are  not  exclusively  under  our  authority. 

§  24.  In  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  impose  extensions  or 
restrictions  on  fishery  by  special  powers,  or  stipulate  for  further  rules,  and  for 
this  purpose  special  powers  are  not  conferred  on  the  local  authorities  by  this 
ordinance,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  is  responsible  [for  the  execution 
thereof]. 

§  25.  This  ordinance  is  to  come  into  force  on  April  1st,  1891. 
Simultaneously  the  two  ordinances  of  20th  July  18/5,  relating  to  the 
prosecution  of  fishery  in  inland  waters,  and  the  regulation  of  fishery  in  the 
Baltic,  respectively,  and  the  ordinance  of  the  9th  July  1878,  relating  to  the 
prosecution  of  fishery  in  frontier  waters,  together  with  the  supplementary 
regulations  to  these  ordinances  issued^  are  abrogated.

The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  that  part  of  the  Saaler  Bodden        

belonging  to  the  Grand  Duchy,  including  the  Bibnitz  inland  sea,  as  an 
amendment  to  the  regulations,  formerly  applicable,  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
18th  March  1891:— 

1.  §  17.  The  minimum  measurement  for  the  capture  of  eels  is  35  centimetres. 

2.  §  19  (3).  The  use  of  lances  (eel-spears,  &c.)  is  only  allowed  from  October 

15th  to  April  9th  inclusive. 

3.  §  19  (5).  In  place  of  the  provisions  of  §  19  (5)  a  and  6,  for  the  Ribnitz 

inland  sea  and  the   Mecklenburg  part  of   the  Saaler  Bodden,  the 
following  is  to  stand  : — 

§  9  (2)  of  the  ordinance  is  to  be  taken  as  prescribing  the  spring 
close  season. 

This  ordinance  is  to  come  into  force  on  April  1st,  1898. 

Agreement  concerning  the  Regulation  of  Fishery  in  the  Waters  of  the  Baltic  nsar 

Wismar.     December  8,  1880. 

The  ownership  and  use  of  the  fisheries,  and  the  punishments  of  infringements 
of  police  regulations,  are  settled  by  this  agreement.

According  to  an  ordinance  of  the  Council  of  the  town  of  Eostock,  herring 
fishery  with  fixed  nets  will  only  be  allowed  on  the  Baltic  coast  if  the  place 
therefor  is  determined  by  the  town  authorities,  and  is  changeable  at  their 
pleasure  and  under  certain  conditions  concerning  the  tackle.

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LuBECK.  Free  Town  of  Lubeok. 

Fishery  Ordmancefor  the  Free  State  of  Lubeok.     April  27,  1887. 

The  Senate,  abrogating  the  Fishery  Ordinance  of  the  23rd  February  1881, 
has  determined  and  decreed  as  follows :  — 

I. — General  Regulations. 

§  1.  This  Fishery  Ordinance  is  applicable  to  coast  and  inland  fisheries  in 
all  waters  under  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Liibeck,  with  the  exception  of 
enclosed  waters.     These  latter  are — 

(a.)  All   artificially   constructed  fish  ponds,    whether   in  connection    with 
natural  waters  or  not. 

(&.)  All  waters  not  having  a  connection  intended  for  the  passage  offish. 

§  2.  Fishing,  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  includes  the  capture 
of  crabs,  shell  fisli,  and  other  useful  aquatic  animals,  so  far  as  they  do  not 
come  under  the  provisions  of  the  hunting  law.  Wherever  the  expression 
^'  fish  "  is  used  in  this  ordinance  it  is  held  to  include  all  such  animals. 

§  3.  Coast  fishing  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  includes  those 
fisheries  which  are  carried  on  in  those  parts  of  the  Baltic  subject  to  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  Liibeck,  and  in  the  Trave,  with  its  mouths  and 
outlets  (including  the  Dassow  Lake  and  the  Poetnitzer  Wiek),  from  its  mouth 
upwards  to  the  Herren  Ferry,  and  the  main  dam  from  Liibeck  to  Travemiinde. 
Inland  fishery  includes  those  fisheries  carried  on  in  other  waters  and  in  the 
Trave  upwards  from  the  point  where  coast  fishery  begins. 

IL — Pbebervation  of  Fish. 
§  4.  The  capture  of  spawn  is  prohibited. 

§  5.  Fish  of  the  following  kinds  may  hot  be  taken  if  they  are  not  at  least 
of  the  following  lengths,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  head  to  the  end  of  the 
caudal  fin : —

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§  6.  Spawn  and  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  §  5  under  the  size  noted  there     Mbbgk. 
must,  should  they  come  alive  into  fishermen's  hands,  be  put  back  into  the 
water  at  once,  with  all  care  necessary  to  their  safety. 

They  must  not  be  used  as  bait. 

§  7*  Spawn  and  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  §  5  under  the  size  noted  there 
must  neither  be  sold,  nor  exposed  for  sale,  nor  sent  away,  no  matter  where 
they  may  have  been  caught. 

The  use  of  undersized  fish  for  making  fish-oil,  manure,  cattle  food,  or  for 
other  commercial  or  industrial  purposes,  or  the  destruction,  &c.,  of  such  fish 
is  prohibited. 

§  8.  The  provisions  of  §§  5  to  7  do  not  apply  to  spawn  and  fry  in  fish- 
breeding  establishments. 

In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  researches  for  the  common 
good,  and  for  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  and  also  for  stocking  waters 
used  for  fish-breeding  purposes,  the  supervision  authorities  (§  38)  may  allow 
exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  §§  5  to  7,  as  far  as  necessary,  and  under 
suitable  controlling  rules. 


IJI. — Close  Seasons. 

§  9*  The  waters  governed  by  this  ordinance  are  subject  to  a  weekly  and 
an  annual  close  season. 

A.  Weekly  Close  Season. 

§  10.  The  weekly  close  time  extends  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  to 
6  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening. 

§  11.  During  this  close  tim6  every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited,  with  the 
following  exceptions  :-** 

(a.)  Rod-fishing  is  allowed. 

(&.)  The  capture  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  in  large  shoals  suddenly  and 
disappear  again  in  a  short  time^  such  as  sturgeon,  white-fish,  herring, 
macKcrel,  sprats,  and  smelts,  may  be  allowed  with  such  appliances  as 
are  only  intended  and  used  for  the  capture  of  these  kinds  of  fish, 
after  permission  has  been  previously  obtained  from  the  inspecting 
authorities. 

(c.)  Fishenrien  who  carry  on  the  so*called  **  still  flflhety  "  {stille  fischerei) 
with  fixed  nets,  weels,  baskets,  or  lines,  msLj  be  allowed  to  look  after 
their  tackle,  take  it  up,  and  set  it  again. 

(d.)  In  the  case  of  inland  fisheries  an  exception  similar  to  that  contained 
in  {c)  is  allowed  for  fixed  appliances  and  tackle  only  intended  and 
used  for  eel  fishing. 

B.  Anmuil  Close  Season. 
§  12.  The  yearly  close  season  extends  from  April  lOth  to  June  9th. 
§  13.  During  this  close  time  the  following  regulations  come  into  force  :-^ 

I. — In  Inland  Fishery  Waters. 
(1.)  Every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited,  with  the  following  exceptions  :  — 

(a.)  Fishing  with  a  rod  is  allowed. 

(6.)  For  five  days  in  every  week,  from  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  to 
6  o'clock  on  Friday  evening,  fishing  with  lines  and  eel  baskets, 
except  on  spawning  grounds,  and  rush,  sedge,  and  reed-beds,  is' 
allowed. 

(2.)  The  selling  of  so-called  "  Qilaven  **  is  prohibited. 
0.128.  N  3 
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LuBECK.  n. — In  Goast  Fishery  Waters 

the  following  restrictions  are  in  force  : — 

(1.)  Fishing  must  not  be  carried  on  in  the  following  waters  : — 

{a.)  The  so-called  still  water  between  the  fencing  and  the  bank  up  to 
the  large  quay  on  the  right  bank  opposite  Herrenwyk. 

(h.)  The  Marienstein  fishing  ground  in  the  Dassow  sea  as  far  as  the 
Dassow  bridge. 

(2.)  Fishing  with  drag-nets  of  every  kind  and  description  may  not  be  carried 
on  m  shallows,  in  bays,  on  spawning  grounds,  and  in  rush-,  sedge-, 
and  reed-beds. 

The  Baltic  coast  is   not    subject  to   this   restriction;  moreover, 
herring  nets  may  he  used  in  sterile  shallows  not  covered  with  plants. 

(3.)  Nets  which  drift  with  the  cun'ent  (trawl-nets,  ground-nets,  &c.)  may  not 
be  used. 

(4.)  Stationary  nets,  fixed  net-%  weel,  bow-nets,  &c.),  and  baskets  must  not  be 
set  up  on  spawning  grounds,  in  reed-,  sedge-,  and  rush-beds,  or  at 
the  borders  thereof,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  block  the  approaches 
to  these  places.  Weels  for  the  capture  of  herrings  or  crabs  are 
not  subject  to  this  restriction. 

(5.)  Nets  of  several  "  panes  "  (Lddering)  may  not  be  used  in  the  Baltic. 

§  14.  §§  9-13  do  not  apply  to  crab  fishing. 

From  November  1  to  May  31,  both  days  inclusive,  crab  fishing  is 
prohibited! 

If  crabs  should  come  alive  into  fishermen's  hands,  they  must  at  once  be  put 
back  into  the  water. 

IV. — Close  Waters, 

§  15,  The  inspecting  authorities  have  the  right  of  declaring  separate  stretches 
of  w^ater  to  be  close  waters.  These  must  be  made  known  by  putting  up  special 
distinguishing  marks,  so  far  as  the  locality  allows. 

§  16.  In  close  waters  every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited,  except  that  ordered 
or  allowed  by  the  inspecting  authorities  for  purposes  of  protecting  the  fisli,  or 
for  other  useful  or  economic  purpose. 


V. — Prohibition  of  Destructive  Methods  of  Fishing. 

§  17.  The  following  are  prohibited  for  fishery  purposes : — 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or  other 
explosives,  &c.). 

(2.)  The  use  of  any  means  for  wounding  fish  as — traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
eel  hoes,  lances,  spears,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

The  use  of  spears  and  lances  for  catching  eels,  and  also  lines  and 
hooks,  &c.  is  not  subject  to  tliis  prohibition. 

(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights,  torches,  burning  wood 
or  straw,  &c. 

(4.)  Beating,  clattering,  or  splashing  in  the  water  or  on  the  sides  of  boats 
with  oars,  poles,  sticks,  stones,  or  similar  means* 

(5.)  The  so-called  beating  ("  Drohnen  ")  of  fish  on  the  ice. 

(6.)  In  waters  subject  to  coast  fishery  regulations,  so-called  "  Strohwaden^*' 
"  Aalglipen/'  and,  except  in  the  Baltic,  the  use  of  drag-nets  which  are 
propelled  over  the  bottom  by  means  of  sail  or  steam  power  (seines, 
&c.). 

§  18.  Fish  weirs  and  fences  and  so-called  traps  {'*  Selhstfmge**)  for  salmon 
and  eels  in  connection  therewith  must  not  be  newly  set  up. 
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VI. — Nature  and  Use  of  allowable  Fishing  Appliances.  LCbkck. 

§  19.  For  fishery  purposes  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.,  of  any  kind  what- 
soever) may  be  used  of  which  the  meshes  when  wet  do  not  measure  at  least 
2  •  5  centimetres  in  width  in  every  part  (the  measurement  being  made  from  the 
middle  of  one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next  knot)  ;  this  regulation  extends  to 
all  parts  or  sections  of  fishing  tackle.     Certain  exceptions  are  given  below. 

§  20.  For  coast  fishery  purposes  the  following  tackle  may  used,  with  meshes 
of  a  less  width  than  that  laid  down  in  §  19  : — 

(L)  Draw-nets  (drag-nets,  "  Wadena'  &e.),  if  the  meshes  are  not  less  than 
22  m.m.  wide  in  the  **  wings"  {Flugefjy  and  not  less  than  13  m.m. 
wide  in  the  '*  pouch.'' 

For  herring-**  Waden  '*  this  minimum  measurement  is  reduced  to 
16  m.m.  in  the  "  v;ings,"  and  10  mm.  in  the  "  pouch." 

For  purposes  of  sand-eel  fishing,  permission  may  be  given  in 
exceptional  cases  to  use  small  nets  from  May  1st  to  August  31st, 
with  meshes  9  m.m,  wide  in  the  after  part  of  the  net,  if  this  particular 
part  is  not  more  than  1  •  75  metres  long. 

(2.)  Weels  and  fixed  nets  for  herring  fishery  if  the  meshes  are  not  less  than 
16  m.m.  wide,  but  only  from  January  1st  to  June  30th  in  open  water. 

(3.)  Crab-baskets  and  crab-hooks  with  meshes  not  less  than  6  m.m.  in  width 
and  4  m.m.  in  the  pouch,  but  only  from  April  I5th  to  September  15th. 

§  21.  For  purposes  of  inland  fishery  the  following  fishing  tackle  may  be 
used  with  meshes  of  a  width  less  than  that  prescribed  in  §  19 : — 

(1.)  Draw-nets  (drag-nets,  "  Waden^*)  if  the  meshes  are  at  least  22  m.m.  in 
the  wings  ("  Fliigel ")  and  18  m.m.  in  the  **  pouch." 

(2.)  "  Schwore'^ -nets  with  meshes  not  less  than  22  m.m.  wide. 

(3.)  ''  Strichup'' -nets  „  „  „     22     „         „ 

(4.)  "  Strickup  "-nets    which    are  only  intended  for   catching   bleak,   with 

meshes  not  less  than  5  m.m.  wide.     These  latter  may,  however,  only 

be  used  from  the  10th  June  to  the  l5th  November,  and  by  day  only. 

Tackle  mentioned  in  (2)  and  (3)  is  only  to  be  used  by  day,  and 

only  from  June  10th  to  April  9th,  also  only  in  open  water. 

§  22.  With  the  exception  of  stake  nets  (fishing  tackle  consisting  of  a  pane  of 
nets  provided  with  a  *^  Lddering'^  and  spread  out  with  a  pole),  nets  provided 
with  several  panes  (**  Lddering  ")  may  only  be  used  in  waters  subject  to  coast 
fishery  regulations.  n 

The  use  of  stake  nets  is,  however,  only  allowed  from  September  1st  to 
April  9th  in  inland  fisheries. 

§  23.  Spears  and  lances  for  eel  fishery  [s.  17  (2)]  must  not  be  provided  with 
more  than  four  hooks  (barbed  points). 

There  must  be  a  space  of  at  least  10  m.m.  between  the  wooden  handle  and 
the  barbs. 

§  24.  Fishing  baskets  made  of  cane  or  rush  must  have  spaces  of  at  lea^st 
5  m.m.  in  the  basketwork,  and  bow  nets  must  have  meshes  at  leai^t  10  m.m. 
in  width* 

§  25.  The  following  regulations  are  in  force  as  regards  coast  fishery 
grounds : — 

(1.)  Setting  herring  weels  and  changing  the  direction  of  the  enclosing  nets 
of  such  weels  is  only  allowed  after  previous  permission  has  been 
obtained  from  the  inspecting  authorities. 

(2.)  Surrounding  herring  weels  and  bow  nets,  &c.,  by  means  of  fixed  nets  is 
not  allowed. 

(3.)  Nets  must    be  placed  at  a  distance  of  200  metres  from  the  extreme 
•  end-stake  of  weels,  or  from  other  net^si,  and  in  the  same  direction  as 
the  latter  and  as  the  enclosing  nets  of  the  weels. 
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Mbbok.         (4.)  The  channels  and  entrances  of  bays,  lakes,  rivers,  streamsi  canals,  &c., 
-•^  must  not  be  blocked  by  means  of  stationary  fixed  nets. 

VII. — Control  of  the  Prosecution  of  Fishery. 

§  26.  The  prosecution  of  fishery  in  navigable  waters  must  not  impede  nor  lie 
detrimental  to  shipping. 

Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  and  all  other  fishing  tackle  must  be  so 
placed  or  set  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  and  ferry-boats. 

§  27.  Fishery  appliances  fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  banks  of  running 
waters  or  the  bed  thereof,  and  floating  nets,  must  not  extend  over  more  than 
half  of  the  breadth  of  the  course  of  the  water  measured  out  from  the  bank  at 
ordinary  low  water,  without  permission  of  the  inspecting  authoiities. 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out  or 
put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from  one 
another  of  at  least  three  times  the  length  of  the  largest  net. 

§  28.  Stakes  set  up  for  fastening  weels  and  their  enclosing  nets  (except 
crab-baskets)  nets,  &c.,  &c.,  must  project  at  least  one  metre  above  the  average 
height  of  the  water,  and  must  be  removed  immediately  the  fishing  operations 
are  concluded. 

It  is  forbidden  to  allow  posts  to  remain  in  position  when  broken  or  sawn  ofi 
under  water. 

§  29.  Herring  weels  and  bow-nets  must  be  provided  with  distinguishing 
marks  put  up  in  an  easily  discernible  manner,  on  the  end  stake  and  on  every 
fifth  pole  of  the  weel  and  the  nets  belonging  to  it. 

§  30.  During  winter  fisheries,  pieces  cut  out  of  the  ice  must  be  placed  in  an 
upright  position  in  immediate  proximity  to  the  openings  and  fish-holes  made, 
and  must  not  be  pushed  under  the  ice. 

It  is  only  allowed  to  push  pieces  of  ice  under  the  ice  sheet  in  the  case  of 
holes  for  pulling  up  nets,  in  so  far  as  the  said  pieces  are  not  necessary  for 
marking  out  such  holes.     These  holes  arc  to  be  made  known  by  bushes. 

No  fishing  nor  hunting  holes  may  be  made  in  or  next  to  beaten  tracks 
marked  out  on  the  ice,  or  within  a  distance  of  at  least  4  metres  from  them. 

§  31.  No  .fisherman  may  get  in  the  way  of  any  person  already  engaged  in 
fishing,  or  encroach  on  the  line  of  operation  of  any  person  who  has  already  set 
up  his  fishing  tackle. 

§  32.  £very  vessel  engaged  in  fishing  must  have  externally  on  the  port  bow 
and  externally  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  stem  the  christian  and  surname  of, 
and  the  locality  inhabited  by,  the  owner  in  letters  at  least  6  cms.  high  in 
white  oil-paint  on  a  black  ground,  or  carved  in  letters  of  the  same  height 
and  painted  white. 

§  33.  Fishing  tackle  spread  out  for  fishing  purposes  must  be  provided  with 
the  name  and  dwelling-place  of  the  fishermen  at  each  end,  and  these  dis- 
tinguishing marks  are  to  be  made  clearly  visible  by  being  painted,  branded,  or 
carved  upon  a  float  or  buoy. 

In  the  case  of  herring  weels  and  bow-nets,  these  marks  are  to  be  put  upon 
the  end  stake. 

§  34.  Care  should  be  taken  by  fishermen  when  flshing  that  distinguishing 
marks  laid  down  for  marking  out  channels  are  not  carried  away  or  displaced 
by  nets  or  lines. 

If  such  marks  should  be  displaced,  the  matter  must  be  at  once  reported  to 
the  nearest  harbour  authorities. 

VIII. — Gathering  of  Sea  Plants. 

§  35.  The  gathering  of  sea  plants  under  water  is  prohibited  during  the 
months  from  April  to  July  inclusive.  Excepticms  from  this  prohibition  may 
be  allowed  by  the  inspecting  authorities. 

The  collection  of  seaweed,  &c.  thrown  up  on  the  shore  is  not  afl^cted  by 
this  regulation. 
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IX. — Penal  Provisions.  Lubbok. 

§  36.  Contraventions  of  this  ordinance — so  far  as  they  are  not  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  penal  code  book — ^will  be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a 
fine  not  exceeding  150  marks  or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  weeks.  For  contraventions  of  §§  32  and  33  the  penalty  is  not  to  exceed 
a  fine  of  30  marks  or  one  week's  imprisonment,  as  the  case  may  be. 

In  the  case  of  contraventions  of  §§  4-7,  II,  13,  14,  16,  and  17,  the  fish 
caught,  sold,  or  sent  away  is  to  be  confiscated,  in  addition  to  the  sentence 
inflicted,  whether  the  fish  belongs  to  the  guilty  party  or  not. 

In  the  case  of  §§  17»  19-25,  and  35,  the  illegal  tackle  used  for  fishery 
purposes  may  be  confiscated. 

§37.  Any  person  making  use  of  the  services  of  a  dependent,  servant, 
apprentice,  or  workman  for  any  contravention  of  this  ordinance  is  liable  to  pay 
the  fines  inflicted  on  such  persons  if  they  are  not  solvent,  in  addition  to  his 


own. 


X. — Control  of  nns  Ordinance. 

§  38.  The  maintenance  of  this  ordinance  is  entrusted  to  the  police  officials, 
who  at  the  same  time  are  to  perform  the  duties  of  supervision  authorities. 

§  39.  Fishery  supervision  officials  (inspectors)  must  fly  the  Liibeck  State 
flag  by  day  and  carry  a  red  lantern  by  night  on  service  vessels  used  by  them. 

As  soon  as  the  flag  or  lantern  is  hoisted,  any  person  engaged  in  fishing  must 
at  once  shorten  sail  and  lay  to,  or  stop  rowing,  and  he  must  not  change  his 
position  until  he  has  received  permission  to  do  so  from  the  inspecting 
authorities.  This  last  provision  applies  equally  to  any  person  engaged  in 
fishing,  the  fish  trade,  or  the  transport  of  fish,  should  he  be  hailed  by  fishery 
inspectors.

Orcmd-Ducal  Ordinance  concerning  Measures  for  the  Protection  and  Development 

of  Fishery.     April  1, 1882. 

We,  Nicolas  Frederick  Peter,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Grand  Duke  of 
Oldenburg,  &c.,  &c,,  &c.,  notify  as  follows  : — 

Since  an  agieement  has  been  concluded,  on  the  1st  December  1877,  between 
Prussia,  the  Thuringian  States,  Oldenburg,  Braunschweig,  Anhalt,  Liibeck, 
Bremen,  and  Hamburg,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  concerted  measures 
for  the  protection  and  development  of  fishery,  and  since  the  latter  has  received 
the  constitutional  approval  of  the  Diet,  as  have  also  the  protocol  pertaining 
thereto,  and  a  supplement  to  the  agreement  approved  by  the  ?aid  States  on 
May  8th,  1880 :

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LiTBEGK.         Vl^e  now  bring  this  agreement,  together  with  the  protocol  and  supplement 
— '        thereto,  to  public  knowledge  and  for  execution  in  the  Principality  of  Lubeck, 
as  follows  : — 

Article  1 . — Scope  of  Operation. 

§  1.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  coast  and  inland  fisheries 
in  the  waters  of  the  Principality  given  below  (see,  however,  Art.  4  (3)  c, 
sentence  4)  : — 

(1.)  Those  parts  of  the  Baltic  belonging  to  the  Principality. 

(2.)  Lakes. 

(3.)  Public  waterways  (Art.  2  of  the  Water  Ordinance  for  the  Prindpality 
of  April  9th,  1879). 

§  2.  Fishing,  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  also  includes  the  capture 
of  crabs. 

Wherever  the  expression  "  fish  "  is  made  use  of  in  this  ordinance^  crabs  are 
included  therewith. 

§  3.  Coast  fishery  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  includes  those 
fisheries  carried  on  in  the  parts  of  the  Baltic  belonging  to  the  Principality. 

Inland  fishery  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  includes  fisheries  carried 
on  in  the  other  waters  named  in  §  1  of  this  Article. 

Article  2. — Ma/rhing  of  Tackle^  lying  out  for  Fishery  Purposes. 

Tackle  lying  out  for  fishing  purposes,  in  the  absence  of  the  fisherman  must 
be  provided  with  a  board,  firmly  fastened  to  the  tackle,  on  which  the 
fisherman's  name,  or  the  first  letters  thereof,  must  be  plainly  carved  or  branded. 

Article  3. — Laying  New  Fishrweirs^  tfC. 

Fish  weirs  and  fences,  and  so-called  "traps**  (Selistfdnge)  in  connection 
therewith  for  salmon  and  eels,  must  not  be  newly  laid  down  unless  fishery 
rights  for  this  special  mode  of  capture  are  in  existence. 

Article  4. — Fishery  Police  Regulations. 

The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  coast  and  inland  fisheries  : — 

(1.)  Fishing  for  spawn,  fry,  &c.  is  prohibited.  If  such  should  come  alive 
into  the  fisherman's  hands  it  must  be  at  once  replaced  in  the  water 
with  all  the  care  necessary  to  its  safety. 

(2.)  Fish  of  the  following  kinds  may  not  be  caught  if  they  are  under  the 
sizes  given  below,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  head  to  the  end  of 
the  tail  : —

In  coast  fishery  waters  eels  may  be  taken  of  a  size  not  less  than 
30  centimetres.  . 

(3.)  Moreover  the  following  are  prohibited  for  fishery  purposes  : — 

(a.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or  other 
explosives,  &c.). 

(h.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lanterns,  torches,  &c. 

(c.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  such  as  traps  with  springs, 
tridents,  eel  hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c. 

The  use  of  spears  for  catching  eels  is  allowed  in  coast  fisheries 
from  October  15th  to  April  9th.  These  must  not  be  provided 
with  more  than  four  barbs.  A  space  of  at  least  lU  m.ms.  must  be 
left  between  the  wooden  handle  and  the  barbs  on  each  side  of  the 
latter. 

Angling  is  allowed. 

From  March  1st  to  June  9th  fishing  with  the  above-mentioned 
means  for  wounding  fish  is  also  prohibited  in  the  low  ground  near 
lakes  and  public  waterways  [Art.  1,  §  1  (2)  and  (3)]  which  has 
been  flooded  by  the  high  water  overflowing  its  banks. 

(d.)  In  coast  fisheries  the  use  of  drag-nets,  which  are  moved  over  the 
bottom  of  the  water  by  means  of  sail  or  steam  power  (seine- 
nets,  &c.). 

Should,  however,  a  contracting  State  allow  the  use  of  drag-nets 
of  this  kind,  the  Government  may  sanction  the  use  thereof. 

(4.)  Afl;er  the  Slst  December  1882  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.  of  any  kind 
whatever),  with  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given  subsequently, 
may  be  used  of  which  the  meshes  or  openings  are  not  at  least 
2  •  5  cms.  wide  in  every  part,  when  wet,  measured  from  knot  to 
knot. 

This  regulation  applies  to  all  parts  of  the  divisions  of  the  nets. 

The  Government  reserves  the  right  of  allowing  exceptions  from 
this  regulation  for  certain  kinds  of  fishing  tackle  in  cases  of 
necessity, 

Fo^  the  capture  of  eels  fishing  tackle  with  meshes  not  less  than 
I  cm.  wide  is  allowed ;  the  capture  of  herrings,  sprats,  smelts, 
sand-eels,  file-fish,  lampreys,  crabs,  and  rufi^  is  allowed  with  fishing 
appliances  of  any  width  of  mesh. 

Article  5. — Close  Times. 

§1.  Fishery  in  the  waters  mentioned  in  Art.  1,  §  1,  is  subject  to  the 
restriction  of  a  weekly  close  time,  which  extends  from  sundown  on  Saturday  to 
sundown  on  Sunday.  During  this  time  fishery  is  prohibited,  subject  to  the 
following  reservations  :-r- 

(a.)  Rod  fishing  is  allowed,  but  not  fishing  with  fixed  lines. 

(&.)  In  coast  fishery  waters  fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  *'  still 
fishery  "  {shlle  fischerei)  without  fiixed  appliances,  with  sunk  nets, 
weels,  baskets,  or  lines,  are  allowed  to  leave  the  tackle  in  use  spread 
out  or  set  during  the  we^kly  close  time,  to  .see  after  it,  take  it  up,  and 
set  it  again. 

(c.)  i*or  inland  fisheries  an  exception  similar  to  that  provided  for  in  (6)  is 
granted  in  the  case  of  eel-pots  and  ground-lines..

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LuBECK.         (d.)  Also  for  coast  fisheries  waters  specified  in  Art.  1,  §  1  (1),  the  Go^em- 
—  ment  may  allow  temporarily,  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  the  capture 

pf  certain  kinds  of  fish  during  the  weekly  close  time.  (2.)  The 
Government  reserves  the  right  of  allowing  the  so-called  "  still  fishery  " 
{stUle  JischereC)  with  fixed  appliances  where  legal  authorisation  for 
this  kind  of  fishing  exists. 

§  2.  Inland  fisheries  are,  moreover,  subject  to  an  annual  close  season  from 
April  loth  to  June  9th  inclusive, 

During  the  annual  close  season  every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the 
waters  subject  thereto,  with  |;he  following  exceptions  : — 

(a.)  Rod-fishing  is  allowed. 

(6.)  Fishing  with  lines  of  all  kinds  and  eel-pots  is  allowed  on  three  days  in 
each  week,  from  sunrise  on  Monday  to  sunrise  on  Wednesday,  and 
from  sunrise  on  Friday  to  sunrise  on  Saturday,  but  not  on  spawning 
grounds,  or  on  reed-,  sedge-,  rush-,  or  plant-beds. 

In  single  special  cases,  and  so  far  as  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of  fish 
allows,  the  Government  may  allow  fishing  to  be  carried  on  during  the  yearly 
close  time,  as  an  exception,  by  means  of  fixed  appliances  (weirs,  fences,  traps 
for  salmon  and  eel),  fixed  nets  (block -nets,  &c.),  and  also  by  means  of  nets  or 
wheels,  floating,  or  fastened  or  attached  to  the  bank  or  bed  of  a  river. 

§  3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  preceding  §§1  and  2  do  not  apply  to 
crab  fishery. 

The  capture  of  crabs  in  waters  mentioned  in  Art.  1,  §  1  (2)  and  (3)  is 
prohibited  from  November  1st  to  May  31st. 

§  4.  During  close  times  those  stationary  fishery  appliances  which  are 
allowed  by  this  ordinance  (Art.  3)  must  be  removed  or  taken  unless  they  are 
exceptionally  allowed  to  be  used  for  fishing  purposes  at  these  times. 

The  owners  thereof  will  be  proceeded  agamst  by  law,  if  necessary. 

This  §  is  not  to  apply  to  fishery  rights  granted  by  means  of  leases  already 
in  existence. 

Article  6. — Regulations  for  the  Protection  of  Fish. 

§  1.  If  fish,  the  capture  of  which  is  prohibited  at  that  time  or  on  account  of 
the  size,  should  come,  living,  into  fishermen's  hands,  they  must  be  at  once 
returned  to  the  water,  with  all  the  care  necessary  to  their  safety. 

§  2.  If  the  capture  of  fish  under  a  certain  size  is  prohibited,  then  such  fish 
may  neither  be  exposed  for  sale,  nor  sold,  nor  sent  away,  if  under  that  size, 
without  distinction  as  to  whether  they  were  caught  in  the  waters  given  in 
Art  1,  §  1,  or  any  other  waters. 

This  regulation  does  not  apply  to  fry  in  fiah-breeding  establishments  ;  and 
also  owners  of  waters  not  mentioned  in  Art.  1,  §  1,  are  allowed  to  sell  and  send 
away  spawn  and  fry  for  breeding  purposes. 

§  3.  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  experiments  for  the 
common  good,  and  for  the  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  the  Government 
may  allow  exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  §§  1  and  2,  clause  I  of  this 
Article,  so  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable  controlling  rules. 

Article  7  .—Pollution  of  Waters. 

§  1.  The  pollution  of  waters,  Art.  1,  §  I,  by  introducing  harmful  matter  in 
such  quantities  that  the  fish  and  their  fry  therein  may  be  destroyed  or  seriously 
injured,  is  prohibited. 

§  2.  The  steeping  of  flax  and  hemp  in  waters  given  in  Art.  1,  §  1,  is 
prohibited. 

§  3.  The  Government  may  allow  exceptions  from  the  prohibitions  given  in 
§§  1  and  2,  subject  to  certain  restrictions. 

Article  8. — Fishery  Supervision. 

Special  fishery  inspectors  for  the  direct  supervision  of  fisheries  may 
be  appointed  by  the  State,  and  by  local  places,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Government. 
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AvUcle  9. — Penal  Provisions. 
§  1.  A  penalty  not  eixceeding  30  marks  will  be  inflicted  on — 

Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Art.  2,  sets  out  fishing 
tackle  without  the  prescribed  distinguishing  marks. 

§  2.  A  penalty  not  exceeding  160  marks  will  be  inflicted  on — 

(L)  Any  person  transgressing  the  prohibitions  of  Art.  3,  Art.  4  (1)  (3) 
and  (4),  and  Art.  5»  §§  1  to  3. 

(2.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Art.  5,  §  4,  does  not 
remove  or  abolish  fixed  fishery  appliances  at  the  proper  time. 

(3.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Art.  7$  §  1,  introduces 
into  waters  harmful  matter  dangerous  to  the  fishery,  or  steeps  flax 
and  hemp  in  fishing  waters  (Art.  7$  §  2). 

§  3.  A  penalty  not  exceeding  90  marks  will  be  inflicted  in  cases  of  all 
contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  Art.  6,  §  1  and  §  2,  clause  1,  of  this 
ordinance. 

Article  10. — Fishery  Regulations  of  the  WcUer  Ordinance. 

The  regulations  in  Art.  15,  §  4,  of  the  Water  Ordinance  of  the  Principality 
relating  to  fisherj^  in  public  waterways  are  not  affected  by  this  ordinance.

(Hamburg  Code  of  Laws,  1887,  p.  89.) 

The  Senate,  in  agreement  with  the  citizens,  has  decreed,  and  announces  as  a 
law,  the  following : — 

§  1.  Oenerdl  Provisions. — In  the  State  of  Hamburg  fishery  may  only  be 
carried  on  in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations. 

These  regulations,  however,  are  not  concerned  with  the  prosecution  of 
fishery  in  enclosed  waters,  that  is  to  say,  in  such  waters  as  are  not  provided 
with  a  connection  for  the  passage  of  fish  and  in  all  artificially  constructed 
fish  ponds,  wliether  these  latter  are  connected  with  natural  waters  or  not. 

§  2.  Inspecting  (Supervision)  Authorities. — Fishery  inspecting  authorities  are 
the  existing  police  authorities. 

They  will  commission  officials  for  the  special  purpose  of  inspection. 

§  3.  Fishing  Rights. — Fishing  rights  in  non-enclosed  waters  already  existing 
by  means  of  a  private  title  are  not  altered  by  this  law.  But  the  persons 
holding  the  rights  must,  however,  only  carry  on  fisherj^  according  to  the  extent 
of  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

A  legal  settlement  of  fishery  rights  will  be  made  in  those  parts  of  the  Elbe 
and  its  tributaries  in  which  no  private  rights  exist. 

§  4.  Prohibition  of  the  captu/re  of  spa/u)n  amd  fry.  Minimum  size  at  which  fish 
amd  crabs  may  be  caught : — 

(a.)  The  capture  of  spawn  is  prohibited. 

(&.)  Fish  of  the  undermentioned  kinds,  and  crabs,  may  not  be  caught  if  they 
do  not  measure  at  least  the  following  lengths,  from  the  top  of  the 
head  to  the  end  of  the  caudal  fin  : —

The  Senate  is  empowered  to  add  other  fish  to  the  list  given  above 
or  to  alter  the  prescribed  minimum  measurement. 

(o.)  Spawn,  flteh  of  the' kind  specified  in  (A),  and  crabs. under  the  size  noted 
there,  must,  should  they  coriie,  living,  into  fishermen's  hands,  be 
returned  to.  the  water  immediately  with  all  care  necessary  tx)  their 
safety. 

§  5.  Spawn,  fish  of  the  kinds  specified  in  §  4  (&),  and  crabs  under  the  sizes 
given  there,  may  neither  be  exposed  for  sale,  nor  sold,  nor  sent  away,  without 
distinction  as  to  whether  they  were  taken  in  enclosed  or  non-enclosed  waters. 

The  use  of  undersized  fish,  caught  in  non-enclosed  waters,  for  making  fi.sh- 
oil,  cattle  food,  manure,  or  for  any  other  commercial  or  industrial  purpose,  or 
the  destruction  of  such  fisli,  are  prohibited. 

§  6.  The  provisions  of  §§  4  and  5  do  not  apply  to  spawn  and  fry  in  fish- 
breeding  establishments.  ' 

In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  experiments  for  the  common 
good  and  for  fish-breeding  purposes,  exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  §§  4  and  5 
may  be  allowed,  so  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable  controlling  rules.  In 
particular,  individual  holders  of  fishery  rights  may.  be  temporarily  and 
provisionally  allowed  to  catch,  for  the  above-mentioned  purposes,  the  smaller 
fish  of  the  kinds  given  in  §  4  and  also  crabs  ;  and  owners  of  enclosed  waters  to 
sell  and  send  away  fry  for  fish-breeding  purposes. 

§  7.  Close  Times — 

*  ,  r  ■ 

(a.)  Enclosed  water*  are  not  subject  to  any  close  time. 

(6.)  All  non-enclosed  waters  in  the  State  of  Hamburg  are  subject  to  a  weekly 
close  time,  i.e^  24  hours  ia  each  week  {see  §  8). 

(c.)  Moreover  the  following  w^aters  are  subject  to  an  annual  dose  season  of 
two  months  from  April  10th  to  June  9th : —

§  8.  Weekly  Close  Time. — ^The  weekly  close  time  extends  from  6  o'clock  on 
Saturday  evening  to  6  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening.  The  inspecting  authorities 
are  empowered  to  arrange  for  this  close  time  to  extend  for  the  duration  of  two 
tides  in  coast  fishery  waters^  beginning  from  the  first  low  tide  after  6  o'clock 
on  Saturday  evening. 

During  these  24  hours  all  fishery  is  prohibited,  with  the  following 
exceptions : — 

(a,)  Fishermen  who  carry  on  the  .so-called  "  still  fishery  "  {stille  fischerei) 
without  fixed  appliances  with  sunk  nets,  weels,  or  lines,  are  allowed 
to  see  after  the  tackle  in  use,  to  take  it  up  and  set  it  again. 

(b.)  Rod  fishing  is  allowed. 

§  9.  Spring  Close  Season. — In  waters  subject  to  the  annual  close  season 
according  to  §  7  (c),  fishing  may  only  be  allowed  during  that  period  (lOth 
April  to  9th  June)  as  follows  : —  . 

(a.)  Fishing  with  drag-nets  is  allowed  on  three  days  in  each  week,  from 
6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  to  (J  o'clock  on  Thursday  inoming, 
and  the  capture  of  salmon,  salmon  trout,  shad  (alose),  shad  (twait), 
and  smelts  is  allowed  for  five  days  in  each  week,  from  6  o'clock  on 
Monday  morning  to  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning. 

(A.)  Rod  fishing  is  allowed,  as  is  also.the  capture  of  eels  witli  such  appliances 
as  are  only  intended  and  used  for  eel  fishing,  especially  those  of 
wicker-work,  with  the  exception,  however,  of  hoop  nets  fastened  or 
attached  to  the  banks  or  bed  of  rivers, 

§  10.  During  the  weekly  and  annual  close  seasons  prescribed  in  §§  7  to  9 
allowable  fixed  fishery  appliances  in  non-enclosed  waters  must  be  removed  or 
abolished. 

§  11.  Close  Time  for  Grabs. — Tlie  capture  of  crabs  is  prohibited  in  all  non- 
enclosed  waters  from  November  1st  to  May  31st,  If  crabs  should  come,  whilst 
living,  into  the  hands  of  fishermen,  during  the  regulation  close  season,  thev 
must  be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  the  care  necessary  to  their 
safety. 

§  12.  ClosBy  Waters  for  the  Spawning  of  J^A.:— Upon  a  decree  of  the  Senate 
close  waters  for  the  spawning  of  fish  shall  be  established,  but  waters  shall  only 
be  declared  as  close  grounds  if  no  private  individuals  have  fishing  rights  therein. 
In  close  waters  the  only  form  of  fishing  permissible  is  that  allowable  by  the 
inspecting  authorities. 

§  13.  Prohibited  Methods  of  Fishmg. — For  fishing  purposes  in  non-enclosed 
waters  the  following  methods  ape  prohibited ; —  .   . 

{a.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (poisoned  bait  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridgeSj  or  other 
explosives). 

(6.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  such  as  traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
eel-hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes,  &c: 

Eel  spearing  is  still  allowed  to  be  carried  on  by  those  persons  holding  private 
fishery  rights. 

(c.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches. 
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Hambitbg.        §  14.  8tati(yna/ry  [fiaecf]  Fishery  Appliances. — ^Fish- weirs,   fish-fences,   and 
—        so-called  traps  {*^  Selbstfdnge^*)  in  connection  therewith  for  salmon  and  eel, 
may  not  be  newly  laid  down  unless  rights  therefor  are  already  in  existence. 

The  renewal  of  existing  weirs,  &c.,  may,  however,  be  allowed  even  without 
the  existence  of  rights  for  this  particular  method  of  catching  fish. 

§  1 5.  8tructv/re  of  Fishing  Applicmces. — With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions 
given  below,  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.  of  any  kind  or  description)  may  be 
used  in  non-enclosed  waters  the  openings  or  meshes  of  which,  when  wet,  are 
not  at  least  2  *  5  cms.  wide  in  all  parts,  measured  from  the  middle  of  one  knot  to 
the  middle  of  the  next.  This  regulation  applies  to  all  parts  or  sections  of  the 
tackle,  but  the  minimum  measurement  does  not  apply  to  the  so-called  channels 
("  EeMen '')  of  nets. 

The  above-mentioned  width  of  mesh  is  not  necessary  for  the  capture  of  eels, 
herrings,  sprats,  anchovies,  smelts,  lampreys,  and  shrimps. 

§  16.  I'he  prosecution  of  fishery  in  navigable  waters  must  not  hinder  nor 
be  harmful  to  navigation.  Fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  and  all  other 
fishing  tackle  must  be  so  placed  or  set  as  not  to  impede  the  free  passage  of 
ships  and  ferry-boats,  or  the  flow  of  water. 

Fishery  appliances  fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  banks  of  running  waters 
or  the  bed  of  a  river,  and  also  nets  of  all  kinds  may  only  be  spread  out  or  put 
up  at  the  same  time  on  the  same  or  opposite  banks,  at  a  distance  from  each 
other  of  at  least  three  times  the  length  of  the  longest  net ;  the  above-mentioned 
fishery  appliances,  moreover,  may  in  no  case  extend  over  more  than  half  the 
width  of  the  course  of  the  water — measured  out  firom  the  bank  at  ordinary 
low  water. 

§  17.  Penal  Provisions. — Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
will — so  far  as  they  are  not  subject  to  the  penalties  of  the  German  penal 
code — ^be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks  or 
imprisonment. 

The  illegal  fishing  tackle  used  for  fishing  may  also  be  confiscated. 

The  police  authorities  are  empowered  to  conuscate  fish  under  the  prescribed 
size  which  are  oflered  for  sale  or  sent  away,  without  distinction  as  to  whether 
they  belong  to  the  guilty  party  or  not. 

§  18.  The  inspecting  authorities  are  empowered — 

To  dispense  with  the  regulations  relative  to  the  sale  of  undersized 
fish,  to  close  times,  and  to  the  structure  of  fishing  tackle  in 
single  cases  of  urgent  necessity ; 
To  issue  such  regulations  relative  to  the  prosecution  of  fishery  in 
public  waters  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  execution  and  obser- 
vance of  tihis  ordinance  amongst  those  canying  on  fishery 
operations.

Notification* 

On  the  basis  of  §  18  of  the  Law  of  June  15,  1887,  concerning  the  prosecu- 
tion of  fishery  in  the  State  of  Hamburg,  it  is  hereby  prohibited  to  set  any  kmd 
of  floating  or  filled  fishery  appliance  whatever  (inclusive  of  anchors  marked  out 
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by  buoys  for  fishing  vessels  or  tackle)  in  the  Hamburg  part  of  the  Elbe,  near    Hambubo. 
Moorburg.  

And,  moreover,  fishing  with  nets  is  prohibited  in  the  chancel  of  the  South 
Elbe,  in  front  of  the  Moorburg  fields,  lor  the  whole  breadth  of  the  river,  and 
from  there  to  the  northern  point  of  the  Ellernholz,  in  the  left  half  of  the  river.  « 

Contraventions  of  this  ordinance  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
50  marks,  or  a  corresponding  period  of  imprisonment. 

The  notific^ion  of  the  Lord  of  the  March  lands  of  5th  February  1894,  by 
which  the  setting-up  of  fixed  or  floating  fishery  appliances  was  subject  to  a 
permit,  is  hereby  abrogated.

Fish^.ry  Law.    May  27,  1888. 
The  Senate,  in  agreement  with  the  citizens,  decrees : — 

Scope  of  Application. 

§  1 .  This  law  is  applicable  to  all  non-enclosed  waters  under  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Bremen. 

Enclosed  waters,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  are — 

(1)  Artificially  laid  out  fish  ponds,  whether  connected  with  natural  waters 

or  not. 

(2)  Waters  not  provided  with  a  connection  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

The  following  waters  are  consequently  to  be  considered  as  non-encloseJ 
waters  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  : — 

(1.)  The  basins  of  the  Weser,  Wumme,  Lcsum,  Ochtum,  and  the  Bareler 

Bake. 
(2.)  All  watercourses  under  the  supervision  of  the  State,  of  communes,  or 

of  drainage  or  irrigation  associations  (canals,  draining  ditches,  water 

conduits,  &c.),  and  also  all  navigable  canals. 

Disputes  as  to  whether  waters  are  to  be  considered  as  enclosed  or  not 
according  to  this  law  will  be  settled  by  the  supervision  authorities  (§  34)  with 
the  exception  of  proceedings-at-law. 

§  2.  Crabs  are  to  be  considered  as  fish  within  the  meaning  of  the  law. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  law  relating  to  the  sale,  offering  for  sale,  or 
sending  away  of  fish,  are  applicable  to  all  fish,  without  distinction  as  to  whether 
they  were  caught  in  enclosed  or  non-enclosed  waters. 

§  4.  Coast  fishery,  as  opposed  to  inland  fishery,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
law,  is  that  fishery  which  is  carried  on  in  the  Weser  below  the  straight  line 
drawn  from  the  end  of  the  separation  works  between  the  Weser  and  the 
Ochtum,  point  H  of  the  Oldenburg-Bremen  boundary,  to  the  left  towards  the 
eastern  corner  of  the  middle  building  of  the  three  lying  beyond  the  dyke 
at  Lemwerder,  and  to  the  right  towards  the  Langeschen  wharf  lying  in  the 
Vegesack. 

FisJiery  Rights. 

§  5.  Existing  fishery  rights  are  subject  to  the  restrictive  provisions  of  this 
law. 

Within  the  basins  of  the  Weser  and  the  Lesum  under  the  authority  of  the 
State  of  Bremen  (up  to  the  confluence  of  the  Wumme  and  the  Hamme),  the 
right  of  carrying  on  fishery  continues  to  belong  to  the  fish-guild  in  Bremen 
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Bremen,     to  its  former  extent  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1904,  when  it  lapses  to  the 
—         State  of  Bremen. 

In  all*  other  waters  the  right  of  fishing  belongs  to  the  communes  withiu 
the  limits  of  their  districts,  to  the  exclusion  of  free  fishery,  with  the  exception 
of  those  private  rights  which  were  granted  in  accordance  with  the  Fishery  Law 
of  November  5th,  1882.  The  same  applies  to  communes  bordering  on  the 
Weser  or  Lesuni,  in  winch  up  to  the  present  members  or  inhabij:ant3  as  such 
had  been  entitled  to  carry  on  fishery. 

If  a  stretch  of  water  forms  a  boundary  between  two  communes  without 
belonging  solely  to  the  territory'  of  one  or  ihe  other,  the  fishery  rights 
therefor  are  the  common  prcpeity  of  the  two  communes. 

Fishery  rights  which  nave  belonged  to  the  cit  izcns  or  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Bremen  as  such,  or  to  the  members  or  inhabitants  of  a  commune  as 
such,  are  abrogated,  with  the  exception  of  rod  fishing,  which  is  still  allowed 
to  them.  Persons  fishing  with  a  rod  are,  however,  obliged,  in  the  event  of 
their  encountering  a  person  holding  special  fishery  rights  (official  fishermen  or 
other  person  possessing  or  leasing  fishini^  rights),  to  give  way  to  him,  should 
he  be  fishing  with  nets. 

Other  fishery  rights  in  existence  at  present  are  not  affected  by  this  law. 

§  6.  Communes  are  to  make  use  of  fisheries  either  by  means  of  fishermen 
to  be  appointed  by  them,  or  by  leasing.  The  number  of  fishermen  to  be 
thus  appointed,  or  of  leases  to  be  granted,  may  be  limited  by  the  inspecting 
authorities. 

Free  donation  of  the  fishery  is  not  allowed. 

Leases  must  run  for  at  least  six  years,  with  the  reservation  of  special 
exceptions  allowed  by  the  inspecting  authorities. 

The  division  of  fisher}^  grounds  belonging  to  one  commune  into  severtil 
leases  requires  the  sanction  of  the  inspecting  authorities. 

The  inspecting  authorities  are  authorised  to  determine  what  number  of 
allowable  fishing  appliances  may  not  be  exceeded  in  each  district  leased. 

If  two  or  more  communes  enjoy  equal  rights  over  waters  bordering  on  their 
territory,  fishing  therein  may  onl^  be  used  for  their  common  benefit.  The 
inspecting  authorities  are  to  decide  disputes — except  legal  actions — as  to  the 
mode  of  u.^e  and  settlement  of  accounts. 


Fishing  Permits  and  Certificates  of  Bights. 

§  7.  Any  person  wishing  to  cany  on  fishery  in  the  fishing  grounds  of  other 
people  holding  rights,  or  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  rights,  must  be  furnished 
with  a  fishing  permit  drawn  up  in  legal  form  or  attested,  as  the  case  may  be, 
which  he  must  always  have  with  him,  as  authorisation,  when  fishing.  For 
carrying  on  rod  fishing  as  allowed  by  §  5,  par.  5,  of  this  ]a.\ ,  no  authorisation 
is  necessary. 

§  8.  Only  persons  owning  or  leasing  fisher}^  rights  are  entitled  to  issue 
such  fishery  permits  within  the  l)oundaries  of  the  grounds  over  which  they 
have  rights. 

The  fishery  permit  must  name  the  person,  the  water  or  waters  for  which 
it  is  issued,  and  the  period  settled  on,  which  must  not  (jxceed  three  years. 
It  may  contain  restrictions  with  respect  to  the  prosecution  of  fishery,  e.g.,  as 
to  the  nature  and  quantity  of  tackle,  the  number  of  boats  to  be  used,  &c. 

The  number  of  fishery  permits  to  he  issued  by  each  person  owning  or  leasing 
rights  may  be  limited  by  the  inspecting  authorities. 

§  9.  If  fishery  permits  are  not  issued  by  a  public  authority,  or  by  the 
magistrate  of  a  commune,  they  require  the  verification  of  the  local  police 
authorities  in  whose  district  the  person  issuing  the  permit  lives. 

The  verification  of  the  fishing  permit  only  applies  to  the  signature  of 
the  person  issuing  it,  and  contains  no  acknowledgment  of  the  rights  of  the 
same. 

A  tax  of  25  pfennigs  is  levied  for  issuing  or  verifying  a  fishery  permit  by 
any  public  authority. 
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§  10.  Any  person  wishing  to  oarry  on  fishery  operations  within  the  limits     Brebikn. 
of  his  own  rights,  or  as  a  lessee,  must  previously  apply  to  the  inspecting 
authorities,   and   will   thereupon   receive,  free   of  costs   and   stamp   OAity,    a 
licence  which  he  must  always  have  with  him  when  fishing. 

§  11.  Assistants  operating  in  the  presence  of  owners  or  lessees  of  fishery 
rights,  or  of  persons  holding  fishery  permits,  require  no  authorisation. 

Distingvishing  Marks  oi  Tackle  spread  out  for  Fishivg  Purposes. 

§  12«  Tackle  lying  out  for  fishing  purposes,  in  the  absence  of  the  fisherman 
must  be  provided  with  a  distinguishing  mark  by  means  of  which  the  personality 
of  the  fisherman  may  be  ascertained.  Detailed  regulations  as  to  the  nature 
of  these  marks  will  follow  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance. 


Obstacles  to  the  Passage  of  Fish. 

§  13.  The  passage  of  fish  in  running  waters  may  not  be  blocked  for  fishery 
purposes  either  by  means  of  fixed  (stationary)  appliances,  or  by  means  of 
fishing  tackle  fixed  to  or  connected  with  the  bank  or  bed  of  the  river  (weels, 
block-nets,  &c.)  for  more  than  half  the  width  at  ordinary  low  water  measured 
in  the  shortest  straight  line  from  bank  to  bank,  without  permission  of  the 
police  authorities. 

Several  sets  of  fishing  tackle  of  the  same  kind  may  only  be  spread  out 
or  put  up  on  the  same  or  opposite  sides  of  the  river  at  a  distance  from 
one  another  of  at  least  three  times  the  length  of  the  largest  of  the  nets 
in  use. 

§  14.  Fish  weirs,  fish  fences  and  traps  (Selbstfdnffe)  in  connection  there- 
with for  salmon  and  eels  may  not  be  newly  erected  unless  rights  therefor  are 
already  in  existence. 

The  renewal  of  already  existing  fishery  appliances  of  this  kind  may,  how- 
ever, be  allowed  by  the  competent  police  authorites  according  to  the  conditions 
of  §  13,  even  without  already  existing  rights  therefor. 

§  15.  Without  police  permission  waters  may  neither  be  dammed  up,  nor 
drained  off,  nor  cut  off  for  fishing  purposes. 

Prohibitian  of  Hindrances  to  Navigation  and  of  Damage  to  Biver  and  Coast 

Worhsy  Sfc. 

§  16.  The  prosecution  of  fisher}'  in  navigable  waters  must  neither  impede 
nor  be  detrimental  to  navigation.  In  all  non -enclosed  waters  fixed  or  floating 
fishery  appliances,  and  all  other  fishing  tackle,  must  be  so  placed  or  set  as  not  to 
impede  the  free  passage  of  ships  or  ferry  boats,  or  the  flow  of  water. 

It  is  prohibited  to  make  use  of  river  structures,  fences,  or  towing  paths  for 
pulling  up  fish  baskets  or  for  fastening  stakes  with  the  permission  of  the 
police  authorities.  Navigatiop  marks  for  marking  out  channels  must  neither 
be  removed  nor  damaged. 


Restrictions  as  to  Methods  of  Fishing. 

§  17.  For  fishing  purposes  the  folio  whig  are  prohibited  : — 

(1.)  The  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  (p3isoned  bait,  or  any 
means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges,  or  other 
explosives,  &c.). 

(2.)  The  use  of  means  for  wounding  fish,  such  as  traps  with  springs,  tridents, 
eel  hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes  or  firearms. 

(3.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lights  or  torches. 

§  18.  With  the  reservation  of  special  exceptions  which  may  be  granted  by 
the  inspecting  authorities  in  cases  of  necessity  for  particular  kinds  of  fishing 
appliances^  no  fishing  tackle  (nets,  &c.  of  any  kind  or  deacription)  may  b^

This  regulation  applies  to  all  parts  or  sectionB  of  nets,  but  it  does  not  apply 
to  such  fishing  tackle  as  is  solely  intended  or  used  for  the  capture  of  herrings, 
smelts,  eels,  lampreys,  bleak,  and  stickleback.  In  the  case  of  nets  provided 
with  sOi'Called  ^^  channels  "  (^*  KeJden '')  the  minimum  measurement  docs  not 
apply  to  the  channels. 

Regulations  for  the  Protection  of  Fry. 

§  19.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of  fishery 
in  coast  and  inland  fishery  waters  : — 

(1.)  The  capture  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited. 

(2.)  Fish  of  the  under-mentioned  kinds  and  crabs  may  not  be  caught  if  they 
do  not  measure  at  least  the  following  lengths,  from  the  top  of  the  head 
to  the  end  of  the  caudal  fin  : —

On  the  authority  of  the  Senate,  other  fish  may  he  added  to  the 
above  list,  and  the  minimum  measurements  given  there  may  be 
altered. 

(3.)  Spawn  and  fry  and  also  fish  given  in  (2)  and  under  the  size  specified 
must,  if  captured  by  fishermen,  be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water  if 
alive,  with  all  the  case  necessary  to  their  safety. 

§  20.  Spawn  and  fry  and  also  fish  of  the  kind  specified  in  §  I9  (2),  and 
crabs  under  the  size  given  there,  must  neither  be  exposed  for  sale  nor  sold  nor 
sent  away  [see  §  3]. 

The  use  of  undersized  fish,  caught  in  non«enclo8ed  waters,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  fish  oil,  cattle  food,  manure,  or  for  any  other  commercial  or  industrial 
purpose,  is  prohibited,  as  is  also  the  destruction  thereof. 

§  21.  The  provisions  of  §§  19  and  20  do  not  apply  to  spawn  and  fryia 
fish-breeding  establishments. 

In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  experiments  for  the  common 
good,  and  for  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  the  inspecting  authorities 
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may  allow  exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  §§  19  and  20,  so  far  as  necessary     Bbbmbn. 
and  under  suitable  controlling  regulations.  ^ 

In  particular,  the  inspecting  authorities  ma v  allow,  for  the  above  purposes, 
IndividuAl  holders  of  fishery  rights  to  catch  fish  of  the  kinds  specified  in  §  19, 
and  crabs  of  a  size  less  than  that  given  there,  temporarily  and  conditionallv, 
and  they  may  also  allow  the  owners  of  enclosed  waters  to  offer  for  sale,  sejl, 
and  send  away  spawn  and  fry  for  breeding  purposes. 


Close  Seasons  and  Ghee  Waters. 

§  22.  Enclosed  waters  arc  not  subject  to  any  close  season. 

AH  non-enclosed  coast  or  inland  fishery  waters  are  subject  to  a  weekly 
close  time.    ' 

Non-enclosed  inland  fishery  waters  are  also,  moreover,  subject  to  an  annual 
close  season  (spring  close  season). 

Salmon  fishery  with  drag  and  trawl  nets  is  prohibited  in  the  Weser— 

(a.)  In  the  coast  fishery  part,  from  August  15th  to  October  I5th,  inclusive ; 
(6.)  From  the  limit  of  coast  fishery  upwards  from  September  15th  to 
December  15th  inclusive. 

§  23.  The  weekly  close  time  extends  from  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening 
to  6  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening. 

The  annual  close  season  (spring  close  time)  extends  from  6  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  April  10th  to  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  June  9th. 

§  24.  During  the  weekly  close  season  the  prosecution  of  fishery  is  prohibited 
in  coast  and  inland  fishery  waters,  with  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given 
below  (§  25). 

During  the  annual  close  season  fishery  may  only  be  carried  on  in  inland 
fishery  waters  on  three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close 
season,  beginning  at  6  o'clock  on  Monday  morning  and  ending  at  6  o'clock  on 
Thursday  morning. 

The  inspecting  authorities  have  the  right  of  allowing  fishery  to  be  carried^ 
on  on  five  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  season,  beginning 
on  Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock. 

Salmon  fishery  and  the  capture  of  salmon  trout  in  the  Wcser  are,  however, 
allowed  on  five  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  falling  within  the  close  season  from 
Monday  morning  at  6  o'clock  to  6  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning,  so  far  as  the 
inspectmg  authorities  do  not  impose  any  restriction. 

Drag  and  trawl-nets  used  in  the  Weser  principally  for  the  capture  of  sahiion 
must  have  meshes  at  least  5  centimetres  wide,  measured  from  the  middle  of 
one  knot  to  the  middle  of  the  next  knot  when  the  net  is  wet. 

§  25.  During  the  weekly  and  annual  close  seasonc — 

(1.)  It  is  allowable — 

(a.)  For  fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  "  still  fishery "  (stille 
Jischerei)  without  fixed  appliances  with  sunk  nets,  weels,  or  baskets, 
to  take  up  their  nets  and  set  them  again  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspecting  authorities,  no  harmful  impediment  to  the  passage  of 
migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared  by  their  doing  so.  A  similar  course 
may  be  pursued  in  the  case  of  fixed  appliances  and  tackle  of  the 
above-mentioned  kind  solely  intended  for  the  capture  of  eels  ; 

(6.)  Rod  fishing,  but  not  fishing  with  fixed  lines. 

(2.)  The  inspecting  authorities  may  exceptionally  allow — 

(a.)  The  capture  of  eels  and  of  such  fish  as  usually  appear  in  large  shoals 
suddenly  and  disappear  again  in  a  short  time,  such  as  lampreys, 
sturgeon,  herrings,  shad  (alose),  and  smelts,  with  such  tackle  as 
is  solely  used  and  intended  for  the  capture  of  these  kinds  of  fish  ; 

(6.)  In  the  .interests  of  scientific  investigation,  or  of  researches  for  the 
common  good,  or  for  purposes  of  artificial  fish  breeding,  or,  finally, 
for  the  protection  of  other  fish  against  fish  of  prey,  the  capture  of

Bbemen.  certain  kinds  of  fish  not  mentioned  above,  as  far  as  necessary,  and 

•""•  under  suitable  controlling  rules. 

For  every  kind  of  fishing  allowed  during  close  time*  however,  the 
use  of  all  fishing  tackle,  m  itself  allowable,  which  would  be  most 
likely  to  harm  fry  is  prohibited. 

§  26.  If  required  by  urgent  considerations  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  stock  of  fish»  the  fishery  inspectors  may,  after  hearing  the  parties 
interested  and  experts,  entirely  prohibit  fishing  during  the  spring  close  season 
for  certain  waters  or  parts  of  waters,  or  may  restrict  it  in  a  manner  exceeding 
the  above  regulations,  i.e.,  the  capture  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  or  the  use  of 
certain  sorts  of  fishing  tackle  may  be  entirely  prohibited  during  the  whole 
close  season. 

§  27*  The  inspecting  authorities  are  empowered,  after  consultation  with 
experts  and  the  parties  interested — 

(1)  To  fix  the  weekly  close  time  for  coast  fishery  for  the  period  of  two  tides, 

beginning  from  the  first  low  tide  after  6  o'clock  on  Sat^urday  evening. 

(2)  After  a  long,  continuously  cold  winter,  to  fi.x  the  spring  close  season  for 

the  whole  State,  for  single  waters,  or  parts  of  waters,  for  six  weeks 
within  the  period  from  the  beginning  of^  April  to  the  end  of  June. 

^    §  2d.  During  ttie  weekly  and  annual  close  seasons,  allowable  fixed  (stationary) 
fisher}'  appliances  must  be  abolished  or  taken  away. 

§  29.  §§  22  to  25  do  not  apply  to  crab  fishery. 

The  capture  of  crabs  is  prohibited  from  November  Ist  to  May  Slst.  If, 
during  the  regulation  close  times,  crabs  should  be  captured  by  fishermen,  they 
must  be  put  back  into  the  water  at  once,  if  alive,  with  all  care  necessary  to 
their  safety. 

§  30.  On  the  authority  of  the  Senate,  suchpartsof  non-enclosed  waters  may 
be  declared  as  do&e  waters,  as  ofier,  according  to  expert  opinicm,  yery  suitable 
places  for  the  spawning  of  fish  and  the  development  of  fry. 

In  close  waters  every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  which  is  not  ordered  or 
allowed  by  the  inspectmg  authorities  for  the  protection  of  fish  or  for  some  other 
scientific  or  generally  useful  purpose.

Other  Regulations  for  the  Protection  of  Fish. 

§  31.  Steeping  hemp  and  flax  in  non-enclosed  waters  is  prohibited. 
jiCxceptions  from  this   prohibition    may  be    provisionally  granted   by  the 
inspecting  authorities. 

*  - 

§  32.  To  protect  fish  from  being  harmed  by  turbines,  the  competent  police 
authorities  are  empowered,  in  the  case  of  the  future  erection  of  every  turbine 
establishment,  to  cause  the  owners  thereof  to  erect  and  maintain  at  their  own 
cost  such  apparatus  (wire  netting,  &c.)  as  may  prevent  the  fish  from  being 
drawn  into  the  turbines. 

§  33.  Persons  owning  fishery  rights  are  allowed  to  kill,  catch,  and  keep 
otters,  grebes,  herons,  and  ospreys,  without  using  firearms. 

Fishery  Sup&imsion^ 

§  34.  The  supervision  authorities  are  the  Police  Committee  of  the  Senate. 
The  observance  of  this  law  is  to  be  supervised  by  the  competent  police 
authorities. 

The  competent  authorities  therefor  are — 

in  the  town  of  Bremen,  the  Police  Board  of  Management; 

in  the  harbour  towns,  the  Magistracy  ; 

in  the  territory  of  the  Weser,  the  Le^um,  the  Wunimc  below  the  bridge 

between   Borgfeld   and   Lilienthal,  the   Ochtum   below  the  Strohmer 

Schule  and  the  Bureler  Bake,  the  Magistrate  ; 
for  other  places,  the  Chief  (Magistrate)  of  the  Commune,  in  addition  to 

the  inspectors  appointed  by  the  State^ 
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Inspecting  officials  charged  with  the  immediate  supervision  of  fisheries  are     Brbmeit. 
vested  with  the  authority,  and  have  to  perform  the  duties  of  police  officials        — 
with  regard  to  the  discovery,  and  prosecution  of  oflPences  against  the  provisions 
of  this  law  within  iheir  district  of  supervision. 

These  officials  are  at  all  times  authorised  to  inspect  tackle  in  use  for  fishing 
purposes,  and  tuckie  and  fish  in  the  possession  of  fishermen.  They  may  also 
mspect  at  all  times  fish  tanks  laid  out  in  non-enclosed  waters. 

The  right  of  appointing  special  fishery  inspectors  is  reserved. 

*         * 

§  35.  If  any  person  is  caught  while  committing  an  offence,  or  immediately 
aftei  wards,  the  articles  causing  his  arrest  which  iie  has  with  him  are  to  be 
seized.  In  such  cases,  fishing  tackle  and  boats  used  by  him  for  the  offence 
may  be  confiscated. 


Penal  Provisions. 

§  36.  Contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  this  law  will — so  far  as  they  are  not 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  penal  code — be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a 
fine  not  ezceedmg  150  marks,  or  imprisonment. 

A  similar  penalty  will  be  inflicted  on  any  person  who  may  unlawfully  issue 
and  dispose  of  a  fishery  permit  or  licence,  whether  fishery  rights  are  therein 
stated  to  be  for  waters  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Bremen  or  any 
other  State. 

In  the  event  of  the  use  of  unlawful  fishing  tackle,  it  may  be  confiscated  in 
additioa  to  the  fine  or  pt^nalty  ;  in  the  case  of  an  offence  against  the  provisions 
of  §.30|  in  addition  to  the  penalty,  all  fish  or  crabs  offered  for  sale,  sold,  or  sent 
away  contrary  to  the  prohibition,  are  to  be  confiscated,  whether  tkej  belong  to 
the  guilty  party  or  not. 

§  37.  Any  i^ereon  making  use  of  the  services  of  his  dependents,  servants, 
apprentices,  or  workmen,  for  the  commission  of  an  offence  liable  to  a  penalty 
under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  will  incur  the  fines  inflicted  on  them  in  addition 
to  his  own,  if  they  should  not  be  solvent. 

§  38.  This  law  is  to  come  into  force  on  the  day  of  publication,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  Fishery  Law  of  the  5th  November  1882  is  abrogated.

in  the  Lower  Wesei*. 

While  repealing  ihe  notification  of  December  24, 1889,  the  following  is  hereby 
made  known  by  order  of  the  Senate  according  to  the  agreement  concluded 
between  the  plenipotentiaries  of  Prussia,  Oldenburg,  and  Bremen,  on  account 
of  jointly  appointing  fishery  inspectors  for  the  Lower  Weser  : — 

(1.)  The  supervision  of  the  Weser  from  the  limits  of  coast  fishery  near 
Vegesack  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  Blexer  tower  to  the  end 
of  the  northern  mole  at  the  entrance  of  the  old  harbour  of  Bremer- 
haven,  in  addition  to  the  lower  parts  of  the  Lesum  and  Ochtum, 
300  metres  along  each,  is  to  l)e  performed  by  two  fishery  inspectors, 
of  whom  one  lives  in  Brake,  and  is  under  the  orders  of  the  local  chief 
ofiicer,  and  the  other  lives  in  the  district  of  Blumenthal^  and  is  under 
the  orders  of  the  local  district  president.  The  fishery  inspector  at 
Brake  is  charged  with  the  supervision  of  fishery  in  the  Weser  from 
Bremerhaven  upwards  as  far  as  the  neighbourhood  of  Elsfleth,  and 
the  fishery  inspector  in  the  Blumenthal  district  is  charged  with  the 
supervision  of  fishery  in  the  Weser  from  there  to  the  limits  of  the 
coast  fishery  near  Vegesack  and  in  the  above-mentioned  parts  of 
tlie  Leeum  and  Ochtum. 

(2.)  Fishery  inspectors  are  the  deputies  of  the  Public  Prosecutof  with  regard 
to  fishery  offences,  and  as  such  they  have  the  legal  right  of  seizure, 
search,  and  provisional  arrest. 

(3.)  Fishery  inspectors  are  empowered  and  oWiged  to  examine  fishing  tackle 
and  nets  even  on  land,  to  cause  licences  to  be  produced,  and  to  see 
that  no  immature  fish  are  caught,  exposed  for  sale,  sold,  or  sent 
away. 

(4.)  The  fishery  inspector  in  the  Blumenthal  district  must  fly  on  his  service 
vessel  by  day  a  flag  dcbigued  according  to  the  provisions  approved  on 
January  24th,  1894,  by  H.M.  the  King  of  Prussia  with  regard  to 
the  flying  of  flags  on  Prussian  Government  vessels,  and  by  night 
he  must  carry  a  red  signal  lantern.  The  fishery  inspector  in  Brake 
is  to  fly  by  day  the  service  flag  of  the  Imperial  Navy  with  the 
Oldenburg  arms  in  the  lower  left-hand  Quarter,  and  with  the  red 
letters  F  and  A  on  either  side  of  the  ancnor  in  the  middle ;  and  he 
aUo  must  carry  a  red  signal  lantern  by  night. 

Any  person  engaged  in  fishery  operations  must  when  hailed  by  a 
fishery  official,  or  signalled  to  by  him,  by  means  of  repeated  hoisting, 
lowering,  and  re-hoisting  of  flags  or  lanterns,  must  at  once  shorten 
sail  and  lay  to,  or  stop  rowing ;  he  must,  moreover,  not  move  from 
his  place  until  he  has  been  given  permission  to  do  so  by  the  fishery 
inspector. 

During  the  execution  of  |)is  duty  out  of  doors  fishery  inspectors 
must  wear  a  blue  cloth  cap,  with  a  cockade  in  the  national  colours. 

(5.)  Any  person  committing  an  offence  against  the  provisions  of  (4)  will  be 
punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks.

Fishery  Law  for  the  Duchy  of  Oldenburg,  March  17,  1879- 

We,  Nicholas  Frederick  Peler,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Grand  Duke  of 
Oldenburg,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.,  make  known  the  following  as  a  Law  for  the  Ducby 
of  Oldenburg,  with  the  assent  of  the  Diet : — 

Article  1. — Scope  of  Application. 

§  1.  The  following  fishery  law  is  applicable  to  the  coast  and  inland  finheiies 
in  all  public  waters  of  the  Duchy. 
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.  Public  waters  within  the  meaning  of  the  Law  are  : —  OLDENBuaa 

(1.)  Those  parts  of  the  North  Sea  belonging  to  the  Duchy  and  the  open 
bays. 

(2.)  The  public  waters  of  the  State,  of  communes,  and  of  associations 
(Art.  1  §  3,  Art.  2,  Art.  26  §  3  of  the  Water  Ordinance  of  Novem- 
ber 20th,  1868,  for  the  Duchy  of  Oldenburg;  Art.  284  §  1  of  the 
Damming  Ordinance  for  the  Duchy  of  Oldenburg  of  June  8th,  1855). 

§  2.  Pishing  within  the  meaning  of  the  I-iaw  includes  the  capture  of  crabs, 
oysters,  sliell  fish,  and  other  useful  aquatic  animals,  as  long  as  they  are  not 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Hunting  Law. 

Wherever  in  this  I-iaw  the  expression  "  fish  "  is  used,  the  above-mention  ed 
animals  are  included  therewith. 

§  3.  Coast  fishery  within  the  meaning  of  the  Law  includes  those  fisheries 
which  are  carried  on  in  those  parts  of  the  North  Sea  belonging  to  the  Duchy, 
in  open  bays  and  in  the  estuaries  of  the  4arger  rivers. 

Inland  fishery  within  the  meaning  of  the  Law  includes  those  fisheries  which 
are  carried  on  in  other  public  waters,  in  rivers  downwards  to  the  point  where 
coast  fishery  begins. 

The  limits  of  coast  and  inland  fisheries  will  be  settled  by  the  administration. 


Art  2. — Inland  Fishery. 

§  1.  Inland  fishery  in  public,  waters  may  only  be  carried  on  by  specially 
appcunted  fishermen  or  by  leasing. 
Free  donation  of  the  fishery  is  not  allowed. 

§  2.  The  period  of  the  lease  must  not,  as  a  rule,  be  less  than  6  years ; 
exceptions  from  this  regulation  may  be  allowed  in  special  cases  by  the 
Minister  of  State  and  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 

§3.  The  division  of  connected  fishing  grounds  belonging  to  one  commune 
or  association  under  separate  leases  requires  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Interior,  which  is  also  authorised  to  determine  what  quantity  of  allowable 
fishing  tackle  may  not  be  exceeded  in  eich  district  leased. 

§  4.  If  public  waters  border  on  the  territories  of  two  or  more  communes  or 
associations,  the  communes  or  associations  owning  the  fishery  rights  therefor 
may  only  use  the  fishery  in  these  waters  for  their  common  benefit,  and  if  they 
cannot  agree  as  to  the  manner  of  use,  the  final  decision  thereupon  rests  with 
the  Ministry  of  the  Interior. 


Article  3. — Licences  in  Inland  Waferi 


Article  4. — Marking  of  Tackle  lying  out  for  Fishing  Purposes. 

Fishing  tackle  spread  out  for  fishing  purposes  in  the  absence  of  the 
fisherman  must  be  provided  with  a  distinguishing  mark,  by  which  the  per- 
sonality of  the  fisherman  may  be  iriade  known.  Detailed  regulations  as  to 
the  nature  of  such  distinguishing  marks  will  be  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
the  Interior. 

Article  5. — Obstacles  to  the  Passage  of  Fish. 

§  1.  The  passage  of  fish  through  waters  must  not  be  blocked  for  fishery 
purposes  by  mean&  of  fixed  appliances  (weirs,  fences,  traps  for  salmon  and  eels, 
fixed  nets,  block  nets,  &c.)  to  a  greater  extent  than  half  the  breadth  of  the 
waters,  measured  out  from  the  bank  at  ordinary  low  water.  Such  appliances 
must  not  be  placed  sufficiently  near  to  one  another  as  to  impede  the  passage 
of  fiish  between  them. 

§  2.  Fixed  (stationary)  fishery  devices  already  existing,  and  which  are  not 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  §  1,  ipust  within  one  year  at  most  from 
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OI.DBNBUBG,  the  promulgation  of  this  Law  be  altered  by  the  owners^  who  will  if  necessary 
'""~        be  proceeded  against. 

§3.  Weirs,  fences,  and  traps  (^^  selbatfcmge  ^')  in  connection  therewith  for 
salmon  and  eels. 


Article  6. — Prohibition  of  DestrueHne  means  of  Fishing. 

For  fishing  purposes  the  use  of  destructive  or  explosive  materials  is  prohibited 
(poisoned  bait  or  any  means  for  stunning  or  destroying  fish,  explosive  cartridges 
or  other  explosives,  &c.). 

Article  7. — Fishery  Police  Regulations, 

After  deliberation  with  experts  and  the  official  bodies  concerned,  the 
administration  will  prescribe — 

(1 )  what  fish  may  not  be  caught  on  account  of  their  size  or  weight ; 

(2)  at  what  periods  of  the  day  or  year  fishing  may  be  prohibited  either  in 

certain  parts  of  waters,  or  with  regard  to  certain  modes  of  capture  or 
species  of  fish ; 

(3)  what  methods  of  fishing  and  what  species  of  fishing  tackle  may  not  be 

used  for  fishing  purposes ; 

(4)  of  what  nature  the   fishing  tackle  allowed  must  be,  and  with  what 

restrictions  it  may  be  used  for  fishing ; 

,  (5)  what  dispositions  are  to  be  observed  by  fishermen  for  the  avoidance  of 
mutual  hindrance  in  the  interests  of  general  trade  and  navigation, 
and,  finally,  with  i^egard  to  inspecting  authorities  and  the  facilitation 
of  the  work  of  supervision ; 

(6)  at  what  periods  of  the  year  and  in  what  places  the  gathering  of  sea-plants 
is  to  be  prohibited. 

Oflences  will  be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  150  marks 
or  imprisonment,  and  the  confiscation  of  the  illegal  tackle  used  for  fishing. 

Article  8. — Olose  Seasons  and  Ghse  Waters. 

§  1.  Fishing  in  all  public  waters  is  subject  to  close  seasons  to  be  fixed  in 
detail. 

The  following  may  be  declared  to  be  close  waters  : — 

(1.)  Such  parts  of  public  waters  as,  according  to  expert  opinion,  seem  to 
offer  very  favourable  places  for  the  spawnmg  of  fish  and  the 
development  of  fry  (spawning  close  grounds). 

(2.)  Such  parts  of  public  waters  as  command  the  entrance  of  fish  into 
inland  waters  from  the  sea  (close  fishing  grounds). 

The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  will  determine  close  fishing  grounds,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  as  far  as  the  public  waters  of  the  State 
are  concerned,  and  for  public  waters  belonging  to  communes  and  associations, 
after  the  professional  opinion  of  their  representatives  has  been  taken. 

Detailed  regulations  as  to  close  seasons  and  close  waters  will  be  made  by 
the  administration. 

§  2.  During  close  seasons,  fixed  (stationary)  fishery  appliances  allowable 
according  to  this  Law  (Article  5)  must  be  either  abolished  or  removed. 
The  owners  thereof  will  be  proceeded  against  if  necessary. 


Article  9. — Regulations  for  the  Protection  of  Fish. 

§  1.  If  fish,  of  which  the  capture  at  the  time,  or  on  account  of  their  size  or 
weight,  is  prohibited,  are  taken  by  fishermen,  tiiej  must  be  at  once  put  back 
into  the  water  with  all  care  necessary  to  their  safety. 
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§2.  If  the  capture  of  fish  under  a  certain  size  or  weight  is  prohibited,  such  Oldenburg. 
fish  under  the  given  size  and  weight  must  neither  be  offered  for  sale,  nor  sold,        — 
nor  sent  away,  without  distinction  as  to  whether  they  were  caught  in  public  or 
private  waters. 

This  regulation  does  not  apply  to  fry  in  fish-breeding  establishments ;  the 
owners  of  private  waters  are  also  allowed  to  sell  and  send  away  spawn  and  fry 
for  breeding  purposes. 

m 

§  3,  In  the  interests  of  scientific  investigation  or  of  researchea  for  the 
common  good,  and  for  purposes  of  artificial  fish-breeding,  the  Ministry  of  the 
Interior  may  allow  exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  §§  1  and  2,  par.  (1)  of 
this  article,  as  far  as  necessary  and  under  suitable  controlling  regulations. 


Article  10. — Channels  for  the  Passage  of  Fish. 

§  1.  Any  person  who,  after  the  promulgation  of  this  Law,  may  erect  in  public 
waters,  weirs,  sluices,  dims,  or  otner  marme  works  in  places  where  the  passage 
of  migratory  fish  was  previously  unimpeded,  is  obliged  to  make  and  maintain  at 
his  own  cost  channels  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

Exceptions  from  this  regulation  may  be  provisionally  allowed  if — 

(1.)  The  passage  of  fish  in  the  waters  concerned  is  already  obstructed  by 
existing  erections  or  for  other  reasons  ;  or 

(2.)  The  new  erections  are  only  for  a  temporary  purpose,  and  the  speedy 
removal  thereof  is  assured. 

The  nature  and  use  of  the  erections  required  and  the  granting  of  exceptions 
are  to  be  determined,  so  far  as  necessary,  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  after 
expert  examination. 

Care  must  be  taken  not  to  exceed  the  limit  of  what  is  necessary  against  the 
will  of  those  persons  owning  the  damming  rights. 

§  2.  Owners  of  weirs,  sluices,  dams,  and  other  marine  works  in  public  waters, 
by  means  of  which  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  entirely  blocked  or  con- 
siderably interfered  with,  are  obliged  to  allow  the  making  of  channels  for  the 
passage  of  fish  if — 

(1.)  The  construction  thereof  is  intended  to  be  carried  out  by  the  State  in 
the  public  interest ;  or 

(2.)  Communes  or  associations  intend  to  carry  out  the  construction  thereof 
and  the  building  plan  proposed  by  them  is  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry 
of  the  Interior  after  previously  hearing  the  persons  owning  the 
damming  rights. 

The  necessary  space  and  ground  for  the  channels  for  the  passage  of  fish 
must  be  ceded  by  the  owners,  who  will  be  fully  compensated  therefor ;  also  if 
useful  damming  rights  are  prejudiced  by  such  a  construction,  full  compensation 
will  be  afforded,  but  on  the  other  hand  no  compensation  will  be  afforded  for 
the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  a  fishery  caused  by  the  building  of  a  channel 
for  the  passage  of  fish. 

In  cases  coming  under  (1)  of  this  section,  compensation  must  be  afforded  by 
the  State,  in  cases  coming  under  (2)  by  the  tommuncs  or  associations. 

The  provisions  of  §  41  of  the  Water  Ordinance  of  the  20th  November  1868 
for  the  Duchy  of  Oldenburg  are  applicable  in  cases  of  dispossession  pro- 
ceedings and  ascertainment  of  compensation  to  be  awarded. 

§  3.  The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  will  determine,  after  hearing  experts,  at 
what  times  of  the  year  channels  for  the  passage  of  fish  are  to  be  kept  closed. 

§  4.  In  channels  constructed  for  the  passage  of  fish,  every  kind  of  fishing  is 
prohibited^  especially  the  suspension  or  setting  up  of  fish-baskets,  nets,  weels, 
and  other  fishery  appliances.  During  the  period  in  which  the  channel  is  open 
every  kind  of  fishing  must  be  prohibited  above  and  below  the  channel  to  a 
distance  to  be  determined  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  according  to  local 
conditions. 
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Oldenburg.       §  5.  The  provisions  of  this   Article  do  not  apply  to   those  marine  works 

(drainage,  sluices,  &c.),  which  are  already  or  may  be  erected  for  the  protection 
of  lowlands  against  floods. 


Article  11, — Pollution  of  Public  Waters. 

§  1.  The  pollution  of  public  waters  by  introducing  destructive  or  harmful 
matter  into  it  in  such  quantities  as  to  destroy  or  to  do  serious  injury  to  fish 
and  fry  is  prohibited. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  may  allow  exceptions  from  this  prolubition, 
under  certain  restrictions,  especially  in  the  case  of  paramount  necessity  for  the 
interests  of  agriculture  or  industry.  As  far  as  local  conditions  allow,  the  owner 
of  the  establishment  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  such  arrangements 
as  may  be  conducive  to  restricting  injury  to  fi^sh  as  far  as  possible. 

Should  it  occur  that  discharges  from  agricultural  or  industrial  establishments, 
which  were  already  in  existence  before  the  promulgation  of  this  Law,  or  are 
in  existence  in  conformity  with  the  preceding  clause,  should  destroy  or  be 
seriously  harmful  to  the  stock  of  fish  in  the  waters,  then,  upon  application  by 
the  owner  of  the  waters,  the  owner  of  such  establishment  may  be  summoned 
by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  to  take  such  preventive  measures  as  may, 
without  being  unduly  vexatious  to  his  business,  cause  the  injury  to  cease  or  to 
be  largely  diminished. 

§  2.  The  steeping  of  hemp  and  flax  in  public  waters  is  prohibited.  The 
Ministry  of  the  Interior  may  allow  exceptions  from  this  prohibition,  under 
certain  restrictions. 


Article  12. — Supervision  of  Fisheries. 

The  State,  and  with  the  Banclion  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  communes 
and  associations,  may  appoint  special  fishery  inspectors  for  the  immediate 
supervision  of  fisheries. 


Article  13. — Penal  Provisions. 

§  1.  A  fine  not  exceeding  30   marks    or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  week  will  be  inflicted  on — 

Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Article  3,  carries  on  fishery 
operations  without  a  licence,  or  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  4,  lays  out  fishing  tackle  without  the  distinguishing  marks  provided 
for. 

§  2.  A   fine  not  exceeding   150   marks  or  imprisonment  will  be  inflicted 
on — 

(1.)  Any  person  who,  as  lessee  of  a  fishery  belonging  to  a  commune  or 
association,  exceeds  the  quantity  of  fishing  tackle  allowed  by  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior  (Art.  2,  §  3). 

(2.)  Any  person  who  may  make  tlse  of  the  methods  prohibited  in  Article  6 
for  fishing  purposes. 

(3.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Article  8,  §  2,  does  not 
remove  or  abolish  fixed  (stationary)  fishery  appliances  at  the  proper 
time,  or  makes  them  bigger  than  allowed  by  Article  5,  §  1,  or 
transgresses  the  provisions  of  Article  5,  §  3. 

(1.)  Any  person  who  carries  on  any  kind  of  fi.shery  operations  whatever  in 
channels  constructed  for  the  free  passage  of  fish,  or  in  those  parts 
of  the  water  above  and  below  such  channels  in  which  fishery  is 
prohibited  (Article  10,  §  4). 

(.5.)  Any  person  who  opens  or  closes  fish  channels  as  described  in  Article  10, 
§  3,  at  times  other  than  those^xed  by  the  administration. 
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(6.)  Any  person  who,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Article  11,  §  1 ,  introduces  Oldbkbcrg. 
harmful  matter,  dangerous  to  the  fishery,  into  public  waters,  or  who 
steeps  flax  and  hemp  in  public  waters  (Article  11,  §  2). 

§  3.  A  fine  not  exceeding  90  marks  or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  four  weeks  will  be  inflicted  on — 

All  contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  Article  9,  §  1  and  §  2,  par.  1,  of 
this  Law. 

In  addition  to  the  penalty  inflioted,  all  fish  offered  for  sale,  sold,  or  sent 
away  contrary  to  prohibition  will  be  confiscated,  without  distinction  as  to 
whether  they  belong  to  the  guilty  party  or  not. 

§  4.  Any  pcrsoii  making  use  of  his  dependents,  servants,  apprentices,  or 
workmen,  as  assistants  in  committing  an  offence  liable  to  penalty  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Law,  renders  himself  liable  to  pay  the  .fines  inflicted  on  them, 
should  they  not  be  solvent,  in  additimi  to  the  penalty  incurred  by  himself. 


Article  14. — Final  Begalations. 

§  1.  All  previously  issued  regulations,  not  in  conformity  with  this  Law,  are 
abrogated. 

§  2.  The  Ministry  of  State  is  charged  with  the  executioi^  of  this  Law,  and 
with  the  issue  of  the  general  police  regulations  to  be  made.

Nolijication  of  tlie  Secretary  of  State  relating  to  the  Execution  of  tJte  FisJiery  Law 
of  17 th  March  1879 /or  the  Ditchy  of  OldevJbtirg.     Old^iiburg,  1879,  Noverriber  12. 

On  the  basis  of  Art.  14,  §  2  of  the  Fishery  Law  of  17th  March  1879  for  the 
Duchy  of  Oldenburg,  and  of  Article  9  of  the  Law  of  5th  December  1868, 
relating  to  the  functions  of  the  State  Ministry,  the  following  regulations  are 
issued  with  supreme  sanction : — 

§  1.  The  limits  between  coast  and  inland  fishery  are  as  follows : — 

(a.)  In  the  Weser  and  Ochtum.  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  end  of  the 
dividing  construction  between  the  Weser  and  Ochtum,  point  H  of 
the  Oldenburg-Bremen  boundary  (Art.  IF.,  §  2  of  the  Delimitation 
Treaty  with  Bremen  of  5th  April  1873,  Code  of  Laws  XXII.,  pp.  715- 
716)  towards  the  eastern  corner  of  the  middle  buildiug  of  the  three 
buildings  at  VoUerschen  to  Lemwerder. 

(b.)  In  the  Hunte  by  a  straight  line  drawn  through  the  two  openings  in  the 
Hunte  Bridge. 

The  limits  between  coast  and  inland  fisheries  shall  be  made  known  by  special 
distinguishing  marks. 

§  2.  [Licences  necessary  for  carrying  on  inland  fishery*] 

§  3.  Tackle  lying  out  for  fishing  purposes  in  the  absence  of  the  fisherman 
must  be  provided  with  a  board  firmly  fastened  to  such  tackle,  on  which  the 
fisherman's  name  or  the  first  letters  thereof,  and  the  number  of  the  licence 
issued  to  him,  are  plainly  carved  or  branded. 

§  4.  The  following  regulations  are  applicable  to  the  prosecution  of  coast  and 
inland  fishery : — 

(1.)  The  capture  of  spawn  and  fry  is  prohibited ;  should  such  be  taken  by 
fishermen,  they  must  be  at  once  put  back  into  the  water  with  all  care 
necessary  to  their  safety. 
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(2.)  Fish  of  the  species  enumerated  below  must  not  be  caught  if  they  do  not 
measure  at  least  the  following  lengths  from  the  top  of  the  head  t.» 
the  end  of  the  tail : —

(3.)  The  following  are  also  prohibited : — 

(a.)  Driving  fish  together  at  night  by  means  of  lanterns,  torches,  &c. 

(6.)  Damming  up  or  draining  off  waters  for  fishery  purposes  without 
written  permission  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

(c.)  The  use  of  any  means  for  wounding  fish,  such  as  traps  with  springs, 
tridents,  eel-hoes,  spears,  lances,  stakes,  firearms,  &c.  The  use 
of  spears  and  lances  (but  not  of  eel-hoes)  may  be  sanctioned 
exceptionally,  by  the  competent  office,  for  the  purjiose  of  catching 
eels,  subject  where  necessary  to  the  erection  of  a  special 
construction  for  this  method  of  fishing.     Angling  is  allowed. 

(4.)  After  December  31st,  1880,  with  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given 
below,  no  fishing  tackle  of  any  kind  (nets,  &c.)  may  be  used  for 
fishing  purposes  of  which  the  meshes,  when  wet,  do  not  measure  at 
least  2  •  6  centimetres  in  width  in  every  part,  measuned  from  knot  to 
knot. 

This  regulation  applies  to  all  parts  or  sections  of  fishing  tackle. 

The  Mmistry  of  the  Interior  is  empowered  to  allow  exceptions 
from  this  regulation  in  cases  of  necessity  for  certain  kinds  of  fishing 
tackle. 

For  the  capture  of  eels  fishing  tackle  with  meshes  1  *  5  centimetres 
wide  is  allowable,  and  for  the  capture  of  herrings,  sprats,  smelts, 
lampreys,  and  shrimps  fishing  tackle  with  meshes  of  any  width  is 
allowed. 

(5.)  If  several  fishermen  are  admitted  as  lessees.  The  lessor  shall  frame 
special  regulations  as  to  the  setting  up  and  use  of  fishing  tackle. 
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§  5. — (1.)  Fishing  in  all  public  waters  is  subject  to  the  restriction  of    a  Oxdenbubg. 
weekly  close  time,  which  extends  from  sundown  on  Saturday  to  sundown  on        ""^ 
Sunday.     During  this   ))eriod  all  fishing   is  prohibited^  with  the  following 
exceptions : — 

(a.)  Rod  fishing  is  allowed,  but  not  fishing  with  fixed  lines. 

(6.)  In  coast  fishery  waters  fishermen  who  carry  on  the  so-called  **  still 
fishery ''  {stille  fisdierei)  without  fixed  appliances,  with  nets,  weels, 
baskets,  and  lines  are  allowed  to  leave  their  tackle  in  position  during 
the  weekly  close  season^  to  see  after  it,  to  take  it  up,  and  set  it 
again. 

(c.)  The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  is  authorised  to  allow  the  same  exceptions 
for  inland  fishery  waters,  if  by  so  doing  no  injurious  impediment  to 
to  the  passage  of  migratory  fish  is  to  be  feared. 

(d.)  The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  may  also  temporarily  allow,  in  cases  of 
great  necessity,  the  capture  of  certain  species  of  fish  during  the 
weekly  close  season. 

(2.)  Inland  fisheries  are,  moreover,  subject  to  an  annual  close  season  from 
April  10th  to  June  9th  inclusive. 

With  the  reservation  of  the  exceptions  given  below,  every  kind  of  fishing 
during  the  annual  close  season  is  prohibited  in  the  waters  subject  thereto. 

The  Ministry  of  the  Interior  is  empowered  to  allow  fishing  to  be  carried 
on  in  waters  subject  to  the  annual  close  season,  on  three  days  in  each 
week,  if  considerations  for  the  maintenance  of  the  stock  of  fish  are  not  opposed 
thereto. 

In  every  case  where  these  exceptional  commissions  are  granted,  however,  the 
use  of  such  fishery  appliances  as  are,  although  in  tliemselves  allowable,  apt  to 
destroy  fry,  is  not  to  be  included  in  the  permit. 

Detailed  regulations  on  this  point  will  be  issued  if  necessary  in  the  form  of 
a  police  ordinance. 

The  prosecution  of  fishery  operations  by  means  of  fixed  (stationary)  appli- 
ances (weirs,  fences,  traps  for  salmon  and  eels,  fixed  net<work,  block-nets,  &c.) 
or  by  means  of  nets  or  weels  floating  or  fastened  or  attached  to  the  bed 
or  banks  of  a  river,  may  on  no  account  be  allowed  during  the  annual  close 
season. 

For  fishing  operations  solely  for  the  capture  of  salnjon,  salmon-trout,  shad, 
alose,  and  smelts,  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  may  extend  the  period  of 
three  days  in  each  of  the  weeks  in  the  annual  close  season  provided  for  in 
paragraph  3,  to  at  most  five  days  in  each  week. 

(3.)  The  provisions  of  (1)  and  (2)  given  above  do  not  apply  to  crab  fishing. 
The  capture  of  crabs  in  public  waters. is  prohibited  from  November  1st  to 
May  31st. 

(4.)  In  those  parts  of  public  waters  specified  as  close  spawning  grounds, 
every  kind  of  fishing  is  prohibited  during  the  whole  year. 

The  following  are  provisionally  specified  as  a  close  spawning  ground : — 
That  part  of  the  Hunte  below  Oldenburg  from  Donnerschweer-Siel  to  Wolfs- 
sieler-Aussentief,  and  this  close  ground  will  be  marked  out  by  a  board  at  the 
beginning  and  at  the  end. 

§  6.  Any  person  transgressing  the  prohibitions  contained  in  §  4  (1),  (3),  and 
(4)   and  in  §  5,  will  be  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  fine  not  exceedinp 
160  marks  or  imprisonment.    At  the  same  time  the  illegal  fishing  tackle  use< 
may  be  confiscated.

With  reference  to  j-our  Lordship's  Despatch,  No.  1  of  this  series,  of  the 
5th  of  January  last,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith  copies  of  certain 
various  Acts  and  Decrees  in  regard  to  the  protection  of  immature  and  under- 
sized fish  in  this  country,  which  have  been  kindly  furnished  to  me  by  the 
Netherlands  Government. 

I  likewise  transmit  translations  of  the  whole  or  of  parts  of  the  above-named 
Acts  and  Decrees  which  have  reference  to  the  subject  in  question,  viz. : — 

1.  Articles  7,  9,  16,  and  23  of  the  Act  of  June  2rst,  1881,  which  regulate 

the  size  of  certain  fish  (herrings,  fiounders,  and  smelts)  prohibited  to  be 
landed,  sold,  purchased,  transported,  or  consumed. 

2.  Articles  1,  8,  and  9  of  the  Decree  of  May  15th,  1884,  providing  for  the 

protection  of  the  culture  and  regulating  the  fishery  of  molluscs  and 
crustaceans. 

3.  The  Decree  of  August  1 1th,  1892,  enacting  fresh  and  general  regulations 

for  all  kinds  of  fisheries. 

Article  1 4  of  this  Decree  deals  specially  with  the  questions  of  the  fishing 
implements  allowed  and  prohibited,  the  size  or  weight  of  all  fish  allowed  and 
prohibited  to  be  taken,  &c.,  &c.,  and  the  close  times  in  regard  to  fish  and 
shellfish. 

4.  Article  20  of  the  Act  of  April  15th,  1886,  which  specifies  the  penalties 

for  any  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  above-nam^d  legislation, 
such  penalties  being  limited  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
fourteen  days,  or  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  florins,  or  about 
8/.  6^.  Sd. 

I  also  enclose  a  copy  and  translation  of  a  notice  issued  last  month  by  the 
Governor  of  South  Holland  as  to  the  close  times  in  regard  to  waterfowl,  quails, 
and  to  fishing  in  the  inner  waters  of  the  province,  which  may  be  of  some 
interest  to  the  Board  of  Trade.  It  will  be  seen  that  even  within  the  period  of 
the  close  time  for  fishing,  namely,  from  March  15th  to  March  31st,  fishing  with 
the  gebbe  (a  small  mesh  net)  for  catching  small  fish  as  bait  for  floats  i^ 
allowed.

Law  of  15th  April  1886  (SUatsblad,  No.  64). 

Article  1. 

Every  person  fishing  in  the  Scheldt  and  the  Zealand  Channels  must  be 
provided  with  a  licence  issued  by  the  authorities,  to  be  exhibited  on  the  first 
demand  to  the  officials  charged  with  the  inspection  mentioned  in  Article  18. 

No  licence  is  required  for  angling  in  those  waters. 

Art  icle  2. 

There  are  two  sorts  of  licences — 

(a.)  Great  licence,  valid  for  one  year ; 

[h)  Small  licences,  valid  for  not  more  than  12  and  not  less  than  three 
months. 

A  great  licence  gives  the  holder  or  representative,  whosf  name  must  be 
thereon,  the  rifiht  to  all  sorts  of  fishing,  and,  if  carried  on  with  a  vessel,  with 
the  help  of  his  crew  on  board,  or  of  the  men  accompanying  hini  who  are  in  his 
service,  except  that  for  the  gathering  of  oysters,  mussels,  or  winkles  in  places 
not  given  according  to  Article  10  for  exclusive  use,  a  great  licence  is  required 
for  every  person  separately,  either  as  holder  or  representative,  or  a  small 
license,  valid  for  12  months. 

A  small  licence  gives  only  the  qualification  to  fish  without  a  vessel  or 
permanent  erections ;  it  allows  no  representative. 

The  licences  begin  on  the  first  day  of  the  first  month  of  the  period  in 
which  the  applicants  wish  to  use  them. 

Fl.  5  per  annum  shall  be  paid  for  a  great  licence,  and  25c.  per  quarter  for  a 
small  licence. 

Article  3. 

Licences  will  be  issued  only — 

{a)  To  those  persons  who,  according  to  the  law,  are  inhabitants  of  the 
Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands ; 

{b)  To  inhabitants  of  the  Kingdom  of  Belgium,  but  only  for  the  waters 
mentioned  in  Article  1  of  the  regulations  for  carrying  out  Article  9 
of  the  Treaty  between  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  of  IQth  April 
1 839)  relating  to  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  fishmg  and  of  the  fish 
trade,  belonging  to  the  Royal  Decree  of  9th  September  1843 
(Staatsblad,  No.  4^). 
They  shall  be  refused  to : 

1.  Persons  under  16  years  of  age,  so  fiatr  as  concerns  great  licences. 

2.  Persons  who  have  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  of  three  years  or 

more,  or  for  stealing,  concealing  stolen  fish  or  fishing  tackle,  or 
embezzling  the  same,  for  three  years  after  they  have  undergone  the 
punishment,  after  whicli  date  the  authorities  are  competent  again 
to  give  them  a  licence. 

3.  Persons  who  still    are   indebted   to  the    State   for    the   farming  or 

retribution  relating  to  the  fishery. 

To  those  persons  who  have  been  sentenced  for  violation  of  these  regulations, 
a  licence  may  be, refused  for  one  year  afterwards,  and  also  for  three  years  after 
the  above  date,  to  those  who  have  been  sentenced  for  poaching. 

A  licence  may  also  be  refused  for  one  year  to  those  who  carry  on  fishing 
with  persons  who  have  been  sentenced  for  stealing  or  poaching,  within  a  year 
after  they  have  undergone  their  punishment. 

Licences  already  issued  to  persons  to  whom,  according  to  the  above  pro- 
visions, a  licence  must  not  be  given,  must  be  withdrawn,  and  those  issued 
to  persons  to  whom  a  licence  may  be  refused,  may  be  withdrawn  by  the 
authorities. 

A  small  licence  can  always  be  withdrawn,  and  may  be  refused  without 
assigning  reasons.

In  CHse  of  loss  of  the  licence  the  authorities  are  empowered  to  issue  a  copy

—        highest  reef  lining,  and  in  such   a  manner  that  they  are  distinctly  visible 
They  must  be  black  on  white  sails,  and  white  on  tanned  sails. 

The  distinguishing  letter  and  the  number  on  the  sail  for  boats  of  42  cubic 
metres  and  more  must  be  60  centimetres  high  and  8  centimetres  wide,  and  for 
boats  of  less  than  42  cubic  metre?,  35  centimetres  high  and  5  centimetres  wide. 

If  the  fishing  boat  is  a  row-boat,  the  distinguishing  letter  and  number  must 
stand  on  the  upper  board,  and  be  15  centimetres  high  and  2  *  5  centimetres 
wide. 

If  the  row-boat  belongs  to  another  fishing%boat,  it  must  carry  the  distin-i 
guishing  letter  and  the  number  of  the  latter,  in  the  manner  and  of  the  size 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

The  measurements  given  are  minima.  The  letters  and  figures  must  be  well 
formed  and  distinct.  Their  distance  from  each  other  must  be  not  less  than 
10  centimetres. 

The  fishing  boats  must  carry  no  other  letters  or  numbers  than  those  which 
they  hare  to  carry  according  to  £he  preceding  provisions. 

It  is  prohibited  to  wash  out  the  letter  or  the  number,  to  alter  it»  to  make  it 
unrecognisable,  to  cover  or  conceal  it  in  any  way  whatever,  or  to  carry  it 
mutilated,  unrecognisable,  or  concealed. 

The  captain  of  the  fishing  boat,  so  far  as  he  is  not  already  bound  by  any 
legal  enactment,  is  responsible  for  the  observance  of  the  preceding  provisions. 

Article  10. 

Where  the  fishery  belongs  to  the  State,  and  it  is  not  prohibited  by  ihe 
Treaty  with  Belgium  quoted  in  Art.  3,  places  for  the  fishery  may  be  given  for 
exclusive  use,  by  open  competition,  by  allotment,  or  by  farming  for  a  fixed 
time,  and  the  erection  of  permanent  appliances  for  other  fishery  than  that  of 
anchovies,  oysters,  or  mussels  may  be  licensed,  either  by  allotment  or  to  the 
first  applicant,  or  by  selection. 

Portions  may  be  farmed  out  of  liand,  for  which  no  offer  or  too  low  an  offer 
was  made  at  public  competition,  and  portions  may  be  given  as  concessions, 
which  were  not  assigned  by  allotment  on  account  of  the  want  of  bidders,  or 
which  are  wanted  by  somebody  whose  portion  is  exhausted,  or  who  has  not 
yet  got  a  portion,  although  he  took  part  in  the  last  allotment* 

Article  II. 

Where  the  fishery  belongs  to  the  State,  the  placing  or  possessing  of  per- 
manent buildings  is  prohibited  to  everyone  wno  has  not  obtained  a  right 
thereto  in  one  of  the  ways  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article.  On  the  termina- 
tion of  that  right,  either  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  it  was 
acquire;!,  or  by  reh'nquishment,  the  buildings  must  be  completely  and  entirely 
removed,  and  nothing  must  remain  of  them  in  the  ground. 

The  authorities  are  empowered  to  remove,  at  the  cost  of  the  parties  neglect- 
ing to  perform  the  duty,  the  buildings  which  have  been  placed  without  their 
licence,  where  the  fishery  belongs  to  the  State,  or  which,  within  eight  days 
after  the  termination  of  the  right,  have  not  been  removed  or  not  completely 
removed. 

Article  12. 

In  places  given  for  exclusive  use,  all  fishing  is  prohibited  to  other  persons 
than  those  who  have  the  right  to  it,  provided  that  those  places  are  marked  off 
by  buoys  or  beacjons  clearly  distinguishable  by  daylight. 

Article  13. 

All  other  persons  besides  those  who  have  the  right  to  it  are  prohibited — 
1.  To  go  within  the  wings  of  bow-nets  and  standing  inclosures  connected 

with  them. 
2*  To  render  buildings  for  the  fishery  unsuitable  for  the  take  of  fish. 
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Article  14.    ^     •  Netheb-

1 .  To  have  other  nets  or  other  fishing  tackle  on  board,  or  to  make  use  of 

them,  than  the  following : 

a.  For  the  flounder  fishery:  The  inclosed  space  with  bow-net, 
the  mesheS  of  which  must  be  at  least  8  centimetres  -  wide, 
while  the  wood  or  cane  must  be  placed  at  intervals  of  at  least 
,.  .  1  centimetre  ;  the  screen-net  ^nd  the  praam-net>  the  meshes  of 
which  must  also  be  8  centimetres  wide ;  . 
h.  For  scharre  fisheiy :  The  drag-net,  the  large  net,  and  the  purse- 
net,  the  meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least  8  centimetres  wide  ; 

c.  For  the  whiting  fishery :  The  drag-net  or  the  hand-net  and  the 

bow-net,  the  meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least  2  centimetres 
wide ; 

d.  For  the  smelt  fishery :  The  drag-net,  the  meshes  of  which  must 

be  at  least  2  centimetres  wide ; 

e.  For  the  shrimp  fishery :  The  shrimp-^net  and  shrimp-trawl,  the 

meshes  of  which  in  ^  of  the  length  of  the  net  must  be  at  leaspt 
2^  cenlimetres  wide  and  in  the  other  f  at  least  1^  cepitimetres ; 
/.  For  the  herring  fishery:  The  herring  inclosure  or  crib  with 
bow-net,  the  woodwork  of  which  must  be  placed  at  intervals 
of  at  least  1  centimetre,  and  the  drag-net ;  the  meshes  of  the 
bow-net  and  the  drag-net  must  be  at  least  3^  centimetres 

wide ; 

g.  I'or  the  sprat  fishery  :  The  sprat  purse-net,  the  mesKes  of  which 
must  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide ; 

h.  For  the  anchovy  fishery:  The  inclosure  with  bow-net,  the 
meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide,  and  the 
trawl-net,  the  meshes  of  which  must  be  of  at  least  the  same 
width ; 

i.  For  the  mackerel  fishery  :  The  ti^awl-net  and  the  upright  mackerel- 
net,  the  meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least  8  centimetres 
wide ; 

k.  For  the  eel  fishery  :  the  bow-net  and  the  square-net,  the  meshes 
of  which  must  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide,  and  the  eel 
basket ; 

h  For  the  ray  fishery :  The  harpoon,  the  ray -dredge  and  the  screen 
'  or  upright  ray-net,   the  meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least 

30  centimetres  wide ; 

m.  For  tlie  oyster-fishery ;  The  dredge-net,  the  meshes  of  which 
must  be  at  least  8  centimetres  wide,  while  through  the  iron 
nets,  the  links  of  which  make  the  measurement,  and  the  rings, 
they  may  have  no  greater  interval  than  2  centimetres ;  no 
twine,  or  any  thing  that  would  make  the  meshes  smaller,  may 
,       interwoven;  ,:  , 

n.  For  the  mussel  fishery :  The  mussel-rake,  the  intervals  of  which 
must  be  at  least  6  centimetres,  and  if  the  banks  lie  in  deep 
water,  and  special  license  is  given  to  that  effect,  the  purse-net, 
the  meshes  of  which  must  be  at  least  6  centimetres  wide.  On 
the  mussel  spawn  banks  open  for  pul)lic  fishing  the  use  of 

I         musssel-rakes  with  smaller  intervals  is  allowed. 

2.  It  is  also  prohibited  to  have  fish  on  board  below  the  following  measure- 

ments or  the  following  weights  : 

Flounders  -  18  centimetres. 

'     Plaice  »  *■  .  -  16  centimetres.                                                     : 

Mackerel  -           ^  kilogramme ; 

Oysters  -  -          8  centimetres  measured  on  the  smaller  side ; 

Mussels  -  -           4  centimetres. 

3.  To  have  on  board  flounders  atid  mackerel  or  to  fish  for  flounders  or 

mackerel  between  15th  November  and  1st  April. 
To  have  oysters  on  board  or  to  dredge  for  oysters  between  the  end  of 
February  and  1st  October. 
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NsTHBR-  To  employ  the  sardine-net  and  the  drag-net  in  the  anchovj  fishery 

'"^"  between  Ist  July  and  Ist  April. 

4.  In  the  channels  for  inclosures  or  preserves  at  less  than  1,000  metres 
distance  to  fish  with  screen  or  mackerel-nets  and  in  the,  channels  to 
anchovy  preserves  at  low  tide  to  fish  within  that  distance  with 
drag-nets. 

5.  [It  is  prohibited]  to  throw  overboard  starfish  when  caught. 

During  the  close  time  at  a  place  to  which  the  closing  regulation  is 
applicable,  no  permanent  erections  or  nets  or  other  fishing  tackle  to  be  in  the 
water,  that  can  serve  for  the  closed  fishery,  and  the  permanent  erections  may 
be  removed  by  the  State,  and  the  nets  taken  away. 

Fish  caught  below  the  size  and  weight  mentioned  for  every  description,  and 
fish  caught  in  close  time,  must  be  immediately  thrown  back  into  the  water. 

By  width  of  a  mesh  shall  be  understood  the  distance  between  the  sides, 
including  the  knot  between  those  sides,  measured  when  wet.  After  \ht 
shrinking  of  the  net  also  the  meshes  must  be  of  the  prescribed  width. 

With  iron  nets  the  measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  middle  of  the  rings 
at  the  end  of  two  shackles,  including  the  ring  between. 

By  the  size  of  a  fish  shall  be  understood  the  length  of  it,  measured  from  the 
snout  to  the  tip  of  the  tail-fin.  * 

Article  16. 

Article  14,  with  the  exception  of  the  prohibition  under  4,  is  not  applicable 
to  the  fishery  of  shell-fish  in  the  places  given  for  exclusive  use. 

Article  16. 
It  is  prohibited : 

(a)  In  any  place  usually  farmed  for  the  dredging  or  culture  of  oysi^rs  to 
have  another  steamer  on  the  ground  or  to  come  to  anchor  with 
another  than  that  which  is  employed  for  the  fishery  by  or  in  behalf 
of  the  farmer  of  that  place ; 

(b)  At  such  a  place  to  have  a  steamer  on  the  ground,  or  to  come  to 
anchor  at  less  than  26  metres  from  the  bounds  of  another's  fishing 
place ; 

((?)  To  fi^sh  with  a  screw  steamer  in  such  a  places  in  which  the  depth  fore 
and  aft  is  not  marked  distinctly  in  figures,  or  to  set  the  screw  in 
motion  before  at  least  one  foot  of  water  is  underneath  the  part  of 
the  boat  where  it  has  the  deepest  draught ; 

(d)  In  such  a  place  to  fish  with  a  dredge  which  weighs  altogether  more 
than  35  kilogrammes  ; 

(e)  In  such  a  place  to  drop  any  refuse  overboard,  or  to  throw  it  or  let  it 
fall  overboard. 

Article  17. 

The  officials,  charged  with  the  inspection  of  the  fishery  are  empowered  to 
go  on  board  the  boats  employed  in  the  fishery,  to  search  the  boats,  to  seize 
the  prohibited  nets  and  fishing  tackle,  and  the  fish  on  board  in  violation  of 
Article  14,  as  also  all  articles  evidently  taken  from  a  fishing  place  given  for 
exclusive  use,  and  of  which  the  captain  cannot  prove  his  ownership  to  the 
satisfaction  of  those  officials. 

The  captains  of  the  fishing  boats  are  bound  to  turn  round  whenever 
summoned  to  do  so  by  those  officials.  Hoisting  a  white  fiag  to  the  maintop  is 
considered  to  be  such  a  summons. 

If  necessary  the  officials  afoiesaid  shall  take  the  fishing  boat  with  which 
the  ofifence  was  committed,  to  one  of  the  Netherlands  ports  on  the  Schelde  or 
Zealand  Channels  at  their  discretion,  so  as  to  carry  out  the  seizure  according  to 
the  instructions. 
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Article  18.  Nether- 

In  addition  to  the  officials  of  the  police  and  the  mar^chauss^,  the  head       '^^s. 
inspector  of  the  fisheries  on   the    Scheldt   and   Zealand   Channel?,  and   the 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  inspectors  of  those  fisheries  are  charged  with  ihe 
inspection  of  the  fishery. 

Article  19. 

The  proper  officers  of  the  authorities  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article 
shall  draw  up  a  procfes-verbal  of  every  violation  discovered  by  them,  which 
shall  be  sent  by  the  chairman  of  the  authorities  to  the  official  of  the  Public 
Prosecutor  whom  it  concerns. 

Article  20. 
In  these  regulations  are  understood  : — 

a.  Under  the  name  of  "  fish/'  all  edible  scale-fish. 

b.  Under  the  word  "  fishing/'  the  dredging  also  of  fish  on  ground  left  dry 

at  ebb-tide,  the  distribution  of  oyster  and  mussel  spawn,  the  letting 
down  or  having  fishing  nets  in  the  water,  and  the  taking  up  or 
drawing  in  of  the  same,  dredges  or  other  fishing  tackle,  and  tiles  or 
other  collectors  of  oyster  fry,  and  the  employment  of  permanent 
appliances  for  catching  fish. 

c.  Under  permanent  appliances : 

1.  Inclosures  and  preserves  used  for  catching  any  sort  offish  ; 

2.  appliances  for  the  culture  of  shell-fish  ; 

And  in  general  all  nets  and  other  appliances  employed  for  catching  any 
sort  of  fish,  not  dragged  along  in  one  way  or  other,  with  the  exception 
of  the  screen-net  for  catching  flounders  and  mackerel  and  the  schar 
net. 

d.  Under  the  words  '^ Scheldt  and  Zealand  Channels"  : 

1.  The  waters  nmning  in  the  province  of  Zealand  beyond  the  dykes 

and  outside  the  harbour  piers ; 

2.  The   parts  of   the   Western    Scheldt,   the   Eastern  Scheldt,  the 

Eendracht,  and  the  Flaak,  belonging  to  the  province  of  North 
Brabant ; 

3.  The   parts  belonging   to   the  province  of  South  Holland  of  the 

Brouwershaven  Gat,  the  Springersdiep,  the  Vliager,  the  Hals, 
the  Bieniugen  or  Grcvelingen,  and  the  K rammer,  eastwards  up 
to  the  elongated  eastern  boundary  of  the  province  of  Zealand. 

e.  Under  the  name  "  authorities,'*  the  authorities   of  the  fisheries  on  the 

Scheldt  and  Zealand  Channels. 


Article  21. 

Up  to  31st  December  1900,  Article  1,  first  paragraph  of  these  regulations, 
is  not  applicable  to  the  farmers  of  the  fisheries  and  breeding  grounds, 
and  the  catching  of  the  shell-fish  of  the  State  in  the  South  Holland  part  of  the 
waters  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article  under  the  letter  d,  No.  3,  so  far  as 
they  arc  farmed,  and  so  far  as  concerns  the  exercise  of  the  privileges  of  the 
farming  now  current  as  aforesaid,  nor  for  the  persons  fishing  in  that  water  for 
those  persons  who  have  farmed  it,  or  by  their  permission. 


Article  22. 

Temporary  Provision. — The  regulations  of  Article  9  conceraing  the  dis-

Where  in  the  now  existing  laws  the  issuing  of  further  instructions  is  left  to 
general  measures  of  internal  administration,  with  provision  of  penalty  against 
the  violation  of  instructions  issued  in  those  general  measures  of  internal 
administration,  that  violation  shall  be  punished  by  detention  not  exceeding  a 
fortnight,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  gulden.

1.  That  the  shooting  of  water-fowl  mentioned  under  the  letters  d,/,  and  h 
in  Article  15  of  the  LaAv  of  13th  June  1857  (Staatsblad,  No.  87)  shall  be  closed 
on  Saturday,  7th  April  next. 

2.  That  the  employment  of  the  large  nets  (steekgaren  and  vliegnet),  men- 
tioned under  letter  c.  Article  15,  of  the  aforesaid  law,  for  the  hanging  netting 
between  trees  for  snaring  quails  is  allowed  from  23rd  April  next  till  2nd  July 
following  inclusive,  but  that  the  vliegnet  or  fly-net  may  on  no  account  be 
used  as  a  draw-net  for  snaring  quails. 

3.  That  fishery  in  the  incer  waters,  by  which  are  also  understood  rivers 
separated  by  sluices,  shall  be  closed  from  15th  March  next  till  31st  May 
following  inclusive,  with  the  exception — 

a.  of  the  fishing  by  means  of  bow-nets,  eel-spears,  eel-creels,  floats,  and  by 

sniggling ; 
h.  of  the  fishing  with  the  gebbe  (small  mesh -net)  for  catching  small  fish  as 

bait  for  floats. 

4.  That  fishing  with  purse-nets,  including  anchor-nets  and  staalboomen,  is 
prohibited  from  1st  April  next  till  31st  May  following  inclusive. 

5.  That  the  owners  of  duck-breeding  preserves  this  year  must  keep  their 
ducks  enclosed  or  pent  up  from  2nd  July  until  the  opening  of  the  water-fowl 
shooting  season. 

And  this  notice  shall  be  legibly  printed,  published,  and  posted  up  in  the  usual 
places,  and  also  be  inserted  in  the  "  Provincial  Official  Journal  '*  and  in  the

Having  regard  to  the  regulations  concerning  fishery  of  20th  May  1843,  for 
carrying  out  Article  9  of  the  Treaty  between  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  of 
19th  April  1839,  and  belonging  to  the  Royal  Decree  of  9th  September  1843 
(Staatsblad,  No.  45),  and  amended  by  the  Declaration  of  27th  February  1890, 
published  by  Royal  Decree  of  1st  March  1890  (Staatsblad,  No.  29) ;

Idth  April  1886  (Staatsblad,  No.  64). 

CHAPTER  I. 

Provisions  concerning  the  Fishery  in  General. 

A. — Licences. 

ArHcle  1. 

With  the  exception  of  those  persons  who  fish  with  a  rod  held  in  the  hand, 
with  a  line  and  hook  attached,  all  persons  fishing  on  the  Scheldt  or  the  Zealand 
waters  must  be  provided  with  a  licence  supplied  by  the  authorities,  and  exhibit 
it,  on  the  first  application,  to  the  oflBcials  charged  with  the  inspection  of  the 
observance  of  these  regulations. 

Article  2. 

At  a  place  where  the  State  has  no  rights  of  proprietorship  nor  fishery  rights, 
all  persons  fishing  must  also  be  provided  with  a  permit  in  writing  from  the 
owner  or  person  claiming  rights,  to  be  exhibited  according  to  the  preceding 
Article. 

Article  3. 

There  are  two  sorts  of  licences : 
The  great  licence,  available  for  one  year,  costing  6fl. 
The  small  licence,  available  at  the  outside  for  four  succeeding  quarters, 
costing  25c.  per  quarter. 
The  great  licences  begin  on  the  day  after  the  date  of  their  issue,  unless  the 
applicant  gives  in  the  first  day  of  a  following  month  for  the  day  of  commence- 
ment. 

The  small  licences  begin  on  the  day  when  they  are  issued. 
Great  licences  beginning  during  one  month  terminate  on  the  last  day  of  the 
eleventh  month  next  following. 

Article  4. 

A  great  licence  gives  the  holder  or  his  representative,  who  must  be  notified^ 
the  right  to  carry  on  all  fishery  in  his  vessel,  with  the  help  of  his  crew  on 
board,  and  also  with  men  in  his  service  in  attendance  on  him. 

For  dredging  shell-fish,  &c.  at  places  not  given  for  exclusive  use  by  the 
State  or  other  owner,  a  licence  shall  be  required  separately  for  every  pcrson. 

A  small  licence  gives  power  only  to  carry  on  fishery  without  a  boat  or 
permanent  erection ;  it  does  not  allow  any  substitute. 

Article  5. 

Licences  shall  be  issued  only  : 

a.  To  those  persons  who,  according  to  the  law,  are  inhabitants  of  the 
Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands. 

h.  To  inhabitants  of  the  Kingdom  of  Belgium,  but  only  for  the  waters 
mentioned  in  Article  I  of  the  regulations  Jbr  carrying  out  Article  9  of 
the  Treaty  between  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  of  19th  April  1839, 
relating  to  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  fishing  and  of  the  fish  trade, 
belonging  to  the  Royal  Decree  of  9th  September  1843  (Staatsblad, 
No.  45). 

Article  6. 

To  thoce  persons  who  have  been  sentenced  to  three  years*  imprisonment  or 
more,  or  who  lave  been  sentenced  for  theft,  or  receiving  stolen  goods,  or  for 
embezzleii.ent  of  fish  or  fishing  tackle,  or  for  being  accessory  to  or  for 
attempting  those  offences,  a  great  licence  shall  be  refused  for  three  years  after 
they  have  undergone  the  punishment ;  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  the 
authorities  arc  empowered  again  to  issue  a  licence  to  them. 

Great  licences  shall  be  refused  to  persons  under  16.

Article  7.  Nethee 

LANDS. 

Licences  may  be  refused  to  :  — 

1 .  Persons  who  have  been  sentenced  for  violation   of  these  regulations  or 

of  the  preceding  regulations,  belonging  to  the  Royal  Decree  of  11th 
August  1892  (Staatsblad,  No.  198),  for  one  year  after  the  sentence 
was  pronounced. 

2.  Persons  who  have  been  sentenced  for  fishing  with  the  dredge,  the  drag- 

net, or  any  other  tackle  at  a  forbidden  distance  from  the  dyLes,  banks, 
piers,  or  other  artificial  works,  wnthin  the  year  after  a  sentence  was 
passed  for  such  offence,  for  the  same  period  as  under  1. 

3.  Persons  who  carry  on  the  fisherj^  in  association  with  or  through  the 

medium  of  persons  who  have  been  convicted  for  one  of  the  offences 
mentioned  in  Article  6  within  a  year  after  they  have  undergone  their 
punishment. 

4.  Persons  whom  the  authorities  over  the  exercise  of  the  fishery  consider 

it  their  duty  to  refuse  in  the  interest  of  the  fishery  or  of  the  rights  of 
the  State. 

Article  8. 

Licences  already  issued  to  persons  to  whom,  according  to  the  above 
provisions,  no  licence  must  be  issued,  and  those  licences  issued  to  persons  to 
whom  a  licence  may  be  refused,  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  authorities. 

Article  9« 

Applications  for  licences  shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary,  treasurer,  to  one 
of  the  authorities,  and  to  persons  appointed  by  the  authorities* 

Inhabitants  of  Belgium  may  also  send  their  applications  to  the  agent  at  Bath, 
mentioned  in  Article  4  of  the  regulation  cited  under  letter  b  in  Article  5. 

Article  10. 

Great  licences  shall  contain  : — " 

a.  The  surname,  Christian  name,  and  address  of  the  person  holding  the 

license. 

b.  The    surname^   Christian    name^   and  address  of  one    substitute,    if 

requested. 

c.  If  the  holder  of  the  licence  wishes  to  carry  on  the  fishery  with  a  vessel, 

the  sort  of  vessel,  and  the  letters  and  number  mentioned  in  Article  15 
of  these  regulations,  or,  in  case  the  vessel  is  intended  for  that 
part  of  the  (Scheldt  and  the  Zealand  waters  which  is  included  in 
Article  1  of  the  regulattons  for  carrying  out  Article  9  of  the  Treaty 
with  Selgium  of  l9th  April  1839,  the  surname,  the  letters,  and  the 
number  mentioned  in  Articles  6  to  1 1  inclusive  of  the  International 
Convention  for  Begulating  the  Fishei'y  in  the  North  Sea,  concluded  at 
the  Hague  on  2nd  May  1882. 

d.  Beginning  and  ending  of  the  year  for  which  it  is  valid. 

Small  licences  Ishall  contain  the  surname.  Christian  name,  and  address  of 
the  holder  of  the  licence,  and  the  term  for  which  the  licence  is  valid. 

Article  11. 

In  case  of  the  loss  of  the  licence  unavoidably,  the  authorities  are  empowered 
to  issue  a  duplicate  to  the  person  interested,  which  duplicate  shall  have  the 
same  value  as  the  original  licence. 

It  shall  have  as  a  heading  the  words,  "  Duplicate  to  replace  the  original.'* 

Article  12. 

At  the  request  of  the  heirs  of  the  person  who  held  the  licence  the  Chairman 
shall  transcribe  the  licence  to  the  name  of  one  of  the  heirs,  or  of  his  guardian, 
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Nether-     provided  that  the  person  in  whose  name  the  licence  shall   be  made   out 
LANDS.       possesses  the  qualifications  necessary  for  obtaining  an  identical  licence. 

Under  the  same  reservation  a  corresponding  transcription  shall  be  made  in 
transferring  the  ownership  of  a  vessel  to  the  new  owner. 

Article  13. 

The  provisions  of  Article  5  to  Article  9  inclusive  hold  good,  also  as  regards 
the  substitute  mentioned  in  Article  10.  This  last  must  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
same  country  as  the  holder  of  the  licence. 

Article  14. 

If,  on  the  issue  of  a  great  licence,  a  substitute  or  the  letters  and  number 
mentioned  under  letter  c  of  Article  10  are  not  given  the  entry  can  still  be  made 
by  the  secretary,  treasurer,  the  chairman,  or  by  one  of  the  members  of  the 
authorities. 

In  the  same  manner  the  erasure  of  the  name  of  the  substitute  may  be 
effected,  and  the  name  of  another  substitute  put, in  its  place. 

With  reservation  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this 
Article,  all  persons  are  prohibited  to  alter,  add,  or  erase  anything  in  the 
licences,  or  to  make  use  of  a  licence  in  which  such  things  have  been  done. 


B. — Of  Numbers  and  Letters. 
Article  15. 

Every  Netherlands  fishing  boat  must  carry  the  letters  assigned  to  it  by 
our  Minister  of  "  Waterstaat "  Trade  and  Industry,  and  announced  in  the 
official  **  Gazette,"  and  tlie  number  of  its  inscription  in  the  register  assigned 
thereto  by  the  burgomaster  of  the  commune  to  which  the  boat  belongs. 

The  letters  and  the  number  must  be  placed  on  both  sides  of  the  bow  of  the 
boat  8  to  10  centimetres  below  the  gunwale,  or  if  the  side  of  the  boat  does  not 
afford  suflicient  space  below  the  gunwale,  or  if  the  boat  has  no  gunwale,  on 
the  upper  buoy. 

The  letters  and  the  number,  painted  in  white  oil  paint  on  a  black  ground, 
must  in  vessels  of  50  tons  capacity  and  upwards  be  of  the  length  of  45,  and 
of  the  thickness  of  6  centimetres,  and  in  vessels  of  less  than  50  tons  capacity, 
the  length  of  25  and  the  thickness  of  4  centimetres. 

The  same  letters  and  numbers  must  also  be  placed,  painted  in  oil  paint,  on 
both  sides  of  the  main  sail  of  the  vessel  immediately  above  the  highest  reef 
lining,  and  in  such  a  way  that  they  are  distinctly  visible.  On  white  sails  and 
on  sails  which  retain  the  original  colour  of  the  sail  cloth  they  shall  be  painted 
in  black  paint,  and  on  sails  of  colours  other  than  the  aforesaid  in  white  paint. 

Eor  vessels  employed  also  in  the  North  Sea,  the  letters  and  numbers  on 
the  sails  must  be  painted  in  the  colour  assigned  for  vessels  iii  the  North  Sea 
by  or  in  the  name  of  the  Minister  of  "Waterstaat"  Trade  and  Industry. 

The  letters  and  the  number  on  the  sail  for  vessels  of  60  tons  and  more  must 
be  60  centimetres  long  and  8  centimetres  thick.  For  vessels  of  less  than 
50  tons,  35  centimetres  long  and  5  centimetres  thick. 

Steamers  employed  in  the  fishery  carry  the  letters  and  number  on  the  bow, 
and  instead  of  on  the  main  sail,  on  an  iron  band,  properly  fastened  to  the 
funnel  at  two-thirds  of  the  height  of  the  funnel  above  the  deck. 

A  space  of  5  centimetres  must  be  left  open  between  the  funnel  and  the 
band.  The  letters  and  numbers  of  steamers  both  on  the  bow  and  the  funnel 
must  be  painted  in  white  oil  paint  on  a  black  ground  of  a  length  of  at  least 
30  centimetres  and  a  thickness  of  4  centimetres. 

If  the  fishing  craft  is  a  rowing  boat  the  letters  and  number  must  be  placed 
on  the  channel-wale,  and  have  a  length  of  15  centimetres  and  a  thickness  of 
2  •  5  centimetres. 

If  the  rowing  boat  belongs  to  another  fishing  craft  it  must  carry  .the  letters 
and  the  number  of  that  craft  in  the  manner  and  of  the  measurement  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph. 
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The  measurements  above  given,  with  the  exception  of  the  vessels  employed     NExnER- 
also  in  the  North  Sea,  arc  the  minima.     The  letters  and  figures  must  be  well       lands. 
shaped  and  distinct.    Their  distance  from  each  other  must  be  not  less  than 
10  centimetres,  and  the  distance  between  the  letters  and  the  number  not  less 
than  25  centimetres. 

Every  Belgian  fishing  boat  for  sailing  on  or  fishing  in  the  waters  mentioned 
in  Article  10  of  the  regulations  for  carrying  out  Article  9  of  the  Treaty  between 
the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  of  9th  April  1839,  concerning  the  exercise  of  the 
right  of  fishery  and  of  fish  trade  belonging  to  the  Boyal  Decree  of  9th 
September  1843  (Staatsblad,  No.  45),  must  be  provided,  as  is  set  down  in 
every  licence,  with  the  marks  which  every  vessel  must  carry  according  to 
Articles  6, 7,  8,  and  9  of  the  Convention  for  Regulating  the  Police  of  the  Fishery 
in  the  North  Sea  outside  the  territorial  waters,  concluded  at  the  Hague  on  6tli 
May  1882  between  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  &c«,  and  amended,  as  regards 
Article  8,  §  5,  by  the  declaration  signed  at  the  Hague  on  1st  February  1889 
(Staatsbladen,  No.  40  of  1884  and  No.  199  of  1889). 

Article  16. 

The  fishing  boats  must  carry  no  other  letters  or  numbers  than  those  which 
they  have  to  carry  according  to  the  preceding  provisions. 

It  is  prohibited  to  remove,  to  change,  to  render  indistinct  or  unrecognisable, 
the  letters  or  the  number,  to  tar  over,  to  tan,  or  to  besmear,  to  cover  or  to 
conceal,  in  any  manner  whatever,  or  to  carry  them  when  mutilated,  indistinct, 
tarred,  tanned,  besmeared,  unrecognisable,  or  concealed. 

The  captain  of  the  fishing  boat,  so  far  as  he  is  not  bound  already  by  some 
legal  enactment,  is  responsible  for  obedience  to  the  preceding  provisions. 

C. — Various  Prohibitions. 
Article  17. 

In  places  assigned  for  exclusive  use  all  fishery  is  prohibited  to  other  persons 
than  the  one  who  possesses  the  right  to  it,  and  the  holders  of  his  written 
permission,  provided  that  those  places  are  marked  off"  with  buoys  or  beacons 
distinctly  visible  in  the  daytime. 

This  written  permission  must  be  exhibited  on  the  first  demand  to  the 
officials  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  the  observance  of  these 
regulations. 

Article  18. 

It  is  prohibited  to  other  persons  than  the  one  who  possesses  the  right  to  it, 
and  the  holders  of  his  written  permission,  to  be  exhibited  on  the  first  demand 
to  the  officials  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  the  observance  of  these 
regulations: — 

1.  To  be  present  within  the  weirs  and  enclosures  connected  with  them,  or 

to  be  in  places  assigned  for  exclusive  use* 

2.  To  render  arrangements  intended  for  fishery  unfit  for  the  capture  of  fish, 

or  to  damage  them. 

Article  I9. 

It  is  prohibited  — * 

a.  In  any  place  usually  assigned  for  exclusive  use  for  the  capture  and 

breeding  of  shell-fish,  unless  from  pressing  necessity,  to  take  the 
ground  or  come  to  anchor  with  another  steamer  than  that  which  is 
used  by  or  on  account  of  the  person  who  has  the  right  to  the 
fishery. 

b.  At  such  a  place  to  take  the  ground  or  come  to  anchor  with  a  steamer 

at  less  than  25  m.]  from  the  bounds  of  another  person's  fishing 
place. 
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Nether-  c.  To  fish  at  such  a  place  with  a  screw  steamer,  on  whose  bow  and  stem 

^^^®*  the  draught  is  not  marked  in  distinct  figures,  or  to  bring  the  screw 

into  motion  before  30  centimetres  of  water,  at  least,  are  under  the 

vessel  where  its  draught  is  deepest. 

d.  To  fish  at  such  a  place  with  a  dredge  which,  whether  weighted  or  not, 

weighs  more  than  35  kilogrammes. 

e.  At  such  a  place  to  let  fall  or  throw  overboard  ashes  or  any  dirt. 

/.  To  damage  the  beacons  or  buoys  serving  to  mark  oflF  such  portions,  to 
pull  them  down,  sail  over  them,  or  to  remove  them  from  their 
places. 

Article  20. 

It  is  prohibited  to  use  other  nets  or  other  fishing  tackle,  to  have  at  hand 
or  to  have  on  board  of  the  vessel,  or  of  the  rowing  boat  belonging  to  it  at  the 
place  assigned  for  exclusive  use,  other  than  the  following : — 

a.  For  the  Flaice  Fishery. — The  inclosed  space  with  a  bow-net  of  which  the 
meshes  shall  be  at  the  least  8  centimetres  wide,  and  the  wood  or  cane- 
work  must  be  placed  with  spaces  between  of  1  centimetre  at  least,  and 
the  screen  net  and  "  praam  "  net,  of  which  the  meshes  shall  be  also  at 
the  least  8  centimetres  wide. 

h.  For  the  Flounder  Fishery. — The  flounder-dredge  and  the  ground-net,  of 
which  the  meshes  shall  be  at  least  8  centimetres  wide. 

c.  For  the  Whiting  (molenaar)  Fishery. — The  **  segen  "  or  drag-net,  and  the 

bow-net,  of  which  the  meshes  shall  be  at  least  2  centimetres  wide. 

d.  For  tlie  Shrimp  Fishery. — The  dredge  and  drag-net,  of  which  the  meshes 

shall  be  at  least  2^  centimetres  wide  for  one-third  of  the  length  of  the 
net,  and  for  the  other  two-thirds  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide. 

/.  For  the  Herring  Fishery.— The  inclosed  space  with  bow- net,  of  which  the 
woodwork  shall  be  placed  at  intervals  of  at  least  1  centimetre,  and  the 
drag  net ;  the  meshes  of  the  drag-net  and  of  the  bow-net  must  be  at 
least  3  centimetres  wide. 

g.  For  the  Sprat  (Sardine)  Fishery. — The  sprat-net,  of  which  the  meshes 
shall  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide. 

h.  For  the  Mullet  Fishery. — The  drag-net  and  the  upright  mullet-net,  of 
which  the  meshes  shall  be  at  least  8  centimetres  wide. 

i.  For  the  Anchovy  Fishery. — The  inclosed  space  with  bow-net,  of  which  the 
meshes  shall  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide,  and  the  drag-net  and  the 
upright  net,  of  which  the  meshes  shall  have  the  same  width  at  the 
least. 

h.  For  the  Fel  Fishery. — The  bow-net  and  the  square  net,  of  which  the 
meshes  shall  be  at  least  1^  centimetres  wide,  the  eel  spear,  eel  hooks, 
eel  net,  and  the  sniggle. 

I.  For  the  Ray  Fishefry. — The  ray-drcdp:e  and  the  screen  or  upright  net,  of 
which  the  meshes  shall  be  at  least  25  centimetres  wide. 

ra.  For  the  Crab  and  Lobster  Fishery. — ^The  crab  nets  and  crab  dredges. 

Article  21. 

It  is  forbidden  for  the  oyster  fishery  to  use  or  have  on  board  the  vessel,  or 
rowing  boat  belonging  to  it,  other  nets  or  fishing  tackle  than  the  hand-rake, 
the  large  rake,  and  the  oyster  net,  of  which  the  meshes  shall  be  at  least 
8  centimetres  wide,  and  no  string  or  other  material  shall  be  woven  into  the  iron 
nets  to  make  the  meshes  smaller. 

This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the  fishery  and  culture  of  oysters  in 
places  given  for  exclusive  use. 

[Article  22. 

It  is  forbidden  for  the  mussel  fishery  to  use  or  have  on  board  the  vessel  or 
rowing  boat  belonging  to  it,  any  other  nets  or  fishing  tackle  than  the  hand 
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rake  and  large  rake  and,  if  the  banks  lie  in  deep  water  and  special  permission  Nether. 

has  been  ^iven,  also  the  dredge.  lands. 
This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the  fishery  and  culture  of  mussels  in        "^ — 
places  given  for  exclusiye  use. 

Article  23. 

It<s  forbidden  to  have  in  a  vessel,  cauf,  or  ben,  any  fish  under  the  following 
size  or  the  following  weight : — 

Plaice,  flounders,  and  smeltSi  16  centimetres. 
MuUeu  ^  kilogram. 

Oysters,  6  centimetres  measured  on  the  narrowest  part. 
Mussels,  4  centimetres. 
LfObsters,  20  centimetres. 
By  the  size  of  a  fish  is  understood  the  length  of  the  animal,  measured  from 
the  point'of  the  head  to  the  end  of  the  tail  fin. 

With  respect  to  oysters  and  mussels,  this  prohibition  docs  not  apply  to  the 
CAses  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Articles  2 1  and  22. 

Article  24. 

It  is  forbidden  : 
L  To  have  plaice  or  mullet  in  a  vessel,  cauf,  or  ben,  or  to  fish  for  plaice 

or  mullet    between    the    15th   November   and    the    15th    March 

following. 
2-  To    fish    for    anchovies    betvreen   the   1st   July    and  the   1st   April 

following. 

3.  To  fish  in  inclosed  places  without  using  the  bow  net. 

4.  To  have  oysters  on  board,  or  to  fish  for  oysters  between  the  last  day 

of  February  and  the  1st  of  October  following,  excepting  in  places 
given  for  exclusive  use. 

Article  25. 

It  is  forbidden  : 
a.  To  fish  in  the  current  before  inclosed  places  within  1,000  metres  with 

the  screen-net  or  with  the  mullet-net. 
6,  To  throw  or  cause  to  be  thrown  overboard  caught  star-fish. 

Article  26, 

Fish  under  the  size  and  weight  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Articles  and  fish 
for  which  the  season  is  closed,  shall  immediately  be  thrown  overboard. 

Article  27. 

Every  year  the  authorities  will  give  notice  by  publishing  and  advertising 
what  mussel  banks  are  open  for  general  fishery.  The  closing  will  be  made 
known  in  the  same  manner. 

Mussel  banks,  not  belonging  to  the  State,  may  be  opened  by  the  authorities 
to  interested  parties  on  their  request  for  a  certain  time  for  fishing  by  the 
proprietors  or  holders  of  their  written  permission,  which  must  be  shown 
immediately  on  being  demanded  to  the  officials  intrusted  with  the  enforcement 
of  these  regulations. 

Article  28. 

It  is  forbidden : 

1.  To  fish  for  shell-fish  (winkles  are  not  included)  on  mussel  banks  not 

proclaimed  by  the  authorities  as  open  for  public  fishing,  also  on 
mussel  banks  beloging  to  private  persons,  of  which  the  opening 
mentioned  in  Article  27,  second  part,  has  not  taken  place. 

2.  To  do  anything  by  which  the  shell  fish  on  those  banks   might  be 

injured. 
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jTbtheb-  Article  29. 

LANDS. 

-r-rr.  .During  thc  time  that  fishery  is  closed,  either  in  general  or  in  certain  places, 

or  prohibited^  no  iBxtures  may  be  made  or  nets  or  other  fishing-gear  be  on 
board  or  afloat,  which  might  be  used  for  the  prohibited  fishery,  and  such 
fixtures  and  nets  may  be  removed  by  the  authorities. 

Article  30.  % 

* 

The  placing  or  having  in  possession  fixtures' is  forbidden  to  all  persons  who 
have  not  obtained  permission  for  them  from  the  authorities,  which  permission 
shall  not  be  given  for  more  than  one  year  at  a  time. 

The  authorities  are  authorised  to  remove  at  the  expense  of  the  defaulter  all 
fixtures  which  have  been  placed  without  their  permission,  or  which  have  not 
been  removed  within  one  week  of  the  termination  of  the  permission. 

Article  31. 

It  is  forbidden  to  have  or  to  place  Portuguese  oysters  in  the  Scheldt  or  the 
Zealand  waters. 

Should  they  be  found  and  not  be  immediately  cleared  away  after  notice  has 
been  given  to  the  interested  parties,  the  authorities  may  have  them  removed  at 
the  expense  of  those  persons, . 


CHAPTER  IL 

Special  conditions  concebning  the  Fishebies  belonging  to  the  Domains 

OF  THE  State. 

Article  32. 

Where  the  fishery  belongs  to  the  State,  and  this  is  not  forbidden  by  the 
Treaty  with  Belgium  mentioned  in  Article  5,  fishing  places  may  be  given  by 
public  competition,  by  drawing  lots,  or  by  lease  for  a  certain  time  in  exclusive 
use,  and  the  placing  of  fixtures  for  fishery  other  than  that  of  anchovies, 
oysters,  or  mussels  may  be  permitted  free  of  cost,  either  by  drawing  lots,  or 
for  the  first  comer  or  by  selection. 

Grounds  may  be  privately  let  on  lease,  for  which  in  public  competition  little 
or  not  enough  has  been  oflFered,  and  grounds  may  be  given  privately  in 
concession,  which  in  the  drawing  of  lots  have,  for  want  of  competitors,  not 
fallen  to  anybody's  share,  or  which  have  been  applied  for  b}'  a  person  whose 
own  ground  had  become  useless,  or  who,  having  taken  part  in  the  last  lottery, 
has  not  as  yet  received  a  ground. 

Also,  by  exception,  grounds  may  be  leased  privately  because  of  their  small 
value,  or  their  position  with  respect  to  another  ground  or  several  other 
grounds,  or  the  safety  of  surrounding  fisheries  or  the  short  time  for  which  they 
can  be  given. 


Article  33. 

Persons  making  use  of  places  given  for  exclusive  use  are  obliged  to  mark 
out  their  grounds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  authorities,  and  to  keep  those  marks 
in  good  condition,  more  especially  the  posts  with  numbers  and  letters  marked 
on  them. 

Should  they,  being  in  default,  not  remedy  the  damage  within  a  fortnight 
after  being  warned  of  the  same  by  the  authorities,  these  may  have  them 
repaired  at  the  expense  of  those  persons. 

Article  34. 

It  is  forbidden  for  a  person  who  occupies  a  place  given  in  exclusive  use  to 
fish  there  if  the  posts  and  marks  are  defective,  or  to  allow  fishing  there  until 
the  damaged  posts,  &c.  have  been  repaired. 
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Article  35.  Nbthbb- 

LANDS. 

It  is  forbidden  to  dig  oflF,  or  to  dig  out,  or  to  raise   mounds  of  any  kind        — 
in  places  given  in  exclusive  use   without   a  written    permission  from  the 
authorities. 

Article  36. 

It  is  forbidden  to  sow  mussels  in  places  given  for  exclusive  use  in  which  the 
culture  of  mussels  has  not  been  allowed. 

Mussels  found  at  any  ^me  at  that  place  must  be  removed  by  the  occupants 
within  a  month  from  receiving  notice  Irom  the  authorities  ;  in  default  thereof 
the  authorities  may  have  them  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  occupant. 

Article  37. 

Excepting  in  places  indicated  by  the  authorities,  it  is  forbidden  ^to  have  tiles 
or  other  articles  lying  in  the  places  given  for  exclusive  use  between  the  l5th 
December  and  the  15th  March  following. 

Article  38. 

It  is  forbidden  from  one  hour  after  sunset  until  one  hour  before  sunrise  to 
dredge  or  drag  up  shell-fish  in  places  given  for  exclusive  use.  This  regulation 
does  not  apply  to  fishing  up  tiles  put  in  the  water  to  collect  sediment  nor  to 
breeding  tanks. 

Article  39- 

It  is  forbidden  for  the  occupants  of  places  given  for  exclusive  use  into  which 
the  outlets  of  "  holders  "  run,  to  do  anything  which  according  to  the  opinion 
of  the  authorities  might  obstruct  the  flow  of  water. 

Obstructions  made  must  be  removed  by  them  within  24  hours  after  notice 
has  been  given  by  the  authorities ;  in  default  thereof  the  authorities  may  have 
them  removed  at  the  occupant*s  expense. 

Article  40. 

The  vessels  used  for  guarding  places  given  for  exclusive  use  must  satisfy 
the  requirements  made  in  Article  15  for  fishing  craft. 
The  skipper  of  the  vessel  is  responsible  for  this. 

Article  41. 

The  fishermen  of  enclosed  spaces  where  no  fishing  is  done  on  Sundays  must 
leave  all  mouths  of  nets  entirely  open  on  that  day. 

CHAPTER  III. 

General  Provisions. 

Article  42. 

In  these  regulations  are  understood  : 

a.  By  the  words  "  width  of  a  mesh  *'  the  length  of  two  of  its  sides, 
including  the  knot  between  those  sides,  measured  when  wet.  Also 
after  the  shrinking  of  the  net  the  meshes  must  be  of  the  width 
prescribed ; 

6.  By  the  word  ''fish  "  all  edible  scale  and  shell-fish,  with  the  exception  of 
those  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Article  23 ; 

c.  By  the  word  '^fish,''  as  a  verb,  the  catching  with  the  hand  or  with  any 
instrument  of  fish  on  ground  that  has  been  left  dry  or  in  shallow 
water,  the  sowing  of  oysters  and  mussels,  the  taking  the  spawn  to  the 
water  or  having  possession  of  it,  and  the  raising  or  drawing  up  of 
fishing-nets,  dredges,  or   other  fishing  tackle,   and  of  tilea  or  other

Nether-  appliances  for  collecting  oyster  spawn  (with  the  exception  of  putting 

^^'^^^  shells  into  the  water  for  the  oyster-culture)  and  the  employment  of 

fixed  arrangements  for  catching  fish  : 

d.  By  the  words  "  iimssels  "  and  '*  oysters  "  those  shell-fish  of  all  ages  and 

all  measurements,  including  the  so-called  oyster-brood  and  mussel- 
seed; 

e.  By  the  words  •*  permanent  arrangements  '* : 

1.  Weirs,  used  for  catching  any  sort  of  fish ; 

2.  Arrangements  for  breeding  shell-fish  ; 

3.  In  general  all  nets  and  other  appliances  iised  for  catching  any 

sort  of  fish  which  are  not  propelled  in  any  manner,  excepting 
the  screen-net  for  plaice  and  mullet  fishery,  and  the  purse- 
net  for  flounders ; 

/.  By  the  word^*/sAi7w/-&(>afe,"  all  vessels  mechanically  propelled,  either 
by  sails,  steam,  or  in  another  manner  by  which  the  fishery  is  carried 
on,  or  which  are  usually  employed  in  fishery  ; 

g.  By  the  words  **  places  assigned  for  exclusive  use,'*  places  let  on  lease 
by  the  State,  or  given  in  concession,  and  places  assigned  by  other 
owners  for  use,  let  on  lease,  or  kept  under  their  own  control. 
Furthermore,  such  fishing  places  belonging  to  the  State  as  are 
declared  by  public  announcement  of  the  authorities  to  be  reserved 
temporarily  by  or  for  the  State  in  behalf  of  examinations  or  making 
investigations ; 

h.  By  the  word '*  mwsseZ-feanfe "  in  Articles  27  and  28,  the  mussel  seed 
banks  so  called  ; 

i.  by  the  words  "  the  Scheldt  and  Zealand  ivatera*^ ; 

1.  The  waters  running  outside  the  dykes  and  harbour-piers  in  the 

province  of  Zealand;  (by  the  words  ** outside  the  dykes" 
shall  be  understood  the  water  on  the  river-side  of  the  dyke)  ; 

2.  The  portions  of  the  Western  Scheldt^  the  Eastern  Scheldt^  the 

Uendrachtf  and  the  Slaah  belonging  to  the  province  of  North 
JBrahant ; 

3.  The  portions  of  the  Brouwershaven  Gat,  the  Springer sdiep,  the 

Vliegerj  the  Hals,  the  Bieningen  or  Orevelingen^  and  the 
Krammer,  eastward  up  to  the  projecting  eastern  frontier  of 
the  province  of  Zealand. 

The  western  or  sea-frontier,  outside  which  the  territory  of 
the   Scheldt  and  the  Zealand  waters    terminates,  shall  be 
considered  to  be — 
for  the   Western  Scheldtj  a  straight  line   drawn  from  the 
north  point  of  the  Westdyke  of  the  Kievittepolder  to  the 
lighthouse  at  West  Kapelle ; 
for  the  Eastern  Scheldt  or  Boompot  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  the  red  light  at  the  Oranjezon  to  the  revolving  light 
of  Western  Schonwen,  and  for  the  Brouwershaven  Gat,  a 
straight  line  drawn  from  the  lighthouse  at  Renesse  to  the 
small  house  of  the  Springer ; 

j.  By  the  words  "  the  authorities,"  the  authorities  of  the  fisheries  on  the 
Scheldt  and  the  Zealand  waters  ; 

h  By  the  words  *'  Portuguese  oyster,"  the  "  ostreaangulata." 

Article  43. 
The  officials  charged  with  the  inspection  of  the  fishery  are  empowered  : 

1.  To  visit  and  inspect  at  all  times  fishing  places  assigned  for  exclusive 

use; 

2.  To  go  on  board  the  vessels  employed  in  the  fishery,  to  jJearoh  those 

vessels,  to  take  possession  of  the  prohibited  nets  and  fishing  tackle, 
and  of  the  fish  on  board  in  violation  of  these  regulations,  as  also  all 
articles  evidently  coming  from  a  place  assigned  for  exclusive  use,  and 
of  which  the  captain  cannot  justify  his  possession  to  the  satisfaction  of 
those  officials.

The  captains  of  these  vessels  are  [bound  to    bring-to  whenever  they  are     n'ether. 
summoned  by  those  officials.     Hoisting  or  waving  a  white  flag^  or  calling  to,  is       lands. 
held  to  constitute  such  a  summons.  — 

The  officials  aforesaid,  if  necessary,  shall  bring  the  vessel  with  which  the 
offence  was  committed  to  one  of  the  Netherlands  ports  on  the  Scheldt  and 
Zealand  waters  that  they  may  select  to  duly  carry  out  the  seizure. 

They  are  empowered  to  throw  overboard,  to  cause  to  be  thrown  overboard, 
or  to  render  useless,  fish  found  on  board  below  the  legal  measurement  or  in 
closed  time.  The  captain  and  the  crew  of  the  fishing  boat  must,  when 
required,  assist  in  throwing  the  fish  overboard. 

Article  44. 

In  addition  to  the  police  and  manechauss^e,  the  chairman  of  the  Boardj 
the  head  inspector  of  the  fisheries  on  the  Scheldt  and  Zealand  waters,  the 
inspectors,  the  inspectors  extraordinary,  and  the  captains  engaged  in^  those 
fisheries,  are  charged  with  the  inspection  of  the  fishery. 

The  proems- verbaux  for  violation  of  these  regulations,  drawn  up  b}^  other 
officials  than  those  of  the  fishery  authorities,  shall  be  copied  by  them,  and 
this  copy,  or  a  summary  of  the  contents,  within  eight  days  after  the  drawing 
up,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  chairman  of  the  Fishery  Board. 

Article  45. 

Until  31st  March  1901,  Article  1  of  these  regulations  is  not  applicable  to 
the  lessees  of  the  fisheries  and  breeding  grounds  and  capture  of  shell-fish  of  the 
State  in  the  South  Holland  part  of  the  waters  mentioned  under  letter  g  in 
Article  42,  No.  3,  so  far  as  these  wore  leased,  and  this  lease  dates  earlier  than  the 
issue  of  the  Royal  Decree  of  11th  August  1892  (Staatsblad,  No.  198j,  so  far  as 
concerns  the  exercise  of  their  aforesaid  lease  now  running,  nor  to  the  persons 
who  fish  in  the  water  so  leased  for  these  lessees  or  by  their  permission. 

Until  3 1st  March  1901,  Article  30  does  not  apply  to  lessees  of  South 
Holland  fishing  places,  who  by  the  terms  of  the  lease  may  carry  on  enclosed 
or  weir  fishery,  and  are  furnished  with  the  proper  fishing  licence.

Memorandum  concerning  Pishery  Legislation  in  Sweden,  especially  con- 
cerning existing  Laws  relating  to  the  Minimum  Size  of  Salt-water  Fiph, 
including  Crab  and  Crawfish  Kind,  and  Mussels,  which  niay  be  lawfully 
caught  and  offered  for  sale;  also  concerning  other  Measures  taken  for 
the  Protection  of  the  Tender  and  Undersized  Young  Pish. 

The  various  conditions  of  climate,  &c.,  which  exist,  and  which  arise  from 
the  great  extent  of  the  country  north  and  soutli,  have  caused  few  Decrees 
concerning  the  conditions  of  fishing,  and  affecting  the  whole  country,  to  be 
met  with. 

Such  are  not,  however,  altogether  wanting.  One,  of  a  very  elementary 
character,  is  found  in  the  Royal  Fishery  Law  (Kongl.  Fiskeristadgan)  of 
June  29j  1852,  which  prescribes  tJiat  fishing  shall  be  so  carried  on  that  the 
spavm  shall  not  be  destroyed^  and  that  the  fishy  after  spawning  {den  utlekta  fi^Jcen), 
and  the  tender  young y  shall  not  be  taken,  in  this  view  it  is  in  the  same  paragraph 
enacted  that  the  Use  of  woven  material  for  seine  bags  shall  be  forbidden  ;  that 
seines  with  meshes  so  fine  that  tender  young  fish  can  be  caught  in  them  shall 
not  be  used  in  any  other  fishing  than  for  smelt  or  other  bait  for  angling ;  and 
that  herring  fishery  may  not  be  carried  on  with  seines  or  drag-nets  exceeding 
40  fathoms  (71 '  26  metres)  in  length,  and  4  fathoms  (7*13  metres)  in  depth, 
and  the  meshes  of  which  are  finer  than  an  inch  (24  •  7  mm.)  between  the  knots 
even  in  the  middle  (brostet). 

Instructions  have,  however,  been  issued  restricting  somewhat  the  application 
of  the  above-mentioned  Ordinances,  first,  by  Royal  Letters  of  May  1,  1868, 
and  March  23,  1870,  in  which  it  was  declared  that  what  was  contained  in 
§22  of  the  Fishery  Law  about  certain  sizes  of  mesh  in  seines  and  drag-nets 
which  were  employed  in  herring  fishery,  applied  neither  to  nets  or  yarn  used  in 
such  fishing,  nor  to  such  utensils  as  were  employed  in  the  taking  of  stromming, 
or  so-called  Baltic  herrings ;  eecond,  by  the  Royal  Letter  of  Februarj- 14, 
1874,  in  which  special  provisions  were  published  regarding  the  sprat  fishery  on 
the  coast  of  Bohuslan  ;  third,  also  by  the  Royal  Letter  of  February  1st,  1878, 
by  which  the  herring  fishery  in  Goteborgslan  and  Bohuslan  was  exempted  from 
the  provisions  in  the  said  section  concerning  the  length  of  utensils  and  the  size 
of  their  meshes. 

In  §23  of  the  law  referred  to  above,  lobster  fishing  was  forbidden  during  the 
period  from  July  15th,inclusivej  to  September  15th,  during  which  time  utensils 
for  the  taking  of  lobsters  may  not  be  kept  placed  in  the  water,  and  oyster 
fishing  from  May  1st,  inclusive,  to  September  1st,  every  year. 

It  is  also  forbidden  during  the  periods  thus  interdicted  to  hold  for  sale,  or  to 
offer,  sell,  buy,  or  convey  from  one  place  to  another  lobsters  or  oysters,  except 
it  can  be  legally  proved  that  they  were  caught  in  permitted  time  or  obtained 
in  some  other  lawful  manner. 

In  the  same  §23  it  is  further  forbidden  to  take  lobsters  less  than  21  cm.  in 
length,  reckoning  from  the  tip  of  the  **  snout  *'  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  or  oysters 
less  than  59  mm.  in  diameter  or  breadth  :  and  it  is  ordered  that  when  lobsters 
or  oysters  under  these  sizes  are  taken  they  shall  immediately  be  returned  to 
the  water  at  the  place  where  they  were  taken  •up. 

No  other  enactments  touching  the  matter  in  question,  and  applicable  to  the 
whole  kingdom,  exist ;  and  in  consequence  of  the  singularly  different  conditions 
and  circumstances  found,  even  in  neighbouring  places,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  devise  prescriptions  applicable  to  any  large  part  of  the  country. 

It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  course  that  these  conditions  have  demanded  an 
amount  of  attention  and  study  which  His  Majesty  could  not  himself  imme- 
diately bestow  upon  them  ;  for  which  reason  he  has  intrusted  to  the  respective 
Governors  that  each  in  his  own  province  should,  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  above  stated,  lay  down  such  rules  as  the  circumstances  in  each 
province  may  require. 
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Thus,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  above-mentioned  §22  of  the  Fishery  Law,  it  is 
ordained  that  if  any  authorised  person  should  ,ask  it,  or  if  the  Governor  deem 
it  necessary,  the  said  Governor  Should  decide-^ 

During  what  parts  of  the  year,  having  regard  to  the  spawning  time  of  one  or 

another  kind  of  fish,  the  taking  of  such  kinds  should  be  prohibited. 
The  manner  in  which,  during  the  time  permitted,  fishing  shall  be  carried  on, 

as  also  with  what  utensils,  and  how  these  should  be  conditioned  as  to  size, 

meshes,  or  construction  in  general ;  and 
Whatever  else  may  serve  to  protect  the  fish  and  help  them  to  thrive,  as  the 

clearing  away  of  mud  from  watercourses,  and  of  whatever  else  may  hinder 

fish  in  swimming. 

On  the  ground  of  these  enactments  the  Governors  in  ail  the  Governn^pnt 
districts  of  the  kingdom  have  issued  instructions  concerning  the  carrying  on  of 
fishing ;  but  these  instructions  do  not  always  apply  to  the  districts  in  their 
entirety ;  but  the  different  conditions  which  exist  even  in  different  places  in 
the  several  districts  have  in  most  cases  led  to  the  issuing  of  several  sets  of 
regulations  in  each  district,  each  one  valid  in  smaller  parts  or  for  different  kinds 
of  fish.

Memorandum  concerning  the  Oedina^ces  valid  in  Norway  with  reganl  to  the 
Minimum  Size  of  the  Salt- Water  Fish  (including  Crab  and  Crawfish  kind 
and  Mussels)  which  may  be  lawfully  caught  and  offered  for  sale,  and 
concerning  other  Measures  that  may  have  been  taken  for  the  Protection 
of  Tender  Young  Fish. 

In  the  Norwegian  fishery  legislation  there  are  but  few  and  scattered 
Ordinances  which  have  the  above-mentioned  object  in  view.  The  Home 
Department  has  for  some  time  had  under  consideration  a  proposition  of  a 
more  comprehensive  law  on  this  subject,  but  the  matter  is  not  yet  sufficiently 
prepared. 

There  exists  at  present  no  prohibition  forbidding  the  taking  and  offering  for 
sale  salt-water  fish  of  any  size  whatever,  except  as  regards  lobsters,  whereof 
in  §  1  of  the  Law  of  June  29, 1894,  on  the  protection  of  lobsters,  it  is  decreed 
that  lobsters  which  are  less  than  21  cm,  loug  from  the  tip  of  the."  snout  "  to 
end  of  the  tail  may  neither  be  taken,  oflPered  for  sale,  sold,  bought,  or 
taken  away,  but  shall,  immediately  after  being  taken  up,  be  thrown  back 
again  into  the  sea. 

Of  other  legal  Ordinances  whose  purpose  is  to  protect  the  young  fish  also, 
there  is  the  Law  of  April  28,  1888,  concerning  limitations  in  the  use  of  instru- 
ments in  salt-water  fishing.  This  law  gives  the  King — ^after  a  decision  come 
to  by  the  Vestry  Board — power  to  prohibit  until  further  notice,  or  for  a  fixed 
period,  the  employment  of  certain  instruments  or  fishing  materials,  so  iws  thereby 
to  prevent  the  destruction  or  consumption  of  immature  fish. 

Again,  there  are  Ordinances  which,  however,  are  in  force  only  in  the 
northernmost  part  of  the  country,  and  which  forbid  the  taking  of  young  fish 
for  manure  of  for  sale  to  guano  manufactories.

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Information  Received  in  Reply  to  Preceding  Questions. 

Fraaoe« 

Previously  to  the  year  1862,  the  limits  of  size  at  which  different  species  of 
fish  could  be  caus;ht  or  sold  were  as  follows : — From  9  centimetres  (about 
3^  inches)  for  smelts  to  27  centimetres  (about  10^  inches)  for  salmon  and  cod. 

The  Decree  of  the  10th  May  1862,  however,  which  is  applicable  to  and  now 
in  force  in  all  France,  altered  the  previous  legislation.  Article  XI.  of  this 
Decree  runs  as  follows  : — 

"  It  is  forbidden  to  fish,  gait,  buy,  sell,  transport,  or  employ  for  any  purpose 
whatever  (I)  fish  under  10  centimetres  (nearly  4  inches)  in  length,  measured 
from  the  eye  to  the  root  of  the  tail,  unless  they  are  reputed  migratory  fish, 
(paksons  de  passage)  or  that  they  belong  to  a  species  which,  when  full  growa, 
does  not  exceed  this  length  ;  (2)  lobsters  and  Cray  fish  under  20  centimetres 
(nearly  8  inches)  from  the  eye  to  the  root  of  the  tail;  (3)  oysters  less  than 
6  centimetres  (nearly  2  inches).'* 

The  following  information  in  reply  to  the  thre^  points  on  which  the  Board 
of  Trade  desire  particulars  has  been  obtained  from  a  competent  source : — 

1.  How  far  the  Law  reffarding  the  Prohibition  of  Capture,  and  Sale  of 

undersized  Fish  is  enforced. 

It  is  a  general  opinion  that  although  the  iVfarine  Administration  and  the 
market  authorities  are  instructed  to  carefully  watch  the  observance  of  the 
regulations  contained  in  the  Decree  of  May  10th  1862,  above  referred  to,  with 
regard  to  the  size  of  fish  allowed  to  be  caught  or  sold,  in  practice  this 
supervision  is  not  effective.  In  the  Mediterranean  especially,  undersized  fish 
are  commonly  caught  and  sold,  a'ld  prosecutions  are  very  rare. 

2.  Whether  the  Prohibition  is  applied  to  Fish  from  whatever  Source 

obtained  or  only  to  those  taken  in  Territorial  Waters. 

The  law  makes  no  distinction  as  to  the  sources  of  the  fish  caught  or  offered 
for  sale,  and  it  would  be  difficult  in  practice  to  establish  any  distinction. 

3.  WhdU  has  been  the  Effect  generally  of  these  Laws, 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  give  a  satisfactory  reply  to  this  question.  Ou  the 
coasts  of  France  there  are  general  complaints,. as  on  those  of  other  countries, 
that  fish  are  growing  scarce,  and  it  is  generally  acknowledged  that  as  the 
French  regulations  ai-e  very  loosely  obs»ved  in  France  generally,  and 
especially  in  the  south,  no  conclusion  can  be  drawn  as  to  their  effect  upon  the 
preservation  offish,  more  especially  as  the  limit  of  10  centimetres  (4  inches)  is 
considered  far  too  low  to  have  any  beneficial  result. 

Germany. 

1.  The  law  is  ver)^  strictly  enforced  as  regards  the  sale  of  undersized  fish, 
and  there  are  also  regulations  prohibiting  the  use  of  such  fish  for  manure,  or 
food  for  animals,  or  for  any  agricultural  purpose. 

2.  The  sale  of  any  fish  under  a  certain  size  or  weight  is  absolutely 
prohibited. 

3.  Opinions  are  very  divided  as  regards  the  efficac}^  of  these  regulations. 

The  Netherlands. 

A. — North  Sea. — Zuiderzee. 

(1.)  Article  7  of  the  law  of  1881  prohibits  the  landing,  selling,  buying, 
conveying,  having  in  stock,  or  consuming  of  herrings,  flounders,  and  whiting 
below  certain  measurements.  In  practice,  the  observance  of  this  limitation  is 
very  difficult,  if  not  impossible  ;  a  strict  observance  cannot  even  be  attempted. 
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(2.)  According  to  the  wording  of  the  law,  Article  7  applies  to  the  fish 
mentioned  therein,  independently  of  where  it  was  caught.  The  cases  to  which 
Article  7  was  a|)plied  concern  fish  caught  in  the  Zuiderzee  only. 

(3.)  The  instructions  of  Article  7  have  thus  far  not  had  any  perceptible 
influence  in  counteracting  the  destruction  of  young  fish. 

B. — Scheldt  and  Zealand  Waters. 

(1.)  Whilst  the  Law  of  1881  prohibits  the  landing,  selling,  &c.  of  certain 
kinds  offish  below  certain  measurements,  the  regulation  of  11th  August  1892 
(Staatsblad,  No.  198)  prohibits  having  it  on  board. 

Also  this  provision  did  not  seem  very  efficient,  and  was  very  difficult  to 
maintain. 

(2.)  The  prohibitory  regulation  concerns  the  fishery  only  which  is  carried  on 
in  the  territory  of  the  Scheldt  and  Zealand  waters. 

(3.)  The  provision  of  Article  14  has  had  some  good  influence,  but  not  enough 
effectually  to  restrain  the  evil. 

Many  fishermen  do  throw  overboard  the  fish  that  is  undersized,  but  in 
general  it  is  so  much  injured  that  it  dies,  either  by  having  been  kept  too  long 
on  board  or  else  that  the  fish  was  injured  in  the  net. 

In  connection  with  the  questions  which  have  been  put,  it  must  also  be  added 
that  a  more  definite  regulation  of  the  subject  in  question  has  been  under 
consideration  for  some  time,  but  up  to  this  moment  the  subject  is  not  yet 
considered  ripe  for  decision. 

Sweden. 

With  regard  to  the  first  question,  besides  the  directions  laid  down  in 
the  Pro-Memoriaof  the  Civil  Department  dated  the  2nd  of  March  1900,  as  to 
lobsters  and  oysters,  which  affect  the  whole  kingdom,  no  other  instructions 
regarding  the  size  of  sea  or  shell-fish  oflTered  for  sale  have  been  promulgated 
except  in  the  country  of  Malmohus  regarding  eels. 

These  latter  are  only  allowed  to  be  landed  and  exposed  for  sale,  bought,  or 
despatched,  if  they  measure  more  than  37  centimetres  from  the  nose  to  the  tip 
of  the  tail  fin,  and  should  the  contrary  be  the  case  they  must  be  restored  to  the 
water,  under  a  fine  of  from  10  to  50  kroners  for  each  breach  of  the  law. 

However,  different  laws  and  regulations  regarding  the  nature  of  filshing 
instruments  and  similar  things  have  been  promulgated  affecting  special  coast 
lines  or  bay«,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  paragraph  22  of  the  Fishing  Law 
now  in  force,  cited  in  the  above-mentioned  rro-Memoria  of  the  Civil 
Department,  in  order  to  prohibit  the  capture  of  immature  fish. 

When  enforcing  the  application  of  the  prohibitions  no  regard  is  taken  as  to 
whether  the  fish  have  been  caught  within  or  without  the  territorial  boundaries. 

The  enactments  of  the  law  regarding  this  matter  have  been  and  stiU  are 
often  disregarded,  but  on  the  whole  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  they  have 
essentially  aided  to  counteract  the  destruction  of  lobsters  and  oysters,  and  the 
prohibition  regarding  the  capture  of  immature  eels  is  said  to  have  been  received 
with  universal  satisfaction  by  th^ fishing  population. 

Ill  the  proposal  made  before  the  Convention  of  last  year  between  Sweden 
and  Denmark  regarding  the  fishing  in  the  seas  adjoining  both  countries, 
resolutions  were  laid  down  regarding  fixing  the  size  of  flounders. 

When,  however,  fishermen  from  other  countries  than  Sweden  and  Denmark 
fish  in  the  above  seas,  these  fishermen  are  exempt  from  the  definitions  of  the. 
Convention  in  this  respect ;  as  it  did  not  seem  suitable  to  bring  only  Swedish 
and  Danish  fishermen  under  the  restraint  of  similar  prescriptions,  the  clauses 
regarding  this  matter  were  eliminated  from  the  proposal. 

NORWAY. 

(Pro-Memoria.) 

Control  with  regard  to  observing  the  prohibition  .of  catching  and  selling 
lobsters  laid  down  by  the  Regulation  of  June  29>  1894,  is  exercised  by  the 
police  and  Customs  officials. 
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The  prohibitiou  is  in  force  regardless  of  the  place  where  the  lobsters  are 
caught.     In  Norwaj  all  lobsters  are  caught  within  the  territorial  limits. 

I'he  prohibition  of  the  use  ot  certain  fishing  materials,  as  well  as  of  the  use 
of  £sh  as  manure,  is  also  under  the  control  of  the  police.  As  to  the  effect  of 
the  rules  laid  down,  reference  is  made  to  the  statement  of  September  1 8th  of 
this  year  by  Dr.  Johan  Hjort,  Director  of  Practical  Scientific  Experiments  in 
connection  with  Salt  Water  Fisheries,  copy  of  which  is  hereby  enclosed. 

A  copy  of  the  Treatise  entitled,  **  Report  on  Norwegian  Fishery  and  Marine

Translation  of  Report  from  Dr.  Johan  Hjort  to  the  Norwegian  Home 

Office,  dated  September  18,  1900. 

With  regard  to  the  communication  of  the  Department  of  the  30th  of  August 
this  year  respecting  the  information  asked  tor  by  the  Foreign  Department 
as  to  the  efiect  of  the  regulations  laid  down  regarding  the  protection  of 
immature  fish,  I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  an  essential 
difierence  between  £nglish  and  Norwegian  Regulations  in  this  respect,  viz., 
that  in  England  it  is  prohibited  to  sell  fish  under  a  certain  size,  whilst  in 
Norway  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  protect  immature  fish  by  forbidding  the 
use  of  certain  specified  fishing  materials  and  meshes,  excepting  for  salmon 
trout  and  lobsters. 

Accordingly  the  English  Government  will  hardly  gather  any  knowledge 
from  the  experience  in  our  country  with  regard  to  the  system  employed 
in  England  and  other  countries,  as,  for  instance,  in  Denmark  and  Germany. 

VV  ith  regard  to  the  Norwegian  system,  no  judgment  of  its  results  can  be 
made  except  from  a  treatise  published  by  the  undersigned  and  Kandidat 
K.  Dahl,  called  ''  Fishing  Experiments  in  the  Norwegian  Fjords,"  an  English 
translation  of  which  probably  exists  in  the  Norwegian  publishing  press. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  proposing  to  the  Department  to  take  into  consideration 
whether  they  should  not  enclose  copy  of  the  report  which  has  been  collected 
on  ^*  Norwegian  Marine  and  Fishery  Investigations "  when  answering  the 
communication  of  the  Foreign  Department.

*  It  would  appear  from  this  report,  which  is  of  conaderable  length/ that  the  conditions  off  the 
Norwegian  Coast  are  altogether  different  from  those  prevailing  in  the  soathem  and  western  parts 
of  the  North  Sea. 

The  shore  iialls  abruptly  to  a  great  depth  at  a  short  distance  firom  the  land,  and  it  would  hardlj 
be  possible  to  find  16  square  mile^  of  trawling  ground  off  the  whole  Norwegian  coast  at  a  less 
depth  than  10  fathonis. 

The  beam  or  other  trawl  seems  not  to  be  used,  and  the  prohibitions  are  chiefly  directed  to  the 
use  of  fine  meshed  seines,  *which  were  originally  constructed  for  catching  eels  or  small  herrings. 

The  regulations  are  made  by  the  King  on  petition  from  the  communal  authority.

Act,  1868." 


In  pursuance  of  Section  50  of  the  Sea  Fisheries  Act,  1868,  the  Boird 
of  Trade  make  the  following  Report  respecting  the  applications  to  and 
proceedings  of  the  Board  under  Part  III.  of  that  Act  during  the  past  year. 


On  the  2nd  July  1900,  the  date  of  the  last  similar  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  the  following  applications  for  the  grant  of  Orders  were  under 
consideration : — 

(1.)  From  the  Local  Fisheries  Committee  for  the  North  Eastern  Sea 
Fisheries  District  for  the  grant  of  an  Order  conferring  on  that  Body  a 
right  of  regulating  the  oyster,  mussel,  and  cockle  fisheries  on  certain 
parts  of  the  foreshore  and  bed  of  the  Estuary  of  the  River  Tees 
within  the  limits  of  that  district. 

(2.)  From  the  Local  Fisheries  Committee  for  the  Eastern  Sea 
Fisheries  District  for  the  grant  of  an  Order  conferring  on  that  Body  a 
right  of  several  oyster,  mussel,  and  cockle  fishery  in  a  portion  of  the 
Estuary  of  the  Wash  within  the  limits  of  that  district. 

An  inquiry  into  each  of  these  applications  has  been  held  and  the  Reports 
of  the  Inspector  are  under  consideration. 

No  further  application  for  the  grant  of  an  Order  has  been  received. 


Poole  Fishery  Order,  1885. 

The  question  of  the  Corporation  of  Poole  relinquishing  their  powers  as 
grantees  of  the  Order  in  favour  of  the  Local  Fisheries  Committee  for  the 
Southern  Sea  Fisheries  District  is  still  under  consideration. 


No  alteration  in  the  Regulations  issued  by  this  Board  with  respect  to 
the  granting  of  Orders  under  the  Act  has  been  made  since  their  last 
Report.

and  Irish  fisheries  based  on  monthly  returns  received  from  the  Fishery  Board 

for  Scotland  and  the  Office  of  the  Inspectors  of  Irish  Fisheries.     A  further 

table  shows  the  quantity  of  fisli  caiTied  by  railway,  and  some  information  is 

4ilso  given  respecting  certain  Foreign  Countries  and  ( -olonies.     As  regards 

the  statistics  for  England  and  Wales  the  particulars  are  obtained,  generally 

speaking,   through   the  officers  of  Coast-Guard  employed  at  the   different 

..stations,   the  exceptions   being  in  the  case  of  the  more  important  ports, 

where   special   officers  are  appointed.     The    returns  as   to    the   (juantity 

;and  value  of  fish  landed  on  the  coasts  of  England  and  Wales  are  made  by 

the   various   officers,   and  an  a)>stract   of   the  results   is   published    each 

month   by   the   Board   of   Trade,    the   figures   now  given   being   compiled 

from  the  monthly  returns,  revised  and  corrected.     Throughout  the  Tables 

the  values  given  are  those  of  the  fish  at  the  time  of  landing.      The  statistics

FISH   LANDED. 


The  above  statement  indicates  that  the  quantity  landed  annually,  in  spite  Fluciuations 
of  fluctuations,  has  on  the  whole  tended  to  increase,  whilst  the  increase  in  \^  amounts  of 
the  value  has  been  considerably  more  marked.  Thus  in  the  first  three  years 
of  the  period  named,  that  is  to  say  from  1891  to  1893  inclusive,  the  average 
annual  value  (including  shell  fish)  was  7,063,000/.,  the  average  quantity 
(exclusive  of  shell  fish)  being  12,706,000  cwts.,  whilst  dimng  the  last  three 
years  of  the  period,  1898  to  1900  inclusive,  the  average  annual  value 
amounted  to  9,205,000/.,  the  average  quantity  (exclusive  of  shell  fish)  being 
15,123,000  cwts.  These  figures  therefore  show  an  increase  of  19  per  cent, 
as  regards  quantity,  and  30  per  cent,  as  regards  value,  as  between  the 
two  above  named  periods. 

Analysing  the  returns  for  the  year  1900  in  detail,  it  will  be  observed  that  Analysis  of 
in  England  and  Wales  {see  Table  I.  in  the  Appendix)  the  total  quantity  ^^^^^^  ^^' 
landed  was  8,600,000  cwts.  (exclusive  of  shell-fish) ;  haddock  (2,487,000  cwts.) 
and  herrings  (2,425,000  cwts.)  together  accounting  for  57  per  cent,  of  the 
total  weight  of  fish  landed.  These  two  kinds  of  fish,  although  very 
important  as  regards  quantity,  do  not,  however,  account  for  anything  like 
half  the  value,  the  haddock  being  valued  at  1,696,000/.  and  herrings  at 
934,000/.,  or  2,630,000/.  in  all,  out  of  a  total  of  6,610,000/.  At  the  other 
extreme,  as  regards  value,  are  soles  and  tiirbot,  of  which  the  quantities 
landed  were  only  75,000  cwts.  and  61,000  cwts.,  the  values  amounting  to 
567,000/.  and  253,000/.  respectively.  Occupjing  an  intermediate  place  both 
as  regards  quantity  and  value  are  plaice  (753,000  cwts.,  valued  at  909,000/.), 
cod  (589,000  cwts.,  valued  at  432,000/.),  and  mackerel  (321,000  cwts., 
valued  at  253,000/. ).  The  variations  in  the  last  three  years  in  the  quantity 
and  value  of  particular  descriptions  of  fish  are  shown  in  Table  X.  of  the 
Appendix.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  in  England  and  Wales 
haddock  has  decreased  in  quantity  during  the  past  year  from  2,646,000  cwts. 
in  1899  to  2,487,000  cwts.  in  1900,  but  has  increased  in  value,  from 
1,643,000/.  to  1,696,000/.  With  regard  to  herrings,  there  has  been  a  further 
increase  both  in  quantity  and  value,  the  weight  of  this  fish  returned  as 
landed  during  the  past  year  having  increased  from  2.239,000  cwts.  in  1899 
to  2,425,000  cwts.  in  1900,  and  the  value  from  799,000/.  in  1899  to  934,000/. 
in  1900;  indeed  both  the  quantity  and  value  of  herrings  landed  were  in  1900 

larger 
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larger    than    in   any  year  since  the  collection    of   fishery    statistics    wa^, 
commenced  in  1885  (see  statement  at  foot).* 

The  quantity  of  plaice  landed  in  1900  was  very  much  the  same  as  in  tlie 
previous  yeair,  viz.  :  752,500  cvvts.  as  compared  with  752,400  cwts.,  though 
there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  value  from  923,000/.  to  909,000/.  (jod 
has  increased  both  in  quantity  and  value,  the  (luantity  landed  having  been 
565,000  cwts.  in  1899  and  589,000  cwts.  in  1900,  and  the  value  413,000/.  in 
1899  and  432,000/.  in  1900.  There  has  been  an  increase  both  in  the  quantity 
and  value  of  hake  landed,  in  quantity  from  228,000  cwts.  in  1899  to 
232,000  cwts.  in  1900,  and  in  value  from  159,000/.  in  the  foimer  rear 
to  184,000/.  in  the  latter.  Mackerel,  on  the  other  hand,  shows  a  decrease 
both  in  quantity  and  value,  the  quantity  having  been  449,000  cwts.  in  1899 
and  321,000  cwts.  in  1900,  and  the  value  264,000/.  in  1899  and  253.000/. 
in  1900. 

With  regard  to  the  more  costly  kinds  of  fish,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  both 
the  (itiantity  and  the  value  of  soles  have  slightlv  decreased,  the  quantities  in 
1899  having  been  79,000  cwts.  and  in  1900  75,000  cwts.,  and  the  value  in  1899 
569,500/.  and  in  1900  567,500/.  As  regards  turbot  also,  there  was  a  slight 
decrease,  the  quantities  landed  having  been  65,400  cwts.  in  1899  and 
60,700  cwts.  in  1900,  and  the  values  260,000/.  in  1899  and  253,000/.  in  1900. 

The  total  results,  which  are  stated  on  page  5,  show  that  there  has  J)een  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  ({uantity  of  fish  landed  in  England  and  Wales  in  1900 
as  compared  with  1899,  whilst  the  value  shows  a  fairly  large  increa.se, 
the  average  values  of  the  fish  landed  in  the  year  1900  showing  in  the 
majorit}  of  cases  some  increase  over  the  corresponding  values  of  the 
previous  year.

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In  Scotland  (.s^c^  Table  XI.)  there  has  been  an  increase  both  in  the  quantity  Fish  Landed  on 
and  the  value  of  the  fish  landed.     This  result  is  to  be  attributed  almost  Scottish  Coasto. 
entirely  to   the  increase  in   the   quantity  and  value    of  herrings ;   indeed, 
herrings  so  largely  preponderate  in  the  Scottish  fisheries  that  they  in  a  great 
measure  control  the  whole  of  the  returns. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  total  quantity  and  value  of  the  fish 
(exclusive  of  shell-fish)  landed  on  the  Scottish  coasts  in  each  of  the  years 
1898,  1899  and  1900,  distinguishing  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  herrings

It  will  be  seen  that  l:>oth  the  quantities  and  the  values  of  herrings  landed 
in  Scotland  in  the  last  three  years  have  fluctuated  to  a  remarkable  extent. 
In  1898  the  quantitv  landed  attained  the  large  figure  of  4,704,000  CAvts., 
in  1899  it  fell  to  3,207,000  cwts.,  whilst  in  1900  it  rose  to  3,520,000  cwts. 

The  only  other  descriptions  of  fish  besides  herrings  which  hold  an 
important  position  in  the  Scottish  sea  fisheries  retiu^ns  are  haddock  and  cod ; 
of  the  former,  761,000  cwts.,  valued  at  503,000/.,  were  landed  in  1900,  and 
785,000  cwts.,  valued  at  478,000/.,  in  1899;  of  the  latter,  434,000  cwts. 
were  landed  in  1900,  and  515,000  cwts.  in  1899,  valued  respectively  at 
206,000/.  and  224,000/. 

As  regards  the  average  values  of  the  Scottish  fish,  herrings  fetched 
about  the  same  price  in  1900  as  in  1899,  the  average  values  being  7^^.  l|rf. 
per  cwt.  in  1899  and  7s,  O^d.  in  1900.  Cod  rose  in  value  from  8^.  8^d.  in 
1899  to  9.9.  5f(/.  in  1900,  whilst  the  value  of  the  haddock  landed  in  Scotland 
increased  from  12.v.  2jr/.  per  cvrt.  in  1899  to  Vis.  21  d,  in  1900. 

In  Ireland  {see  Table  XII.)  there  has  been  a  large  decrease  both  in  the  Fish  Landed  on 
quantity  and  in  the  value  of  the  fish  landed,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  Irish  Coasts.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that,  as  a  rule,  maekei-el 
holds  in  the  Irish  returns  much  the  same  place  that  the  herring  does  in  the 
Scottish  returns.  In  1900,  however,  the  quantity  of  mackerel  landed  in 
Ireland  was  not  much  larger  than  that  of  heirings.  Both  fell  oft*  very  con- 
siderably, mackerel  from  625,000  cwts.  in  1899  to  242,000  cwts.  in  19(K), 
and  herrinirs  from  427,000  cwts.  in  1899  to  223.000  cwts.  The  averajre 
value  of  the  mackerel  landed,  which  in  the  year  1899  was  6.s*.  o^cl.  per  cwt., 
increased  in  1900  to  8,s\  I0~d.  per  cwt.,  whilst  the  value  of  herrings  also  shows 
an  increase  from  4^.  6id  to  6^.  Hfd  per  cwt.  The  avenige  value  of  the  prime 
fish  landed  on  the  Irish  coasts  which  in  the  year  1899  was  3/.  lo.«?.  8^^/.  per  cwt., 
fell  in  the  year  1900  to  21.  19ft,  od.  per  cwt,  the  value  of  soles  having 
decreased  from  3/.  17*<?.  2^fl?.  to  2/.  18.y.  0]-d  The  average  value  of  all  the  fish 
landed  in  Ireland  increased  from  6.v.  S^d.  to  9.^.  Hd.  per  cwt.  In  1898  the 
average  value  of  the  prime  fish  was  3/.  10**.  Id.  per  cwt.,  and  the  averajje 
value  of  all  fish  landed,  os.  9^^.  per  cwt. 

The  foregoing  figures  relate  to  the  quantities  and  values  offish  "other  tlum 
shell-fish."  The  total  value  of  shell-fish  landed  in  1900  on  the  coasts  of 
England  and  Wales  {s*ee  Table  X.)  was  smaller  than  that  landed  in  1899, 
the  respective  figures  being  372,000/.  and  384,000/. ;  in  1898  the  value  was 
369,000/.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  oysters  taken ;  the 
number  returned  as  landed  in  1900  being  37,847,000,  and  in  1899  38,982,000, 
and  the  respective  values  132,000/.  and  144,000/.  Among  other  descrip- 
tions of  shell-fish,  crabs  show  an  increase  in  number  but  a  decrease  in 
value,  the  number  having  been  5,177,000  in  1900,  and  4,918,000  in  1899, 
the  respective  values  being  57,000/.  and  62,000/.  Lobsters  show  a  decrease 
in  number  as  well  as  in  value ;  in  number  from  790,000  in  1899  to  654,000 
in  1900,  and  in  value  from  33,000/.  in  1899  to  29,000/.  in  1900. 

In  the  case  of  Scotland  and  Ireland  the  amount  of  shell-fish  landed  is  not 
large,  the  value  having  fluctuated  during  the  last  three  vears  between  75,000/. 
and  80,000/.  m  the  former  country,  and  13,000/.*  and  17,000/.*  in  the  latter 
country.  A  large  proportion  of  this  total  consists  of  lobsters,  of  which  tlie 
value  landed  in  Scotland  amounts,  on  an  average,  to  about  32,000/.  a  year, 
and  in  Ireland  to  about  8,400/.  a  year.  The  ovsters  landed  in  Scotland 
(luring  the  three  years  1898  to  1900  averaged  in  total  value  about  2,200/.  a 
year,  and  in  Ireland  (where  the  quantity  landed  in  1899  was  unusually  large) 
al)out  1,700/.  a  year.

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It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  all  the  foregoing  figures 
represent  the  values  at  the  time  of  landing  only,  nothing  being  included  for 
the  earnings  of  other  fishing  industries  connected  with  curing  and  like 
operations,  or  with  the  carriage  of  the  fish  to  market,  by  which  the  value  of 
the  fish  is  frequently  much  enhanced  before  it  reaches  even  the  wholesale 
markets.  In  comparing  these  figures  with  estimates  of  the  value  of  the 
fishing  industry  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  which  other  items  are  included, 
this  difference  in  the  basis  should  always  be  borne  in  mind,  for  if  the  value 
of  the  fish  were  to  be  taken  at  a  later  stage  of  the  industry,  the  annual 
value,  instead  of  being  roughly  speaking  between  nine  and  ten  millions, 
would  probably  amount  to  double  that  total. 

A  comparative  table  is  given  {see  Table  XIII.  in  Appendix),  show  ing  the 
quantities  and  value  of  the  fish  landed  at  each  of  the  principal  ports  in 
England  and  Wales  during  the  last  ten  years,  which  illustrates  the  various 
fluctuations  in  the  fishing  trade  at  each  of  those  ports.  Taking  first  the  East 
Coast,  it  will  be  seen  that  Grimsby  maintains  its  place  as  the  most 
important  fishing  port,  the  amount  returned  as  landed  there  in  1900  being 
107,478  tons.  The  next  port  in  point  of  importance  is  Hull,  where  64,486 
tons  of  fish  were  landed  during  the  past  year,  this  being  the  largest  amount 
ever  recorded  as  landed  at  that  place.  Next  comes  Lowestoft  with  54,680, 
and  Yarmouth  with  44,575  tons.  The  amount  landed  at  London,  viz.,  35,841 
tons,  shows  a  considerable  falling  off,  though  it  is  to  be  observed  that  this 
quantity  refers  to  Billingsgate  only,  as  no  water-borne  fish  has  been  returned 
as  landed  at  Shad  well  since  the  commencement  of  September  1899.  But  the 
ijuantity  of  fish  landed  at  Billingsgate  itself  in  1900  shows  a  marked  decrease 
as  compared  with  the  quantity  landed  there  in  1899,  when  it  amounted  to 
47,588  tons.  A  table  is  subjoined  showing  the  amount  of  fish  (exclusive 
of  shell -fish)  landed  at  London  during  the  last  six  years,  distinguishing 
that  landed  at  Billingsgate  as  well  as  at  Shad  well.

On  the  South  Coast  the  quantity  landed  at  Newlyn,  which  is  the  most 
important  fishing  port,  decreased  from  10,361  tons  in  1899  to  6,878  tons  iu 
1900.  It  was,  in  fact,  but  little  larger  than  that  of  Plymouth,  w^here  6,704 
tons  were  landed  in  1900,  as  against  6,949  tons  in  1899.  The  quantities 
landed  at  Brighton  and  Penzance  also  show  a  falling  off,  the  quantities 
landed  there  being  861  tons  and  513  tons  respectively. 

On  the  West  Coast  the  most  important  fishing  ports  in  1899  were  Milford, 
Neyland,  and  Fleetwood.  But  in  1900  the  quantity  landed  at  Xeyland  w'as 
only  3,761  tons  (as  compared  with  7,702  tons  in  the  previous  year),  /.e?.,  less 
than  the  4,056  tons  landed  at  St.  Ives,  which  is  also  an  important  port  on 
the  West  Coast. 

Xeyland  is  dependent  for  its  supply  almost  entirely  on  fish,  chiefly  mackerel 
and  herrings,  brought  from  the  Irish  Coasts  although  not  previously  landed 
there,  and  the  comparative  failure  of  the  mackerel  fishery  in  Ireland  in  190(> 
probably  in  a  large  measure  accounts  for  the  falling  off  in  the  cjuantity  landed 
at  this  port.  At  Milford  the  larger  proportion  of  fish  landed  is  trawl  fish 
caught  in  St.  George's  Channel.  The  quantities  of  fish  landed  at  this  port  have 
increased  very  much  of  late  years.  In  1900  the  quantity  shows  a  fuither 
increase,  amounting  to  15,730  tons  as  against  14,375  tons  in  1899.  At 
Fleetwood  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  1900  as  compared  with  1899,  the 
quantities  landed  having  been  8,401  tons  and  7,392  tons  respectively. 
The  former  amount,  however,  was  still  much  below  that  landed  in  189k 
when  it  was  no  less  than  16,724  tons,  a  large  fleet  of  steam  trawlers  then 
fishing  from  that  port  having  been  withdrawn  after  that  year. 

Tables  are  also  given  showing  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  various  kinds  of 
fish  landed  in  each  month  of  the  year.  It  appears  from  these  returns  [m* 
Part  I.,  Table  III.,  of  Appendix),  which  have  been  prepared  in  the  present 
form  for  a  series  of  years,  that  there  is  comparative  regularity  from  month  to 
month  in  the  take  of  prime  fish,  as  well  as  in  the  take  of  the  kinds  calle<l 
"intermediate"  between  prime  fish  and  those  classed  as  inferior.  On  the  other 
hand,  frequent  and  great  variations  occur  in  the  take  of  the  more  migi^aton* 
kinds,  such  as  herrings,  mackerel,  pilchards,  and  sprats,  the  changes 
as  regards  these  largely  affecting  the  total  for  particular  months.     There 

are 
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are  necessarily  also  variations   in  the  oyster   tisheries   owing  to  the  close 
season.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  months  of  October 
and  November  were  the  most  important  to  the  fishing  industry,  and  the 
month  of  February  the  least  important  in  all  three  years.  The  value  of  the  fish 
landed  in  November  1900  (780,000/.)  is  larger  than  any  returned  for  a  single 
month  for  England  and  Wales  since  the  commencement  of  the  collection  of 
the  statistics,  the  highest  value  previously  reached  having 'been  755,000/.  in 
October  1899.  Previous  to  that  the  highest  figiu-e  reached  was  589,000/.  in 
October  1897. 

Tables  are  given  {see  Part  III.  of  Appendix)  showing  the  number  of  fishing  Fishing  Boats 
boats  of  each  class,  registered  under  Part  IV.  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act 
of  1894,  on  the  Register  on  the  31st  of  December  in  each  of  the  years  189a 
to  1899;  and  the  number  of  boats,  the  certificates  of  which  were  endorsed, 
known  to  have  been  employed  in  fishing.  The  tables  also  show  the  estimated 
number  of  men  and  boys  regularly  employed  in  fishing,  together  with  the 
mmiber  occasionally  so  employed  in  each  division  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
those  engaged  in  trawling  being  separately  distinguished  for  1899.  These 
returns  represent  all  classes  of  fishing  boats  in  fScotland  and  Ireland,  but 
(Id  not  include  the   smaller  boats  in    other  parts  of   the  British   Islands.

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It  should,  however,  be  noted  that,  although  the  number  of  boats  with 
their  crews  is  stated  separately  for  each  division  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
according  to  the  registration  of  the  boats,  many  of  the  first  and  second 
class  boats  do  not  confine  their  operations  to  the  divisions  to  which  they 
belong,  and  consequently  a  portion  of  their  catch  of  fish  may  frequently  l>e 
credited  to  one  of  the  other  divisions  of  the  United  Kingdom.

Tables  are  also  given  (see  Part  IV.  of  Appendix,  Tables  XV.  and  XVI.) 
showing  for  a  series  of  years  from  1891  to  1900  inclusive,  the  total  quantities 
and  values  of  the  fish  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom,  distinguishing  the 
proportion  of  such  fish  retained  for  home  consumption,  as  well  as  the  exports 
of  fish  from  this  coimtry  to  Foreign  Countries  and  British  Possessions  during 
the  same  period.  From  these  statements  it  appears  that  the  value  of  the 
fish  imported  into  this  country  and  retained  for  home  consumption  has 
amounted  on  an  average  to  2,851,000/.,  a  year  during  the  last  three  years, 
having  increased  from  2,274,000/.  in  1891  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  the  total 
value  of  British  and  Irish  fish  exported  from  this  country,  which  for  many 
years  averaged  about  1,700,000/.  a  year,  rose  in  the  year  1900  to  2,995,000/. 
Taking  these  figures  in  conjunction  with  the  value  of  the  produce  of  the  sea 
fisheries  of  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  period  in  question,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  value  at  landing  of  the  fish  consumed  in  this  country  has 
materially  increased  of  late  years,  as  sho\\Ti  by  the  following  table  : —

Part  V  of  the  present  statement  consists  of  a  '*  Return  of  fish  carried  Ijy  y^wi  cahuied 
each  railway  from  the  principal  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  each  year  inland  by  Rail. 
from  1895  to  1900."     This  return  has  now  been  made  for  many  years  past, 
and* serves  in  some  measm^e  as  a  check  upon  the  returns  at  each  individual 

port. 
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port.  The  chief  differences  in  the  basis  of  the  two  returns  are  as  follows  :— 
The  return  of  fish  landed  includes  fish  landed  for  local  consumption, 
whereas  such  fish  is,  of  course,  excluded  from  the  return  in  Part  V.  of 
fish  carried  away  by  rail.  The  return  in  Part  V.  of  fish  carried  by  rail 
includes  the  tare  (boxes,  packages  and  ice),  and  excludes  the  weight  lost  bv 
the  fish  in  cleaning  and  gutting  when,  as  is  sometimes  the  case,  these 
processes  are  carried  out  after  landing  but  before  the  fish  is  carried  l3y  mil. 
Further,  the  railway  return  includes  the  amount  of  shell-fish  carried]!  such 
as  oysters,  crabs,  lobsters,  &c.  by  weight  instead  of  their  being  returned 
separately  by  number,  as  in  the  landing  account.  The  two  returns  therefore 
must  be  taken  rather  as  affording  a  check  on  each  other  than  for  purposes 
of  direct  comparison.

Tables  relating  to  the  sea  fisheries  of  certain  foreign  countries  are  appended 
to  the  Statistical  Tables  accompanying  the  present  Memorandum.  (*SV* 
Part  VI.  of  Appendix.)  Statistics  relating  to  Canadian  fisheries,  which  are 
the  most  ini})ortant  among  the  Colonial  fisheries,  have  also  been  added.  These 
tiibles  relate  to  1 898,  the  last  year  for  which  particulars  are  available  except 
in  the  case  of  the  United  Kingdom.

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INTRODITGTION 


To  THE  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Sjr, 

This  is  the  second  niimfcer  of  a  Meinpraiifii;m  dealing  with  the 
production  and  consumption  of  l^ea  and  Coffee,  in  continuation  of  Parlia- 
mentary Paper  No.  351  of  Session  1900i 

In  this  number,  in  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  previous 
issufe,  fuller  particulars  witli  l^egard  to  the  consumption  of  tea  and  coffee 
are  given  for  Canada,  the  Australian  States,  and  New  Zealand.  These 
figuresi  are  remarkable  as  showing  that  in  these  Colonlies  as  in  the  Mother 
Country  the  consumiption  of  tea  per  head  is  very  much  in  excess  of  that  of 
the  Continental  Countries  or  the  United  States,  whilst  on  the  other  hand  the 
consumption  of  coffee  is  relatively  smiU.' 

The  position  of  this  country  as  a  consimier  of  tea  is  seen  in  the  fact  that 
out  of  about  600  millipn  pounds  exported  in  1900  from  China,  India,  Ceylon, 
Japan,  and  Java^  nearly  half  (inx^luding  seven-eighths  oi  the  Indian  export  and 
three-CLuarters  of  that  of  Ceylon)  was  imported  by  this  country,  and  only  a 
comparatively  small  proportion  of  this  quautity  was  re-exported. 

The  statistics  of  exports  of  coffee  from  the  principal  producing  countHes 
are  very  inconaplete,  but  the  eight  chief  importing  countries  took,  in  1900, 
about  1,800  rnilliou  .pounds  direcjLly  from  the  countries  of  production,  of 
which  about  40  per  cent,  was  impoirted  by  .the  United  States.    , 

In  this  coiuitry  the  QQnsuniptiojx  of  coffee  is  relatively  s^iaH  and  the  re- 
exports amount  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  total  imports. 

The  memorandum  as  a  whole  deals  only  with  the  statistics  of  1900  and 
.previouB  years^  but  in  many  cases  particulars  will  also  ibe  found  for  1901  in 
the  detailed,  tables  on  pages.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  United  Kingdom  over  6  lbs.  of 
tea  per  head  of  the  population  are  consumed.  Sixteen  years  ago  the  per 
capita  consumption  amounted  to,  approximately,  5  lbs.  There  is  no  other 
European  country  where  such  a  per  capita  consumption  is  approached. 
Indeed  there  is  no  other  European  countrv,  with  the  exception  of  Holland, 
where  the  consumption  of  tea  exceeds  1  lb.  per  head.  In  Russia  and  in 
the  United  States,  which  are  the  other  two  large  tea  consuming  countries,  the 
consumption  amoimts  to  about  1  lb.  per  head ;  in  France  the  total  quantity 
of  tea  consumed  is  imder  2^  million  lbs.,  or  "06  of  a  lb.  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation ;  and  in  Germany  it  is  6|  million  lbs.,  or  '12  of  a  lb.  per  head  of  the 
population. 

There  is,  however,  a  considerable  consumption  of  tea  in  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  and  although  the  total  quantity  consumed  is  much  smaller 
than  in  the  Mother  Country,  the  per  capita  consumption  is  large,  as  the 
following  statement  will  show : —

All  these  figures  are  high,  but  it  will  be  observed  that  the*  consumption  of 
Australia  per  head  greatly  exceeds  that  of  Canada,  and  is  largest  in 
Western  Australia. 

The  total  consumption  of  tea  in  the  United  Kingdom  exceeds  that  of  all 
the  other  European  countries  and  the  United  States  put  together.  During 
the  17  years  from  1884  to  1900  it  has  risen  from  175  miUion  lbs.  to  250 
millions,  an  increase  of  43  per  cent. 
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As  regards  sources  of  supply,  it  appears  from  the  tables  appended  to 
the  memorandum  that  the  tea  consumed  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  derived 
principally  from  British  India  and  Ceylon,  the  quantity  obtained  from  China 
having  diminished  of  late  years,  not  only  relatively  but  absolutely,  being  in 
1900  less  than  half  what  it  was  in  1893.  Of  the  6  lbs.  of  tea  which  is  the 
present  yearly  'per  capita  consumption,  little  more  than  one  third  of  a  pound 
is  Chinese,  whilst  about  3^  lbs.  come  from  India  and  2\  lbs.  from  Ceylon. 
The  consumption  of  tea  from  Ceylon  is  at  present  increasing  at  a  more  rapid 
rate  than  that  from  India.  In  1893  of  b\  lbs.  consumed  per  head,  2f  lbs. 
came  from  India,  If  lbs.  from  Ceylon,  and  the  remainder  mostly  from  China. 

In  Russia  the  tea  consumed  is  still  principally  Chinese,  imported  for  the 
most  part  over  the  Asiatic  frontier.  In  HoUand  about  half  the  tea  consumed 
comes  from  Java,  and  most  of  the  remainder  is  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
and,  as  our  own  foreign  trade  accounts  show,  is  principally  of  Chinese 
origin.  In  the  United  States  rather  more  than  half  the  tea  consumed  is 
imported  from  China,  but  a  large  proportion  (about  two-fifths)  is  Japanese. 

In  Australia  about  two-thirds  of  the  tea  imported  is  derived  from  India 
and  Ceylon,  and  the  bidk  of  the  remainder  from  China  or  Hong  Kong.  In 
New  Zealand  the  quantity  imported  directly  from  China  is  insignificant, 
although  a  portion  of  that  imported  from  Australia  may  be  of  Chinese  origin. 
Of  the  consumption  in  Canada,  more  than  a  third  is  Japanese  and  less  than 
a  sixth  Chinese.  The  bujk  of  the  remainder  is  derived  from  India  or  Ceylon 
either  directly  or  through  the  United  Kingdom. 

There  are  no  available  statistics  of  the  production  of  tea  in  China,  but 
certain  particulars  can  be  given  as  regards  the  other  principal  countries  of 
production — India,  Ceylon,  Japan,  and  Java.  With  regard  to  all  five 
coimtries,  detailed  statistics  are  available  of  the  exports  of  tea,  which  more 
directly  interest  the  British  consumer.

It  will  be  seen  that  of  these  countries  China  is  still  the  largest  exporter  of 
tea,  though  the  quantity  exported  is  by  no  means  so  large  as  it  used  to  be ; 
thus,  in  the  period,  ,1884-86  the  amount  of  tea  exported  from  China  averaged 
282  million  lbs.,  (sfee  Table  IV.,  Part  I.)  whilst  in  the  period  1898-1900  it 
averaged  202  million  lbs.,  a  decrease  of  28  per  cent.  Meanwhile  the  exports  of 
tea  from  the  three  other  producing  coimtries  have  been  constantly  increasing  of 
late  years ;  in  the  case  of  British  India  the  exports  have  doubled  in  13  years, 
whilst  in  the  case  of  Ceylon  the  export  which  is  now  nearly  150  millions  was 
in  1884  only  two  miUiona  of  pounds. 
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•    The  export  from  other  countries  than  those  shown  in  the'^bove  statement 
can  only  be  Very  small.  '  ... 

Of  neatly  600  million  lbs.  available  for  export  therein  included,  about  half 
is  imported  by  the  United  Kingdom.  The  total  amoimt  of  tea  imported  into 
this  country  has  risen  from  214  million  lbs.  in  1884  to  299  millions  in  1900, 
an  increase  of  40  per  cent.  During  that  period  there  has  been  some  tendency 
to  a  falling  off  in  re-exports.  These,  which  amounted  to  40  millions  in 
1884,  fell  to  31  millions  m  1895  and  amounted  to  32  millions  in  1899.  In 
1900,  however,  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount,  which 
reached  43  millions,  and  the  preliminary  figures  so  far  available  for  1901 
show  that  this  increase  is  being  maintained.  At  present  our  re-exports  of 
Indian  and  Ceylon  tea  are  not  very  large  in  proportion  to  our  total  imports 
from  those  sources.  Of.  the  total  43  million  lbs.  re-exported  in  1900 — 
18  million  lbs.  were  Chinese,  10  million  lbs.  Indian,  14  million  lbs.  Ceylon, 
and  one  million  lbs.  tea  of  other  countries. 

Turning  to  the  sources  of  our  total  imports  we  find  that  in  1900  out  of 
299  million  lbs.  only  19  millions  were  imported  direct  from  China  (although 
of  course  the  quantity  of  Chinese  tea  imported  is  in  excess  of  this),  whilst  154 
million  lbs.  were  imported  from  India  and  114  millions  from  Ceylon.  The 
quantity  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  China  direct  has  fallen  off 
with  extraordinary  rapidity,  being  about  half  of  what  it  was  in  1894  and  less 
than  a  quarter  of  what  it  was  in  1889.  In  1884  of  214  million  lbs.  imported, 
134  miUions  were  imported  from  China,  63  millions  from  India,  and  onlv 
2  millions  from  Ceylon. 

The  fluctuations  in  the  declared  value  per  lb.  of  the  tea  at  the  time  of 
landing  in  this  coimtry  are  worthy  of  remark.  Thus  it  will  be  found  that  in 
1884  the  value  of  the  tea  landed  in  this  country  averaged  life?,  per  lb. ;  in 
1900  it  averaged  about  8^d.  The  landing  value  of  the  tea  imported  from 
British  India  was  in  1884  14-12d. ;  in  1900  it  was  8*71^.  The  value  of  that 
imported  from  Cevlon  was  1726^.  per  lb.  in  1884  ;  in  1900  it  was  8-59d. 
Chinese  tea  in  18S4  averaged  10*59d. ;  in  1900  it  averaged  7'82d.  It  is  of 
interest,  moreover,  to  compare  these  landing  values  in  the  United  Kingdom 
with  the  declared  values  of  the  tea  exported  from  the  various  producing 
countries ;  though  it  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  latter  values 
relate  to  exports  to  all  countries  and  not  to  the  United  Kingdom  only.  Thus 
we  find  that  the  exports  of  tea  from  British  India  in  1884  were  valued  at 
13'33d.  per  lb. ;  in  1900  their  value  was  8'32d.  at  the  point  of  export. 
Similarly  the  exports  of  tea  from  Ceylon  in  1884  were  valued  at  11 '63^. 
per  lb. ;  in  1900,  5*76d.  per  lb.  China  tea  in  1884  averaged  in  value  at 
thepoint  of  export  7'26d.  per  lb.  ;  in  1900  5"14d.  per  lb. 

Tiie  following  statement  shows  at  a  glance  the  average  values  of  tea  at  the 
place  of  export,  as  compared  with  the  value  of  the  tea  waen  imported  into  the 
United  Kingdom : —

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  value  of  the  tea  at  the  point  of  export 
has  decreased  in  much  the  same  proportion  as  the  values  at  the  point  of 
landing  during  the  last  17  years. 

On  page  41  will  be  foimd  a  statement  showing  the  import  duties  levied  by 
the  principal  countries  on  tea.  The  following  are  the  duties  in  the  case  of 
a  few  of  the  principal  countries : —

In  Canada  tea  is  free  of  dutj^  if  imported  direct  from  the  country  of 
production,  or  purchased  in  bond  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  otherwise  pays 
10  per  cent.  In  Western  Australia  alone  of  the  Australian  Colonies  tea  was 
until  recently  free  of  import  duty.  It  has  been  placed  on  the  free  list  by 
the  Federal  Government  of  Australia.  In  New  Zealand  the  duty  is  2d. 
per  lb. 
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COFFEE. 


In  the  case  of  coffee  a  statement  showing  the  per  capita  consiunption 
during  each  of  the  last  three  years  in  the  principal  countries  of  Europe, 
similar  to  that  already  given  for  tea  would  be  somewhat  misleading.  The 
principal  consuming  countries  are  large  distributors  of  coffee,  and  it  by  no 
means  follows  that  the  balance  between  the  amount  imported  and  that 
exported  in  any  one  year  is  an  accurate  measure  of  the  amount  actually 
consumed  within  the  country  during  that  year.  This  might  be  the  case 
after  a  long  series  of  normal  years,  but  recent  years  have  in  respect  of  the 
coffee  trade  been  far  from  normal.  A  considerable  fall  in  prices  about  the 
year  1897  was  accompanied  by  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  imports  of 
some  of  the  principal  importing  countries  which  was  not  equalled  by  the 
increase  in  the  amount  they  were  able  to  export.  There  is  very  little  doubt 
that  the  increased  net  imports,  especially  in  Holland  and  the  United  States, 
went  to  a  large  extent  to  the  swelling  of  stocks,  and  not  directly  into  the 
consumption  of  the  people  of  those  nations.  The  net  imports  in  1900  were, 
however,  of  a  less  abnormal  character  in  the  two  countries  named  than  those 
of  the  three  preceding  years,  and  perhaps  they  may  be  taken  more  nearly 
to  represent  the  actual  consumption  during  the  year  at  the  lower  prices  now 
prevalent. 

The  following  statement  sets  forth  the  average  annual  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  coffee  in  the  three  years  1894-96  previous  to  the  great  drop  in 
prices,  in  the  three  years  1897-99,  and  also  in  1900,  in  each  of  the  principal 
consuming  countries  of  Europe  as  well  as  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States : —

The  three  countries  where  the  consumption  per  head  is  the  largest  are 
Holland  (with  an  annual  normal  consumption  of  from  15  to  17  lbs.  per  head), 
Belgium  and  the  United  States.  In  Belgium  the  annual  consumption  per 
head  may  be  put  at  about  8^  lbs.,  and  in  the  United  States  somewhat  higher, 
probably  over  9  lbs.  After  these  countries  come  Germany,  France,  and 
Austria-Hungary  in  the  order  named.  These  are  all  the  countries  whose 
total  consumption  exceeds  50  million  lbs.  The  United  Kingdom  falls  far 
below  this  level  with  a  consumption  of  only  about  f  lb.  per  head  of 
population. 

As  regards  total  consumption  the  United  States  stands  pre-eminent,  the 
quantity  of  coffee  there  consumed  being  nearly  as  great  as  that  of  all  the 
other  countries  above  mentioned  put  together.  In  Germany  the  total  con- 
sumption, though  less  than  half  that  of  the  United  States,  is  nearly  twice  as 
great  as  that  of  France,  which  takes  the  second  place  in  Europe  as  a  coffee 
consuming  country.

Tlie  average  consumption  of  coffee  per  head  in  tlie  Australian  Colonies  is 
in  general  as  small  as  in  the  United  Kingdom,  whilst  in  New  Zealand  it  is 
still  smaller.  In  Canada  it  is  only  slightly  larger  than  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  These  facts  are  brought  out  clearly  in  the  following  statement 
which  shows  the  yer  capita  consumption  in  these  Colonies  in  each  of  the  last 
3  years.

It  is  not  easy  in  aU  cases  to  give  particulars,  as  was  done  in  the  case 
of  tea,  of  the  ultimate  source  from  which  each  of  the  principal  consuming 
coimtries  derives  its  supply,  owing  to  the  absence  of  sufficient  particulars  with 
regard  to  the  country  of  origin  of  the  coffee  re-exported.  Several  countries  do 
a  large  re-export  trade,  and  in  aU  of  them  a  great  part  of  the  supply  is  derived 
directly  from  non-producing  countries.  In  the  United  Kingdom  in  particular 
the  problem  is  a  difficult  one,  inasmuch  as  the  quantities  entered  for  consump- 
tion are  not  shown  in  the  published  returns,  as  in  the  case  of  some  European 
countries,  according  to  the  country  of  origin,  and,  although  the  imports  as  a 
whole  are  so  classed,  yet  the  re-exports  (concerning  the  country  of  origin  of 
which  we  are  also  destitute  of  information)  are  so  large,  amounting  to  about 
two-thirds  of  the  whole,  that  the  quantities  of  each  variety  remaining  may 
be  in  entirely  different  proportions.  The  very  small  quantity  of  coffee  that 
comes  to  this  country  from  Brazil  is  worthy,  however,  of  special  remark,  and 
even  though  the  greater  part  of  the  quantity  that  comes  from  the  United 
States  be  Brazilian,  yet  the  total  imports  from  the  two  countries  are  only 
about  one-fifth  of  the  whole. 

In  the  United  States  on  the  other  hand  the  re-exports  are  not  large 
as  compared  with  the  imports,  so  that  the  table  on  page  37,  showing  the 
total  imports  by  countries,  is  a  good  guide  to  the  source  of  the  coffee 
consimied.  Even  if  the  entire  exports  were  Brazilian  yet  about  three  quarters 
of  the  total  coffee  consumed  must  certainly  have  been  of  Brazilian  origin. 

In  France,  making  all  allowances  for  coffee  imported  from  non-producing 
countries,  the  amount  of  Brazilian  coffee  imported  for  consumption  is  less 
than  half  the  total  quantity  ;  in  Germany  the  proportion  is  rather  higher,  but 
is  not  comparable  with  that  prevailing  in  the  United  States. 

The  question  of  the  ultimate  origin  of  the  available  supply  of  coffee  for 
consumption  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  cannot  be  solved  directly,  as  in 
the  case  of  tea,  by  an  appeal  to  the  statistics  of  production  or  export  of  the 
principal  producing  countries,  owing  to  the  fact  that  as  regards  the  Central 
American  and  South  American  countries,  from  which  the  supply  of  coff'ee 
is  chiefly  derived,  statistics  of  this  kin'd  are  almost  wholly  wanting. 
Estimates  have  in  some  cases  been  made  by  individuals  for  trade  purposes, 
but  with  these  it  is  not  necessary  to  deal  here.  Table  III.,  Part  II.,  on 
page  35,  gives  some  particulars  with  regard  to  India  and  Jamaica,  two  of 
the  principal  sources  of  coffee  within  the  British  Empire,  but  the  exports 
from  these  British  possessions  are  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  world's  available 
supply.  The  table  shows  that  in  1890  there  was  an  export  by  sea  from 
India  of  about  27|  million  lbs.,  and  from  Jamaica  of  about  9^  million  lbs. 

A  rough  measure  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  principal  sources  of 
supply  may,  however,  be  obtained  from  a  consideration  of  the  statistics  of  the 
importing  countries,  and  this  has  been  attempted  in  Table  II.,  Part  II.     The 
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^eater  part  of  the  coffee  consumed  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  is 
unported  in  the  first  instance  by  one  or  other  of  the  following  countries  : — 
The  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  Holland,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Austria- 
Himgary,  and  the  United  States.  The  table  shows  the  general  imports 
into  each  of  these  countries  from  each  of  the  principal  groups  of  producing 
countries  in  the  year  1900.^*  The  total  general  imports  of  all  these  coimtries 
from  the  principal  producing  countries  amounted  to  1,813  million  lbs.  The 
results  as  regards  countries  of  origin  can  of  course  only  be  very  rough,  and 
it  must  be  recollected  that  different  importing  countries  have  different  methods 
of  deciding  to  what  country  imports  should  be  credited.  For  what  they 
are  worth,  liowever,  the  figures  may  be  summarised  here.

The  above  statement  illustrates  the  enormous  preponderance  of  Brazil, 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  quantity  available  coining  from  that  country.  The 
next  most  important  groups  are  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  Colombia  and 
Venezuela,  and  Central  America. 

Tables  IV.  and  V.  give  particulars  for  a  series  of  years  with  regard  to  the 
general  imports  from  various  sources  of  coffee  into  the  United  States  and 
United  Kingdom.  In  both  countries  Brazilian  coffee  is  cheaper,  and  has  also 
fluctuated  more  in  price  than  the  other  principal  varieties ;  and  in  the 
United  States,  where  three  quarters  of  the  total  imports  are  Brazilian,  it  is 
the  fluctuations  in  price  of  this  variety  that  practically  determine  the  price  of 
the  whole.  In  the  United  Kingdom  only  a  small  portion  of  the  total  quantity 
imported  comes  directly  from  Brazil,  and  the  average  value  of  imported 
coffee  has  varied  much  less  from  year  to  year  in  this  country  than  in  the 
United  States. 

Although  in  many  countries,  as  has  been  already  stated,  there  is  a  large 
re-export  trade  in  coffee,  the  United  Kingdom  is,  with  the  exception  of 
Holland,  the  only  important  country  whose  re-exports  exceed  her  consumption. 
In  1900  the  quantity  re-exported  amounted  to  nearly  52  million  lbs.,  out  of 
a  total  import  of  only  85  millions.  These  exports  are  sent  principally  to 
Germany  and  Holland. 

*  For  Aufltria-Hungary  the  figures  relate  to  special  trade,  i.e.  home  consumption  only,  bat 
it  has  been  thought  preferable  to  include  them  for  what  thej  are  worth.

In  pursuance  of  Sub-section  7  of  Section  3  of  the  Savings  Banks  Act,  1891, 
(54  &  56  Vict.  c.  21),  we  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  our  proceedings  for  the  year 
ended  26th  November  1900 — the  ninth  year  that  has  elapsed  since  our  appointment 
under  the  Act  above  mentioned. 


THE  COMMITTEE.

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INSPECTION  WORK, 


Number  of  Inspections. 


The  whole  of  the  231  banks  open  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  have  been 
inspected  and  reported  upon,  as  well  as  a  new  bank,  which  opened  for  business  in  May. 
One  hundred  and  five  of  these  banks  have  been  visited  twice,  and  127  once  during  the 
year.     Visits  have  also  been  made  to  six  banks  for  special  inquiries  into  their  accounts.

Defaults  of  Statutory  Requirements. 

The  usual  table  ofthe  number  of  banks,  where  defaults  in  the  observance  of  statutory 
requirements  were  reported  during  the  past  year,  will  be  found  on  page  15,  as 
Appendix  B,  to  this  Report.  The  figures  contained  in  it  indicate  further  improvemeDt^ 
in  management^  and  a  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  defaults  brought  to  our  notice. 

To  give  some  idea  of  the  improvements  effected  by  the  trustees  and  managers  and 
officers  of  the  savings  banks  during  the  past  nine  years,  the  table  of  the  number  cf 
instances  of  neglect  of  statutory  requirements  reported  under  our  first  scheme  of 
inspection  and  published  in  our  2nd  Annual  Report,  has  been  republished  as  Appendix  C, 
to  this  Report  on  page  16.  Amongst  other  points  of  difference  which  appear  on 
comparing  these  two  tables,  it  will  be  noticed  that  19  classes  of  defaults  reported  in  the 
years  1892  and  1893  have  now  altogether  disappeared.  The  number  of  defaults  is 
reduced  under  every  heading,  except  in  that  relative  to  taking  declarations  from 
depositors,  where  it  has  risen  from  40  to  46,  a  higher  standard  of  compliance  being  now 
exacted. 

The  defaults  continue  in  the  main  to  be  of  no  very  great  importance,  and  are  such  as 
a  little  closer  attention  to  statutory  requirements  would  altogether  obviate.  Nearly  one- 
third  of  them  are  breaches  of  the  rule  requiring  persons  desirous  of  making  deposits  in 
a  savings  bank  to  declare  in  the  prescribed  form,  at  the  time  of  making  the  first  deposit, 
that  they  are  not  entitled  to  any  benefit  from  funds  deposited  in  any  other  Trustee  Savings 
Bank  or  in  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank,  or  from  any  other  funds  deposited  in  the 
same  savings  bank,  with  certain  specified  exceptions*  To  ensure  perfect  compliance 
with  this  rule,  no  account  whatever  should  be  opened  without  the  personal  attendance 
of  the  depositor,  and  this  is  the  practice  at  certain  savings  banks.  But  at  others, 
and  especially  in  large  towns  and  where  many  of  the  depositors  are  seafaring  men,  it  is 
customary  to  allow  an  account  to  be  opened  by  deputy,  and  to  issue  a  form  of 
declaration  for  completion  and  return  to  the  savings  bank.  The  consequence  is  that 
the  file  of  declarations  is  occasionally  found  to  be  incomplete,  more  especially  as 
regards  recent  accounts ;  but,  where  the  savings  bank  officers  preserve  a  list  of  missing 
declarations,  and  take  systematic  steps  to  obtain  their  return  to  the  savings  bank 
within  a  reasonable  time,  such  banks  are  not  reported  as  being  in  default. 

Omissions  to  observe  the  limits  of  annual  and  maximum  deposit  are  the  next  most 
numerous  class  of  defaults,  but  we  are  able  to  say  that  infringements  here  are  especially 
slight,  and  not  due  to  any  systematic  disregard  of  the  law.  In  a  few  instances  the 
excess  arises  from  monies  over  60Z.  in  amount  awarded  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  of  1897  being  deposited  in  a  Trustee  Savings  Bank,  and  it  maybe  tbougbt 
a  defect  in  that  Act  that  it  does  not  give  persons  compensated  or  holding  monies  under 
it,  the  option  of  depositing  the  full  amounts  of  compensation  in  a  Trustee  Savings 
Bank,  if,  as  is  evidently  the  case  at  times,  they  prefer  to  do  so.  A  similar  remark  might 
be  made  as  regards  the  County  Courts  Act,  1888,  as  amended  by  the  County  CouriS 
(Investment)  Act,  1900. 

The  number  of  banks  where  there  has  been  an  occasional  breakdawn  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  u  double  check  upon  the  cash  transactions  with  depositors  is  also  still 
noticeable.  IJut  in  no  instance  was  the  absence  of  a  second  person  of  frequent 
occurrence,  or  due  to  causes  which  could  have  been  readily:  foreseen  and  provided 
against.  If  Section  6  (2)  of  the  Trustee  Savings  Banks  Act  of  1863,  which  r^ulates 
this  matter,  were  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  words  *^  and  where  two  orily^  ex^f  in 
tfte  case  of  savings  hanks  which  are  open  for  more  than  six  hours  in  every  wee ^^on^ 


such  person  to  be  a  trustee  or  manager ^^^  a  double  and  independent  check  upon  a  bank's 
cash  transactions  could  be  much  more  easily  provided  for,  without^  in  our  opinion, 
impairing  its  efficiency.  The  line  drawn  by  the  Act  between  banks  open  for  more 
than  six  hours  a  week,  and  those  open  for  six  hours  a  week  or  less,  seems  an  arbitrary 
distinction  involving  no  question  of  principle.  It  is  quite  as  reasonable  that  two  paid 
officers  should  constitute  a  reliable  mutual  check  at  a  bank  open  for  six  hours  a  week 
as  at  one  open  for  six  and  a  half  hours  a  week,  whereas  at  the  former,  under  the 
existing  law,  a  trustee  or  manager  is  required  to  be  present  during  the  hours  of 
business,  and  to  be  a  party  to  each  cash  transaction,  unless  more  than  two  persons 
attend.  The  unavoidable  absence  of  a  tmstee  or  manager  temporarily  dislocates 
the  machinery  for  the  conduct  of  business  at  such  banks,  and  even  if  trustees  and 
managers  are  regularly  in  attendance  they  change  every  week,  so  that  their  check  has 
a  tendency  to  be  intermittent,  a  fresh  trustee  or  manager  having  no  personal  knowledge 
of  what  took  place  on  the  previous  business  day,  and  having  to  rely  upon  his  predecessor's 
entries  in  a  cash  book. 

In  this,  as  in  some  other  respects,  the  statutory  requirements  in   force  as  regards 
Trustee  Savings  Banks  seem  to  be  capable  of  improvement. 

The  savings  bank  at  Ennis  was^ne  of  those  which  unduly  swelled  the  number  of  Ennis 
defaults  we  had  to  report.     Its  actuary  had  been  manifestly  inefficient  for  some  years.  Savings 
The  trustees  and  managers  might  justly  and  prudently  have  replaced  him  and  thus  ^*°^' 
provided  for  the  better  administration  of  the  bank's  affairs.     This,  however,  they  shrank 
from  doing, — and  we  cannot  but   say   that   other  cases   have   occurred  of  a  similar 
reluctance  to  act  with  the  necessary  vigour.     The  final  result  was  an  appeal  to  this 
Committee  by  the  few  trustees  and  managers  who  had  remained  at  their  posts,  and  who 
ibund  the  actuary  absent  and  the  bank  without  ready  means  to  meet  the  demands  of 
depositors.     The  matter  was  promptly  attended  to  by  our  secretary,  who  took  over  the 
superintendence  of  business  for  the  moment.    Funds  were  provided  by  bankers  until  those 
invested  at  the  Bank  of  Ireland  could  be  drawn  upon,  and  the  accounts  were  made  up  and 
balanced  to  date.     The  trustees  and  managers  met  and  resolved  to  wind  up  the  bank, 
and  the  closing  was  subsequently  carried  out   satisfactorily,  there  being  considerable 
surplus  funds  over  and  above   the   amounts   necessary   to  discharge   all  liabilities   to 
depositors  or  otherwise.* 


Rules  of  Savings  Banks. 

m 

A  few  banks  have  again  been  reported  as  not  complying  strictly  with  rules  which  Breaches  of 
they  have  themselves  drawn  up  fur  their  own  guidance.  At  six  banks  there  were  ru^^^- 
occasional  instances  where  interest  was  not  allowed  to  the  depositors  in  exact  accordance 
with  the  method  of  calculation  prescribed  by  rule  ;  at  one,  money  was  received  without 
production  of  the  pass-book ;  at  another,  weekly  returns  were  in  arrear ;  and,  at  three 
banks,  the  check  upon  the  cash  transactions  was  not  recorded  in  the  manner  required  by 
the  rules.  At  two  small  banks  the  rules  generally  did  not  appear  to  be  so  carefully 
observed  as  they  should  have  been. 

We  still  notice  a  hesitation  on  the  part  of  the  responsible  officers  to  take  upon  Revision  of 
themselves  the  trouble  of  revising  the  rules  of  their  banks  to  date,  by  bringing  them  rules, 
into  accord  with   new  legislation,  or  by  providing  that  changes  of  practice  shall  first  be 
duly  authorised  by  amendments  in  the  rules. 

The  trouble  involved  would  be  amply  repaid  by  the  closer  acquaintance  which  would 
be  gained  with  the  whole  of  the  rules  and  regulations  which  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
savings  bank  for  the  time  being,  and  there  is,  in  our  opinion,  hardly  any  duty  of  a 
savings  bank  actuary  more  important  than  that  of  keeping  in  touch  with  amendments  of 


•  The  total  funds  of  the  Ennis  Savings  Bank  amounted  to  about  10,000/.,  and  the  closing  of  the

Sd 
far  from  this  being  invariably  done,  the  rules  of  some  banks  date  still  as. far  back  as  the 
vear  1863, 

Some  progress  has,  however,  beep  made  during  the  year  with  the  revision  of  rules, 
and  at  seve^ral  banks  the  rules  would  have  been  brought  completely  up  to  date,  anc 
re-certified,  but  for  ^  feeling  of  uncertainly  as  regards  the  outcome  of  new  and  proposec 
legislation,  which  caused  the  trustees  and  managers  to  defer  the  matter. 

Obsolete  Obsolete    forms  still,    moreover,    remain    in    use :    a   matter   which    comes  ap 

forms  m  use.  again  for  consideration  in  consequence  of  new  Treasury  Regulations  having  come  into 

force  this  year,  containing  modified  provisions  as  regards  nominations.  Official  foras 
of  nominatjon  and  transfer  under  those  regulations  might,  it  is  suggested,  be  supplied 
to  the  banks,  where,  as  it  is,  each  is  left  to  devise  or  amend  forms  which  might  easily, 
and  with  very  great  advantage,  be  in  a  common  form  embodied  in  and  sanctioned  by 
the  Treasury  Regulations.

Accounts. 

Generally  speaking,  the  books  of  account  are  satisfactorily  kept  and  in  order.  k\ 
some  banks,  though  the  style  of  book-keeping  is  antiquated  ;  yet,  in  conj unction  with 
the  Annual  General  Statement  of  Accounts  rendered  to  the  National  Debt  Office,  it 
serves  all  practical  purposes. 

Slight  errors  have  been  detected  by  the  inspectors  here  and  there,  which,  in  two 
cases,  affected  the  Annual  Balance  on  20th  November  1899.  The  cause  of  the  dis- 
crepancy in  one  of  these  cases  (one  penny  only)  has  still  to  be  ascertained.  At  five  other 
banks  there  were  also  discrepancies  of  a  few  pence  in  the  accounts,  which  had  been  left 
over  from  the  Annual  Balance  on  20th  November  1899  without  being  explained.  These 
slight  differences  appeared  to  arise  in  every  case  from  faulty  extraction  or  summation o( 
the  detailed  items  of  interest  credited  to  depositors  for  the  year,  the  total  of  which  did 
not  come  exactly  to  the  figure  required  to  balance  the  accounts.  In  three  cases  the 
causes  were  subsequently  ascertained  and  the  necessary  corrections  made  in  the  ex- 
tracted lists.  Similar  errors  in  the  accounts  of  one  savings  bank  for  the  year  ended 
20th  November  1896,  and  of  another  for  the  year  1898,  were  likewise  ascertained  aod 
adjusted. 

Five  important  and  growing  banks  have  recently  adopted  our  recoromendation  to 
introduce  the  sectional  system  of  balancing,  by  which  discrepancies  are  localized  and  the 
field  of  search  is  confined  within  narrow  limits,  thus  lightening  the  work  after  the  20tli 
November  at  the  expense  of  a  little  extra  labour  during  the  year.

Audits. 

At  about  a  score  of  small  banks  the  audit  does  not  yet  appear  to  be  sufficient. 
though  we  have  had  no  reason  to  question  the  accuracy  of  the  accounts.  At  most  ot 
these  the  unsatisfactory  feature  is  a  scanty  examination  of  pass-books  by  the  auditor, 
which  cannot  apparently  be  raised  to  10  per  cent.  oF  the  number  of  pass-book^ 
ej^tant,  owing  either  to  the  infrequency  with  which  they  are  presented  by  depositors 
during  the  hours  of  business,  or  to  the  small  remuneraiion  of  the  auditor.  In  such 
cases  the  inspectors  endeavour  to  remedy  deficiencies,  as  far  as  may  be  possible  in  the 
limited  time  at  their  disposal. 

On  the  other  hand,  at  over  30  banks  the  pass-books  of  depositors  are  to  be  found 
remaining  in  scores,  more  or  less  permanently,  for  custody  or  -safe  keeping.  Thisfa*.^ 
introduces,  we  think,  an  element  of  danger  into  the  management  of  the  savinjjs  ban^^ 
concerned,  which  calls  for  special  safeguards  and  for  extra  care  on  the  part  of  tre 
auditors. 


At  SIX  banks  there  have  been  changes  in  the  permanent  auditors  through  death  or  Changes  in 
other  cause,  and  a  fresh  scrutiny  will  ihus  be  brought  to  bear  upon  their  accounts.  auditors. 

Expenditure. 

The  last  Parliamentary  Return  relative  to  Trustee  Savings  Banks  (H.C.P.  230,  Rates  of 
1900)  shows  that  at  49  banks  the  cost  of  mp,i;iagement  for  the  year  ended  20tb  November  expenditure. 
1899,  was  at  the  rate  of  7s.  and  upwards  per  cent,  of  capital.  The  similar  list  on  the 
20th  November  1898  comprised  55  banks.  Of  these,  13  dropped  out  of  th^  list  by 
the  20th  November  1899,  through  reduction  of  expenditure,  increase  of  capital,  or 
closing,  7  other  banks  coming  into  the  list  through  increase  of  expenditure  or  reduction 
of  capital.  • 

The  remaining  banks  mentioned  in  that  Return  number  182,  of  which  it  i^  seen 
that  139,  as  against  132  in  the  previous  year,  being  as  before  more  than  half  the  total 
number  of  banks,  did  not  spend  more  than  6^.  per  cent,  of  capita]  on  management^  and 
were  consequently  "  Economical."  At  22  the  expenditure  is  shown  to  have  been  over  6*. 
per  cent.,  but  not  to  exceed  6^.  6rf.  per  cent.,  which  maybe  regarded  as  "  Reasonable" 
on  the  whole,  and  at  21,  where  the  rates  of  expenditure  varied  from  over  6^.  6rf. 
up  to  6^.  \\d.  percent,  inclusive,  the  expenditure  was  *'FulL"  The  expenditure  of  the 
49,  which  spent  at  the  rate  of  7s.  and  upwards  per  cent.,  as  staled  above,  was  in  many 
cases  "  Excessive." 

Of  the  70  banks  where  the  expenditure  for  the  year  ended  20th  November  1 899 
was  ** Full"  or  ''Excessive,'*  being  over  Qs.  6d. per  cent.,  34  maintained  the  same  at  the 
expense  of  the  depository'  interest,  ^vhich.wa8  consequently  below  the  maximum  rate  of 
2^1.  per  cent,  sanctioned  by  the  savings  bank  statutes.* 

At  29  banks,   four  of  which   also   allowed  to   the  depositors  less  than  2^/.  per  Excesses  of 
cent,  interest,  there  was  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  which  was  met  out  of  expenditure 
the  banks'  cash  reserves.     The  deficiencies  of  income  were  under  1/.  in  amount  at  seven  overmcome. 
banks,  between    U.  and    5/,  at  ten,  and  between   6/.    and  10/.  at  four.     They  were 
accounted  for  in  two  other  cases,  (being  those  of  the  greatest  moment),  by  an  increase  in 
the  riate  of  interest  allowed  to  depositors,  from  2i/.  per  cent,  to  2^/.  per  cent.,  which  had 
not  been  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  expenditure  for  management, 
or  an  increase  in  capital.     The  remaining  six  cases  were  due  to  other  special  circum* 
stances,  or  to  the  invested  funds  having  diminished  and  to  the  consequent  loss  of  income 
having  more  than  absorbed  the  former  net  margin  of  profit  remaining  after  the  payment 
of  management  expenses.     The  attention  of  the  trustees  has  been  drawn  to  this  in  each 
of  the  latter  cases,  and  we   are   pressing  for  a  reduction  of  expenditure  within  the 
present  inconie-earnirig  capacity  of  the  savings  banks. 

In  10  cases  we  have  been  obUged  to  take  exception  to  gratuities  to  officers,  Expenditure 
increase  of  salaries,  or  payments  to  deputy  officers,  and  at  one  bank  to  a  proposal  to  objected  to. 
pa V  thei  officers' salaries  free  of  income  tax,  on  the  ground  that  income  tax  is  a  purely 
personal  expense  of  the  officers.  At  four  banks  the  question  of  the  amount  of  salary 
paid  to  the  actuary  has  had  to  be  raised  with  a  view  to  a  reduction  in  expenditure,  and  at 
four  other  banks  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  exceptionally  large  number  of  officers 
employed,  or  to  the  high  salaries  paid.  Economies  have  been  already  effected  in  some  of 
these  cases  by  the  voluntary  action  of  the  actuary  in  submitting  to  a  reduction  of  salary, 
or  on  vacancies  occurring  in  the  staff'  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  officer. 

In  one  case,  our  representations  having  been  ineffectual,  we   were  obliged  to  take  Expenditure 
the  extreme  step  of  making  a  formal  request  under  section  3(2)  of  the  Savings  Banks  disallowed 
Act  of  1891,  for  a  reduction  of  expenditure  within  a  specified. time.     At  the   bank  in  *?^^"j* 
question  the  amount  of  the  actuary's  salary,  which  had  been  settled, in  1898  at  a  figure  ^  *^^®  ' 
agreed  upon  between  the  trustees  and  managers  and  ourselves  had  agaiti  been  paid  on 
the  former  basis   of  computation.      The  excess  was  accordingly  disallowed,  and  its 
repayment  to  the  savings  bank  witliin  three  months  was  called  for  and  made.

to  5^.  2d.  per  cent.,  while  the  cost  per  transaction  has  been  further  reduced  from  7^.

Savings  Banks  Premises. 

Four  proposals  for  exceptional  outlays  of  general  funds  on  repairs  and  alteratiooi 
of  premises,  amounting  in  all  to  390/.,  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  us. 

We  have  .also  considered  proposals  from  seven  other  savings  banks,  for  the  moft 
part  of  a  more  extensive  nature,  which  involved  applications  for  issues  from  the  amounis 
standing  to  the  credit  of  those  banks  upon  the  separate  surplus  fund.  Of  these,  five  were 
sanctioned,  requiring  8,518/.  4s.  2d.  from  the  separate  surplus  fund,  one  for  legal  costs 
amounting  to  291.  was  refused  as  excessive,  and  another  for  150/.  is  awaiting  consider- 
tion  pending  the  receipt  of  further  information  from  the  savings  bank.  The  proposals 
involving  the  most  considerable  issue  from  the  separate  surplus  fund  (7,000/.)  \«ere 
subsequently  abandoned  by  the  trustees,  but  fresh  proposals  with  the  same  object  in  riew 
will  probably  be  submitted.

Compared  with  the  corre- 
sponding figures  on  the  previous  20th  November  these  show  increases  of  37,538  in  the 
number  of  depositors,  of  1,409,556/.  \6s.  3d.  in  the  amount  of  cash  deposits,  and  of 
48,185/.  10^.  1  d.  in  the  amount  of  stock  held  for  depositors.  The  total  amount  invested  with 
the  National  Debt  Commissioners  (including  separate  surplus  fund  monies)  on  the 
20th  November  1899  was  51,631,991/.  17^.  8rf.,  to  which  may  be  added  the  value  of  the 
stock  previously  mentioned.  Uninvested  balances  of  cash  at  the  savings  banks,  or  in 
the  hands  of  their  treasurers,  amounted  to  347,928/.  6*.  8fl?.,  and  certain  savings  banb 
possessed  other  assets  (premises,  furniture,  &c.),  estimated  as  worth  496,024/.  6^.  \l 
Hence  the  total  assets  held  by  the  trustees,  and  by  the  National  Debt  Commissioners  oo 
their  behalf,  were  52,475,944/.  10^-  5rf.,  and  the  Commissioners  also  held  on  behalf  ot 
depositors  the  amount  of  1,124,108/.  lis.  7d.  Government  Stock  already  referred  to. 
The  margin  between  assets  and  liabilities  on  the  20th  November  1899  was  therefore 
1,071,014/.  13^.  9d. 

As  it  may  be  of  interest  to  record  and  compare  these  figures  for  some  years

Closed  Banks. 

Two   banks  closed  in  the  year  ended  20th  November    1900,   Vi2. :— Ennis  and 

Ashby-deJa-Zouch.     The  depositors  therein  numbered  809  on  the  20th  November  1899, 

and  their  deposits  amounted  to  25,923/.     Ihe  death  of  the  actuary  appears  to  bare 

been  -the   proximate  cause  of    the    closing    of   the  Ashby-de-la-Zouch   Savings  Bank. 

and  the  reason  for  the  closing  of  the  Ennis  Savings  Bank  has  been  already  mentioned  on 

page  5  of  this  Report.      The    surplus  funds   of  these   banks  on  the  20th   Nuvemler 

1899  were  461/.  2^.  6rf.,  of  which  the  sum  of  85/.  was  applied  in  compensating  certain  of 

the  surviving  oflScers   for  the  loss  of  office  which  they   had   sustained.     Tliese  banks 

possessed  no  premises  of  their  own.     Their  closing  involved  applications  for  issues  from 

the  separate  surplus  fund,  amounting  to  177/.  9^^.  4d.  in  all,  to  pay  closing  expenses  and 

salaries  due. 


The  Grangemouth  Branch  of  the  Staling  Savings  Bank  was  to  have  been  close4  on  Orange- 
the  20th  November  1900,  but  representations  to  the  local  board  of  management  led  to  mouth 
the  notice  of  closing  being  cancelled.      The  bank  was  re-organised,  additional  trustees  ^*^5°^^ 
and  managers  and  new  officers  were  appointed,  the  hours  for  business  extended,  and 
its  invested  funds  transferred  from  the  Stirling  Savings  Bank  to  that  established  at 
Falkirk,  which  is  nearer  and  much  easier  of  access  from  Grangemouth. 

New  Batiks. 

One  new  Trustee  Savings  Bank  has  been  successfully  established  at  Monifieth  under  One  new 
rules  which  were  certified  by  the  Assistant  R^strar  of  Friendly  Societies  for  Scotland  s^^i^gs 
on  the  29th  March  last.     The  bank  was  opened  to  the  public  for  the  first  time  on  the    ^^  ' 
5th  May  1900,  and  by  the  18th  August  (the  date  of  our  Inspector's  visit),  50  deposit 
accounts  bad  been  opened,  and  over  700/.  deposited.    On  the  20th  November  last  the 
accounts  in  it  were  59  in  number,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  840/. 

The  number  of  branch  banks  open  has  been  added  to  during  the  year  ended  20th  New  brauch 
November  1900  by  the  opening  of  the  Mountpottinger  Branch  of  the  Belfast  Savings  ^^^^s. 
Bank  on  the  7th  March  last.  It  is  open  to  the  public  daily  and  on  two  evenings  per 
week,  and  on  the  20th  September  (the  date  of  tlie  Inspector's  last  visit),  the  accounts 
in  it  numbered  600,  with  funds  amounting  to  over  12,000/.  The  proposed  establishment 
of  a  second  branch  of  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Savings  Bank  at  Byker,  also  referred  to 
in  our  last  Report,  has  not  yet  been  effected  owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
getting  a  suitable  site,  but  a  sub-office  of  the  Gateshead  Branch  has  been  opened 
tentatively  for  the  receipt  of  deposits  one  evening  a  week. 

The  Falkirk  Savings  Bank  has  not  only  taken  over  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Grangemouth  Savings  Bank  as  above  mentioned,  but  has  now  two  ether  similar  branch 
banks,  at  Stenhousemuir  and  Carron. 

Ihe  Glasgow  Savings  Bank  has  opened  a  new  branch  at  Queen's  Cross,  for  which 
premises  have  been  acquired  in  a  densely  populated  district,  further  facilities  requiring 
to  be  provided  to  relieve  the  business  of  the  Northern  Branch  of  the  bank,  where  the 
deposit  accounts  amount  to  nearly  1,000,000/.  The  fifth  branch  of  the  Edinburgh 
Savings  Bank  at  Dairy  is  now  well  established,  and  a  sixth  branch  has  recently  been 
opened  at  Stockbridge,  a  populous  and  rapidly  growing  district  in  the  north  of  the 
CSty. 

The  number  of  savings  banks  open  on  the  20th  November  1900  was  therefore  230, 
with  100  branches,  including  the  two  proposed  branches  of  the  Sheffield  Savings  Bank 
referred  to  in  our  last  Report. 

Special  Investments. 

The    14    savings   banks  which  continue  to  make  special  investments    for  their  Total  figures 
depositors  had  37,555  deposit  accounts  open  on  the  20th  November  1899 — representing  *^  ^^  ^^^^ 
4,442,188/.  10^.  Td.  cash,  and  168,582/.  17^.  7d.  stock  ;  or,  taking  the  stock  at  its  nominal  fggg®'"^®'^ 
value,  4,600,771/.   8^.  2^.  in  all.     The  total  assets  on  the  special  investment  account 
held  by  the  trustees  of  the  savings  banks  concerned  amounted  to  4,884,725/.  17^.  lOe/., 
showing  a  surplus  on  valuation  of  283,954/.  9^ .  9d. 

These  figures  indicate  a  small  increase  in  amount  during  the  year,  though  the 
number  of  investors  has  fallen  oflp  by  392. 

The  disabilities  which  Trustee  Savings  Banks  are  still  under  in  respect  of  special  Restrictioos 
investments  have  not  been  removed  in  any  important  particular  during  the  past  year,  yp^"^  special 
but  the  reception  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  of  an  influential  deputation  from  ^^^^stments. 
the  Aberdeen  Savings  Bank,  where  power  to  make  special  investments  is  greatly  desired, 
and    (although   its    second  reading    was   dropped)    the  introduction   of  a   Bill    into 
Parliament  last  year,  to  authorise  the  investment  of  trust  funds  on  the  security  of  local 
rates,  are  hopeful  signs. 

A  slight  enlargement  of  the  field  of  investment  open  to  trustees  of  savings  banks  Colonial 

making  special  investments  in  common  with  trustees  generally,  has,  indeed,  been  provided  ^^^^^  -A.ct, 

by  means  of  the  Colonial  Stock  Act,  1900,  (63  &  64  Vict.,  ch.  62),  by  Clause  2  of  which  ^^^• 
the  powers  of  investment  enjoyed  by  trustees  in  pursuance  of  the  Trustee  Act,  1893 
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XMi^eet'to  the  restHctions  mentioned  in  sub-section  2  of  section  2  of  that  Act*),  have 
been  extended  to  sudh  colonial  stocks  as  are  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  in 
accordance  with  the  provi^ons  <tf  the  Colonial  Stocks  Acts,  1877  and  1892,  and  with 
respect  to  which  there  haye  been  obswved  such  conditions  (if  any)  as  may  have  been 
prescribed  by  the  Treasury .f

SAVINGS  BANKS  LEGISLATION,  NEW  AND  PROPOSED. 

New  Trustee  While  the  Colonial  Stock  Act,  previously  mentioned,  affected  certain  Trustee  SaTiogs 

Savings        Banks  only  and  those  indirectly,  new  regulations  were  framed  by  the  Lords  Commis- 
laibns/^^"'  ^ioners  of  Her  M^esty's  Treasury  for  Trustee  Savings  Banks,  which  applied  to  all  the 

banks,  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  August  1900. 

Savings  .^  ^Savings  Banks  >Bill  also  was  introduced  into  Parliament  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 

fooo*  ^^''     Exchequer  on   behalf  of  the  Government  on  tbe  16tfa.May  1900,  and  read  a^rst  time. 

Its  principal  object  was  to  provide  for  the  interest  paid  by  the  Government  oq  savings 
'badk  funds  being  calculated  on  a  new  basis  as  from  the  20th  November  1902,  in  the  case 
of  Trustee  Savings  Banks,  and  the  31st  December  1902,  in  the  case  of  Post  Office  Savings 
Banks, 

Tbe  funds  afiected  by  the  Bill  amounted  :at  the  time  to  18S,000,000{.,  of  which 
66,000,000/.  was  invested  in  consols,  and  20^000^000/.  in  terminable  annuities  representing 
cancelled  consols,  making  in  all  106,000,000/.,  which  alone  pointed  to  a  diminution  of 
annual  income  in  1908  (when  consols  will  be  reduced  from  a  2f/.  per  cent  to  a  2^/. 
per  cent,  stoc^)  of  about  270,000/. 

Clause  1  of  the  Bill  proposed  to  vest  in  the  Treasury  the  power  and  duty  of  annuaUj 
determining  for  the  ensuing  year  what  rates  of  interest  should  be  allowed  on  savings 
bank  funds  in  lieu  of  the  rates  of  2^/.  per  cent,  paid  to  depositors  in  the  Post  Office 
Satiugs  iBank,  and  of  24/.  per  cent,  paid  to  trustees  of  Trustee  Savings  Banks.  Tlie 
Treasury  was  to  fix  tbe  new  rates  upon  estimates  of  the  income  likely  to  accrue  from  the 
funds  during  the  year,  after  allovnng  for  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  Post  Office  Savings 


*  The  Trustee  Act  of  1893  provided  (Section  1)  that  a  troetee  might,  unless  expresslj  forbidden  bj  the

'OAer  Coloniid  Governments  will  no  doubt  avail  themselves  of  the  provisioiis  ^^tbe  ^t. 
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Bank,*  changing  the  rates  from  time  to  time  by  multiples  of  one  eighth  of  a  pouiid,  and 
announcing  any  notice  of  a  change,  or  of  the  intention  to  make  no  change,  not  later  than 
one  month  before  the  commencement  of  the  year  to  which  it  would  relate. 

Clause  2  of  the  Bill  provided  for  any  surplus  income  being  carried  to  separate 
reserve  accounts,  instead  of  being  (as  under  the  existing  law)  paid  over  to  the  Exchequer 
less  a  proportion  retained  in  hand  to  provide  against  depreciation  in  the  value  of  securities. 
Those  reserves  were  to  be  separately  accounted  for,  and  to  be  credited  with  the  income 
arising  from  the  investment  of  moneys  transferred  to  them.  They  were  intended  to  he 
applicable  primarily  as  a  provision  against  any  deficiency  in  the  capital  value  of  the 
assets  held  against  savings  hank  iimds,  but  might,  if  the  Treasury  thought  fit,  be  apphed 
under  its  direction  towards  making  good  any  deficiency  of  income. 

Clause  3  proposed  to  treat  as  income  the  interest  derived  from  the  investments 
made  with  the  money  received  on  account  of  the  Trustee  Savings  Banks  (Deficiency) 
Annuity  of  1880,  which  has  been  accumulated  and  treated  as  capital,  and  as  such 
requires  an  adjustment  to  be  made  in  the  income  earned  by  the  funds  of  Trustee  Savings 
Banks  before  interest  is  credited  to  the  Fund  for  the  Banks  for  Savings.  As  a  set-off^ 
against  this  change,  which  would  prevent  the  operation  of  the  annuity  from  repaying 
by  1908  the  capital  deficiency  of  3,573,405/.  shown  on  the  account  of  Trustee  Savings 
Banks  moneys  on  20th  November  1880,  the  annuity  in  question  (83,692/.  12^.  a  year) 
was  to  be  extended  to  the  20th  November  1914. 

The  other  clauses  of  the  Bill  dealt  with  sundry  administrative  points  of  Trustee 
Savings  Bank  management,  and  were  in  accordance  with  certain  of  the  recommendations 
contained  in  our  former  Reports  and  with  the  clauses  of  the  Bills  introduced  from  time 
to  time  by  our  Chairman,  Sir  Albert  RoUit. 

Considerable  feehng  has  been  expressed  against  the  Bill,  resolutions  deprecating  it 
having  been  passed  at  many  banks,  and  a  well-attended  meeting  of  the  representatives  of 
Trustee  Savings  Banks  was  held  in  London  on  the  14th  June,  at  which  resolutions  were 
passed  (amongst  others)  opposing  any  fluctuation  in  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  to  depositors, 
suggesting  as  an  alternative  an  extension  in  the  range  of  investments  available  for 
savings  bank  funds,  and  recommending  that  all  Trustee  Savings  Banks  having  deposits 
over  200,000Z.  in  amount  should  be  empowered  to  open  Special  Investment  Departments 
under  section  16  of  the  Act  of  1863. 

The  order  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  was  read  and  discharged  and  the  Bill 
withdrawn  on  the  17th  July. 

The  Trustee  Savings  Banks  Bill  of  1899,  already  referred  to,  was  le- introduced  in  Trustees 
the  House  of  Commons  last  year  with  a  few  verbal  amendments  (Bill  69)  and  was  read  ®*^^^^^^.„ 
for  the  first  time  on  the  7th  February,  but  was  not  proceeded  with.  ^^^  ^   ' 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

A  feeling  of  uncertainty  has  been  experienced  at  many  savings  banks  during  the  year, 
arising  from  the  apprehended  results  of  proposed  legislation. 

The  demand  for  loans  by  municipalities  and  other  local  authorities  has  been 
steady,  and  advertisements  by  such  public  bodies  for  loans  of  small  sums  on  three 
months'  notice  of  withdrawal  at  3  per  cent,  interest,  or  more,  have  been  frequent, 
quite  apart  from  issues  of  Government  Stocks  and  Three  per  Cent.  Municipal  Corporation 
Stocks  under  par. 

Both  of  these  considerations  have  been  detrimental  to  the  progress  of  Trustee 
Savings  Banks. 

The  decrease  in  funds,  or  the  inability  to  maintain  former  rates  of  increase, 
is  especially  marked  at  Scotch  banks,  where,  on  the  other  hand,  a  temporary  reduction 
in  fresh  deposits  can  be  better  withstood,  as  the  prosperity  of  the  last  few  years 
has  been  most  noticeable  there.  They  have  not  only  had  to  meet  withdrawals  for  invest- 
ment with  the  local  authorities  already  referred  to,  but  have  also  found  that  new  deposits 


•  The  expenses  of  the  Trustee  Savings  Banks  would  be  paid  as  hitherto  out  of  the  nominal  margin  of  5*. 
per  cent,  between  the  rate  allowed  by  the  Government  to  the  trustees,  and  the  maximum  rats  legally  allow- 
able by  the  trustees  to  their  depositors. 
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do  not  come  in  so  readily,  owing  to  the  greater  inducements  offered  to  depositors  by  banking 
companies.  The  new  Trustee  Savings  Banks  that  have  been  opened  in  Scotland  have, 
however,  been  strikingly  successful,  notwithstanding  the  less  favourable  times.  The 
Motherwell  Savings  Bank  accumulated  20,000/.  in  less  than  four  years,  and  the  Coatbridge 
Savings  Bank  10^000/.  in  not  much  more  than  12  months.  This  marked  appredation 
these    localities    thoroughly   confirms   the    action    taken    by  the   National    Debt 
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Commissioners  when  they  yielded  to  local  representations  and  opened  accounts  with 
these  savings  banks. 

The  Irish  banks  have  as  a  whole  done  well,  although  one  is  reported  to  have 
sustained  a  temporary  diminution  of  deposits  owing  to  fear  of  loss  through  the  war. 
While  depositors  in  Irish  savings  banks  seem  at  special  times^  or  in  special  localities, to 
be  somewhat  too  readily  accessible  to  fears  of  loss,  leading  to  their  withdrawing  their 
funds,  as  instanced  by  the  widespread  and  large  vrithdrawals  of  deposits  in  1893,  when 
the  special  Legislative  proposals  affecting  Ireland  were  under  discussion,  the  figures  as 
a  whole,  taking  them  over  a  series  of  years,  are  remarkably  steady.  The  Parliamentary 
return  for  the  year  ended  20th  November  1888,  the  year  prior  to  the  last  reductioa 
in  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  the  Government,  shows  that  there  were  then  24  bank 
with  49,242  depositors,  who  held  in  the  aggregate  2,047,065/.  in  cash  and  1€,306/.  of 
stock.  The  corresponding  figures  in  the  last  published  Parliamentary  Return,  vit, 
for  the  year  ended  20th  November  1899,  show  that  on  that  date  there  were  14  banks 
with  50,324  depositors,  whose  aggregate  holdings  amounted  to  2,355,4042.  in  rash  and 
20,870/.  in  stock.  These  increases  afford  some  testimony  as  to  the  continu^4  popularitj 
and  usefulness  of  the  existing  Irish  savings  banks^  especially  when  it  is  borne  in  fflind 
that  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  is  not  in  every  case  the  legal  maximum  of  2L  IQs,  per 
cent.,  the  average  being  only  21.  8s.  8d.  per  cent«,  a  fact  which  is  all  the  more  striking  as 
hardly  anywhere  else  in  the  Kingdom  does  the  small  capitalist  appear  to  search  more 
keenly  after  remunerative  investments  than  in  Ireland.  The  closing  of  ten  Irish  banks 
between  1888  and  1899,  and  one  since  1899,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  due  to  any 
loss  of  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  depositors,  who  had  no  voice  in  the  matter. 

A  feeling  has  been  somewhat  widely  and  repeatedly  expressed  of  late  both  in  the  dailr 
or  weekly  press  and  in  some  magazines  devoted  to  financial  and  economical  matters, 
that  the  Savings  Banks  Act  of  1893  which  increased  the  limits  of  annual  deposit  from 
30/.  to  50/.,  lias  attracted  a  superior  class  of  depositors. 

The  large  increase  in  funds  in  recent  years  seems  to  have  given  rise  to  this 
iiapression,  but  as  this  increase  has  been  associated  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deposit  accounts,  the  average  holding  of  a  depositor  in  a  Trustee  Savings  Bank  has  not 
been  enlarged  proportionately.  Taking  the  four  years,  1 896-9,  it  is  seen  that  the  averajie 
amount  of  each  deposit  account  in  a  Trustee  Savings  Bank  was  31/.  4^.  4d.,  31/.  14*.  fti., 
31/.  19^.  46?.,  and  32/.  2*.,  respectively,  and  is  mucli  lower  than  in  the  early 
history  of  savings  banks,  the  average  in  the  year  1829  having  been  as  high  as 
34/.  185.  5rf.  Statistics  as  to  the  business,  trade,  or  occupation  of  depositors  are  not 
readily  obtainable,  but  several  banks  publish  such  information  in  their  annual  reports, 
and  only  an  inconsiderable  proportion  of  depositors  in  recent  years  appears  to  belong  to 
other  than  the  wage-earning  and  poorer  classes.  Some  large  deposits  in  cue  sum  might 
lead,  at  first  sight,  to  an  opposite  conclusion,  but  these  have  not  been  comparatively  many, 
and  their  numberis  decreasing.  Explanations  of  many  of  them  have,  indeed,  been  suggested 
e.g.,  there-deposit  in  one  amount  under  Section  11  (4)  of  the  Savings  Banks  Act,  1891, of 
sums  previously  withdrawn  in  the  same  year,  and  the  deposit  of  sums  recovered  by  artizans 
under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  and  other  Acts,  the  Judges  or  Sheriffs,  especially 
in  Scotland,  where  savings  bank  business  has  most  increased,  frequently  advising  the 
recipients  to  put  the  sums  recovered  into  the  local  savings  bank.  In  Ireland, 
moreover,  the  large  and  exceptional  withdrawals  of  1893,  due  to  the  cause  already 
mentioned,  were  probably  replaced  to  a  large  extent  in  1894  and  may  have  swelled  the 
figures  for  that  year  abnormally. 

The  number  of  accounts  and  amount  of 
Savings  Banks,  shown  by  the  last  published 
20th  November  1899),  were  again  greater 
exceeded  the  figures  referred  to  in  our  last 
management  of  savings  banks  has,  indeed, 
the  Act  of  1891,  and,  as  shown  above  (p.  4) 
few   and   trivial,   and    are  still  decreasing.

Fairly  economical  management  is  bein^ 
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generally  attained,  and  the  maximum  rate  of  interest,  2^-  per  cent.,  paid  by  the  great 
majority  of  the  banks,  is  in  a  large  measure  owing  to  the  reduction  of  establishment 
charges.  A  high  tribute  is  due  from  us  to  the  trustees  and  managers,  for  the  great 
service  which  they  render  both  to  the  State  and  to  the  localities  by  their  sacrifice  of 
time,  as  well  as  for  the  personal  sympathy  which  they  give  to  the  performance  of 
their  voluntary  duties.  With  their  co-operation  the  administration  of  the  Act  of  1891/ 
has  been  made  successful,  and  nearly  all  the  banks  seem  now  to  be  conducted  on 
careful  and  satisfactory  lines,  subject,  possibly,  to  some  administrative  improvements, 
for  which  amendment  of  the  law  is  needed. 

Most  of  these  improvements  have  been  suggested  in  our  annual  Reports,  e,g.^  powers 
for  the  superannuation  of  officers,  the  want  of  which  has  sometimes  led  to  the  closing  of 
banks,  in  order  that  what  might  not  be  legally  possible  by  direct  means,  might  be  attained 
indirectly  by  an  award  from  the  surplus  assets  left  after  the  winding  up  ;  powers  for  the 
amalgamation  of  banks,  or  for  other  steps  to  be  taken  to  strengthen  their  boards  of 
management ;  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  penny  banks ;  and  for  the  sale  and 
leasing  of  bank  premises  when  the  bank  is  not  being  closed  ;  the  widening  of  the  powers 
of  investment,  of  both  the  Government  and  Ihe  trustees  ;  and  some  other  minor  points. 
In  all  such  respects  the  trustees  and  managers  have  surely  deserved  to  be  helped  in 
recognition  of  the  great  public  service  which  they  render  to  the  poor,  the  provident, 
and  the  thrifty. 

The  present  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  the  savings  banks  will  continue 
during  the  current  year,  the  only  changes  recently  made,  or  likely  to  be  made,  being  of  an 
incidental  nature.  Early  in  the  past  year  we  lost  the  services  of  our  esteemed  Inspector 
for  the  Dundee  District,  the  late  Mr.  William  Stiven,  c.a.,  but  were  fortunate  in  securing 
his  nephew  and  partner,  Mr.  Alex.  W.  Stiven,  c.a.,  as  his  successor.  We  were  also 
compelled  to  appoint  Mr.  T.  W.  M.  Watson,  c.a.,  Deputy  Inspector  of  the  savings  banks 
in  the  Glasgow  District,  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  John  E.  Watson,  our  Inspector  for 
the  South  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Stiven  will  take  over  the  inspection  of  the  new  Monifieth 
Savings  Bank  in  future,  Mr.  Watson  will  do  the  same  for  those  at  Coatbridge  and 
Innerleithen,  and  the  Maryport  Savings  Bank  has  been  removed  from  the  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne  District  for  inspection  from  London.

April  4.   1901). 

Whereas  by  the  Savings  Banks  Act,  1880,  the  Treasury  are  empowered, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Nntional  Debt  Commissioners,  to  make,  alter,  or  add 
to  Regulations  with  respect  to  the  matters  in  the  said  Act  specified. 

And  whereas  Regulations,  dated  the  24th  day  of  July,  1888,  have* been 
made  by  the  Treasury  under  the  said  Savings  Banks  Act,  1880,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  add  to  the  said  Regulations  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Trustee 
Savings  Banks. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  all  powers  and  auihorities  vested  in  us  in  that  behalf,  do,  with  the 
consent  of  the  National  Debt  Commissioners,  make  the  following  Regulations, 
that  is  to  say :  — 

1.  These  Regulations  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the  Savings  Banks 

(Investment)  Regulaticms,  1901. 

2.  These  Regulatiotis  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  21st  day  of  Maj, 

1901. 

3.  These    Regulations   shall   be   read   as   one    with   the   Savings    Banks 

(Investnnent)  Reguhitions,  1888. 

4.  In  the  case  of  Trustee  Savings  Banks  open  for  more  than  six  hours 

in  every  week,  any  Certificate  required  under  Regulations  15  and  16 
of  the  said  Regulations^  in  respect  of  an  application  for  the  purchase 
or  sale  of  Stock  respectively,  may  be  given  by  a  paid  officer  of 
the  Savings  Bank,  duly  appointed  for  the  purpose  l>y  resolution  of 
the  Trustees,  provided  that  the  appointment  and  signature  of  every 
officer  so  appointed  shali  havo  been  previously  certified  to  the  National 
Debt  Commissioners  by  two  Trustees,  provided  also  that  the  Trustees 
may  from  time  to  time  revoke  such  appointment^  notifying  the 
Revocation  to  the  said  Commissioners.
